burns to ground 


The “Big Gunlock House”’, described 
as one of Wilton’s landmark buildings, 
was destroyed by fire shortly after 
midnight on New Year's Eve. 

Wilton City Clerk Louise Reeder said 
the house was owned by Mrs. Mamie 
Gunlock but was occupied by Mr. and 
Mrs. Bobby Logan and their children. 

Montevallo Fire Chief S.M. Mahan 
jr.. told the Reporter that 19 men and 
three fire fighting vehicles answered the 
alarm. When units of the MFD arrived at 
the scene. the large frame building was 
completely engulfed in flames, Mahan 
said. 

The Logans, who were awakened by 
the fire, told Mahan they believed the fire 
started on the back porch of the house, 
where electrical switch boxes were 
located. The Logans and their children 
were not injured. 

Reportedly no insurance was carried 
on the large L shaped residence that was 
built shortly after the Civil War. Square 
cut nails, no longer in use, were found in 
the ashes of the burned out house. 

Fire fighting personnel remained on 
the scene until 5 am. Two members of 
the Montevallo unit returned to the site 
Sunday to check for possible indications 
of arson. No evidence was found, 
according to Mahan, that would indicate 
arson was involved.

Storm stops traffic,

The unusual storm that hit Shelby 
County late Sunday night made life 
miserable many residents, but left 
others unscathed. 

Warned of the rain and freezing 
temperatures that were sweeping in from 
the southwest, most people stayed home. 
But those driving on the highways around 
9 p. m. began to run into frozen slicks on 
bridges. Many automobiles skidded off 
the roads. By 10 p.m. roads were closed 
around Montevallo and Calera, and 
Highway 280 was closed on both 
approaches to the Narrows. 

Many other highways were closed. 
By 11 p.m, the temperatures started 
going up again, and before midnight most 
roads were again open to travel. 

But the rain continued, and in many 
places, such as Pea Ridge, the 
temperatures stayed at freezing or below. 
Trees began coating with ice and by 2:30 
a.m. tree limbs started falling on power 
lines, leaving many homes without 
electricity.

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Alabaster questions salary 
of treatment plant operator

A discrepancy in the salary paid to 
the city’s treatment plant operator in 
November and December, was brought to 
attention of the Alabaster City 
Council Monday night by Councilman 
Jack Zuiderhoek. 

Pointing out that Arthur L. Jones’ 
salary for November was listed at $637. 
Zuiderhoek wondered why it jumped to 
$814 the following month. Even the 10% 
pay raise that all city employees were 
given would not. account for that 
increase. he observed. 

Although the mayor and city clerk

agreed that un error must have been made 
in the salary figures, Zuiderhoek also 
questioned the mileage and telephone 
expenses listed by the operator. 

Expenses incurred by Jones had also 
been sharply questioned at a council 
meeting several months ago. Saying that 
the $75.49 telephone bill included calls 
to the Water Improvement Commission 
and EPA in Atlanta and Montgomery, 
City Clerk Dot Henry said that Jones 
reimbursed the city for any personal calls 
he made. 

Even though mileage expenses listed 
by the treatment plant operator had 
dropped from $99 to $61, Zuiderhoek 
still questioned the amount of traveling 
he did. 

When the same matter came up at a 
previous meeting, it was suggested that 
Jones be given a city vehicle to drive 
when he made his daily trips to the 
treatment plant. This apparently had not 
been done. 

Mayor Davenport reported that the 
city would be getting some vehicles soon 
and indicated Jones would be given one 
to drive. He told Zuiderhoek that mileage 
custs Were also less in December since the 
operator had moved to the county and no 
longer had to drive trom Vestavia 
Saturday and Sunday to makes his checks 
at the treatment plant. 

Some discussion was also held on 
who would bear the expense when other 
towns tsed the machine owned by 
Alabaster fur testing the alcohol level of 
drivers. 

It was reported that $170 was spent 
on supplies last month. Some towns bring 


‘ their own supplies, reported Police Chief 


C. E. Carter, “While other times we swap 
out with them.” 

It was noted that the tests cost about 
80 cents and that the machine was 
checked each month to keep track of 
who ran the tests.

too many hospitals?

When State of Alabama health 
authorities consider hospital needs in 
Shelby County, they will be looking at 
more than just the Baptists’ application 
to build a hospital at Riverchase. 

Carraway Methodist Medical Center 
has submitted plans to the state for 
upproval to spend about $5.5 million on a 
three story addition. 

Carraway is also proposing an outlay 
of about $1.5 million at its Norwood 
Professional Office Building. 

And the Baptists at Montclair want 
to add two beds to the existing four beds 
in the hospital’s intensive care unit. 

It has become increasing clear to 
Shelby County residents that what 
happens in the field of medical care in 
Jefferson County directly affects Shelby 
County. A surplus of hospital beds in 
Jefferson County could lead directly to 
the state’s refusing to let Shelby 
Memorial expand. 

This entire matter has been in the 
news for the past three months since the 
Baptists announce: their plans to build a 
144-bed general community hospital in 
Riverchase. Both Shelby Memorial and 
Brookwood hospitals have protested that 
the new hospital is not needed for the 
urea. Following hearings, the Birmingham 
Regional Health Systems Agency will 
make recommendations either for or 
against. the Riverchase project to the 


State Bureau of Health Development by 
February |. The BRHSA studies health 
needs in a six county area, 

The question is: How many hospital 
beds are needed in the region ? 

Some figures show that there are 
already many empty beds in 
Jefferson County hospitals to justify 
adding new facilities. Others argue that 
the population in north Shelby and south 
Jefferson will grow so fast that another 
hospital will be needed in Riverchase. 
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At the recent public hearing at 
Pelham City Hall, one spokesman said 
that Jefferson County averaged 1,000 
empty hospital beds per day in the third 
quarter of 1976, He said that Baptist 
Medical Centers in the third quarter had 
an occupancy rate of only 76.3 percent, 
and that other hospitals in Jefferson 
County had occupancy rates ranging from 
54 percent to 79 percent. 

Population projections are quoted 
that Jefferson County will need no more 
hospital beds, and Shelby County will 
need only 38 more beds by 1980. 

Clay Dean, director of the Bureau of 
Health Development for the state health 
department, will have ultimate 
responsibility for making decisions 
affecting the future construction of 
hospitals in the area, He recently 
indicated that the state may be close to 
overbuilding of health care facilities, 


Alabaster adopts plans 


to insure own employees

In order to save money on 
workmen's compensation payments to 
city employees, the Alabaster City 
Council has voted to become a self 
insurer. The action was taken at Monday 
night's council meeting. 

Mayor Harold Davenport apprised 
council members that the procedure had 
been recommended by the League of 
Municipalities and that a resolution had 
been drawn up for their approval. 

Saying that the city could save 23% 
by becoming a self insurer, the mayor 
pointed out that this would amount to 
several hundred dollars over the period of 
a year. 

It was noted that the Board of 
Directors are all municipal officials. 
Reminding the council that the matter 
ld been discussed last year, the mayor 
once again pointed out that the city 
wouldn't make any profit, but because 
quite a bit was paid out each year for 
workmen's compensation, the savings 
would be appreciable. 

In connection with this matter the 
mayor brought another resolution before 
the council applying for registration with 
the state to become a self insurer. 
According to City Clerk Dot Henry the 
application must go through the state’s 
Jodustial Relations Department. The 
council voted to adept both resolutions.

The threat of legal action whic 
could imperil a $2 million education 
appropriation for Shelby County has the 
county’s legislators hoping for immediate 
release of the funds. 

State Sen. Jerry A. Powell, Jr. of 
Eclectic recently announced his intention 
to seek an injuntion against the release of 
a $5 million state appropriation for 
school construction, 


The funds are slated for distribution, 
on a 50-50 matching basis, among nine 
school systems, with Shelby County due 
to receive the largest single allocation. 
Disbursement is based on certain criteria, 
including the county’s main problem, 
population increase. 

Powell charges that distributing the 
funds only to counties which can match 
them is unfair to those which cannot 
provide matching money. Elmore 
County, in which Powell lives, was not 
named as a recipient of the special funds. 

Sen, Eddie Hubert Gilmore, who 
represents a portion of Shelby County, 
was author of-a provision in the current 
education bill which paved the way for 
the conditional $5 million appropriation.

Gilmore, for one, said that 
Elmore County is experiencing 
enrollment increases and if a bill to 
provide funds for that system can be 
worked into the nex t education budget, 
Powell might drop his plans. 

“We ure going to stay right behind 
this thing,’ Gilmore pledged, saying that 
while in Montgomery he plans to discuss 
the matter with Dr. Teague and finance 
director James Solomon. 

The bill which provided the special 
appropriation was the work of Gilmore 
and Sen. Obie Littleton. It had been 
conceived with Shelby County in mind. 
At the time, the Shelby system was the 
main one in the state showing big 
enrollment increases. To gain support for 
their plan, the senators added other 
requirements which made more counties 
eligible to receive a part of the 
appropriation, Besides the growth factor, 
a county’s tax base, school tax effort, 
personal income level, condition of 


Stolen trucks

It was round-up time in Columbiana

In March, 1975, the Shelby County 
Board of Education, along with its 
administratiave staff, met with the 
legislators to acquaint them with 
enrollment projections and other local 
problems. Since then, parents, educators 
and board members have communicated 
to the legislators, at various times, their 
concerns about overcrowding and the 
run-down condition of some schools. 

Waggoner has expressed his belief 
that the county should receive the $2 
million, as approved by the State Board. 
Pointing out that the appropriation was 
designed with Shelby County in mind, he 
said, ““The governor didn’t have to release 
the funds and the board didn’t have to 
allocate them in this way, but they did.” 

This, he indicated, leads him to 
believe that the present manner of 
distribution has the support it needs to 
stand.

One-hundred citizens, qualified for 
duty and eligible to serve as jurymen, 
have been summoned to appear. 
Thirty-five cases are set on the civil 
docket for trial by jury. From this list 
Judge Sharbutt will order two juries to be 
drawn so it will be entirely possible for 
trials to proceed simultaneously in the 
two courtrooms when Judge Ingram 
returns from Montgomery. It is also 
probable that on Friday, Jan. 14, when 
Judge Curt Payne presides over Trooper's 
Court that all three court rooms will be in 
use. There are 300 cases on this Trooper’s 
docket. 

A look in the main court room 
reveals a new view indeed. The main 
court room has been reduced in size to a 
50° x 37° area. The ceiling has been 
lowered from 20° to 12’. 

The new court room is 20° x 50° with 
4 12-foot ceiling. A judge’s platform and 
a mew jury box have been built in this 
new addition. A paneled partition 
separates the two auditoriums. 

This improvement provides more 
space for the trial of more cases and will 
enable quicker trials for prisoners in the 
jail. It also provides the facilities for more 
speedily clearing the heavily~ loaded 
dockets.

Walden arrives next: Monday morning to 
meet with the grand jury. he will be faced 
with investigating the evidence submitted 
in 71 cases now pending on this docket.

The Public Hearing on the proposed 
Riverchase Hospital was very interesting. 
More meetings like this should be held to 
let our people Know what is going on. 
The most revealing thing to me, that 
cume out of that meeting. was while the 
Baptist had been talking about a 144-bed 
hospital, the County Sanitarian, Frank 
Sloan. read a letter which suid Jefferson 
County could not give a commitment to 
accept sewage from a “500-bed™ hospital 
in Riverchase. Now it does not seem 
reasonable that this Jetter would have 
been written unless there was a request 
for a 500-bed commitment. 
My real concern is for the tax-payer 
of Shelby County. Here we have a 
mortgage of 4.5 million dollars on Shelby 
Memorial Hospital which we must pay 
off. The szie of our hospital (169-beds) is 
obviously not profitable because we have 
a 4-inil tax that is necessary to support it. 
It is my understanding that it takes about 
300-beds to make a hospital self 
supporting. This is why during the last 
construction program the Board of 
Directors saw that the Ancillary Services, 
such as Laboratory, Pharmacy, X-Ray, 
Nuclear Medicine and others were 
designed to take care of 300-beds. Not 
only did this cost more to do. but if we 
are faced with the competition of another 
hospital here in the county, we may have 
to continue this 4-mil tax forever. 
Riverchase is a huge project, but let’s 
take a look at what it actually means to 


im 


Shelby County. Where are all the 
Commercial-Retail stores and Shopping 
Malls being built? Across the river in 
Jefferson County. They will be collecting 
all the large ad-valorem tax, sales tax and 
business license. 

Now: what is proposed for Shelby 
County ? Residential homes, which bring 
in little tax, but housing children which 
we will have to provide schools for. Sure 
we are getting a few warehouses with very 
minimal employees and even some of 
these are financed with Revenue Bonds 
and will pay no tax to the county. 

Let’s face it, we are a bed-room 
community for Birmingham and 
Jefferson County. These people will drive 
to Birmingham every day to work, pay 
the occupational tax, buy their gasoline. 
do their shopping and banking in 
Jetferson County. It seems to me that 
with Riverchase. Shelby County is getting 
the short end of the stick. 

But to cap it all off, now we are 
faced with a proposed Baptist Hospital 
which will not only kill the possibility of 
our County Hospital ever being 
self-supporting, but will also NEVER pay 
any taxes. 

Will they also expect us to build a 
sewage plant for them at County 
expense ?

Rifle Association Keeps Winning 
Against Gun Control Legislation

WASHINGTON - For years 
the National Rifle Association 
has effectively blocked gun con- 
trols. Armed hoodlums, mean- 
while, are terrorizing our streets. 
On an average day, 30 Ameri- 
cans die by the gun. 

Nevertheless, the National Ri- 


_fle Association is raising millions 


to defeat gun controls next year. 
As an indication of their success, 
the latest available figures show 
that the the association raised 
more than $5 million last year 
for politica} purposes. 

The association’s lobbyists 
have admitted that some of the 
money was used to wine and 
dine their friends on Capitol Hill. 
Free memberships in the Na- 
tional Rifle Association were 
also offered to members of Con- 
gress. Eleven senators and 24 
representatives belong to the Ri- 
fle Association. 

The association even set up a 
special unit to handle politics, 
called the Institute for Legis- 
lative Action. 

A secret study of the National 
Rifle Association describes the 
kind of men who run it The 
study was written, ironically, by 
the Remington Arms Company. 

The study charges that the Na- 
tional Rifle Association's die- 
hard supporters live “in a make- 
believe world of sacred rights, 


ancient skills and coonskins ...” 

The study compares them to 
“the inhabitants of Hitler’s 
bunker in 1945 (who) talk only to 
themselves, reinforcing their 
own views.” 

China Lobby: The newspa- 
pers have been full of stories 
lately about the Korean lobby. 
‘But few lobbies have exerted 
such relentless pressure on 
American foreign and domestic 
policy as the China lobby has. 

It consists of a hard core of 
hired lobbyists, influential 
friends and outspoken advocates 
of the Chinese Nationalists in 
Taiwan. The China lobby 
reached the peak of its power in 
the 1950s. 

In those days, the lobby was 
manipulated by five shrewd 
Chinese emissaries who formed 
a sort of Politburo inside the 
Chinese embassy. They reported 
directly to the late Chiang Kai- 
shek. They used the joint code 
signature, “Kung,” meaning 
“Group.” 

The hidden aims of this group 
were revealed in a collection of 
secret cables that fell into Amer- 
ican hands through a Chinese 
code clerk. One cable reported 
the likelihood that Soviet-Ameri- 
can relations would not deterior- 
ate. 

Then an ominious sentence ap- 


peared in the message: “Our sph 


hope of a world war so as to 
rehabilitate our country is un- 
palatable to the American peo- 
ple.” Of course, the implication 
was that the Nationalists hoped 
to embroil the United States in a 
third World War. 

The cables contained other 
hints that they hoped to ride 
back to power in the rumble seat 
of an American victory. There 
was also evidence that they 
passed out cash -- Korean-style. 
Or it might be more accurate to 
say that the Koreans passed out 
cash - Chinese-style. For the 
Chinese Nationalists helped to 
instruct South Korea's KCIA. 

The China lobby, meanwhile, 
has kept a low profile. As long as 
Chiang Kai-shek was alive, its 
goals were never lowered. 
Chiang continued to prepare for 
an invasion of the Chinese main- 
land until the day he died. And 
he never gave up hope that the 
United States would pave the 
way for him. 

Today, the China lobby still 

operates quietly in Washington, 
but it has more modest, realistic 
goals. 
Looking Back: The first 
week of the New Year is a time 
for review. We are looking back, 
therefore, at the top events of 
last year: 

— The Personality of the 
Year, of course, has to be Jimmy 
Carter. He came out of political 
obscurity and rose to the pinna- 
cle. Americans were captivated 
by his easiness of manner, his 
engaging sincerity, the way his 
personality smiles every time he 
breaks into a grin. Yet there is a 
hardness beneath the surface 
amiability. Few people seem to 
know the man behind the smile.

— The Revolution of the Year 
occurred in faraway Africa. 
Two years ago, Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger offered lip 
service to black Africa, but 
secretly tilted toward the white 
regimes. In 1976, the Portuguese 
withdrew from Angola and the 
white regime in Rhodesia began 
to teeter. Cracks even appeared 
in the South African govern- 
ment. Kissinger hastily reversed 
his policy. Hopefully, it wasn't 
too late. 

— The Rip-Off of the Year, of 
course, was the oil gouge. Oil 
that is produced for 12 cents a 
barrel in the Middle East is 
being sold for $12 a barrel on the 
world market. Yet the oil poten- 
tates weren't satisfied; they 
raised prices another 10 per 
cent. Naturally, the oil and gas 
companies are taking their cut. 
We warned earlier that they 
would try to triple natural gas 
prices. They did. The oil squeeze, 
more than any other factor, is 
responsible for orbiting prices. 

— The Mystery of Year was 
solved. We spent several months 
trying to determine whether the 
phantom billionaire, Howard 
Hughes, was still alive. When 


Hughes arrived in Houston from

Sweet potatoes in the news 


Have you eaten enough sweet 
potatoes lately ? 

The government sent around to this 
newspaper a “Food Marketing Alert” 
saying sweet potatoes are getting special 
promotional assistance from the USDA 
this month. 

It seems that after a poor crop year. 
sweet potatoes rebounded this year and 
supplies are plentiful in many 
Southeastern states. 

The government apparently hopes 
people will go out and eat some extra 
sweet potatoes this month to help out the 

supply. 
We asked prominent Alabaster grocer 
James Gould about the sweet potato 
situation and he said, “We certainly 
haven't had any problem getting sweet 
potatoes, but we haven't noticed any 
change in their price.” 

In any case. the USDA points out 


mve; 


ihere are two types of sweet potatoes 


grown in the U. S.; moist and dry. 

The moist sweet potato -- the kind 
you are most likely to find in the retail 
grocery store -- 
Moist sweet potatoes have a deep yellow 
to rosy, orange-colored flesh and are 
moist and sweet when cooked. Dry sweet 
potatoes have a light yellow or pale 
orange flesh and a dry, mealy texture 
when cooked, 

When you buy fresh sweet potatoes, 
look for those that are well-shaped and 
firm, with smooth, bright, uniformly 
colored skins. They should be free from 
signs of decay, worm holes, cuts, or any 
other defects which penetrate the skin. 
Store fresh sweet potatoes in a cool, dry 
place -- not in the refrigerator. 

Incidentally, the government is 
spelling ‘sweetpotato ” as one word, but 
our dictionary stiil spells it as 
two... and so does the Louisiana Sweet 
Potato Commission.

Alabaster nixes rock clause 


by Bert Seaman 

Acting on advice of the city 
attorney, Alabaster voted against 
accepting a rock clause in the contract 
which an individual had signed for laying 
a sewer line along Industrial Park Road. 

Council members were told Monday 
night by Mayor Harold Davenport that 
the city’s attorney, Karl Harrison. had 
informed him that it would not be legal 
for the city to enter into a partnership or 
share expenses with a person on a project. 


Alabaster resident Nick Cairns had 
appeared at the council's last meeting and 
requested that the city assume the rock 
clause in his contract for laying the sewer 
line which would service the townhouses 
he intends to build near the end of 
Industrial Park Road. 

He said that estimates for rock 


removal were between $1,000 and 
$3,000. Pointing out that the city would 
own the line after it was completed and 
would be reimbursed for whatever money 
they spent by the sewer fees they would 
collect. Cairns said he didn’t think it was 
out of place for him to make the request. 


It was also noted that industry » 


already in the area could hook onto the 
line and that it would induce further 
development. Agreeing that it would 
benefit the city, Mayor Davenport still 
insisted that because of the legality, the 
city would have to turn down the 
request. 

Even though Councilman Wayne 
Lucas tried to find a way the city could 
help Cairns, the mayor contended that 
public funds could not be psed for such a 
project, When a vote was called for, the 
council turned down the request.

The Kymulga Mill and Covered 
Bridge near Childersburg has been added 
to the National Register of Historic 
Places, the Alabama Historical 
Commission announced last week. 

Kymulga Park, located about four 
miles east of Childersburg on Alabama 


» Setlighway 76, is the only»place in,the state 


#hich has a grist mill and covered bridge 
on their original sites. The bridge is one 
of three remaining 19th Century covered 
bridges in the state and the mill is unusual 
for its size, ornate trim and wooden mill 
dam. 

The Kymulga Bridge rests on piers of 
native stone and is about 100 feet trom 
the mill. It once carried the Old Georgia 
Road over Talladega Creek and predates 
the mill a few years at the most. The road 
was originally an Indian trading path 
which was improved after the land rush 
of the 1830's. 


The mill, which is built trom heart 
pine, is located on the east side of the 
ereek and rests on rock pilings. 
Construction of the mill was begun in 
1864 by a Confederate Army captain 
named Forney. G. E. Morris, a South 
Carolina millwright who built at least two 
other mills in the area, was contracted to 
build the structure and it is his only 
surviving mill. 


When the mill was completed in 
1867 it was sold to James Baker, who 
operated it until 1935. It continued in 
operation under various owners until the

last miller, John I. Carter, sold it in 1973. 
It is now owned by L, E. Donahoo, who 
is restoring the unique structures to run 
as a weekend attraction in connection 
with a proposed county park. 


Kymulga Mill is typical of 19th 
Century mills in Alabama because of its 
wooden construction and large size. It 
rises three-and a half stories. However, it 
is unique for its bracketed eaves, an 
architectural embellishment which was a 
rarity in mill construction, and for its five 
runs of stones. The unusual number is 
two or three at the most. Its original 
wooden dam is one of the few remaining 
in Alabama.

Slavery in 
Shelby County, 
Alabama 


by Marty Everse 


Introduction 

Shelby County was established by an 
act of the first session of the Legislative 
Council and House of Representatives of 
the Alabama Territory on February 7. 
1818. Named for Issac Shelby, the first 
governor of Kentucky and a prodigious 
Indian fighter, the county was carved 
from lands in the Creek cession of 1814 
and originally embraced most of what is 
presently Shelby and St. Clair as well as 
slices from Jefferson, Talladega, Chilton 
and Bibb Counties. It was not until 1870 
that Shelby approximated its present size 
and shape, with an area of 772 square 
miles. 

The geographic features within the 
county roughly resemble the 
topographical appearance of the state. 
About one-half of the county is in the 
mineral belt where large deposits of coal 
and iron are found. The surface of the 
northern and northwestern sections is 
mountainous and ill suited for serious 
farming. The southern and eastern 
sections are rolling to hilly and the 
quality of the soil is quite fertile due in 
large measure to the aquatic duet of the 
Coosa and Cahaba Rivers accompanied by 
their smaller tributaries, the 
Waxahatchee, Buxahatchee, Beeswax, 
Four Mile, Yellow Leaf and Kelly’s Shoal 
Creek and other environmental factors. 
Here a ‘“‘black belt” in microcosm 
developed, not nearly as prosperous as its

nevertheless. 


PART I 
Slavery was a relatively small but 
inherent clement in the civilizing process 
of the wilderness that was to become 
Shelby County. In 1820, 93 or 27% of 


the families owned slaves but of this 93 
families, only 26 owned more than five. 
hence, there was a large segment of the 
population that was virtually untouched 
by slavery. The practice of slaveholding 
gradually increased though through the 
purchase of slaves from outside areas, 
internal sale and further immigration into 
the county. 

There a powerful, well 
delineated planter class in Shelby County 
Slavery Mourished for little more than 
lorty years, about two generations, which 
was hardly sufficient time for a stable 
aristocracy to develop

Slaveholders were, however, the most 
highly 
community, the people who provided 
moral and ethical leadership. Most of the 
county's judges and state senators and 
representatives owned but in 
varying degree. James M. Nabors. a state 
senator (1834-35) and representative 
(1833-34, 1839-40), held ten slaves in 
1850. Jonathan M, McClanahan, a county 
judge (1849-62) and state representative 
(1836-39), owned twenty slaves in 1850 
and thirty-one in 1860. 

Few free Negroes lived in the county 
prior to the Civil War and those that did 
existed in a state not far removed from 
slavery. Most free black males were 
employed as farm laborers. Females 
worked as cooks or in some related 
domestic occupation. The majority were 
very poor and dependent upon their 
white employers, though there were 


respected members of the 


slaves 


exceptions. Isach Hudson, who sported a 
family of ten, owned one slave in 1830, 
And in the town of Columbiana there 
lived Whelson Weaver who, in the 
tradition of William Johnson of Natchez. 
cut hair. 


The relationship between master and 
slave generated that 
permeated the whole fabric of Southern 
society. The close association between 
them promoted both a feeling of mutual 
admiration as well as disdain and 
contempt. Margaret Browne wrote to her 
husband complaining of the 
untrustworthiness of her household 


inconsistencies 


John, “my old. slave Bob upon this 
condition that he is not to trade or 
transfer the said slave but that he is to 
keep and support him whilst he lives.” 


slaves. “The baby is sick, | cannot trust 
any of the Servants with it at night, | take 
the entire case of it myself.” Then as 
now, good domestic help was hard to 
find. On the other hand, wills are filled 
with examples of the master’s devotion to 
his slave. Andrew Harkins left his son, 


Sometimes slaves showed an 
unnerving loyalty to their spouse and 
children that did not always conform to 
their legal status in society. W. P. Browne 
had continual problems with Peyton who 
periodically ran away to visit his wife on 
a neighboring farm. The situation was 
finally relieved when Peyton was given 
permission to see his wife regularly, In 
another instance, Mary wrote to Margaret 
Browne concerning her children: 


You will please parden me fo 
taken... the liberty of writing to 
you, | am so very anxious to hear 
from my children and having a 
Mothers love and care for them, 
you will surely parden... me for 
thus daring to write to one of my 
superiors. fF am exceedingly

Last year BIITC was held in Boutwell 
Auditorium and netted the Junior League 
close to $40,000. 

Proceeds from the event go into the 
Junior League fund which is used 
primarily for the benefit of children. Sue 
Ann Cole, director of public relations for 
the match, said that “this year looks like 
it will be a howling success.” 

Sixteen world class tennis players 
will compete for the BIITC title. Jimmy 
Conners (seeded number one by WCT) 
has won the crown the last two years and 
is favored to repeat for a third straight 
victory. 

Giving Conners a run for the money 
will be several other top seeded WCT 
players. 

Illie Nastase, from Bucharest, 
Romania, is seeded number three in the 
WCT. Nastase is noted for his temper 
outbursts especially towards linesmen’s 
calls. He has amazing speed and can beat 
anyone at anytime according to WCT 
officials. He also speaks five different 
languages and in 1976 won close to half a 
million dollars in prize money. 

Manuel Orantes, seeded number four, 
is from Barcelona, Spain. Last year his 
WCT earnings totaled $265,000.00. 
Orantes defeated Conners to win the U. 


Moore was awarded two Bronze Stars and 
five Purple Hearts for service in World 
War II. 

David Pearson of Spartanburg, S. C., 
housed the Winston 500 victory cup for 
three straight years prior to Baker's reign. 

But the Talladega 500 crown has not 
decorated the same mantel twice. Baker

Talladega S00. Fans have to keep their 
eyes on the track almost every second.

Father Time sometimes moves 
quickly -- and oftentimes unexpectedly -- 
despite his cumbersome winged 
appendages. This fact was evidenced on 
the afternoon of Nov. 30 -- about 4:30 -- 
when | snapped the lid on my typewriter 
and started home. 

Little did | think that within the 
next hour | would be listed as a surgery 
patient in Shelby Memorial Hospital. 
However, during the three weeks I spent 
in this ‘heaven-blest’ area of Shelby 
County many chapters, with pages 
intermingled with sunshine and shadows, 
were written in my Life’s Book in which 
are recorded meaningful experiences that 
ure unforgettable. None however, are, 
more memorable - to me - than are those 
days | spent in Shelby County’s most 
priceless asset - more specifically known 
us Shelby Memorial Hospital. 

Since this was my first experience in 
being on the inside looking out the 
hospital window, I have been requested 
to write my personal impressions of 
Shelby Memorial during the three weeks | 
was on the inside of this strange new 
world. Many times I had been stationed 
on the ‘outside looking in’ -- reporting the 
latest news bulletins about our mutual 
friends -- but this was a totally new angle. 
Truly different: from any experience I had 
ever had -- anywhere — anytime ! 

Here | was ~ totally unconscious - 
playing the leading role among a cast of 
faithful and dedicated disciples of 
Hippocrates. Stationed in the wings were 
u corps of little white clad ‘angels of 
mercy’ awaiting signals from the 
surgeons. these sentinels, by the way, 
keep constant vigil through the day and 
long nocturnal hours over helpless ones 
committed into their keeping. They 
should never, never be taken for granted 
~ They play a vitally important role in 
the daily battle involving life and death. 

Shelby Memorial -- as stated above -- 
presented to me a vastly different world 
from: any | had ever revolved in, It is 
inhabited only by skilled professionals 
dedicated to ‘serving others’. Some are 
endowed with the knowledge of correctly 
administering the new miracle drugs. 
Others have spent long years in training 
for piloting, with unbelievable precision 
the gleaming sharp blade of the scapel. 
Their skilled hands wield it 
accurately! However, we got the 
impression they guided their 
instruments with a certain amount of 
compassion---. What we are trying to say 
is that the patient is not just another 
computerized number --! There seems to 
be in the operative procedure a personal 
interest and a consideration for these 
helpless ones. You seldom find this to be 
true in this busy-bustling-work-a-day 
speed mad world. There were many 
incidences we witnessed that reminded 
me of the age-old story regarding a 
certain man who -- long centuries ago -- 
“went about doing good.” Most of us are 


currently content in just “going about”. 

The next thing we remember was 
regaining consciousness in a little 
spotlessly clean blue and white room 
where we were told we would be staying 
for the next two or three weeks. We 
began wondering just who our neighbors 
would be during this interval of inactivity 
and within a few days we decided to find 
out. 

We were not too surprised when we 
heard that the mother and two months 
old baby who had survived an auto wreck 
reported in our paper, were in a room 
about two doors from me. We lost no 
time getting down there and meeting 
them. Both were in traction but 
improving. 

We next met Eddie Mahaffey of 
Montevallo in the hall -- A bit farther 
down the corridor were Sam Farmer, 
recuperating from a serious operation - 
and in another room Bud Lansford, Then 
there was Eloise Williams awaiting an 
operation that would affect her whole life 
style. She was courageously meeting the 
situation. In still another room, a tired 
traveller was waging a battle between life 
and death. 


A frantic young daddy-to-be, whom 
we knew, was pacing up and down the 
stage of action awaiting the arrival of his 
little ‘Bundle of Joy’. He told us it just 
“HAD to be a BOY or he was not going 
to pay for it”. 

Over the intercom was the constant 
call for our own doctors -- Hall, Phillips, 
Nolen --- We personally owe each of these 
friends of ours a debt of gratitude we can 
never fully repay. 

We also had the privilege of meeting 
the distinguished surgeons Dr. Sam Gillis, 
Dr. Isobi - a native of Hawaaii, Dr. Salter 
all of whom it seemed had played a part 
in this little human drama we had pulled. 

Before leaving for home, we 
wandered around the lobby and saw 
‘Welcome’ signs all over the place - They 
had been placed in order to greet the new 
hospital administrator Robert Lind who 
was expected to arrive during the day. 
Lady Luck smiled on us and we had the 
pleasure of meeting this interesting 
personality. We found him to be a 
delightful conversationalist and he 
impressed us with the fact that if and 
when any ‘troubled waters’ lay ahead for 
this hospital - he would successfully, 
diplomatically, and intelligently deal with 
it. Hope our paths cross again. 

The young father, we mentioned 
above, came back by to see us and said: 
“You know what - it was a GIRL -- but 
the prettiest one in the whole wide world 
and I surely am going to keep her -- and 
pay for her, too” ! 

Last week in a Birmingham 
restaurant we encountered our long-time 
friend Dean Walters -- He is also chairman 
of Shelby Memorial Hospital Board -- It is 
no problem to guess what our 
conversation was all about.

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County library displays historic maps 


by Bert Seaman 

It’s hard to imagine that the borders 
of Virginia once reached all the way to 
Canada and that North Carolina stretched 
from the Atlantic to the Mississippi River. 

However, these are the boundaries 
shown on one of the maps now on 
display in the Columbiana and Shelby 
County Library. The collection, which is 
being loaned by W. L. D. Johnston of 
Montevallo, gives a graphic portrayal of 
the changes which have occurred ithe 
state and nation from the earliest days up 
to the present time. 


Some of the maps are framed while 
others are decoupaged on plaques. The 
display includes the first state map, a 
1783 map of the United States, one 
showing plantations along the Mississippi 
River, and a print of the known globe in 
1667. 

An abundance of historic 
information can be found on some of the 
maps which Johnston started collecting 
about 30 years ago. A number of old 
railroad maps were acquired from his 
mother, Johnston revealed. She obtained 
some while she was secretary to the 
general manager of the Carolina and 
Northwestern Railroad at the turn of the 
century. Others were handed down from 
her father who rebuilt some of the lines

And a number of towns which are 
shown on early maps no longer even 
exist, he added. 

A schedule listing stage coach stops, 
Johnston said, shows that Montevallo was 
first known as Kings, then Smith’s Store, 
which was later changed to Wilson’s Hill.

Interestingly enough, Johnston 
reported, one of these rare coins is owned 
by Bill Kennerley of Montevallo. The 
motto on one side reads, “We Are One,” 
while the other side admonishes. “Mind 
Your Business.” 

Wherever Johnston travels, he keeps 
an eye out for maps to add to his 
collection. Some have been acquired from 


museums and the Library of Congress, he 
remarked, while others have been found 
in antique shops and at yard sales. 

Copies of seven of his maps may be 
purchased at the library. These include 
the first state map of 1822, the 
Steamboat and Stage Route in Alabama 
in 1850. the map of the original 13 
colonies, and a Selma, Rome and Dalton 
R. R, map. 


Spanish word for lime, Johnston observed 
that the town was once known as Lime 
Plant and also as Lime Kiln. It’s earliest 
name, he reported, was Buxahatchee. 

During territorial days, Johnston | 
continued, maps show the first county 
seat was called Shelby Courthouse and 
located near Pelham. That name was later 
changed to Shelbyville, he said. 

Recounting that his oldest map was 
from the 16th century and printed in 
Latin, Johnston said it was called a Pope's 
map and showed missions throughout the 
world.

Alabaster standby gas 
posing problem 


by Bert Seaman 
The City of Alabaster is finding that 
their standby gas system is posing 
problems to some residents of the area. 

At Monday night’s council meeting, 
Mrs. Maureen Kelly related that several 
families she knew about had their heaters 
go off from what she referred to as “the 
gas getting low.” 

Indicating that low gas pressure was 
not the problem, Mayor Harold 
Davenport said that telemeters at the Gas 
Board kept a close check on pressure. 

Because of cutbacks in the city’s 
allocation from Southern Natural Gas, 
the mayor explained that the city had 
found it necessary to turn on their 
standby system several times this winter. 

According to the mayor, the reserve 
system used propane gas mixed with air, 
which is almost like natural gas when it 
However it is 
somewhat hotter, he pointed out, as the 
BTU content is 1500 compared to 1000 
for natural gas. 

Some furnaces won't even burn this 
type of gas mixture, the mayor went on 
to say. He remarked that the city couldn't 
do away with the system because of the 
dozen or so families that couldn't use it. 

It was the mayor’s recommendation 
that families with heating units that 
wouldn’t accept the mixture, contact the 
manufacturers to see if adjustments could 
be made in their units. “We had a man 
checking the mix yesterday, the mayor 
related, “to see if some adjustment could 
be made there.” 

The situation poses a threat to 
families with space heaters that contain 
no safety devices. Although Mrs. Kelly 
remarked that some of these people 
“nearly froze” when their heaters went 
off recently during the night. the 
situation would be even more dangerous 
if the pilot light went out and then the

Mrs. McAnally was divorced and for 
a time had two women living in the home 
with her. They were not residing there at 
the time of her death, however. 

Everyone with whom she worked 
and all those who knew her have praised 
her and mentioned what a fine person she 
was to the police. They have been unable 
to find anyone who might have had a 
motive to kill her.

to cover all county police officers

A bill is being prepared to establish a 
civil service system for all law 
enforcement officers in:Shelby County. 

The bill is expected to be submitted 
to the 1977 session of the state legislature 
when it convenes next month, 

Shelby County Sheriff C. P. (Red) 
Walker is promoting the bill and with 
Alabaster Police Chief C. E. (Bull) Carter 
has called meetings with the 10 city 
police chiefs of the county to discuss it. 

The bill is designed to put into effect 
a civil service system governing the 
appointment, removal. salaries, tenure 
and official conduct of municipal law 
enforcement officers as well as county 
law officers of Shelby County. 

A Civil Service Board is proposed to 
administer the system. 

A one-cent tax on each can of beer 
sold in Shelby County is being proposed 
as a means of funding the system. 

The proposed bill calls for a 
three-person Civil Service Board to be 
appointed by the county's legislative 
delegation. The present wording of the 
bill provides that nine persons be 
nominated to serve on the board. Three 
persons are to be nominated by the 
Chiefs of Police acting as one nominating 
group, three persons are to be nominated 
by the county's legislative delegation 
acting as another nominating group, and 
three persons are to be nominated by the 
Shelby County Sheriff. 

The proposed bill states that the 
legislative delegation shall appoint one 
member from each of the three groups of 
nominees. 

The proposed legislation would give 
the board power to make rules and 
regulations governing examinations, 
cligibls registers, appoinimeats, transfers, 
salaries, promotions, demotions, annual 
sick leave and vacations. 

The proposed legislation is being 
drawn up to apply to Shelby County, 


only. 

Backers of the proposed bill have 
indicated it is being proposed in an 
apparent effort to comply with an act of 
the legislature, passed during the 1976 
session requiring counties and 
municipalities to provide a civil service 
merit system governing its law 
enforcement officers. 

The recent session of the legislature 
enacted a bill requiring civil service merit 
systems, but the act applies only to cities 
with 5,000 population or more. 
According to current census figures, no 
municipality in Shelby County has 5,000 
population. The recently passed act, 
therefore, does not apply to any Shelby 
County town or city. 

Sources in Montgomery told the 
Reporter earlier this week that the 1976 
act will only apply to some 35 Alabama 
towns. All other municipalities either 
have a civil service merit system or they 
do not have a population of 5,000. 

Among the other powers proposed 
for the board is setting qualifications and 
classifications of différent types of 
services. Also to fix a maximum and 
minimum salary for each classification. 

The proposed board would also be 
empowered to provide for the periodic 
rating of employees according to their 
merit to determine whether they are 
maintaining standards of service. 

The proposed board would also be 
required to hold hearings for employees 
who are dismissed and who wish to 
protest their dismissals. After the hearing, 
the board would be empowered to order 
the employee reinstated, demoted, 
removed, discharged or suspended, or to 
take other disciplinary action 

Under the provisions of the proposed 
act; the Shelby County Civil Service 
Board would have the power to 
administer oaths, take depositions, certily 
official acts, issue subpoenas to compel 
the attendance of witnesses and

for Calera residents

No matter how members of Calera’s 
Town Council figured it. the answer 
always came out the same, No new 
customers can be added to the town’s gas 
system. 

During a lengthy discussion with City 
Bill Bright Tuesday evening, 
council members were told that the 
present 700 domestic customers were all 
that could be accomodated. 

Projections show that not only will 
there be no extra gas to sell in the future, 
Bright informed the council. but in 2 
years, Calera will be in category 3 for 
curtailment. 

lt was reported that several people 
are already on a waiting list. Asking if an 
allotment could be obtained for the new 
addition to the Annex School, 
Councilman Terry Snow was told that 
this could not even be obtained. 

Councilman Bobby Phillips expressed 
concern about knowing how much gas 
would be available for industrial 
during extremely cold weather such as 
the county had recently experienced. 

Bright pointed out that a pretty 
accurate figure could be obtained when 
someone became expert at reading the 
information which was registered on the 
telemeter at city hall and recording it on 
the chart. 

The total volume of gas that flows 
through the meter each day needs to be 
written down, Bright explained, as well as

the high and low temperatures for that 
date. Mayor George Roy agreed that the 
city needs to ascertained exactly how 
much gas domestic customers use so a 
more accurate allotment can be given to 
industrial users. 

By checking periodically with city 
hall, Mayor Roy remarked, a meter check 
can let a plant know if they are using 
more than their allotment. If the town 
receives a penalty because they go over, 
he continued.“we pass the penalty along 
to them and they're usually willing to pay 
dey 

Adding a word of caution, Bright 
told the council that liability could be 
involved if a town exceeded its contract 
rate and this caused a power failure 
somewhere else. 

When questioned about a rate 
from the town’s supplier, 
Southern Natural Gas, Bright reported 
that one had become effective Jan. 1. The 
price hike will not be passed along to 
Calera customers at this time however, 
one reason being the switchover to anew 
billing machine. Such a move would 
necessitate reprograming the new 
machinery. 

Believing that the back-up system on 
the odorizer they contemplated 
purchasing, caused a jack-up of the price. 
the council decided to resubmit bids, 
asking the firms to list the cost of this 
unit separately. 


Montevallo marks rise 


in police, fire crises 


The number of requests for 
emergency service in Montevallo, fire 
alarms and police calls, is rising rapidly. 

Statistics presented to the 
Montevallo City Council Monday night 
revealed a sharp upswing in the number 
of responses to calls by the Police 
Department and the Fire Department. 

In his monthly report to the council, 
Police Chief Troy Kirkland noted that 
police officers investigated 48 traffic 
accidents during the month of December. 
In November. 35 traffic accidents were 
investigated. Kirkland also noted that 
police personnel assisted 26 motorists 


during December. The figure for 
November was 8. 
DWI arrests were also up in 


December, with eleven persons arrested. 
In November the figure was nine. 

Total calls in November were 672. In 
December, police answered 756 calls. 

Fire Department activity is also 
increasing. Fire Chief Dr. S. M. Mahan 
submitted a nine page annual report that 
revealed the fire department answered a 
total of 69 calls during the 1975-76 fiscal 
year, October 1, 1975 to October 1, 
1976.

Forty-eight calls were 
answered within these boundaries, six 
were in Wilton, twelve were outside the 
jurisdiction and three were on the 
University of Montevallo campus. 

During the first three months of this 
fiscal year, the fire fighters have answered 
39 calls, seven of them from the campus 
of the University of Montevallo. 

The annual fire department report 
also reveals that it takes an average of less 
than five minutes for the department to 
respond an alarm. The span of 
response varied from two minutes to 13 
minutes. 

During the 1975-76 year the thirty 
man department spent 3,562 man hours 
fighting fires, training, cleaning up after 
calls, and maintaining equipment and 
buildings.

Fowler appraises county’s future

Working with the growth and 
development of Shelby County has been

Fowler said Monday. in summing up his 
18 year career as Probate Judge of Shelby 
County. 


What does he see ahead for Shelby 
County? The judge, who has been the

single most influential person in 
developing Shelby County to the point it 
is today, said that continued growth will 
probably be the main underlying factor in 
the county's immediate future. 


“We will have to continue to broaden 
the tax base, by attracting industry,” he 
said, “to provide money for all the 
services needed by the increasing 
population,” 


In order to get new industry, the 
county will have to provide homes that 
industrial workers can aftord, he went on. 
There is at the moment no great surplus 
of unemployed labor, the judge 
commented, but, he thinks adequate 
housing might attract an upgraded labor 
force. 


Problems that stand in the way of 
this are the lack of sewer facilities, water 
problems and other environmental 
considerations. In addition it is 
increasingly difficult for industries to find 
suitable sites for their plants, he said. 


Fowler is well acquainted with all 
these problems. He has worked with them 
during his 18 year tenure and sees them 
as continuing factors in the development 
of the county. 


Schools will be the most critical need 
for several years, Fowler thinks. He noted 
that three years ago that point was 
brought home well to the county with a

series of meetings he encouraged on the 
problems of growth. 

Other services, such as fire protection 
and emergency medical service will 
continue to be critical needs for people 
who live outside the cities of the county, 
Fowler noted. The county as a governing 
body still lacks the authority to levy 
taxes and to provide services that cities 
can provide. 

Fowler predicted that unless special 
districts are made possible in 
unincorporated parts of the county, there 
will be more cities incorporated. He 
thinks that could be an unfortunate 
development. The way he sees it, over the 
years the density of population will make 
city boundaries meaningless to the people 
who live in the densely populated areas, 
and on the other hand, there will be 


_costly duplication of services. He would 


like to see a mechanism other than 
incorporation to serve the people of those 
areas. It would be some assurance of 
economy in government, he thinks. 

The property reappraisal program 
now underway will have a great influence, 
he thinks, on providing revenues. This 
will undoubtedly help the county extend 
services to unincorporated areas. It will 
also aid the schools and hospital, he 
noted. 

While Fowler served Shelby County 
as Probate Judge and County Commission 
Chairman, he was also elected to the 
presidency of several state and national 
associations. He was sought as a speaker 
at hundreds of events. he served in the 
highest councils of the land, as a member 
of the President’s Advisory Committee on 
Governmental relations. His advice was 
sought when the federal concept of 
‘Revenue Sharing’ was developed. 


Under Fowler’s tenure, the Shelby 
County highway system, became one of 
the model county systems in the United 
States. 

Among the county buildings 
constructed while he was chairman of the 
County Commission, are the expansion of 
the health center, the civil defense 
building; county airport; county library 
building; the Community Service 
Building; the county animal shelter and 
the new $2 million jail now under 
construction. 

Fowler was instrumental in 
developing the County Planning 
Department, in taking highway 
employees out of politics; starting mail 
order tag service, computerizing records, 
and developing a ‘county campus’ plan 
for the future governmental complex. 

In recent years he and the

the first to provide sanitary landfills for 
trash and garbage disposal.

Judicial system overview 


Editor's Note: On January 17 the final 
phase of court modernization in Alabama 
will begin with the establishment of 
uniform district courts in every county of 
the state. In this, the first of a series of 
articles, an overview of what has occurred 
in the state’s judicial system over the past 
six years under the leadership of Chief 
Justice Howell Heflin, is presented. 
Future articles will deal with the 
operation of the new district courts and 
their small claims divisions, the new 
uniform traffic ticket, new procedures to 
deal with juvenile offenders and the way 
Chief Justice-elect, State Sen. C. C. “Bo’ 
Torbert views the future of the new 
unified court structure.

MONTGOMERY — Six years ago, 
shortly after Howell Heflin was elected to 
Alabama’s top judicial position, he made 
the following statement: “There must be 
a realization that the court system of our 
state belongs to the people. It doesn’t 
belong to the lawyers or judges 
exclusively but rather is designed as a 
service medium for people to resolve 
disputes.” Heflin said that “realizing this, 
we must obtain the thoughts and ideas of 
all Alabamians in order to improve the 
system. There is little doubt,” he said, 
“that the citizens of this state feel the 
courts can operate in a more businesslike 
manner.” 

A strong believer in the doctrine of 
separation of powers, the new chief 
justice felt that in most instances in the 
nation state courts were not shouldering 
their share of the load and he 
immediately set to the task of making 
Alabama’s court system a co-equal branch 
of state govenment. Heflin believed that 
to allow state courts to improve 
themselves, it would be necessary for the 
legislature to allow the courts to make 
their own rules and be allowed to change 
those rules if they became outmoded and 
unworkable. 

“The public,” he said, “‘is tired of 
court cases having to be retried because 
of technicalities. The average citizen asks 
why so many criminals go free because 
somebody forgot to dot an ‘i’ or cross a 
‘t’ or because a brief to an appellate court 
wasn’t wrapped in a ribbon of the proper 
color. “Obviously,“* he said, “‘the people 
want a system by which the 
constitutional rights of the accused are 
fully protected, but why can’t we have 
courts where technicalities do not control 
so many decisions.” 

Heflin was appalled at the congestion 
and delay he found, not just at the trial 
level, but in the appellate courts as well. 
“People are tired of delays, congestion 
and backlogs,” he told state judges in 
urging them to reduce their pending 
caseloads. 

These defects, coupled with others 
such as a lack of uniformity in state 
courts, waste of citizen time as jurors and 
witnesses, complaints about lazy judges, 
allegations of “cash register” justice in 
some courts, a lack of any type of 
coordination and administration in the 
court system, were matters about which 
the new chief justice was concerned in 
1971. 

Heflin knew that to improve 
Alabama’s court system would require 
the cooperation of the legislative branch 
and the work and dedication of many 
state citizens. He also felt that for the 
judicial branch to be able to operate with 
any kind of efficiency it should have the 
ability to operate with mobility and 
flexibility. To do this would require that 
the legislature allow the courts to make 
the rules under which the system would 
operate. 

Heflin has called the day of 


September 17, 1971 “ a significant date 
in the legal history of Alabama.”’ On that 
day legislative act number 1311 was 
approved, giving rule-making power 
within the judicial system to the State 
Supreme Court. “The effect of this act,” 
Heflin said, “will not only provide the 
means to make justice in Alabama 
simpler, swifter and less expensive, but 
will also serve as the basis for a model 
system of justice.” 

The court system in Alabama six 
years ago was out of date. “We were 
operating on rules of court and under 
constitutional provisions which were 
written before the War Between the 
States and were patterned after the 
English system which existed at that 
time,” Heflin said.

Additional matters about which 
Heflin was concerened when he took 
office was the lack of a continuing 
education program for state judges, a lack 
of any kind of ethics binding upon state 
judges, the outdated justice of the peace 
system and the absence of any type of 
machinery to discipline or remove errant 
judges. 

Today, nearly six years later, Heflin 
has seen a major overhaul completed on 
the judicial branch with remedies for 
most of his concerns set in motion. 
However, he is quick to point out that 
these improvements could not have taken 
place without the concern of many 
legislators, court personnel, judges, 
citizens and lawyers from throughout the 
state. 

To Alabama’s court system, the past 
six years has meant improvement to the 
point that headlines across the nation 
have spotlighted the state’s court system 
as a model. 

These improvements have included 
many revisions of rules and laws in the 
internal workings of the system which 
should provide the tools with which 
judges and court personnel can make the 
courts function in a more responsive 
manner for the needs of Alabama citizens, 


. Although many of these changes have 


taken months to develop, they have not 
been as visible as the constitutional 
amendment abolishing justices of the 
peace or the new Judicial Article which 
was approved by the legislature and the 
people in 1973. 

.The Judicial Article, which was the 
first significant change in Alabama's 
Constitution since the turn of the 
century, established a flexible framework 
for the new court system. Legislative 
implementation of the article in 1975 and 
the new rules adopted by the State 
Supreme Court have modernized the 
mechanics of the system. 

During 1977 the culmination of 
efforts which began in 1971 will be 
realized. The judicial branch of Alabama’s 
government will begin operating a 
uniform and unified system of justice. 

Massive preparation by the court and 
court-supportive personnel of the state 
has been underway to bring about a 
smooth transition. However, Heflin 
stresses that there will be “bugs and 
problems which will have to be worked 
out along the way. We will be undergoing 
a ‘shakedown cruise’ over the next 12 
months, but hopefully it will provide a 
system which will allow better justice for 
all the people of our state,”’ he said.

Proposed bill would usurp municipal authority 


To many people ‘cucroachment’ is a 
dirty word. 

The dictionary defines encroach: to 
Irespass or intrude, to advance beyond 
proper or customary limits. 

This is just about what is being 
proposed in a bill now being prepared for 
the next session of the legislature. 

This bill calls for the establishment 
of a civil service system governing the 
appointment, removal, salaries, tenure 
and official conduct of municipal and 
county law enforcement officers, 

If the bill in its present form is 
introduced and passed by the legislature, 
a Civil Service Board would be established 
to administer the system and a one-cent 
tax on each can of beer sold in Shelby 
County would be levied to pay for the 
operation of the system. 

The bill would fall into the category 
of local legislation and would apply only 
to Shelby County. 

The proposed Civil Service Board 
would be composed of three members 
appointed by the county's legislative 
delegation. Three nominees for 
membership on the board would be 
selected by all of the county’s chiefs of 
police, acting as one nominating group. 
Three other nominees would be named 
by the county's legislative delegation and 
ihree other nominees would be named by 


the county sheriff. The legislative 
delegation would then pick one person 
from each of the three groups nominated. 
The three would then constitute the Civil 
Service Board. 

Encroachment, or centralization of 
power, or intrusion would then be 
present, in that the Civil Service Board 
would be empowered to make 
appointments, remove employees, set 
salary levels, tenure of office and 
prescribe levels of conduct for police 
officers in each of the county’s ten 
municipalities. 

In other words, this normal function 
of local government would be removed 
from the duly elected city officials, and 
put in the hands of a three person board. 

Proponents of the proposed bill have 
suggested that the legislature passed a bill 
making it mandatory for all counties and 
municipalities to provide a civil service 
merit system and that the bill now being 
prepared for Shelby County simply 
makes it possible to comply with state 
law. 

Actually, the bill passed during the 
last session of the legislature applies only 
to cities with a population of 5,000 or 
rfore. No town in Shelby County has a 
population of 5,000, therefore, the bill 
does not apply to any of Shelby County’s 
municipalities. 


Among the benefits to be derived 
from a Civil Service System is a 
standardization of qualifications for law 
enforcement personnel, a forum to hear 
grievances from employees, rules and 
regulations concerning the employment 
or dismaissal of personnel. 

A system providing for such benefits 
no doubt has merits. However, the 
Alabama League of Municipalities is 
currently drawing up instructions and 
information on how each city or town 
can establish its own merit system. 

Local government is closer to the 
individual citizen than county, state or 
federal government. Local government 
can therefore be more responsible to the 
needs and wishes of citizens than other 
levels of government. 

With these thoughts in mind, it 
appears that the proposed bill is not only 
unnecessary, but contrary to the best 
interests of all of the county’s towns and 
the citizens residing in these 
municipalities. 

The bill appears to be unnecessary on 
the county level, too. It would apply to 
members of the Sheriff's Department. 
Deputies, of course, are county 
employees. A county merit system has 
been in operation for many years in 
Shelby County but does not include 
deputies. It would not be difficult to 


include deputies in the present county 
merit system. r 

This proposed legislation, therefore, 
seems unnecessary on the county level 
and appears to trespass on each of Shelby 
County’s ten municipalities, eroding away 
the authority that rightly belongs to the 
duly elected city council members and 
mayors. 

Encroachment might be a “dirty word’ 
to some, but in this instance it appears to 
be a nice word for ‘power grab.”

Wildlife needs food

In my travels over Shelby County, 
many landowners have asked about and 
expressed an interest in developing 
wildlife food plots. January is the time to 
transplant many. of our better wildlife 
plants, such as bicolor lespedeza. There 
are many other good wildlife foods, that 
we could suggest if you so desire. 

Some ideal places to plant wildlife 
food plots is along fence rows, turn 
around areas of your cultivated fields, 
and small clearings in woods such as 
pulpwood loading areas. 

One of the most important places, 
county wide, that we are overlooking is 
along utility rights-of-way such as gas and 
power lines. These areas could furnish 
thousands of acres of wildlife food and 
cover, and at the same time reduce 


erosion problems.

Shelby County’s Outstanding Young 
Law Enforcement Officer for the year 
admits he sort of stumbled into his 
present career. 

But after four years as a police 
officer,, Larry Doss, a member of the 
Alabaster Police Department, is sure he 
has found his niche. 

The young patrolman represented 


‘the Alabaster Jaycees as their nominee 


for the title “Outstanding Young Law 
Enforcement Officer’’ in state 
competition. Later, an “outstanding 
young officer” for the county was named 
and the selection was Doss. 

A graduate of Brewster High School 
in Tampa, Fla., he spent two years in the 
U. S. Coast Guard, training and serving in 
four far-flung locations from California to 
Florida. 

In service, he was involved in marine 
diesel work, although he had been trained 
in electronics and had hoped to work in 
that area, he said. 

A law enforcement career was not 
uppermost in his mind when he left the 
Coast Guard. “I had managed a loan 
company in Florida and had done 
construction work, ” Doss related, “but | 
never did find anything I liked.” 

Then, about the time he and his wife 
moved to Columbiana, he began serving 
as a reserve police officer. Shortly 
thereafter, an opening occurred in the 
department and he was hired. 

The couple still lives in Columbiana. 
Their children are Jamie, 6; Angela, 5 and 
Tammy, 2. Like her husband, Danna Doss 
is from Tampa. 

Doss is a native of Sylacauga, but has 
Shelby County ties. “My family is from 
Shelby County and I used to visit here in 
the summers,” he explained. 

Within the next few months, Doss 
expects to receive his Associate Degree in 
Criminal Justice from Jefferson State 
Junior College. Upon graduation, he plans 
to enroll at the University of Montevallo 
to begin work toward’ a Bachelor’s degree. 

Working an often-demanding job and 
attending college is rough at the same 
time Doss said. ““My wife has helped me 
out a lot,” he added. “When I get 
discouraged, she gets behind me and 
keeps me going.”

The outlook is brighter now for a $2 
million state allocation for school 
construction in Shelby County. 

A possible court injunction 
threatened to hamper disbursement of $5 
million in capital outlay funds after the 
State Board of Education had named 
Shelby County as recipient of a sizeable 
portion of the special appropriation. 

State Sen. Jerry A. Powell, Jr. of 
Eclectic announced in late December that 


he plans to seek a court injunction against 
disbursement of the funds. Elmore 
County, Powell’s home, was not one of 
the nine localities named to receive the 
special funds. 


Sen. Eddie Hubert Gilmore, who was 
instrumental in having the $5 million 
appropriation written into the current 
education budget, talked with Powell in 
Montgomery last week.

The board was expanded two times 
in the hospital’s history, bringing it to 15 
members in 1975. But when the County 
Commission received a_ resignation 
Monday, they decided not to fill any 
vacancies until the size of the board is 
reduced to nine. 

Haskins Bowman, a member of the 
board for over a year, said he had to 
resign for family and business reasons. 
The commission noted that five more 
members’ terms are expiring March 1. 

They agreed, at Commissioner Doug 
Ballard’s suggestion, not to fill any of the 
six vacancies. Commission Chairman 
Fowler had suggested naming Herchiel 
Meadows, whose term expires in March, 
16 Bowman’s place, but when the other 
arrangement was suggested Fowler 
agreed. 


Teen rescued from ledge 


The rescue of a teenager last week 
had the dramatic appearances of a 
television production. 

Three police officers, the local fire 
chief and a handful of spectators gathered 
at the base of a steep cliff on Highway 52 
about 7:00 p.m. Friday and looked up to 
a ledge where fifteen year old Bruce 
Eckert was stranded. 

Meanwhile, Pelham Office Johnny 
Ellison and Fire Lt. Bill Partridge 
surveyed the situation from above to 
devise a plan to rescue the youth from his 
lofty perch. 

The rescuers had among them, only 
two ropes with which to work. “I was 
going to tie a bowline hitch on him 
and give him another rope to pull on,” 
Ellison said. 

But, before the operation was 


launched, Doug Ballard, Jr, Chief of 


Shelco Rescue Unit One, called to offer 
his assistance, Ballard, skilled in rescue 
techniques, said he had the repelling 
equipment which he could use. 

So, resuce efforts were delayed until 
Ballard and his wife, Judy, arrived from 
their home near Montevallo. They had 
heard of Bruce’s plight on a police 
scanner. 

Once Ballard brought his equipment 
and expertise to the scene the actual 


rescue took only a few minutes, police 
report. Ballard climbed down to the 
ledge, took off his harness, secured the 
boy with it and then proceeded to the 
solid ground. 

The officers praised Ballard’s efforts 
and Mrs. Eckert said she and her family 
are most grateful to him. 

Bruce was reportedly trying out a 
pair of climbing boots he got for 
Christmas when he ran into difficulty on 
the steep and rocky cliff. He was found 
by a friend, Rodney Bailey, after his 
family became concerned when he didn’t 
arrive in time for supper. 

Also participating in the rescue were 
Pelham officers Billy Sanders, Bruce 
Matson, Sgt. Jerry Payne and Fire Chief 
O. C. Ray.

believes that Powell may decide against 
pushing for his proposed injunction. “He 
isn’t trying to penalize the systems that 
got the funds,’ Gilmore remarked, “he is 
just trying to get some help for his 
county.” 

Gilmore acknowledged that Powell's 
home county is experiencing some serious 
school problems. He added that he hopes 


a special appropriation similar to the $5 - 


million allocation instigated last year, can 
be included in the next education budget. 
He went on to say that he would like 
to see an appropriation of about the same 
amount become a definite and not a 
conditional part of each year’s budget. 
Like the Minimum Funding Program 
which furnishes funds for such basics as 
teacher salaries, capital outlay allocations 


are based on Average Daily Attendance 
(ADA), Gilmore explained. But since 
some school systems have greater needs 
than others, construction funds sliould be 
disbursed on need, not attendance, he 
declared.

Columbiana Housing Authority 
director Mrs. Kay Clark arranged for Page 
to speak with the council to discuss the 
possibility of the city’s receiving the 
money. 

Page reviewed the basics of the 1974 
Act. describing it as a 100% grant used to 
enable cities to provide better services to 
lower and middle income citizens. 

He pointed out that. 80% of the 
money available goes to metropolitan 
areas. with the remainder being parceled 
out to rural or non-metro communities. 
He added that Shelby County is 
considered a metropolitan area of 
Birmingham, according to HUD's 
guidelines. 

Noting that the fund grows larger 
every year, Page said that last year 35 
cities in Shelby, St. Clair, and Walker 
Counties competed along with Bessemer 
and Roosevelt City for funds apportioned 
to the Birmingham metro area. 

Page explained that any city in this 
specific area can apply for the money 
during Open Season, January 17 to 
February 18. The city fills out a 
pre-application form with a map, cost 
breakdown, proposed activities, and other 
necessary information, 

he HUD manager continued by 
describing the rest of the procedure 
followed by cities chosen to file the 
actual application, The process includes 
two hearings to allow the public to speak 
out on how to spend the money. 

Page went on to describe the 
restrictions on how the money can be 
spent. The grant cannot be applied to an 
activity already provided for by the city, 
such as maintenance of streets. 


The council mentioned to Page that 
last year when the city narrowly missed 
the grant, Columbiana was rated as an 
“Imminent Health Hazard,” They asked 
if this would better their chances for 
receiving the grant.

commissioner Harold McCord hire or 
promote someone to the new position. 


McCord expressed the need for a 
second-in-command to aid Chief Howell 
Horn. He thinks the position should pay 
about $100 more per month than a 
regular police officer position. 


The council voted 4-0 to create the 
assistant chief job, Councilman W. R. 
Glenn was not present to vote. 


The same proposal was offered over a 
year ago by councilman Frank Owen, 
who served as police commissioner. 
However, the previous council was not 
receptive to the plan. 


The mayor at that time, Bob Bolton, 
and several councilmen felt that the time 
was not ripe for changes in the police 
department. The city had just recovered 
from critical problems with its police 
force. 


At that time the administration 
agreed to drop the matter and the council 
felt that it was unwise to tamper with a 
successful force, since such an 
appointment could create jealousy and 
friction within the department. 


The current council’s unanimous 
vote to establish the position indicates 
that they feel that the time is right to 
change the set-up with the police 
department. 

According to public safety chairman 
McCord, this is not an expansion of the 
police staff but rather a change in its 
responsibilities and duties.

“SUPER DUDE” 
“TOUGH”

What is a quart of milk worth? 


In the scale of things, milk is worth 
more to a young child whose bones are 


developing than it is, say, to a middle 
aged person on a low cholesterol diet. But 


the price of milk in Alabama has been 
decided by other considerations. 


For the past 40 years the Alabama 
Dairy- Commission has decided what a 
quart of milk was worth, and has 
enforced its price at grocery stores 
throughout the state. 


It has also decided how much money 
the farmer who milks the cows should be 
paid, and it has dictated how much 
money should go to the processor. 


That all came to a halt Saturday, 
when the Commission removed retail 
price controls. Shelby County dairymen 
are wondering what is ahead for them. 


Shelby is one of the biggest dairying 
counties in Alabama. It seesaws with Hale 
County for second place. (Montgomery is 
first and Elmore is fourth), 


There are 24 dairies operating in the 
county now. High expenses and the hard 
work of dairying have brought the figure 
down from the 73 dairies that produced 
Grade A milk 19 years ago. 


The biggest operation in the county 
is that owned by J. E. “Ned” Bearden 
and his family. The Beardens operate a

dairy at Helena and another in the 
northeast corner of the county. 

Bearden is adopting a “wait and see” 
attitude. Although his natural optimism 
shows through, he becomes serious when 
he says, “I remember what it was like 40 
years ago before we had a Dairy 
Commission.” 

Dairy farmers feel that they are 
usually the ones who get the brunt of it 
in the pricing structure, but they have 
supported the Dairy Commission through 
the years. They feel that without it, they 
would get even less money for their milk. 

But today at least four groups of 
people are complaining about the price of 
milk. The grocery stores wanted the 
controls removed so they could sell milk 
at any price they chose. Consumers favor 
the lowest price possible. Milk processing 
companies claim that their costs go on 
rising, and they should get a bigger share 
of the money. 

And the milk producer - the farmer 
who goes out to the dairy barn at 3 a.m. 
and again at 3 p.m. in fair weather and 
foul - feels he is not getting his fair share 
in view of the rising costs of feed. 

Dairymen are willing to show 
interested people their records to prove 
the sad story. The Reporter saw one 
producer’s feed bills, and the story was 
indeed sad. Last December 14, feed cost 
him $149.50 per ton. One week later it 
was $150.50 per ton. By January 6 it had 
gone up again, to $151.50. And the 
January 10 bill showed the feed cost 
$155 per ton. In less than a month, feed 
had risen by $5.50 per ton. Other 
dairymen buy different feed mixtures and 
may pay more or less. 

Costs have been going up like this, 
they claim, for a long time. Yet their 
share of the milk dollar has not gone up. 

Milk producers often market their 
milk through cooperatives. The price they 
get for it is based on a complicated 
jumble of figures. First, a dairy has a base 
quantity of milk to supply the processor, 
and gets a certain price for it, per 
hundred. If the producer goes over his 
quota of milk, he is not paid as much for 
the excess. For instance, one dairyman 
gets $11.20 per hundred for his base 
production, but only $7.93 for the 
excess. 

Price is also based on the butterfat 
content of the milk. 

But the dairyman does not get paid 
daily, or even weekly. The processor 
figures up all the above factors, then 

figures how much milk is sold fresh in 
grocery stores, and how much milk gets 
old in stores and has to be turned into 
cheese. Then twice a month the dairy 
farmer gets a check. He never knows for 
sure what it will be, and it never takes 
into account the rising cost of feed, 

It is the dairy farmer who gets stuck 
with all the natural risks of raising 
animals. If the cow gets sick, the farmer 
cannot turn in her milk. If a trace of 
penicillin is found in a dairy’s milk, the 
entire dairy is cut off by the processors.

Calera gets $36,969 grant

The town of Calera will receive a 
$36,969 supplemental grant for a waste 
water treatment construction program. 
The announcement was made to members 
of the town council last Tuesday evening 
by Mayor George Roy. 

However, Mayor Roy informed the 
councilmen that the U. S. Commerce 
Department had turned down a request 
for $250,000 to construct a sewage 
collection system for Dunwar Estates. 

After reading the letter from Senator 
Jim Allen on the grant approval from 
EPA, Mayor Roy reminded members of 
the council that the total cost of the 
3-phase program would be $56,169. He 
indicated that the town would try to get 
a grant for the entire project which would 
involve Calera’s paying 25% in matching 

* funds. 

A grant for studying and updating a 
town’s sewage treatment system is 
secured under EPA’s Title 201 program. 
The first phase of Calera’s project was 
approved nearly’ two years ago, Mayor 
Roy related, but a supplemental grant 
was needed to complete the planning 
phase. 

Information concerning the amount 
of surface water flowing into the town’s 


sewage treatment plant is now being 
obtained. After all the necessary data has 
been gathered and the engineering work" 
competed, the town will begin on phase 2 
of the project. 

This part of the program will involve 
coming up with a design to update the 
plant to meet EPA standards. 
Construction of the system will be the 
3rd step. 

Concening the refusal of a grant for 
the proposed sewer Collection system for 
Dunwar Estates, Mayor Roy indicated 
that another plan was being worked out 
that, “might pay off.” 

A discussion was held on the progress 
being made with a lease agreement on 
property owned by Kimberly Clark that 
the town needs for construction of two 
new water tanks. 

Contracts for the two receptacles 
were awarded a year ago, and according 
to City Engineer Bill Bright, “men will be 
up here within two weeks erecting steel.” 

The Water Board has been trying to 
work out an arrangement with Kimberly 
Clark for either an easement or for leasing 
the property south of Calera. Members of 
the council were informed that a lease 
contract for the land was now awaiting 
FHA approval.

No where are the contraditions of 


slaves respectively. 

Though most Negroes were legally 
chattel, they were also considered God’s 
Children, The white people of Shelby 
County made a concerted effort to 
Christianize, their slaves and readily 
accepted them into their churches. Slaves 
were usually segregated in this world, 
during Sabbath services, and in 
preparation for the next, at the cemetery. 
Bethesda Baptist Church provided a 
section at the rear of the sanctuary for 
Negroes. The Montevallo Baptist Church 
shortly after its creation in 1856, began 
the practice of separate meetings for their 
slaves. Mount Hebron Baptist Church in 
the Cahaba Valley constructed an 
addition to the original building to seat 
the servants, shortly after its organization 
in 1828. 

Segregation never achieved the status 
of a Procrustean law however. James M. 
Scott of Bethesda was converted with an 
“African.” At Montevallo Baptist Church 
blacks and whites were baptized at the 
same time. Shoal Creek Baptist Church 
authorized two slaves, Nelson and Jacob, 
“to exercise their gift and appointed the 
second Sunday in each month for them 
to preach and instructed the church to 
attend and hear either to approve or 
disapprove of their gifts.” Both slaves had 


whose character has become suspicious 
and is now in jail,” was allowed to remain 
in the church after two members had 
become “sufficiently acquainted with the 
circumstances.” Ann, *‘a colored sister,” 
was not so lucky. She had been parted 
{rom her husband and had taken another. 
The church- appointed two members to 
inquire into her case and at the next 
meeting “excluded her from fellowship.” 


Though there is no way to determine 
the extent of Christianity among the 
Slaves in the entire county, most of them 
appeared quite ready and willing to 
accept the religion of their masters. 
Church minutes are teeming with the 
details of slave conversions and baptisms. 
There were times, however, when the 
precepts they learned ill-prepared them 
for what they came up against in a white 
society that was not always inebriated in 
the virtues of Christian charity and 
understanding. Such was the case of an 
unnamed ‘‘coulered.*..man” who 
presented himself to Bethesda Baptist 
Church one Sunday morning in 1852 and 
Stated: 


“Professional plumbing at a reasonable price.... 


... he was a member of the 
Methodist Church but wished to 
join us as he was afflicted and 
could seldom gel to his own 
Church which seemed to be the 
only reason he wished to join us, 
the church did not think proper 
to receive him but advised him to 
remain where he was,

Nine Shelby County men were 
arrested over the weekend on charges 
related to dealing in drugs. 

The arrests came as a result of grand 
jury indictments returned last week. 

According to Lt. Jacobs of the 
United Narcotics Detail Organization, his 
office and Shelby County sheriff's 
deputies have been working on gathering 
evidence in these cases for a year. 

Jacobs said there is no evidence of an 
organized narcotics traffic in Shelby 
County, and that these cases are all 
thought to be cases of individuals working 
alone. 

During the investigation, officers 
made undercover purchases of drugs, he 
said. Among the drugs discovered were 
MDA - an amphetamine; Seconal, a 
barbiturate; PCP, an animal tranquilizer, 
and marijuana.

Because of the inroads the severe 
cold weather has made into the town’s 
natural gas supply, larger industries in the 
Alabaster area are either burning their 
own fuel or have closed down. 

Schools in Alabaster were also closed 
this week along with all other schools in 
the county. 

However the town’s standby gas 
system is still providing an adequate 
supply. for homes and small commercial 
users. Without it, remarked Mayor Harold 
Davenport, ‘‘The smaller businesses 
would have been cut off by now.” 

The mayor reported that the system 
is being operated 11 hours each day. 

According to the mayor, both Siluria 
Mills and Specification Rubber are burning 
their own fuel oil supply. The textile mill 


has not used any natural gas for six or 
seven weeks now, the mayor noted. 

He went on to say that Transall laid 
off all but three employees on Monday 
and that Hawkins Metal had completely 
shut down. 

The amount of gas Alabaster receives 
from the supplier, the mayor said, based 
on 1972 figures, is not adequate for 
today’s needs. 

It appears there may be even less gas 
forthcoming in the days ahead. The 
mayor reported that Southem Natural 
had informed him that their gas wells are 
even beginning to freeze. 

In order to conserve as much gas as 
possible, the mayor has asked all homes 
in the area to cut their thermostats down 
and businesses have been requested to use 
gas only for heating purposes.

outlines battle plan

Shelby Memorial Hospital spokesmen 
announced their battle plan to fight the 
proposed Baptist hospital at Riverchase 
last Friday. 

At the same time they said they 
would welcome such a hospital in a few 
years if the population justifies it, and if 
Shelby Memorial has expanded to its 
potential. 

The Baptists are seeking permission 
of regional and state health agencies to 
build a 144 bed general hospital at 
Riverchase. Hearings are underway with a 
final decision expected in February. 

Shelby’s Administrator, Richard 
Lind, called a press conference Friday to 
outline arguments he will present against 
building a Riverchase hospital at the 
present time, 

He was backed up at the conference 
by hospital board treasurer Herchiel 
Meadows; President of the Shelby County 


For the first time since the 
Baptists announced their plans to 
build the new hospital, the doctors of 
Shelby County publicly stated their 
views. In a unanimously passed 
resolution, the Medical Society asked 
the health planning authorities not to 
take any action “which may hinder 
Shelby Memorial... in its effort to 
continue its development and 
growth...to provide high quality 
health care to Shelby County 


residents.” They further recommended 
that Shelby be expanded to its 
ultimate long-range capacity of 300 
beds before another hospital is built in 


this area. Dr. Lawrence Farris read the 
resolution as President of the Society. 

The doctors also said the 
proposed new hospital “is certain to 
have an adverse impact on the [use and 
finances] of Shelby Memorial and will 
duplicate services, which is likely to 
have an inflationary effect on the cost 
of health care in this region.” 

The physicians mentioned the 
Baptist Medical Centers had made no 
effort to discuss their plans with the 
local medical society before they filed 
application material and the doctors 
say the Baptists have not clearly 
shown the need for another general 
hospital in this region.

He says the Baptists’ use of the 
higher figure distorts all their conclusions 
relative to number of hospital beds 
needed in this area. 

His second argument is that 
projected operating budget is overstated 
by 20 percent. Lind thinks the Baptist 
hospital would have almost $2 million 
less revenue in their first year ol 
operation than they expect. 

His third point is that applying the

Administrator Lind notes that while there 
are only 12 physicians with offices 
practicing in the county, there are dozens 
of other physicians on the courtesy and 
consulting staffs of Shelby Memorial who 
practice’ in the county frequently. 

The final objection is that the need 


for 144 additional veds has not been 
proven. 
The main point that Shelby 


spokesmen want the public to understand 
about their objections to Baptist 
Riverchase is that duplication of services 
is unnecessary, is wasteful, and leads to 
higher hospital costs for everyone. And 
they think the proposed new hospital 
would duplicate all the services Shelby 
offers, while not providing any medical 
services that Shelby does not alreay offer. 

They think that the new hospital 
would also damage Shelby by drawing off 
patients at this time. 

Dr. Thomas Nolen, Shelby’s Chief of 
Staff, ssaid a Riverchase hospital would 
Shelbys expansion because ot 
duplication, ‘‘People would have to 
continue to go to Birmingham for special 
services that Shelby Memorial could offer 
if allowed to expand.” 

He pointed out that Shelby is now 
doing more in diagnosis and services than 
ever before. Within the next two months, 
Nolen said the hospital will be equipped 
to give more tests for extra cranial lesions 
and many other complicated procedures, 
Services like these have expanded steadily 
in recent years, but Nolen fears this 
expansion would have to stop if faced 
with the financial problems that would 
develop if Riverchase is built. 

On the other hand, both 
Administrator Lind and Dr. Nolen said 
they would have no objection to the new 
hospital, if Shelby Memorial had already 
expanded to its full capacity and the 
population growth justifies it 

Other considerations that came out 


stop 


of the press conference were: 

If a hospital has lots of medicare 
patients, the length of stay may go up. 
But BMC projects 20% of its cases would 
be medicare. Shelby has 35%. Medicare 
patients do not pay full expenses of 
hospital stays 

Lind said the BMC projects less than 
one percent of its budget would be 
allocated to free or charity care. 

The national average is 4.4 hospital 
beds per 1.000 population 

It would cost Shelby Memorial 
$5,088,000 to add 144 beds. The Baptist 
Riverchase budget is said to be 
$12,700,000, Shelby’s long range plan is 
to add 331 beds 

Shelby’s director of nurses, Betty 
Sherer, wanted to go on record as 
disagreeing with a statement made at the 
December public meeting which 
questioned the quantity and quality of 
nursing standards in the state. Mrs. Sherer 
says the quality of nursing care at Shelby 
with any other 
hospital anywhere and as for quantity, 
she has only one vacancy for an R. N. at 
the moment. 

Among other statistics Lind quoted 
were: the cost per patient day at Shelby 
Memorial is $112 while in the 
Birmingham’ group of hospitals, it is 
$132. The cost per stay is $778 at Shelby 
and $815 in Birmingham. Lind noted that 
the lowest cost room at Shelby is $56.50 
per day, while it averages $78 - 84 in 
Birmingham. A private room at Shelby is 
$65 to $68. but runs $85 - $93 in 
Birmingham. Moreover, he said, Shelby 
includes telephone and TV with the room 
rate. but Birmingham hospitals charge 
$3.50 per day extra for those

Shelby’s rates have not gone up for 
two years because steady growth has 
helped equalize costs. A small increase is

In a separate statement following the 
interview Sparkman noted that Congress 
has taken an active interest in foreign 
policy matters relating to Asia in recent 
years and that the Congress will continue 
to do so. He also pointed out that 
President-elect Jimmy Carter is well 
aware of the determination of Congress 
to play a more active role in shaping 
foreign policy.

New data produced 
by Baptist Medical 


spokesmen 


New figures keep coming up in 
regard to the need for more hospitals in 
the Shelby-Jefferson County area. 

Two weeks ago the Reporter printed 
figures that were given on hospital 
occupancy at the general public hearing 
in Pelham last December. 

Those figures showed there were 
1,000 hospital beds empty on an average 
day in Jefferson County during the third 
quarter of 1976. They also showed 
various hospitals had occupancy rates 
ranging from 54% to 79%. 

At the time they were given, no one 
questioned the figures. 

However, this week Baptist Medical 
Center spokesmen claim the occupancy 
rate was much higher. At the Baptist 
hospitals at Princeton and Montclair, 
occupancy rates were 83.38%, 87.6% and 
88.27% during the months of the third 
quarter. 

BMC also says the real range 
throughout Jefferson County hospitals 
was from 55% occupancy to 92% 
occupancy. The highest figure is usually 
at St. Vincent's hospital, they say, and 
quote the Birmingham Regional Hospital 
Council as their source. 

These figures and population 
projections will be among the most 
important considerations when the State 
Health Department decides in February 
whether to approve a new hospital at 
Riverchase to serve the two-county area.

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Entire city of Columbiana may be resurveyed

Columbiana residents might be 
surprised to discover that they do not 
actually live in the city limits. At least 
that’s how it looks on some maps used by 
the city. 

Discrepancies in the city’s official 
maps have spurred councilman Clark 
Dean to look into the possibility of 
having the whole town resurveyed in 
order to come up with an accurate map. 

At the city’s last council meeting he 
revealed that he plans to build a number 
of office units within the next three 
months. He added that the map problem 
should be solved before anyone builds or 
before the council proceeds with 
annexation. 

Dean and Mayor Dick Ozley told the 
council that they have examined maps 
used by the city, and there are some 
serious discrepancies. There are also no 
accurate records of the location of water, 
gas, or sewer lines. 

Dean said that city superintendent 
Buck Falkner and his crew often have a 
difficult time in locating the utility lines, 
and often have to depend on someone’s 
memory of where pipes were laid. 

Falkner described the problems his 
crew have had particularly in trying to 
locate a sewer. 

Councilman Dean cautioned, “We 
can’t keep operating by the bib of our 
overalls, Buck.”’ He urged that the city 
investigate the cost of having a highly 
accurate map made. 

The council agreed that probably no 
more than a handful of municipalities in 
Alabama have a map that is very reliable 
and in agreement with atrial photos. 

Such a map would be quite 
expensive, said Dean. “But if it cost up to 
$50,000, we would save that much the 
first time we had a serious need for it.” 

He indicated that a map drawn 
completely to scale would be

A drop of cold gasoline on a hot light 
bulb touched off a series of rapidly 
developing events shortly before 1:00 
o'clock, Monday afternoon that resulted 
in the hospitalization of an auto 
mechanic and the total loss of the Garrett 
Auto Sales garage located on Highway 25, 
just outside the city limits.

It’s teachers, not students, who are 
staying after school at Valley Elementary 
School.

American thinking. She believes that it is 
indicative of a new era of national unity 
and understanding and an affirmation 
that the rest of the country no longer 
considers the South as a backward 
step-child. 

“It is certainly an ego boost for the 
South,” commented Randy, “although 
the political thinking of a man from the 
South is not necessarily different from 
that of a northern or western politician.” 

Richard feels that southern problems 
and issues have not been adequately 
represented in Washington recently, 
adding that he is still not certain that 
Carter’s Presidency will alter that 
situation. But Jim is more reassured: “A 
Southerner himself, Carter will certainly 
be attuned to the problems of the 
South.” 

All four students were happy that a 
Southerner with somewhat liberal views 
has achieved national prominence. They 
believe that men like George Wallace and 
Lester Maddox have caused many 
Americans to develop an erroneous 
concept of the nature of current southern 
political attitudes. “Such men do not 
represent the more liberal trend which is 
developing here,” Richard, a Carter 
campaign worker, commented. 

Aware of the danger in expressing 
generalities, the students cautiously 
discussed some characteristics which they 
feel make Southerners somewhat 
different from people in other sections of 
America. They agreed that Southern 
hospitality is part of the Southern style 
although, as Randy stated, “It varies a 
great deal from person to person.” 

Listing some of the Southern 
qualities Carter might be expected to 
carry to Washington with him, the 
students included openness, congeniality, 
kindness, politeness and honesty. Richard 
believes that these characteristics will 
help .the new President be more 
concerned with the people’s problems. 
“And make him a good, sensitive listener 
to people’s needs,” added Jim. ‘‘Carter’s 
campaign, itself, is indication that he is a 
man of the people,” Randy commented.

Speaking of Carter’s strengths and 
weaknesses, Randy stated that Carter's 
inexperience in foreign affairs bothers 
him, but that his choice of Cyrus Vance 
as Secretary of State impressed him. 
“Inexperience is not necessarily bad,” 
Richard offered. “At least, Carter won't 
bring a lot of prejudices with him. He can 
be open to new idea and advice.” 

Eager to prove his competence to 
govern America, President Carter has 
spent long hours since his election visably 
organizing his government. “If I should 
default on my commitments, it would be 
a very serious thing,” he told his 
Cabinet-designees at their first meeting. 
But neither Randy nor Sally, Jim nor 
Richard are much convinced that the new 
President can adequately fulfill all his 
commitments. With millions of other 
Americans, they will wait and see.

Fire snuffs out lives 
of four Alabaster children 


Fire of undetermined origin claimed 
the lives of four Alabaster youngsters 
during the early morning hours Sunday. 

Shelby County Coroner Ed Burdett 
identified the victims as the children of 
Mrs. Carolyn Heard who, along with her 
children, lived in a mobile home on 
Briceville Road in Alabaster. 

A spokesman for the Alabaster Police 
Department indicated that the first call 
regarding the fire was received by officials 
shortly after midnight, Saturday night. 
Fire fighters, according to records, arrived 
on the scene within minutes, but the 
mobile home was engulfed in flames 
when the first of four fire units arrived. 

Burdett says firemen fought the 
blaze for about two hours before the 
bodies of the children were recovered. 
Two of the victims were discovered in a 
hallway, the other two were found in a 
bedroom. 

Burdett identified the children as 
three-year-old Derick, four-year-old 
Kimberly, eight-year-old Elbert and 
thirteen year-old Janice. 

Mrs. Heard, who was not at home at 
the time of the fire /as reported, arrived 
about 30 minutes later, according to 
reports. 

“There wasn’t anything we could 
do.” Alabaster Fire Chief John Cochran 
noted sadly. “We tried to get in, but some 
of those mobile homes burn so easily,” he 
added. 

Earl McCartney, one of the fire 
fighters, was taken to Shelby Memorial 
Hospital for treatment of smoke 
inhalation. McCartney made an effort to

Schoolmarm Miss Lillian first moved 
into the Chelsea community in 1921as 
Willis Moore's new bride. For more than 
fifty years since that time she has worked 
in one capacity or another in the Shelby 
County school system. Although she 
retired in 1967, she still returns to the 
classroom intermittently as a substitute. 

When young Lillian came to Shelby 
County, she had already earned a 
teacher’s certificate from Richmond 
Normal School in Kentucky and had four 
years of teaching experience under her 
belt. Still, before she could be placed in a 
school in Alabama, she had to take the 
County Teacher's Exam. 

Passing that exam, her first Shelby 
County assignment was to the one-room, 
frame schoolhouse at East Saginaw, a 
former logging community that was 
rapidly becoming a ghost town. Tom 
Kendrick, school trustee, was responsible 
for hiring the teacher and he had minimal 
duties in the supervision of the school. 

For the most part, Mrs. Moore was 
on her own. But she never lacked for 
things to do. She often had the 
responsibility for the learning of 50 or 60 
ative students who ranged in age from 
six to 18. In addition, she was unofficial 
nurse, janitor, counsellor and principal to 
her charges. 

The county superintendent generally 


visited each school once a year. On rare’ 


occasions, he would stop by for a second 
visit. Some superintendents would stop 
down the road from the school, tying 
their horse to a tree. Then, they would 
come in quietly on foot so that the 
teacher had no warning of the inspection. 

Mrs. Moore’s one-room schoolhouses 
each had central heat - a wood-burning 
stove in the center of the classroom. 
During cold weather, the patrons took 
turns providing the wood while the older 
boys assisted their teacher with the 
chores of building and maintaining the 
fire. Even the youngest children helped 
by hunting for kindling in the woods. 

“We never had water except from 

springs. Some of the schools where I 
taught were more than a mile from a 
good spring. But the bigger boys would 
carry the water for us. Students had their 
own glasses and we'd dip the water from 
the bucket and pour it into their glasses. 
When students didn’t have glasses, they 
made cups by folding paper -- or 
sometimes they’d just take a quick drink 
from the dipper itself!” 
\ Parents were responsible for 
providing school books and supplies. 
Many books were hand-me-downs and the 
new books had to be bought in 
Columbiana or Birmingham. “And, land’s 
alive, there wasn’t much of a road to 
Birmingham back then and only a dirt 
road to Columbiana. Why, when I came 
to this area in 1921, I don’t think there 
was a hard road in the county.” 

Mrs. Moore, herself, often rode over 
the muddy, rutted roads on horseback to 
get to school. Her husband wanted to get 
her a mule, but she put her foot down 
about that. She was an excellent 
horse-woman. “I wasn’t born on a horse, 
but I was raised on one,” she laughed. 
Sometimes, she even provided 
transportation service as she carried a 
younger child behind her on the horse. 

One evening she mounted her horse, 
Dan, outside the East Saginaw school and 
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headed home. “Dan was in a hurry to get 
home and so was I. As I sped past the 
sawmill several of the men rushed out 
waving and hollering. | waved back and 
hurried on home. Later, one of them 
asked Mr. Moore if I had said anything 
about the incident. When he told him 
the millworker said that 
they had heard old Dan coming on fast 
and they thought the horse had bolted 
and was running away with me. They had 
rushed out to try and stop us. I’ve often 
laughed about that. | was just a good 
rider.” 

In the early 1920’s the school term 
lasted only five months. It usually began 
“after the crops had been laid by” in the 
middle of the summer and concluded just 
before Christmas. There was normally a 
fall break when the students were needed 
at home to help pick cotton and dig 
potatoes. 

The school days were long with 
classes beginning at 8:00 each morning 
and lasting until 4:00 in the afternoon. 
Of course, there were morning and 
afternoon recesses and at lunch the 
students had an hour away from their 
books. 

Mrs. Moore recalls that teachers’ pay 
was extremely low. The first year she 
taught in Kentucky she earned $48 a 
month. And that was a good salary 
because her normal school certification 
entitled her to the top rung on the pay 
scale. Even in the early 1940’s when she 
returned to the classroom after having

taken time out for her family, she was 
only earning $70 a month. Because the 
school year had been expanded to seven 
months by that time, she was earning a 
little less than $500 annually. For 
substitute work during the Depression, 
Mrs. Moore was paid $2.00 a day. 

Many former students have returned 
to talk with Mrs. Moore over the years. 
And she feels good that they do not 
thank her for teaching them facts, but for 
teaching them how to live. “It’s good to 
go to books to find things out and 
reading is important. But teachers should 
also show children ways of applying what 
they learn from books. And they ought 
to help them learn what they can’t get 
from books. 

“I remember one time when we were 
practicing for a play and a student told 
me if he couldn’t have a big part, he 
wouldn’t do anything. He was the 
curtain-puller. I explained to him that the 
whole play depended on him. If he didn’t 
open the curtains, the others couldn't 
perform. I think he learned a lot about 
seemingly small jobs and about 
cooperation with others that day.” 

Looking back over a half-century of 
teaching service, Mrs. Moore is warmly 
satisfied. “I always did the best I could 
every day. I tried to settle things as they 
came up. And then I went home and slept 
well. As I started each new day, | forgot 
what was behind. I guess that’s why I’m 
still alive! 1 worked hard and I didn’t 
worry.”

scholarships available 


Residents of Shelby County may be 
eligible for training as practical nurses. 
Thirteen trainees from four counties will 
be selected for the class funded by the 


Alabama Department of Industrial 
Relations. 

Tom J. Ventress, director, said the 
Alabama Department of Industrial 


Relations has allocated $64,584 to the 
training program established under Title I 
of the federal Comprehensive 
Employment and Traning Act (CETA). 
Training will be conducted at the 
Birmingham Skill Center. 

Training is provided at no cost to the 
student, Ventress pointed out, and each 
enrollee will receive an allowance while in 
training. The 52-week course is scheduled 
to begin March 7. 
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To qualify for the CETA program, 
applicants must be unemployed, 
underemployed, or economically 
disadvantaged. Interested persons should 
apply at the State Employment Service 
office in Calera.

The Old Soldiers’ Cemetery near 
Shelby Springs is no longer a victim of 
neglect. Members of the Shelby County 
Historical Society have been working to 
clean up the Confederate graveyard and 
record a census of those interred there. 

The cemetery adjoined the home for 
retired Confederate veterans. The 
soldiers’ home operated until early in this 
century 

In the Historical Society’s latest 
newsletter, the names and inscriptions 
from fourteen tombstones were 
published. Among the markers only one 
clearly denotes a memorial to a veteran, 
and Col. Robt. Dunlap, died before the 
War Between the States. 
John Murphy, who died in 1887 at 
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the age 66, a Contederate 
soldier. His reads, “*. . he 
fought the fight, the victory won, and 


entered into rest.” 
Another probable veteran is among

the fourteen graves listed in the 
newsletter. William I. Miller lived 78 
years, from 1837 to 1915, giving 


credence to the idea that he was one of 
the residents of the Old Soldiers’ Home. 
Many of the Confederate soldiers 


were buried in another part of the 
cemetery from those listed by the 
Historical Society, A. B. and Mary 


Holcomb were buried near the soldiers, 
but their hand carved stones tell little 
about them except their names. 

There is no record of when the 
Holcombs died. However the tombstone 
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Rich Shelby history revealed 


for Mary Holcomb has her named 
scratched into the stone as “Marry” with 
one letter R marked out. 

Several more plain stones lie above 
the final resting places of Mollie Scotte 
(no dates given) and Benjamin Screw, 
181] - 1859. 

Four graves mark the burial places of 
four children of John and Tulsie Miller. 
All were buried between the years 1895 
and 1911. None died later than age 11. 

Many more markers fill the Old 
Soldiers’ Cemetery, some broken and 
others long neglected. But the Historical 
Society feels that this graveyard is one of 
the most interesting of the many in 
Shelby County. They see it as the center 
of many fascinating tales yet to be told 
about the Civil War and Shelby County.

The baby 
was buried. The verdict regarding his 
death, as far as we can learn has been 
declared a ‘crib death’. 

This is not the first instance where an 
emergency fund has been needed when 
the need was urgent. We recall some years 
ago a man and a child landed here in an 
automobile on their way to their home in 
Ohio. They gave out of gas. Dr. Raymond 
Scroggins, at that time pastor of the First 
Baptist Church, was contacted and he and 
George Holcombe, Gulf Dealer, worked 
out this problem and sent them on theit 
way. 

What I am trying to say ~ is don’t 
you think with as many civic clubs, 
churches, circles, etc., that are in this 
town that some cooperative plan could 
not be worked out and each cooperate 
with the City of Columbiana and deposit 
with City Hall a certain amount and when 
the need arises the town or some agency 
could be referred to that would be able to 
meet the need with less trouble, less 
publicity, and less Dame Rumor 
swishing? Get what | mean?

ABILL TO BEENTITLED AN ACT 

Relating to Shelby County, providing for the election 
and tenure of the members of the county board of 
education. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF 
ALABAMA: 

Section 1. The board of education of Shelby County 
shall consist of five members; one member shail be 
elected from, be a qualified elector of, and reside in 
each of the four commissioners’ districts into which the 
county is divided as prescribed by law. The fifth 
member shall be a qualified elector, a resident of 
Shelby County and shall be elected from the county at 
large and shall serve as the chairman of the board of 
education. 

Section 2. Members of the board of education serving 
when this act becomes effective shall serve out the 
terms for which they have been elected. Successors to 
such members shall be elected for terms of six years 
and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Section 3. The Shelby County board of education as 
herein constituted shall be vested with the same 
authority, powers and duties as is provided for county 
boards of education under the general law. 

Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If 
any part of the act is declared invalid or 
unconstitutional, such deciaration shail not affect the 
part which remains.

iron vein. By 1846, he had completed an 
iron works and blast furnace that later, 
during the Civil War, did much to aid the 
Southern Confederacy. 

Ware utilized slave labor extensively. 
In 1860, he owned 15 slaves, but the 
majority of his black workers were hired 
from plantation owners and only 
employed in menial or semi-skilled 
chores. During the war, the procurement 
of slaves posed a constant problem. The 
activities of the Union army made 
planters leary about lending out their 
slaves, and even when they did the costs 
were almost prohibitive. Early in 1865, 
Ware offered from 30 to 37 dollars per 
month for each first class male slave. 
Three months later the prevalent rate was 
five to 12 dollars a day. 

Money and Yankees were not the 
only problems Ware faced. He was 
constantly badgered by the concern of 
some slave owners who had rented their 
Negroes to the company. One such 
planter, George H. Harris, after hearing of 
the death of one of his slaves wrote: 


It creates some surprise that | 
have not heard one word of this 
before. It augurs badly for the 
fulfullment of any of the other 
promises made to me about the 
treatment of my Negroes. .! 
hope that you will see that I do 
not write in a querulous or 
faultfinding spirit but with a sense 
of duty towards those who are 
dependent alone on me for their 
condition in this life.

William Phineas Browne, another 
northem import, began coal mining 
Operations in the vicinity of Montevallo 
in the early 1850's. He, too, hired many 
of his slave workers from planters but 
often found it difficult since owners were 
reluctant to permit their slaves to labor in 
the mines. From the beginning Browne 
was a strong proponet of slave labor as 
the following letter to his friend George 
Baker attests. 


. .. Slave labor owned by the 
mining proprietors is greatly 
superior to free labor even if the 
other were as abundant as it is in 
Europe or in the mining districts 
of the North. 


The purchase of Negroes to 
work the mines does not involve 
the necessity of much greater 
amount of capital than would be 
required to work the mines 
successfully and extensively with 
free labor. It is even doubtful 
whether the difference would be 
the other way. 


Both Ware and Browne were 
overblessed with runaways. Slaves did not 
particularly “cotton” to the hard work 
and highly regimented life that was 
necessary for the efficient management of 
the labor force. The absence of women 
also tended to darken an already gloomy 
picture. Much time and money was spent 
by the two industrialists retrieving their

temporarily misplaced workers. For 
example, Louis and Dave made an 
unscheduled departure from the Shelby 
Iron Works on June 26, 1864, but were 
soon apprehended at a cost to the 
company of $150. Not long after they 
had been brought back, they escaped 
again and on this occasion successfully. 
Full market price, approximately $1,100 
per slave, had to be returned to the 
owner. 

Of the remaining industry in’ the 
county, the Shelby Lime Company, little 
is known. It was located at Calera and as 
of 1860 owned four slaves. 

Shelby County offers little support 
to the argument that slavery would have 
in the forseeable future been abolished by 
local initiative. Industry was rapidly 
opening new avenues for employment of 
slave labor. More people than ever were 
directly involved in the institution. 
William Phineas Browne, just four years 
before a war would bring a violent end to 
his way of life, whowed no inclination 
toward manumission or interest in 
emancipation when he wrote to his friend 
William Samford and stated: 

1 believe that the African 
Slave Trade will again be revived 
in some shape, and the South will 
then be made strong again, and 
exhibit an example of prosperity 
which the world never before 
presented. Is it not wonderful that 
the South is able to present so 
-favorable a contrast with the 
north notwithstanding that for

, Cities join protest 


against takeover 


Montevallo’s City Council went on 
record Monday night, opposing a 
proposed bill designed to establish a civil 
service system for all law enforcement 
personnel in Shelby County. 


By a unanimous vote council 
members passed a resolution request- 


ing that each member of the county’s 
legislative delegation refrain from 
introducing the proposed bill. 


Two weeks ago Culera’s mayor and 
city council forwarded a letter to each 
member of the legislative delegation, 
stating -that Calera is opposed to all 
sections of the proposal. 


Pelham’s Mayor Burk Dunaway has 
also voiced opposition to the proposed 
bill. 

Montevallo’s resolution states: 

‘Whereas, it has come to the attentiot 
of the Montevallo City Council that a bill 
is being prepared to be submitted to the 
1977 session of the state legislature 
designed to establish a civil service system 
for all law enforcement personnel in 
Shelby County; and 

“Whereas, the proposed bill would 
affect the appointment, removal, salaries, 
tenure and official conduct of municipal 
law enforcement officers as well as 
county officers: and 

“Whereas, the proposed bill calls for 
a three-person Civil Service Board to 


administer the proposed civil service 
system; and 

“Whereas, the Civil Service Board 
would be appointed by the county’s 
legislative delegation from nominees 
submitted by the delegation, the sheriff 
and the municipal police chiefs: and 

“Whereas, the proposed legislation 
appears to be designed to remove the 
authority of appointment, removal. 
salaries, tenure and conduct of police 
department personnel from municipil 
government and vest this authority in u 
centralized county-wide three man board; 
and 

“Whereas, this removal of authority 
from duly elected municipal officials 
appears to be contrary to the best 
interests of citizens residing in the 
county’s municipalities; and 

‘‘Whereas, the Montevallo City 
Council is opposed to the eroding of any 
municipal authority; and 

“Whereas, each municipality in 

Alabama will soon have the opportunity 


to establish its own municipal civil service 


system based on guidelines furnished by 
the Alabama League of Municipalities: 
now therefore, 

“Be it resolved, that the Montevallo 
City Council requests that each member 
of the Shelby County legislative 
delegation refrain from introducing the 
proposed legislation establishing a Shelby 
County Civil Service System.

A $4 million shopping list has been 
prepared by members of the Shelby 
County Board of Education. Included on 
it are improvements planned for eight 
county schools. 


Recommendations of how to use the 
capital outlay money were presented by 
Education Superintendent Elvin Hill at a 
called meeting Wednesday, January 19: 
Several changes were made before board 
members approved the proposals. 


Schools slated for improvements or 
new construction include, in the order 
listed, Riverchase, Helena, Vincent, 
Valley, Thomreon Elementary. 
Montevallo Elementary, Columbiana 
Elementary and Chelsea. 

The Riverchase project is already on 
the drawing board; an architect has been 
selected and schematics have been 
prepared. Board members voted to follow 
through with plans for a $2 million 
facility there, despite the urging of some 
north county parents to consider using 
pre-engineered buildings rather than 
construct a conventional structure. 

The thinking of the parent group is 
that the type of facility planned could 
not be completed in time to help solve 
overcrowding which is expected to 
become greater with the arrival of the 
next school term 

They had 
pre-engineered 


also said the 

buildings would be 
significantly less, but this claim was 
challenged by board chairman Bill 
Cosper, who said that $40 a square foot, 
purported to be the present cost, is much 
higher than bids being received for other 
school construction. 

“I don’t know where $40 came trom, 
unless someone wanted to get people 
excited,” Cosper remarked, saying that 
construction at the Shelby County Area 
Vocation Center ran $25.1 per square 
foot. 

Hill added that none of the architects 
whom the board has consulted 
recommends pre-engineered structures 
and Cosper expressed the view that sucli a 
school would not offer “wails kids can’t 
kick through and sound cant go 
through.” : 

Input from some of the nine parents

at the meeting did have some effect on 
the board's final decision on construction 
priorities, 

One of them, Ron Stone, asked that 


something be done to help alleviate 


crowding at Valley Elementary School. In 
response Hill, who had stated during his 
presentation that he “‘will not 
recommend any more construction at 
Valley,” said board members could vote 
to add classrooms there if they wish. 

They agreed to “do something” at 
the school if next year’s enrollment 
requires expansion. However, both they 
and Hill indicated they don’t want to add 
to the present enrollment of some 1,150 
students if another solution can be found. 

Sixth graders from the school will 
attend _ Riverchase School when it is 
completed, but since it will not be in 
operation before fall, 1978, many persons 
are wondering where additional students, 
who are sure to materialize, will be put 
next fall. 

Board member Barbara Whitman 
believes one possibility is to have all sixth 
grades from the school meet at Camp 
Spain, a facility owned by the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church. This 
idea is being explored, she said. 

A new elementary school for 
Columbiana, on a site larger than the 
location of the present facility, remained 
on the priority list, but was moved down 
a few notches to make way for additions 
at Thompson Elementary, Montevallo 
Elementary and Chelsea High, where 
overcrowding exists. 

Renovation of six restrooms at 
Vincent High School was requested by 
Cosper and added to the proposed 
projects. 

The revised list received unanimous 
approval, Construction planned, besides 
Riverchase Middle School, includes: 

HELENA ELEMENTARY -— eight 
new classrooms, $250,000; renovation of 
present building, $250,000. 

VINCENT HIGH SCHOOL - 
Renovation of six restrooms, $50,000 to 
$60,000. 

VALLEY ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 

Unspecified number of classrooms, if 
needed. 

THOMPSON ELEMENTARY 
SCHOOL — eight classrooms, $200,000. 

MONTEVALLO ELEMENTARY 
SCHOOL - four classrooms, $100,000. 

CHELSEA HIGH SCHOOL ~— four 
classrooms, $100,000. 

COLUMBIANA ELEMENTARY 
SCHOOL ~— new school - $1 million. 

NEW BUS SHOP — Under $50,000.

The Pelham Planning Board is 
requesting that two tracts of land be 
rezoned from residential to light 
industrial. 

A public hearing will be held by the 
Zoning Commission on February 9 on the 
matter. The land is located near the rights 
of way of the Atlantic Coastline and L&N 
Railroads, near the Buchanan Company. 

At present the home on the property 
is occupied by the Robert Moore family. 
According to Pelham City Clerk Willie 
May Dennis, the owners have requested 
the zoning change. 


annexation to the city. A resolution, 
adoped at a Jan. 12 planning commission 
meeting, lists ten recommendations on 
the subject and councilman Ray 
Hamilton, a commission member, said at 
a recent City Council meeting he 
will bring the matter before the council at 
its next meeting. 

Among the recommendations is a 
provision which states: “Fire and police 
protection outside Pelham should be 
provided only to establishments paying 
license fees or sales taxes to Pelham.” 

If the resolution... or this portion 
of it...is approved the present system 
of providing the two services to areas 
within the jurisdiction will apparently 
end. 

Now, it is standard procedure for 
police and fire units to respond to calls 
one and a half miles beyond the city 
limits. And at times, they have answered 
calls to areas much further away. 

Another change being pushed by the 
planning commission is a ten percent 
surcharge for water customers outside the 


city. This, the resolution states, is “to 
reflect the actual cost of providing 
water.” 

Besides numerous homes and 
businesses north of the city which are 
now being served, Pelham will add several 
hundred new water customers when 
facilities in Indian Springs and other 
Cahaba Valley locations are completed. 

Another recommendation states that 
‘‘Wherever annexation of an area is 
possible and desirable, annexation will be 
required before water and other services 
are extended to the area.” 

Areas annexed must be contiguous to 
the city, under the planning commission's 
proposal, and “have enough people at a 
density sufficient to warrant the 
extension of services.” 

The resolution further urges that 
land be annexed “where it is clearly 
desirable to square out and maintain 
regular boundaries” and states that the 
city must provide services to newly 
annexed areas within a reasonable period 
of time. 


delivery of legal documents such as 
summonses, etc. 

But the fact is that all papers are 
currently served by Shelby County 
sheriff's deputies. And the constables 
pledged Saturday night that they will 
seek to do their duty, despite the system 
now practiced. 


Martin told the Reporter that Sheriff 
C. P. “Red” Walker and Circuit Clerk 
Kyle Lansford were unable to meet with 
the constables Saturday night. The group 
had invited them to attend in order to 
offer assistance in the serving of papers. 

The Beat 12 constable stated that 
their first meeting was "an attempt to get 
together and be active.” He said that they 
plan to be different from many who 
previously held the post, and who 
performed no official function. 

The men are seeking guidance about 
what their constitutional function 
actually is, and what are the limits of 
their duties. Martin told the Reporter 
that they are seeking advice from the 
attorney general and state legislators on 
this subject. 

A Jefferson County constable, Lester 
Alexander, will meet with them at a 
future meeting, according to Martin. 

Larry Martin of Beat 12 and S. D. 
Zeanah of Beat 4 (Montevallo) are the 
county’s two Republican constables. 
Democrats are Douglas Bunn of Pelham, 
Bt. 17; former deputy Hubert Hope of 
Shelby, Bt. 1; and Hubert Jarvis, 
Dogwood, Bt. 20. 

All of the constables were elected in 
November without opposition, except for 
Bunn. He defeated Republican candidate 
Lonnie Cummings in the general election.

but Snowden felt she was the most 
qualified person to fill the assessor's 
office. The County Commission also went 
on record favoring Mrs. Suttle. 

So this week the Commission created 
a new position and hired Mrs. Suttle to 
fill it. 

But it not unanimous. New 
Commissioner Jimmie (Jake) Morris of 
Wilsonville protested the hiring of Mrs. 
Suttle. He said he was opposed to 
creating more jobs, and thought it should 
first be offered to a person who has been 
working part time in the office.

earn more than judge? 


Money and who should get it was an 
important part of discussions in Monday’s 
County Commission meeting. 

Commissioners were talking 
about expense allowances and salaries 
paid to county officials. 

New Commissioner Jimmy Morris 
said that salaries are out of line with each 
other, He quoted that the Circuit Clerk. 
under the new State setup is getting 
$18.750 per year, “and we're running 
him up to $21,150.” with a county-paid 
expense allowance. 

The expense allowances came up 
through a new act passed last summer In 
the legislature. Under it, several county 
officers can get additional expense 
allowances if the Commission approves 
them. 

Although Morris did not object to 
the Circuit Clerk’s getting the allowance, 
he said the probat® judge gets only 
$17,100 in salary and allowances; the tax 
assessor gets $15,000 and the sheriff gets 
only $17,400. He compared these with 
the salary of $21,000 that the county 
pays to County Manager Paul Yeager (not 
an elected official). 

Morris suggested the Commission do 
something to straighten out the salary 
scales. J. E. “Ned” Bearden said, “It’s 
been that way for years.” 


Someone mentioned that the 
sheriffs pistol permit fund brings in 
about $8,500 per year, which would put 
the sheriffs income at around $26,000, 
(The sheriff has maintained. in the 10 
years since the pistol permit fund was 
passed that the fund is not income, but is 
used for law enforcement purposes. He 
has never volunteered an accounting of 
the fund, and this has led some people to 
insist that it is “income.”) 

In the end Commissioner Doug 
Ballard moved that Judge Snowden be 
authorized the allowance specified under 
the new law. Bearden seconded the 
motion. Morris said, during the 
discussion, that he thought everybody 
who is eligible for it should also get it 
(Including the Commissioners and the 
sheriff.) Ballard withdrew his motion and 
suggested that Morris go ahead and make 
whatever motion he desired. 

Morris did so, but it died for lack of a 
second. 

Morris then said he did not intend to 
hurt anybody, and did not want to do 
Snowden out of an allowance. He also 
said he wasn’t trying to push getting an 
allowance for the Commissioners. No 
further action was taken, but the 
Commissioners indicated they might take 
it up at a later meeting.

Montevallo’s City Council set 
Monday, February 14 as the date for a 
public hearing on the proposed rezoning

The House Democratic Caucus

“It may be that our first priority will 
be to look into allegations of links 
between South Korean interests and 
certain members of Congress.”

Want to know the rainfall in Shelby

HOW OLD IS THE EARTH? 


In order to allow time for the process of 
evolution to take place, evolutionary scientists 
propose that the carth is some six billion years 
old. They endeavor to uphold this date by 
turning to dating the strata of the rocks und to 
rudivactive dating, However, the Bible indicates 
that the carth is not nearly that old; everything 
was created full grown and has every evidence

We have already seen some of the 
weaknesses of that form of dating. Scientists 
postulate that ull lead that exists today in the 
presence of Uranium was originally uranium. 
Uranium, which is radiouctive, degencrates over 
a period of time into lead. The amount of time 
for onc-half of uranium to degenerate into Icad 
is culled its “halflife.” Thus, by measuring the 
amount of lead present, the amount of uranium 
present, and the half-life, one can, they affirm, 
determine how long the carth has been in 
existence. however, numerous problems exist: 
knowing the amount of radioactive matorial 
originally present. knowing the products of the 
breakdown, knowing the rate of disintegration, 
knowing that the rate of disintegration fas 
ytemaincd the same, ctc.

Southern Railway Company points 
out that it paid $71,772 in 1976 ad 
valorem taxes to Shelby County for itself 
and its subsidiary, the Central of Georgia 
Railroad Company. 

In the Reporter's list of the top 
twenty taxpayers in Shelby County last 
week, the Southern was shown as the 
seventh highest taxpayer and the Central 
of Georgia was shown as the 19th.

The Southern paid $54,499 and the 
Central of Georgia paif $17,172, 
according to couty tax records. 

If the two were combined in the 
“Top Twenty” list, they still would stand 
at 7th rating, because the next highest 
industry is Colonial Pipeline at $120,216. 

However, if they were combined, it 
would move up other industries. The

In recapitulating his net worth, 
Senator Allen’s statement showed that at 
the end of 1968, when he came to the U. 
S. Senate, his net worth was $92,984. His 
net worth at the end of 1976 is 
$73,497.86. 

Senator Allen said that his annual 
statements have a two-fold purpose: !) 
“to show the absence of any conflict of 
interest between my ownership of assets 
and my service in the Senate in the public 
interest,” and 2) “to keep the public 
advised as to my financial status, and to 
disclose the extent to which I have 
benefitted financially during my public 
service.”

The House Democratic Caucus

“It may be that our first priority will 
be to look into allegations of links 
between South Korean interests and 
certain members of Congress.”

HOW OLD IS THE EARTH? 


In order to allow time for the process of 
evolution to take place, evolutionary wientists 
propose that the carth is some six billion yours 
old, They endeavor to uphold this date by 
turning to dating the strata of the rocks and to 
radioactive dating. However, the Bible indicates 
that the earth ts not nearly that old: everything 
was created full grown and has every evidence 
of having been on the earth for approximately 
6,000 vears. 


Dating the Rocks 

When scientists are asked how they date 
the rocks, they reply that they date the rocks 
by the fossils that are in them. They also state 
that they date the fossils by the kinds of rocks 
or strata they are in. We recognize this as 
circular reasoning, which is very unbecoming to 
an educated man. especially a scientist. The reat 
difficulty is caused by the Genesis flood, which 
the evolutionary scientist is unwilling to, admit.

Muny scientists would like for us to think 
that the clearest evidence exists from such 
dating methods as radioactive dating. However, 
the majority of the evolutionists agree that 
fossil dating seems to be safer than radioactive 
dating. We have already seen some of the 
weaknesses of that form of dating. Scientists 
postulate that all lead that exists today in the 
presence of uranium was Originally uranium. 
Uranium, which is radioactive, degencrates over 
a period of time into Jead. The amount of time 
for onc-half of uranium to degenerate into lead 
is Called its “half-life.” Thus, by meusuring the 
umount of lead present, the amount of uranium 
present, and the half-life, one can, they affirm, 
determine how long the carth has been in 
existence. however, numerous problems cxist:

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‘We see statistics differently,’ 
Baptist spokesman declares

“We see the statistics differently.” 
That is the way one Baptist hospital 
spokesman leads into a discussion on the 
apparent conflict between the Baptists 
and Shelby Memorial Hospital over the 
proposed new Baptist Hospital at 
Riverchase. 

The Baptists will be presenting their 
side of the argument to the Birmingham 
Regional Health Services Agency this 
week. Last week the medical staff and the 
board of Shelby Memorial came out 
strongly against allowing the Baptists to 
build a Riverchase Hospital, They stated 
there was no proved need for the 
Riverchase hospital and that it would 
duplicate services and in effect harm 
existing hospitals in the area. Figures 
were quoted to back up their arguments. 

And it is these figures the Baptists 
quarrel with. “We don’t want to play a 
defensive game, but they're ignoring the 
study we've been doing carefully for the 
last four years. We're using figures and 
formulas straight out of the book. We 
aren’t making things up.” 

On the subjects of how long a patient 
stays in the hospital. the Baptists claim 


that Health Systems Agency figures give 
the average length of stay as 7.9 days, not 
6.8 as Dick Lind, administrator of Shelby 
Memorial claimed. The Baptists, in 
figuring need and cost used an 8-day stay 
as the average. The Baptists will also 
argue before the HSA that comparing 
national figures is not germane in this 
case. “The Birmingham area is a highly 
sophisticated medical complex. An 
average of 30% of patients in the area 
come from outside Birmingham and 
outside the state. 

**BMC-Montclair alone does more 
heart surgery in a year than the whole 
city of Atlanta does. Thirty percent of 
the patients at Montclair come from 
outside the Birmingham area. 

“It is hard to compare Birmingham 
with average hospitals in Alabama or the 
Southeast. The national average of 4.4 
hospital beds per 1,000 population goes 
up to 6.9 per 1,000 in Birmingham. 
because of Birmingham's medical 
sophistication and because of the referrals 
from all over the state and out of the 
state.””

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they emphasize, that will account for 35 
percent of patient days, because Medicare 
patients stay longer. 

On charity cases, the Baptist policy is 
‘We admit everybody, and if patients 
come to the emergency room they get 
help.” 

The general feeling among those who 
are planning the Riverchase hospital is, 
“We don’t mean to be sanctimonious, 
about this, but we’ve been studying it 
since 1972. We wish everybody would 
read our figures carefully.” 

The people employed at the 
Birmingham office of the Health Systems 
Agency recommended last week that the 
Riverchase hospital not be built. Their 
recommenadation will be one of several 
considered by the board of the BRHSA in 
the next few weeks. After the BRHSA 
makes its decision, the matter will go to 
the State Health Department where the 
final decision will be made on whether or 
not to issue a license to build the 
Riverchase hospital.

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History assignment sends kids on genealogy kick 


by Bert Seaman 

What began as an assignment in an 
American History class at Montevallo 
High School, has turned out to be a 
project that many of the students plan to 
pursue for years to come. 

And what the juniors in Danny 
Cooper's class discovered was not only 
intensely interesting to them, but will be 
of value to future generations as well. 

The project of tracing their family 
tree was given to the class in October and 
papers were handed in earlier this month. 
While he let class members choose 
between tracing their ancestry and 
writing a paper on a current social issue, 
Cooper said he encouraged them to do 
the family history study. 

Recounting that most of the students 
followed his suggestion, Cooper noted 
that none of them seemed to have 
regretted it. Even though they didn’t start 
out with a great deal of enthusiasm, he 
remarked, some of them became so 
involved with tracing their lineage, they 
plan to continue with the project on their 
own. 

“At first I thought it was going to be 
horrible,” observed one of the students, 
“but it turned out to be a lot of fun.” In 
their 12 weeks of research, students 
found ancestors. of French and Irish 
royalty as well as prominent legislators, a 
famous frontiersman and an Indian 
princess. 

Even parents, grandparents and other 
family members found themselves caught 
up in the project. Long forgotten 
memories were revived for Iris 
Smitherman.s grandmother when the two 
traveled to the Bibb County Courthouse 
for information. “She hadn’t been there 
since her marriage,”’ Iris related, “‘and she 
had a wonderful time reminiscing over 
friends and relatives whose names we 
found in the records.” 

The Shelby County Courthouse 
amthose in surrounding counties provided 
names and dates on such documents as 
deeds, wills, marriage licenses and birth 
certificates. By either writing or visiting 
the Archives in Montgomery or at the 
Birmingham Public Library, Cooper 
reported that students were able to 
obtain names on census records dating 
from 1830 - 1860. 

Their quest for names and dates took 
several class members to cemeteries to 
examine tombstones. Mary Jane Wyatt 
found ancestors buried in the old Walnut 
Creek Cemetery in Chilton County. 
Learning of an even older cemetery where 
other relatives are buried, Mary Jane 
remarked that she plans to continue 
searching for its location. 
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Old letters, family Bibles and probing 
the memories of grandparents and other 
relatives revealed a great deal of useful 
information as well as some amusing 
antedotes for the students. 

His concern that his family get 
enough iron in their diet caused Mary 
Jane’s great great grandfather to take 
fillings each day from a horseshoe which 
he hung on the porch, and give them to 
his children. 

Through her investigation Mary Jane 
also learned that Clara Barton, founder of 
the American Red Cross, was the first 
cousin of her great great grandfather, W. 
A. Barton. 

An important legislator was 
discovered by Nan Jones to be a member 
of her family tree. The ancestor, who 
hailed from Georgia, was Lyman Hall, a 
signer of the Declaration of 
Independence. 

One of the documents which Nan 
included with her paper was a bill of sale 
made out to her grandfather, Dorman 
Jones, for the amount of 75-cents. The 
items which he sold to the Birmingham 
Hide and Tallow Company were: 2 big 
goatskins, 2 medium goatskins, and 2 
damaged goatskins (bug eaten). 

The sleuthing of Jerry McDermott 
turned up the information that one of his 
Dermot ancestors was the great grandson 
of Tadgh O’Connor, an | 1th century king 
of Connacht. 

A member of French royalty was 
found in the bloodline of Tommy 
Ingram. His research also revealed that 
James McClurkin, a grandfather 6 
generations back, emigrated from Ireland 
in 1772 and that his son, Samuel, fought 
in the Revolutionary War. 

While Iris Smitherman traced one 
branch of her family tree back to Holland 
she also learned that 2 of her great great 
grandfathers fought in the Civil War. One 
of these men, Rev. Thomas Brown Dison, 
she learned, was a Baptist minister who 
helped to organize several churches in the

Adding that the students were asked 
to include details about 
Cooper observed that this avould give 
their descendants biographical 
information rather than just names and 
dates. 

“It was a thrill for me to see these 
students get excited about this project,” 
Cooper declared. He went on to say that 
who took on this 
developed a sense of family pride as well 
as a sense of history. 

“What is American History.” he 
asked, “if it isn’t the lives of those who 
shaped the events which made our nation 
what it is today?”

Hwy. 31 truck parking 


poses problem in Pelham

Pelham city officials are looking for 
ways to keep trucks traveling Highway 31 
in the right lane and off the shoulders of 
the road. 

The two problems were discussed at 
a recent city council meeting. 

Complaints about trucks parking on 
the shoulders on the highway, in front of 
and across from the Omelet Shoppe, have 
reached the ears of councilmen. It is 
claimed the trucks obstruct the view of 
cars pulling onto the highway from a 
driveway at Movre-Handley, Inc. 

Police Commissioner Leslie 
Todhunter indicated he would hesitate to 
stop the practice because to do so might 
hamper business at the restaurant. 
Todhunter and Police Chief D. O. Watson 
have been asked to make 
recommendations regarding the problem. 

“It is felt that if we did come down 
on this. the most that we would be doing 
here would be curtailing some business 
and revenue that the business might be 
taking in.” Todhunter reported. “Of 
course. we don’t want to do this if we can 
help it.” 

“My suggestion is that we let this go 
as is. until there is a detinite problem on 


this or it becomes a definite traffic 
hazard.” he said. 
Councilman Roy Jowers, on the 


other hand. wondered “if the time to act 
on this is after somebody has been hurt.” 

Asked if parking on the shoulder is 
illegal, Watson replied there is a state law 
forbidding vehicles to do this except in an 
emergency situation. 

Councilman Ray Hamilton then 
suggested a letter be sent to the State 
Highway Department asking if there is a 
jaw prohibiting vehicles from parking in 
this manner and requesting that if such a 
regulation does exist. the state uphold the 
law 

It was generally agreed however, that 
State Troopers are not likely to issue 
citations to truckers violating the 
regulation 

Councilman John Tanner, who wants 
the city to restrict trucks to the right lane 
traffic, produced a copy of an 
ordinance to this effect now used by the 
city ol Hoover 

Hamilton said, however, that in 
discussing the matter with James Braden,

way Out). 

8. While the lure is in the hole, start a 
fire and put on some coffee.

10. Once you are sure that the fish is 
on the line and you have reeled in all you 
can, walk out on the ice and proudly raise 
your catch for all your friends to admire.

Beavers causing 


some big headaches

Many landowners throughout Shelby 
County are having problems controlling 
beaver. Well, you are not alone. The same 
problems exist throughout the State and 
much of the Southeast. Although the 
béaver has been and is very beneficial to 
other species of wildlife, he is also very 
destructive in cutting and killing trees and 
turning bottom lands into marshes. 

The most common question asked is: 
How do I get rid of Mr. Beaver on my 
property? There are two old, but most 
effective methods, shooting or trapping. 
Trying to shoot beavers takes a lot of 
time and patience. You must wait for him 
to come out and feed. This is usually 
early in the morning or about dark in the 
evening. To trap beavers you should use a 
conibear trap. Size 330 is most effective 
in preventing escapes and killing 
instantly.

ABILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 

Relating to Shelby County, providing for the election 
and tenure of the members of the county board of 
education. 

BE iT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF 
ALABAMA: 

Section 1. Tha board of education of Shelby County 
shall consist of five members; one member shall be 
elected from, be a qualified elector of, and reside in 
each of the four commissioners’ districts Into which the 
county is divided as prescribed by law. The fifth 
member shall be a qualified elector, a resident of 
Shelby County and shall be electad from the county at 
large and shall serve as the chairman of the board of 
education. 

Section 2. Members of the board of education serving 
when this act becomes effective shall serve out the 
terms for which they have been elected.

which is to be used by the U. S. in its 
defense system. The book revolves 
around the race between the Russians and 
the Americans for salvaging the valuable 
mineral. 

For those who like to read about 
past cold war events rather than future 
ones, “Henry Wallace, Harry Truman and 
the Cold War,” by Henry Walton, would 
be a good choice. The author centers his 
historical study: around Wallace, who 
served as Vice-President to Roosevelt and 
cabinet member under Truman. Much of 
the emphasis is on the 1948 presidential 
campaign and Truman’s attitude toward 
the Soviet Union. Walton feels that a 
more moderate attitude toward the 
Soviets, as Wallace encouraged, would 
have possibly averted the Cold War. The 
writer offers"a very strong and bitter 


study of American political history which 
requires the attention, if not the 
agreement. of politically concerned 
readers. 

On the lighter side. the library offers 
Erma Bombeck’s “The Grass is Always 
Greener Over the Septic Tank.” 
Bombeck’s humor is aimed at pointing up 
the absurdities of the surburban 
American middle-class lifestyle. with its 
trivia, its real and imagined necessities. 

Some other titles of interest are: 
“Homefront” by Winston Estes, which 
tells the changes and happenings in a rural 
southern town during World War II. 
Taylor Caldwell’s new book, “Ceremony 
of the Innocent: “Gifford on 
Courage.” by sports announcer and 
recent inductee into the Pro Football Hall 
of Fame, Frank Gifford.

crooked drive up to the tower itself, we 
stepped into the fiercely cold outdoors. 
It really was too cold to go to work 
today. 


Snow covered the lower steps on the 
fire tower.

numerous escapes including fleeing from 
the Bessemer jail, a state prison, work 
gangs in Shelby County and elsewhere. 


After their arrests and being charged 
with the murder of the elderly Clanton 
man, both Poe and Handley escaped on 
September 20, 1975. Both were soon 
caught and returned to jail. Both escaped 
again on October 13, 1975. Handley was 
arrested shortly after that escape but Poe 
remained at large until February 8, 1976 


when he was arrested in Knoxville, 
Tennessee and returned to Shelby 
County. 


Handley’s most recent escape 
occurred on Monday, August 2, 1976. He 
was arrested the same day by Calera 
officer Arthur Lee and returned to the 
county jail. 

At the time of Sunday night’s escape, 
Thrasher was serving a 24-month sentence 
for burglary and an additional sentence 
for escape from a work crew. Thrasher

[he vote came at last Wednesday's 
board meeting when the group was 
discussing stopgap measures to alleviate 
crowded conditions at Valley until 
Riverchase Middle School is completed. 

The board turned down as 
impractical a suggestion to hold sixth 
grade classes at Camp Spain, a unit of the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church. Some 
board members ‘felt it might even be 
dangerous to bus children six miles from 
the school. About 200 students would 
have been involved. By leaving the five 
sixth grade classes there, Valley will have 
upwards of 1,400 students next fall, an 
increase of about 260. 

The board earlier stated it does not 
want to make Valley much bigger, but 
the problem remains of what to do with 
the children until Riverchase is built. 

In other matters relating to school 


construction, the board voted to repair 
the leaky lunchroom roof at Helena 
School. Superintendent Elvin Hill said the 
situation represents an emergency. Bids 
are to be sought for the reroofing job. 

_The board also decided that 
Thompson Elementary Schoo! will get six 
new classrooms, rather than eight as 
previously approved. Hill explained that 
to build two four classroom “pods” 
would create an open space in one area of 
the building. Board members approved 
his proposal that in order to uitlize the 
space effectively, two oversized rooms be 
built there. Four standard sized rooms 
will be constructed also. 

The board also voted on which 
architects to employ for the $4 million 
school construction that will begin soon 
in various locations of the county. The 
subject of architects was brought up in a 
closed meeting a week earlier. 

At the opening meeting, the firm of 
Thurston Sumner was retained for all 
renovation and additions. Sumner is 
currently doing this type of work at 
Calera High School. The firm was the 
architect at Pelha m High School. 

The board then voted to retain the 
Alabaster firm of Dampier and Harris to 
design a new elementary school in 
Columbiana. 


Chelsea school group 


wants double money 


Chelsea parents want the board of 
education to: double the amount of 
money the board has planned to spend at 
Chelsea

and an office for an elementary school 
principal. A new library would be needed. 


the spokesman noted, but she said if 


space could be provided, citizens would 
stock it themselves. “Everybody in 
Chelsea will eat donuts every day,” she 
remarked.

the two locations. 

Hill said, in response, “I don’t believe 
Chelsea people would agree” to such a 
plan, 

Board members voted to ask Hill and 
some members of his administrative staff 
to look into the situation and make 
recommendations on ways elementary 
and high school facilities can be kept 
more spearate.

blades on the outside bars, and make 
their escape.

Constables aided in seeking goal 


by Willard Harrison 

“We constables can do a better job ot 
serving papers than the Sheriff's 
Department,” said Doug Bunn of Pelham, 
“because that’s our source of income.” 

The constables drive to begin serving 
papers is partially motivated by 
profit,both for themselves and the 
County Commission. And the constables 
also hope to earn back some of the bond 
money they shelled out when they were 
elected to the joh. 

Under the new judicial reform laws. 
constables will earn the same amount for 
serving papers as the sheriff does on 
papers dealing with sum of $20 or more. 
The new system provides for the office 
but the law is so vague that several 
questions still are not resolved. 

Jefferson County constable Lester 
Alexander met with four of his Shelby 
County colleagues last Saturday night in 
Alabaster. He advised them on how to 
best become active in what he termed “a 
good business, a ncessary business.” 

He noted that the judicial reform has 
left dozens of problems unsolved, adding 
that a statewide organization of 
constables is being planned by Larry 
Allred of Jefferson County. 

There is no question that the new 
law gives constables the right to serve 


papers. But setting up the system has 
seemingly stymied everyone. The Shelby 
group asked for the opinion of Attorney 
General Bill Baxley, but his reply shed 
little light on the murky issue 

District Judge Billy Hill commented 
to the Reporter that there are so many 
nebulous factors, only a firm ruling trom 
Montgomery can end speculation. 

Hill had suggested to constable Doug 
Bunn that the men not serve any papers 
until with the County 
Commission on the question of dividing 
up the $5 paid the county for each paper 
served. (Attorneys pay $35 to file these 
papers with the circuit court.) 

Circuit Clerk Kyle Lanstord 
explained that under the new system, $5 
goes to the county, $28 to the state, and 
$2 is applied to Fair Trial Fee. The old 
system provided fees directly to the 
sheriff, clerk, and court 

The constables have scheduled a 
meeting with the County Commission of 
February 14 to discuss their share of the 
$5. They hope to get a more favorable 
agreement than the $2 share received by 
Jefferson County constables. 

Bunn told the other constables that 
Sheriff Red Walker has already offered 
him some papers to serve. Alexander 
advised the men to serve the papers

mail. 

Alexander noted that 
constables have served papers in Jefferson 
County, the sheriff still serves the same 
number of papers as before. He indicated 
that constables have helped to ease the 
logjam of papers by concentrating on civil 
documents. 

“The reason to serve more papers,” 
said Alexander, “is to put more money 
into a county's coffers. You can afford to

Parents have complained for years that 
they do not know enough about what is 
going on in the schools of Shelby County. 

Now a group of citizens has confirmed 


that better public information is one of 


the-top needs of the county schools. 

An education steering committee, 
appointed last June by the county Board 
of Education made its first formal report 
to the board last week. 

Charles Knowles, chairman, said, “The 
committee recognizes a need for a 
definitive public information program 
and recommends a program designed to 
reach the general public, employees and 


_ the student population.” 


The steering committee is composed 
of 15 persons, including educators, school 


_support personnel and lay representatives. 


Three members attended the county 
board meeting with Knowles: Charlotte 
Anthony, Ray Lenderman and Marilyn 
Stutts. 

Board members stated that some 
means of getting information on board 
policies, procedures and practices before 
the public is a top priority with them, 
also. Elaine Hughes, board representative 
to the committee, suggested that a 
sub-committee be appointed to study the 
matter and make recommendations on 
what direction this plan should take. 

Studies on ‘four other 
recommendations will also be conducted. 
These items include: 

- a review of salary schedules for 
supplemented personnel (coaches, band 
directors. assistant principals) and the 
procedures for the adjustment of such 
salaries. It was also recommend that 
salary adjustments be discontinued until 
the study is made. 

- a comparative study of the course 
offerings of each school. 

- a review of teacher unit allocation 
practices, with the objective being a more 
even distribution in all schools. 

-- a more effective staff utilization at 
all levels, with special attention to be 
given to local school staff assignments. 
Roles of administrative and supervisory 
personne! should be more clearly defined, 
the report stated. 


Board action paved the way for a 
seminar on current legal problems 
affecting the local school system, as 
recommended by the steering committee. 
County education superintendent Elvin 
Hill will set up the program in June. 
Taking part will be members of the 
county administrative staff, school 
principals and other persons selected 
because of the leadership positions they 
hold. 

A recommendation that the board 
consider a plan of central purchasing will 
be implemented later, board members 
decided, since there is not now adequate 
storage space for centrally purchased 
supplies. The administrative staff 
anticipates using the present Columbiana 
Elementary Schoo! building as a supply 
center when a new school is built. 

A final suggestion urges that “current 
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More light needed on school affairs 


board policies be revised and updated 
periodically,” 

The presentation by Knowles pointed 
out that recommendations were made in 
a general manner. “This,” he said, “was 


done purposefully to avoid suggesting to 
the board how the problem areas might 


be attacked.”

discusses center’s 5-year goals 


A five-vear plan for mental health 
was discussed at the January 25 regional 
Mental Health meeting in Clanton. 

The plan explains goals for 
community, regional and state treatment 
enters. Jerry Jackson, Director of the 
Chilton-Shelby Mental Health Center said 
that the plans are on display in the Calera 
offices and are available for anyone to 
see.

$108 million. 


Jerry Thrasher, Director of the 
division of Mental Retardation. said that 
plans for expansion of all areas of services 
to the mentally ill, mentally retarded and 
alcohol/drug abusers have been 
formulated. 


UM sets up six funds 


“Seed money” is what the University 
of Montevallo Foundation is calling the 
six funds it is setting up. 

In a new approach, the Foundation 
established funds of $2.000 each for the 
Dean of Student Affairs and for the 
Director of Libraries to administer 
Library. 

In addition, funds of $1,500 each for 
the Deans of the four colleges were 
established. 

Total amount of money involved is 
$10,000. 

The idea behind the seed money is to 


allow each dean and the librarian to put 
some ideas into practice that would not 
otherwise be allowed in the regular 
budgets. 


According to the Foundation, “The 
seed money is unrestricted and is to be 
used with the approval of the respective 
dean and the president for the benefit 
and enrichment of the programs under 
the direction of each dean and the 
Director of Libraries.”

It cost. Shelby Memorial Hospital 
$2,060 in legal fees to fight the lawsuit 
over the isste of how many persons 
should serve on the hospital board. 

The hospital board — authorized 
payment of $1160 to the law firm of 
Wallace. Ellis. Head & Fowler and $900 
to attorney John Ferree at its January 
meeting. 

The Wallace firm has always 
represented the hospital in legal matters. 
In this lawsuit, the firm represented nine 
board members whose seats on the board 
were challenged. 

The tenth person whgse seat was 
challenged, Ben Grubbs, chose to hire his 
own attorney, John Ferree, because, as he 
explained to the board last week, he 
thought there was a possible conflict of 
interest in using the hospital's regular law 
firm, which also represents the County 
Commission. 

The suit was brought by Herman 
Moore, T.A. Farris, Russell Seay. Billy 
Rockco and Howard Gates. The question 
of the attorney who represented them did 
not come up in the meeting. 

The court decided that it was legal to 
have 15 members on the board, but since 
that time, the County Commission has 
voted to reduce the board to nine 
members by not filling six places when 
the terms expire. 


Board pays for lawsuit 


This will be accomplished by March I, 
the date of expiration of several terms. 


Board member Herman Moore made a 
motion that the entire board resign 
individually as of February 14. He said 
the attrition method of reducing the 
board would leave some districts with 
unequal representation and the mass 
resignations would show good faith. 


Herchiel Meadows, whose term is one 
which will expire March 1, objected to 
the mass resignation stating, “You might 
wind up with many people who wouldn't 
know about the hospital. There’s too 
much going on to risk it.” 

Board chairman John Walters also 
objected, “There should be continuity on 
this board.” 

Ben Grubbs commented _ that 
continuity is important, but “the 
continuity has always been one way since 
I've been on this board. No one who 
voted against Mr. Black (the former 
administrator) has been appointed to a 
chairmanship.” 

Walters countered with a comment 
about how harmony was hurt by the 
lawsuit, and he did not see that a 
committee chairmanship was due to 
anyone who brought the suit. 

In the end, the vote on 
resignation failed, 7 to 6.

Education board raps bill 


by Marcia Sears 
The county board of education 
wants to continue electing its own 


chairman. 

Chairman Bill Cosper told the 
Reporter Monday that the board agrees 
with most of the proposed bill that will 
change the election pattern of the board, 
but disagrees with the portion that 
specifies electing one member at large 
who will also be chairman. 

Cosper says he las talked with the 
county legislative delegation and they 
have agreed to change the wording before 
introducing the bill in the legislature. 
Cosper told the Reporter a state law 
already requires the board to elect its 
own chairman, and the Shelby County 
board prefers to leave it like this. 

He said it is better for the board to 
elect its own chairman, than for the 
electorate 10 do so for two reasons: 1. 
The person elected might be new to the 
board and his inexperience with school 
matters would weaken the board. 2. He 
thinks it would also diminish the input 
the community would have if one person 


were elected at large to serve for six 
years. 2. It is more democratic and more 
representative of the people in the county 
if the board has the prerogative of 
electing its chairman year by year. 

Cosper also thinks it would be very 
unfair to ask one person to serve with 
that responsibility for six years, 

The Shelby Board Chairman said that 
last week all the education boards in the 
Fifth District met in Homewood with the 
legislators from the district and discussed 
many problems. 

It was at this time Cosper talked with 
Rep. Sonny Moore and others from the 
Shelby legislative delegation about 
re-wording the proposed bill. 

The other section of the bill proposes 
to have the members of the board elected 
county-wide. but with one member 
residing in each of the four Commission 
districts. The present Shelby County 
board has no quarrel with that provision, 
Cosper said. 

Board members serve without pay. 
except for a small allowance on days they 
attend meetings. 


Is state’s tax best or worst ? 


From Alabama Development News 
A state publication 


Is Alabama No. I or No. 50 among 
the states so far as per capita taxes are 
concerned? It was one or the other in 
1974. 

But. as of 1975, Alabama ranked 
either No. 2 or No. 49, depending on 
who's talking from what point of view. 

For those who appreciate the lowest 
equitable tax burden, we're No. 2. with 
$415 per man, woman, and child per 
year, a notch behind Arkansas, with 
$405. 

For the big government advocates, 
those niggardly funds would rank us at a 
shameful No. 49, only a bit above 
Arkansas. These types would point 
approvingly to New York, where the tax 
load runs to $1,025 per person per year, 
accounting, very likely, for the mass 
movement of workers and jobs from the 


Empire State. . 

California, Hawaii and Alaska trail 
New York with S869, $852 and $842 per 
person per year taxation respectively, 
followed by Massachusetts with $814. 

To be honest, though things are not 
as bad as they seem in New York nor as 
good as they might seem in Arkansas. The 
taxes used in the Commerce Clearing 
House, Inc., computations are total taxes, 
not just those collected from individuals. 
Hence the big bulge in the New York tax 
take from Manhattan-based corporations 
builds that state’s per capita report. 

Likewise, Louisiana’s 
tops-in-the-South total of $566 reflects 
oil and gas, taxed at the wellhead and in 
the pipelines. And could it be the 
gambling tax that makes Nevada’s total 
$770. fifth highest in the nation?

Hospital encouraged 


by committee’s vote 


Shelby Memorial Hospital Board 
members were encouraged when a 
committee of the Birmingham Regional 
Health Services heard their agruments on 
January 25. 

The board feels that chances for a new 
Baptist. Hospital at Riverchase are 
slimmer than ever. Shelby and 
Brookwood Hospitals have fought the 
new hospital on the basis that there is not 
sufficient need for it. ; 

Shelby Memorial has agreed that if the 
Baptist hospital is denied by the Health 
Department. Shelby will provide the 
services the Baptists would have provided 
at Riverchase. 

Reports on the afternoon meeting 
were given at the monthly evening 
meeting of Shelby Memorial’s board, by 
Chairman John Walters, Treasurer 
Herchiel Meadows and Administrator 
Richard Lind. The committee voted 13 to 
3 against the Baptist proposal, they 
reported. 

In other business before the board, a 
report was given that the new parking 
area at Shelby Memorial cost a total of 
$58.804. 

Plans are progressing to establish a 
physical therapy unit at Shelby Memorial 
and the board authorized a budget for the 
administrator to work with in setting up 
the unit. 

The board also discussed new rules for 
appointing medical assistants. Chief of 
Staff Dr. Thomas Nolen said that a 
doctor in the county will employ a 
person in this capacity in March. He 
sought board authorization for the 
assistant to work in the hospital, noting 
that the physician who employed him 
would be responsible for the assistant’s 
work.

Rep. Walter Flowers, D-Ala.. 
Thursday was elected chairman of a new 
House Science and Technology 


subcommittee which will help develop a 
national energy policy. 
Flowers, a member of Congress since 


1969 and a member of the Science 
Committee since 1971. will head the 
subcommittee on research and 


development of nuclear energy und fossil 
fuels such as coul, oil and gas. 

The subcommittee was one of seven 
established by the committee Thursday 
One ofsthose other subcommittees, to be 
chaired by Rep. Mike McCormack, 
D-Wash., will deal with alternative forms 
of energy such as solar and geothermal. 

“IT think the creation of these two 
subcommittees —s represents another 
important. step toward achieving a 
coordinated approach to solving our 
critical energy problems.” Flowers said. 

“We desperately need an energy 
policy that works,” he said, “and | think 
the time has come for President Carter 
and the congress to make the political 
choices that are necessary to develop that 
policy. 

“I look forward to the challenge of 
these new responsibilities. | think it is an 
opportunity for me to become involved 
in something that is very important to all 
of us in Alabama and everywhere in 
America.”

Although members of Calera’s Town 
Council adopted an ordinance at theit 
meeting last Tuesday. to — prohibit 
drinking in publig places. the action 
turned out to be unnecessary. 

Later investigation revealed that such 
a regulation was already incorporated in 
the city code. Mayor George Roy told 
council members that he had been 
informed the city did not have such an 
ordinance and the city fathers agreed 
unanimously that such a law was needed. 

Although the enactment wasn't 
called tor, the action taken last Tuesday 
nevertheless served to re-enforce the 
feeling of the city’s governing body about 
the matter. Violation of the law. it was 
noted, carries a maximum fine of $200. 
imprisonment in the municipal jail for 
not more than 10 days. or serving at hard 
labor for the town for not more than 10 
days. 

In other matters regarding legalities, 
Mayor Roy read a letter from the U. S. 
Justice Department upholding — the 
annexation of 3 new areas into the city. 
The proceedings, which were approved by 
the state legislature last summer, took in 
Dunwar Estates, Green Acres and 
Allendale  Sub-divisions, © and the 

{Buxahatchee area. 

The annexation reportedly enabled 
100 more voters to cast ballots in the 
city’s last election, 

Councilmen were urged by Mayor 
Roy to attend a meeting of the State 
Highway Commission with Alabama 
legislators on Jan. 27. Saying that the 
gathering would be considering a 20-year 
plan for the state’s roads, Mayor Roy 
declared. “If we want to have something 
done about Hwy, 25, we need to get our 
2 cents in,” 

Telling the council that he was 
determined that some new top soil be put 
on the football field. Councilman Bobby 
Phillips said it would be done with a 
wheelbarrow and rakes if necessary. He 
was assured that more appropriate 
equipment would be available, however.

While 
grocery shopping one day last week, we 
met Theron Holcombe trom up Chelsea 
way. She asked us if we knew the author 
of the Pledge of Allegiance? We did not -- 
She then gave us a clipping from a leading 
magazine revealing this information. 

The article states that the Pledge first 
appeared in a copy of the Youth’s 
Companion and was used as a part of the 
official program for school children 
throughout the nation to commemmorate 
the 400th Columbian anniversary of the 
discovery of America. 

The Pledge was first cited at the 
dedication of the World’s Exposition 
Grounds in Chicago in 1892. 

Two members of the Youth’s 
Companion staff were Francis Bellamy 
and James Upham. For 47 years, the 
family of each one claimed authorship tor 
himself and held evidence to substantiate 
his claim. 

A committee was appointed to weigh 
carefully the conflicting evidence. 
Unanimously the committee decided in 
favor of Bellamy. 

Unfortunately, Bellamy was an 
ordained Baptist minister and had died 
eight years previously. Congress officially, 
according to Eugene Crothers and George 
Dilts of Salem, Oregon, in the News 
Bulletin Mrs, Holcombe shared with me -- 
designated his work as the Pledge of 
Allegiance to the Flag in December 1945. 

The Pledge is currently being used as 
new officials are sworn in -- for various 
official but we had never 
even thought of where or to whom the 
honor should go for authorship.

Relating to Shelby County, providing for the election 
and tenure of the members of the county board of 
education. 

BE iT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF 
ALABAMA: 

Section |, The board of education of Stielb; County 
shal) consist of five mambers; one member shall be 
elected from, be a qualified elector of, and reside in 
each of the four commissioners’ districts into which the 
county is divided as prescribed by law.

U.S. Justice Dept. checks 


Alabaster petition 


by Marcia M. Sears 
Representatives from the U. S. 
Department of Justice came to Alabastet 
last week to investigate the names signed 
on a petition it received last fall. 


_ It is the latest episode in a continuing 
story about the blacks. of Alabaster and 
their fight to be represented on the City 
Council. 


The petition allegedly said that 
blacks are satisfied with the present 
manner of electing city councilmen at 
large within the city. 

Before last summer's election, a large 
group of blacks, headed by the Suburban 
League, had sought to have the city 
divided into districts or wards, so that the 
black community would have a chance to 
elect someone from their neighborhoods 
to the city council. The Justice 
Department had been interested in 
Alabaster’s methods of selecting 
councilmen for some time, because of 
complaints that annexations had diluted 


the voting strength of blacks within the 
city. 

The leaders of the League won 
agreement of city council candidates to 
push for a district method last summer. 
But when a black woman was elected to 
the council and the petition was sent to 


the Justice Department stating 
satisfaction with the method, the 


districting plan was dropped, 

However, the turmoil continued 
because the Suburban League claims that 
the black woman elected to the council 
does not represent the majority of blacks 
in Alabaster. The League still wants the 
city to be divided into districts for voting 
purposes. 

According to reports, some of the 
persons whose signatures appeared on the 
petition claimed last week that they did 
not know what they were signing. 

In the meantime, city officials will 
have to wait for the Justice Department 
to make a ruling on the controversial 
matter, 


Pelham discussing 


restricting services

Pelham Councilman Ray Hamilton 
wants the city fire department to stay 
within the city limits. 


He also thinks the police department 
should not answer calls outside the police 
jurisdiction. And he raised the question 
“Do we have to serve the police 
jurisdiction? ” 

The matter came up in general 
council discussion of city finances and 
the cost of providing these services to 
persons who'do not live in the city limits. 

“If outside areas want to come in, 
then I say welcome them and serve 
them,” Hamilton said. 

He pointed out that he paid only $16 
last year in property taxes to the city of 
Pelham. He thinks it is ridiculously low. 
“The sad thing is - some of the people 
who fought annexation fought it on taxes 
- and it is not more expensive to be in the 
city.” 

For his $16 Hamilton noted he 
receives police and fire protection and 


garbage pickup from the city. “We could 
save people money if they would come 
into the city,” he said. 

“We are to the point where we are 
just going to serve what’s ours, and that’s 
it,” Hamilton suggested to the council. 

Mayor Burk Dunaway added that 
persons within the city limits get a 35% 
reduction on fire insurance premiums. A 
further reduction of 15% will come when 
the new fire equipment arrives, he said. 

Mayor Dunaway then reported to the 
council on the mayors’ meeting held in 
Montevallo last week. he said that John 
Watkins, executive director of the 
League of Municipalities had told the 
mayors that if the proposed “lid law” is 
approved it will benefit the large 
corporations and landowners - not the 
little man. It will hurt the cities, 
according to Watkins, who also said that 
ad valorem taxes are so low in Alabama 
that if they were doubled the state would 
probably still be at the bottom of the list 
of states in the amount of ad valorem 
taxes collected. 


Alabaster armed robbery 


solved in twelve hours 


Exactly twelve hours after an armed 
man held up the Cannon Oil Station in 
Alabaster, Tuesday night, Alabaster 
police arrested a suspect and charged him 
with armed robbery. 

According to police reports, the 
Alabaster Police headquarters received 
the burglary alarm at 8:06 p.m. Tuesday. 
At 8:06 a.m. Wednesday Chief “Bull” 
Carter and Officer Larry Rollan placed 
Ezell Daniel, 26, of Alabaster under arrest 
and charged him with the armed robbery 
of the Cannon Oil Station. 

According to reports from Cannon 


& Oil personnel the Alabaster station was 


held up and robbed of an undetermined 
amount of money by a single black male 
wearing a mask over his face and carrying 
a sawed off shotgun. : 

Prior to Wednesday morning’s arrest, 
police recovered a mask and a gun 
believed taken during the robbery. 

Alabaster police, Shelby County 
Sheriff's Deputies and police units from 
adjacent communities conducted an 
intensive search of nearby houses 
immediately following the robbery. 

Daniel was taken to the Shelby 
County jail in Columbiana. At press time 
he remained in jail.

to be reactivated 


The mayors of eight Shelby County 
towns met last week in Montevallo to 
consider re-activating the currently 
dormant Shelby County Mayors’ 
Association and to discuss the current 
session of the state legislature. 

John Watkins, Executive Director of 
the Alabama League of Municipalities, 
from Montgomery, led the discussion 


regarding the 1977 session of the 
legislature and outlined the League’s 


current legislative program. 

Watkins told the mayors that the 
League is giving top priority to a bill that 
would limit the tort liability of municipal 
goverments. Watkins indicated that the 
League staff is pushing a bill that would 
limit the liability of a municipality to 


$300,000 for any one event and 
$100,000 per person. Two years ago the 
Alabama Supreme Court removed the 
immunity of municipal governments from 
suits. Currently there is no limit regarding 
suits against municipalities, 

Other measures being backed by the 
League, according to Watkins, include an 
amendment to the Ethics Law exempting 
municipal board members from the 
financial disclosure provisions; bills to 
change the procedures of annexing 
property and a bill to provide funds for 
the defense of indigents in municipal 
courts, 

On the other side of the coin, 
Watkins said the League is on record

Helena investigating 


sewer expansion, tie-in

Helena’s first sewer project is still 
months from completion, but the town is 
already investigating a second sewerage 
expansion and a possible tie-in with 
Pelham’s system. 

Mayor Charles Penhale discussed the 
plan with the town council at their 
Monday night meeting. He indicated that 
the utilities board is looking into a plan 
to extend sewerage to the north side of 
Buck Creek. 

He indicated that they are looking 
into the possibility of acquiring 
Community Development Faunds from 
the federal Office of Housing and Urban 
Development. 

The tentative plan is to extend the 
sewer lines to the north side of town, 
which is not included in the current 
million dollar sewer project. 

This would provide sewerage for the 
predominantly black area as well as 
providing an opportunity for the 
development of profitable real estate on 
State Highway 26] between Hwy. 31 and 
Helena. 

Penhale expressed confidence in the 


town’s chances of getting the project 
financed. He noted that the low income 
residential area would the 
probability of approval. A letter from the 
Health Department has also declared the 
area an imminent health hazard, thus 
bettering chances of the project. 

Also in the talking stages of the plan 
is the possibility of linking the Helena 
and Pelham sewage lines in the northern 
area. The idea has long been discussed to 
link the systems, along with those of 
Alabaster and a proposed north county 
system. : 

The town’s experience has shown 
that it is not premature to plan ahead for 
sewer eXpandion. The project now 
underway was initially approved in the 
late ’sixties, but delay after delay kept 
the construction from beginning until 
recently. 

Construction is continuing on the 
project, which includes the laying of 
collection lines and the construction of a 
sewage treatment center. Completion of 
the project is expected sometime this 
year, barring further delays.

Alabaster opposes 


county merit system

I'm against the county merit system 
because it would split our city down the 
middle,’’ declared Alabaster 
Councilwoman, Charlotte Burke, as she 
voiced her opposition to the controversial 
bill. 

At Monday night’s council meeting, 
Mayor Harold Davenport and other 
members of the council also expressed 
their disapproval of the bill which would 
put all Shelby County’s law enforcement 
officers’ under a county civil service 
system. 

After telling the council that the 
county’s legislative delegation had 
informed him they had not as yet seen 
such a bill, Mayor Davenport said they 
assured him they would be in touch with 
the council before making any decision 
about it. 

Saying that some type of civil service 
program was needed in the county, 
Councilman Wayne Lucas indicated it did 
not matter to him if it were administered 
by the county or the municipalities 
themselves. He told the council that it 


was his understanding that when the 
present bill was finalized, it would be 
presented to all city councils to study. 

The personnel board, which this plan 
would set up, Lucas pointed out, would 
take politics out. “But we can set up our 
own board,” replied Mayor Davenport. 
He went on to say that members of a 
county board could not make a fair 
decision because they would not know 
the city employees. 

Agreeing with the mayor, 
Councilwoman Burke said there were 
citizens in the community just as 
interested in the city’s welfare as those 
serving on the council. These people she 
observed, would be more qualified to deal 
with matters concerning the city’s 
personnel. The council agreed that all city 
employees should be included in the 
proposal they adopted. 

Cities will soon have the opportunity 
to vote on a civil service system which is 
now being drafted by the ‘Alabama 
League of Municipalities, Davenport told 
the council. He indicated it would be 
ready within a month. 


Jr. explained that the new, more 
favorable insurance rating became 
effective January 28. Mahan indicated 
that the new rating would mean a 
reduction of between 10% and 11% on 
home owner insurance premiums for 
homes insured for between $30,000 and 
$75,000. Homes carrying policies in the 
$20,000 range will probably have a 


premium reduction of 8%% to 9%, 
according to Mahan. 
Premium rates on commercial 


property will also probably be reduced, 
Mahan stated, but each piece of 
commercial property will be evaluated on 
an individual basis. 

The reduced premium rates go into 
effect on the renewal date of the 
individual policy, Mahan indicated. “Most 
insurance companies will automatically 
reduce the premium when the renewal 
date arrives,” he noted, “However, policy 
holders are urged to check with their 
individual insurance agents to be sure of 
taking advantage of the new rating,” 
Mahan added. 

The new rating follows a concerted 
effort on the part of the Montevallo City 
Council, members of the Volunteer Fire 
Department and the Montevallo Water 
and Sewer Board to qualify the city for 
the more favorable insurance rating. 

The most recent inspection of city 
facilities occurred last fall when Al 
Carraway of Montgomery, Director of the 
Insurance Services Association paid 
several visits to Montevallo, checking on 
the city’s water supply, water distribution 
system, fire fighting equipment and 
records of the fire department. 

Activities of the fire department, 
including inspections, educational and 
informational programs, training sessions 
and fire fighting performance contributed 
favorably to achieving the new rating, 
according to Mayor Sears. 

“We are extremely proud of our fire 
fighting personnel,” Sears commented, 
“and this new rating justifies in a very 
tangible way the pride we have in this 
group of volunteers.” 

“We are not only delighted with the 
new rating that will save our citizens 
some money on their insurance, but we 
are also happy to note that Montevallo is 
the first town in Alabama with a 
volunteer fire department to achieve this 
rating,” Sears noted.

If passed, according to Watkins, the 
‘Lid Law’ could very possibly negate the 
entire, state-wide, property re-evaluation 
program that is costing taxpayers more 
than $42-million. 

Watkins also indicated the League is 
opposed to the legislation introduced by 
House Speaker Joe McCorquodale, that 
would remove the sales tax from groceries 
and drugs. The loss of this revenue to the 
state could mean curtailing many of the 
social services now in effect, according to 
the Watkins, and would be devastating to 
the budgets of all Alabama municipalities. 

Mayor Ralph Sears of Montevallo, 
who served as host for last Wednesday 


night’s meeting held in the Montevallo 


City Hall, asked Watkins how soon the 
League will make available model 
ordinances that can be used in 
establishing municipal personnel boards. 

Tom Wilkinson, a member of the 
League's staff and an expert in personnel 
matters answered Sears by saying that 
complete information will be distributed 
to all Shelby County municipalities 
within ten days to two weeks 


Wilkinson outlined the advantages of 
personnel boards and told the mayors 
that he and other members of the League 
headquarters staff_would come to Shelby 
County at a mutually date 
and assist each town in setting up its own 
personnel board. 

The mayors agreed to set a date in 
March for this meeting. 

The mayors also agreed to hold the 
meeting in Montevallo and to formally 
re-activate the Shelby County Mayors 
Association at that time.

Trucker caught hauling 21% tons over limit 


Last Friday a rock truck, overloaded 
by a tremendous 43,000 pounds, was 
stopped on county highway 22. 

This is the biggest overloaded truck 
ever caught in Shelby County, according 
to County Engineer James Ray. 

Ray has carried out a program for 
years to stop overloaded trucks trom 
using the county highway system, 
because of the damage they do to the 
roads. 

Interstate and state highways both 
have weight limits higher than the 
county’s, because those highways are 
constructed of heavier materials. The 
truck caught was overloaded by 43,000 
pounds more than is legal on interstates. 
making its overweight even more serious 
when on a county road. 

The truck was owned by Sidney 
MeMillen and was driven by Rudee W. 
White. According to the arrest citation, it 
was loaded with lime rock at Southern 
Stone near Ryan Crossing at Maylene. 
Gross weight of the truck was 123,400 
pounds. 

Engineer Ray issued a statement 
Monday deploring the practice and asking 
the voluntary observance of weight limits. 

“There is dyly a small segmeni of the 
trucking industry unwilling to abide by 
weight limitations set by the County 
Commission to protect the highways and 
the investment of tax money they 
represent. 

“However, during the severe winte! 
we are now experiencing, overweight 
trucks are doing inestimable damage to 
the county highway system. These 
highways were not designed of

Birds of prey are vital

Hawks and owls, or birds of prey as 
they are often called, are a necessary and 
valuable group of wild birds maintaining 
the balance of nature. 

Alabama has several interesting and 
beautiful species of both hawks and owls. 
These birds perform an indispensable 
service to man and the natural eco-system 
by eating large numbers of rats, mice, and 
other rodents as well as insects, snakes, 
and other animals considered pests. 

In the absence of birds of prey rats, 
mice, and other pests increase in such 
great numbers that they do millions of 
dollars of damage to crops and to many 
kinds of wild plants and animals. Both 
hawks and owls sometimes capture and 
eat birds or animals that are considered 
valuable to man. 

However, biologists have established 
that in almost all cases such animals are 
weak, injured, or diseased and would die 
anyway if not caught by a hawk or owl. 
Although not widely known the most 
destructive agent to songbirds and game 
birds, particularly the Bobwhite Quail, is 
the domestic pet house cat that is allowed 
to run loose. 

Healthy native wildlife can escape 
birds of prey because predator and prey 
species have lived in balance in the same 
habitat for countless centuries. Birds of 
prey must hunt constantly and work hard 
for their meals. 

However, the domestic cat was 
brought to America by the early settlers, 
and native birds have not developed 
effective defensive behavior against this 
new predator in an ecosystem that was 
balanced for thousands of years. Hunters 
sometimes blame hawks for decreased 
bobwhite populations, but the guilty 
party is usually a stray cat or 4 pet cat 
running loose. 


Alabama now has a strong bird 
protection law. It is ilegal to Kill, for any 
reason, any hawk or owl in Alabama. The 
penalty, if convicted, is a stiff fine and/or 
jail sentence. This law is in agreement 
with that of surrounding states, 
Taxidermists have been warned not to 
mount specimens of hawks or owls 
brought to them. 

The Red-tailed Hawk with its 
four-foot wingspan is the largest hawk we 
have in our state. Although its coloration 
varies it characteristiclly has a light breast 
and a brick-red tail. This beautiful hawk 


soars high over fields and woodlands in 
search of rats and rabbits. 

The Red-tailed Hawk particularly 
relishes a meal of skunk. Although you 
might question such taste this hawk is 
very beneficial to Bobwhite Quail which 
is preyed on by skunks. The Red-tailed 
Hawk commonly perches on fence posts, 
poles, and treetops along roadsides in 
Alabama. 

The Red-shouldered Hawk, only 
slightly smaller than the Red-tailed, also 
soars over fields and woods in search of 
rodents, insects, and - its particular 
choice -- snakes. This hawk can be seen 
diving at flocks of blackbirds which - 
scatter at its approach. 

If there is a sick or injured bird in the 
flock the hawk singles it out for capture, 
otherwise it swoops upward and 
continues on its way. Healthy birds 
require too much energy for it to chase. 
This is called “hawking.” 

The Sparrow Hawk, or Kestrel, is our 
smallest hawk. It is not much larger than 
a dove, and its flight resembles that of a 
dove. The Sparrow Hawk hunts trom 
poles and wires. It hovers over fields in 
search of-grasshoppers and mice which 
are its favorite food. 

Along our rivers and cost we have the 
uncommon Osprey, or Fish Hawk. This 
large hawk, with nearly a five-foot 
wingspan, has a light breast and, when 
flying, a “crook” in its wings. The Osprey 
feeds entirely on rough on non-eatable 
fish. 

Being nocturnal predators, owls are 
rarely seen, The Barn Owl, with its 
whitish-to-grey coloration and 
heart-shaped face. frequents old buildings 
and will eat its own weight in rats in one 
night. 

The little Screech Owl, about eight 
inches tall, is found in both gray and 
brown phases of coloration. It is quite 
tame and may inhabit large bird houses. 
The Screech Owl, sometimes called 
shivering owl because of its plaintive cull, 
feeds mainly on mice. 

Birds of prey ure on the increase in 
Alabama after suffering near extinction 
from the use of DDT which is now 
outlawed. Our bird protection law has 
helped these beautiful birds make a 
comeback, 

It is in the best interest of legal 
hunters and sincere sportsmen to aid in 
protecting these beneficial birds because 
of their value in maintaining the balance 
of nature.

Gas Price Freeze Thaws As the Nation Freezes 


WASHINGTON -- As winter's 
icy tentacles grip much of the 
nation, many regions are faced 
with critical natural gas shor- 
tages. In many states, schools 
and factories have closed down 
for lack of heat. More than a 
million Americans have been 
laid off their jobs. 

President Carter's emergency 
legislation proposal passed by 
Congress last week is designed 
to speed the flow of gas through 
interstate pipelines to the shiver- 
ing population. 

The natural gas bill will 
deregulate the price of fuel as it 
passes from state to state -- and 
that will mean higher prices. It 
will also mean that if Americans 
receive the S¥ tax rebate pro- 
mised by President Carter, the 
Bas companies will really provit 
from the magnanimous gesture 
as citiwens spend the money to 
meet higher fuel bills 

Our sources at the Federal 
Power Commussion have shown 
us a confidential report that 
reveals that enough gas is com- 
mitted to interstate pipelines to 
meet the needs of homes, 
schools, hospitals and small busi- 
nesses 

Though the report confirms 
the Adminustration’s projection 
that essential services will con- 
tinue with the aid of the gas, the 
study also notes that “the legis- 
lation will be largely worthless 
as a means of avoiding 
widespread industrial disloca- 
tion next summer,” 


The study states that the 
petrochemcial plants and oil 
refineries are burning up a huge 
volume of natural gas un- 
necessarily. Many of these 
wasteful plants are owned by the 


same oil companies that domi- 
nate the natural gas industry. It’s 
a vicious cycle. 

The confidential FPC report 
concludes that the distributors, 
not the suppliers, are short of 
natural gas) The commission 
wants to know whether “large 
amounts of producing capability 
are being held off the market” to 
drive up the prices of natural 
gas. The commission suspects, 
but lacks evidence, that the gas 
crisis may be a creation of the 
gas companies in their search 
for even greater profits. 

Cold Comfort: The lid is 
about to blow off a multimillion- 
dollar fuel oil scandal dating 
back to the 1973 oil crisis. 
Federal indictments are immi- 
nent in Boston. Providence, Phil- 
adelphia and other cities 

After nearly four years, 
federal prosecutors have pre- 
pared cases against oil com- 
panies that illegally jacked up 
their prices during the 1973 Arab 
oil boycott, Phony companies 
and false transactions were used 
to push up oil prices. Sometimes 
cheaper Middle Eastern oil was 
mixed at sea with costlier 
Venemuelan mi. Then the entire 
cargo was sold at the higher 
Venezuelan prices. 

_ The indictments were some- 

times months in the making. 
prate agenis had to wait for 
ships to return to American 
ports where their logs could be 
grabbed and analyzed. But, the 
biggest prosecution obstacle was 
the Federal Energy Administra- 
tion. That agency's sympathies 
seemed to be with the huge oil 
interests. Top FEA officials tried 
to discourage Customs agents 
from making their cases. Ac- 
cording to one senator, the 


Federal Energy Administration 
“outrageously mismanaged” the 
price-gouging investigation. 

Bitter Business: Many 
Americans are outraged by the 
fact that the Arab countries 
refuse to pump their petrodol- 
lars into US. firms that do busi- 
ness with Israel. Congress has 
been working on legislation to 
penalize the Arabs for their dis- 
criminatory practices. Sen. 
William Proxmire, D.-Wis., had 
scheduled hearings for this week 
on the antiboycott legislation, but 
has quietly postponed the hear- 
ings. 

We have learned that the State 
Dept. is opposed to the legis- 
lation since U.S. diplomats 
believe they can convince the 
Arabs to soften their stand 
through negotiation. Congres- 
sional action, according to the 
State Dept. would only antagon- 
ize the Arabs and cause them to 
get even tougher. We obtained a 
confidential briefing paper pre- 
pared for President Carter that 
revealed “State Department is 
interested in avoiding confronta- 
tion with the Arabs so that the 
US. can continue its efforts to

with the Arabs on this issue.”

Bilateral Advice: The top 
ten money-making Defense 
Dept. contractors have sent 
dozens of corporate executives to 
Washington for service on 
government advisory commit- 
tees. Unfortunately, their service 
isn't always intended as a con- 
tribution to good government. 
These advisory committees give 
advice, which helps to determine 
what the government's policies 
will be in certain areas. The 
policies, of course, determine 
how much money will be spent. 
Then, it's not difficult to guess 
who winds up with a large share 
of the money the government is 
spending -- the same corpora- 
tions whose executives were sent 
to Washington to whisper in offi- 
cial ears. 

For example, McDonnell 
Douglas placed six of its corpor- 
ate executives on government 
advisory committees last year. 
These included a key Defense 
Dept. advisory group. Not 
surprisingly, McDonnell Douglas 


id- ended up as the top military con- 


tractor during the 1976 fiscal 


year. 

General Electric did even bet- 
ter. That corporation placed an 
astonishing 74 execulives on 
government advisory panels. 
Many of them gave advice to the 
Pentagon. In 1976, General

opposite. Some of the old “orphan” strip 
mines have partly regrown, but the 
vegetation is still sparce and the variety of 
species is not as great as it was before. 
Today, our huge power shovels dig 
deeper, the spoil piles are higher, the 
steep slopes crode even after they've been 
graded and an ever-increasing area looks 
like the surface of the moon. 

Trees grow poorly on stripped and 
reclaimed land for a variety of reasons: 
erosron, poor water retention. low 
nutrient retention, toxic soil. high 
summer temperatures and a lack of small 
plants and organisms to hold larger plants 
in place. Many old spoil piles have tree 
heights of only I5 to 20 feet and 
diameters less than six inches. 


Although the vast majority (over 
90%) of our coal reserves are 
deep-minable rather than surface-minable, 
we continue to pass such absurdly weak 
surface-mining legislation that our own 
Attorney General has seen fit to call them 
a “farce”? - - and the stripping of the 
surface of Alabama goes on, usually with 
the bare minimum of reclamation 
afterward. This results in high profits 
today and an impoverished landscape in 
the future - - poor soil, eroded hills, acidic 
pools, slow timber growth, impoverished 
wildlife habitat. silted and acidic streams - 
- streams which would otherwise qualify 
for Wild and Scenic River status. 


Acid mine drainage and silting hurt 
stream and lake fisheries. Acid mine 
drainage kills water plants, fish-food 
animals and, can even kill fish or affect 
their spawning and feeding areas in the

smaller streams - - which are the ones 
most affected by acid mine drainage. 
Sediment usually hits fish habitat first, as 
tributaries and shallows become filled up 
with silt. 

Now we are even proposing to 
surface-mine the energy-poor deposits of 
brown coal or lignite in South Alabama. 
There is a solution to this penny-wise, 
pound-foolish behavior. We should pass 
strip mine laws even more rigid than the 
proposed Federal Laws. While this might 
lower our profits temporarily, it would 
ensure that in the future, when energy 
sources will be even more profitable, that 
we will have these deposits. Better 
reclamation technology will exist in the 
year 2000 and if we then wish to strip 
our lands, we can do so at a higher profit 
and less destruction of the land - - when 
other states have run out. 

We could also pass tax credit 
legislation to help open up deep mines. 
This would provide many more jobs per 
ton than strip-coal and, since we have 
hundreds of years of deep-minable coal, a 
long-term economic boom. In fact, if we 
moved from strip mining to deep mining 
right now, we could employ about 3 
times as many workers as are presently 
employed in strip-mining. 

But we must act fast: surface miners 
know their days are limited and are 
stripping as fast as possible. The 
legislation must come soon and it must 
have teeth, or we will find ourselves in 
the year 2000 with excellent laws and a 
ruined landscape.

anti-bureaucracy policy 


Reorganizing and changing Federal 
Bureaus and Agencies is a step in the right 
direction and is “definitely a must,” 
Senator Jim Allen declared today. 

The Senator said that he feels that 
President Carter’s plan to ask Congress to 
give him the powr to reorganize and 
change Federal Bureaus and Agencies 
“offers the best chance I can see of 
reining in the vast Federal bureaucracy 
and I am totally in favor of giving the 
President this authority.” 

Presidents had this authority 
between 1949 and 1973 but it was 
allowed to lapse under President Nixon. 
Senator Allen said that while Congress is 
strong on creating new agencies and 


" 


bureaus, it is reluctant to abolish or 
consolidate them. Therefore, he said, it is 
imperative that the initiative be taken by 
the President to * bring the mushrooming 
Federal bureaucracy. under some 
semblance of control.” 

Unless vetoed by at least one House 
of Congress in 60 days after its 
submission, President Carter’s various 
executive orders on restructuring the 
bureaucracy would become effective 
under the proposed plan. “This would 
retain for Congress some control over the 
proposed plan but would at least force 
the Congress to act one way or the other 
in the direction of reform,” Senator Allen 
stated.

But to get the new system started, 
the state is issuing two-year licenses to 
everyone whose birthday falls within the 
first and 15th of each month, and 
four-year licenses to everyone whose 
birthday falls within the 16th to the 31st 
of each month. 

Ultimately, all licenses will be 
four-year licenses. But to phase in the 
work the law this system of 
changing over. 

If your birthday is the first part of 
the month, a two-year license will cost 
$4.75. However, if your birthday is the 
last of the month, be prepared to pay 
$9.00, but your license will be a four-year 
license. 

You must bring your old license with 
you when applying for a renewal. 

There are some problems with the 
photographic machine occasionally, Mrs.

Columbiana’s council is already 
thinking ahead to summer.

City Superintendent Buck Falkner 
sought a new lawn mower, He explained 
that each year the Public Works 
Department buys a low cost mower 
locally for grass cutting, which accounts 
for 25% of the department’s summer 
duties.

He then proposed that the city buy a 
commercial grade mower that could hold 
up to the heavy duty trimming of 
ballfields, cemetery grounds, and 
roadsides. 

Atter comparing costs and service 
capabilities of a Bessemer dealer and a 
Columbiana dealer, the council and 
Falkner agreed to buy the new mower 
from city dealer Jim Bentley. 

The lighting problem near the 
medical clinics was discussed by dentist 
Dr. James G. Alston. The doctor stressed 
the need for the street light mentioned at 
the council’s last meeting. 

Councilman Bill Seale, who had 
promised to look into the matter, was 
absent, but Clark Dean reported that 
Seale had recommended installing the 
‘light. Dean moved that the light be 
installed, and councilman W. R. Glenn 
seconded the motion, which passed. 

Mayor Dick Ozley assured the dentist 
that the city will work with the telephone 
company to have a light installed on the 
company’s pole as soon as possible. 

Rev. Ferman Richey next requested 
the council to install a street sign on his 
road which he financially helped to pave. 
The council agreed to have a sign for 
Richey’s Lane installed. Councilman 
Frank Owen suggested that the council

If Thompson has a weakness, it has 
to be in rebounding. “That does scare 
me”’ coach Glasscox said. “It’s our biggest 
weakness.” 

Sounds hard to believe. The 
defending State 3A champs weak in 
rebounds? Well, for comparison, Shelby 
County’s Wildcats controlled the boards 
during the county tournament. 

Dead-eye shooting is the way the 
Warriors have overcome that weakness, 
and a 19 win one loss record proves the 
point. Winning margins of 40 points are 
not uncommon for this bunch, 

Coach Ellie Glasscox is directing the 
crew for the second year. He's been at 
Thompson for nine years. The first three 
he coached round ball, and then dropped 
out to devote full time to the football 
program. Last year he consented to come 
back and he says he was as surprised as 
everyone else by the performance of his 
team. 

“That was the Cinderella team” said 
Glasscox. He didn’t expect the turnout 
that Thompson received, and the state 
championship was also quite a surprise. 
The Warriors earned a 25 and 6 record 
last year and the coach commented that 
some of the wins were almost 
unbelieveable. “We won games that we 
weren't supposed to.” 

That was last year though. This year 
the Warriors started the season with all 
the opponents’ guns pointed at them. 
Everyone is out to get Thompson, but 
only one team has; Montevallo. 

“In that game we had a 13 point lead 
going into the fourth period and lost by 
four points.’’ That explains why 
Thompson put such a big margin on 
Montevallo in the county tournament. 
That win was by 30 points. Glasscox was 
taking no chances of a repeat. The 
“rubber game” will be played February 
18th at Montevallo. But instead of 
playing the game in the Bulldog arena, 
the Warriors will face their biggest foe in 
the Falcon gym on the University of 
Montevallo campus. 

There should be plenty of room for 
the expected crowd, but standing room 
only will probably prevail. 

Thompson prepares for a game in an 
unusual manner. Glasscox explained, “We 
do less preparation for a particular team 
than anybody else. We do what we do 
best and let everyone else adjust to us.” 


Thompson is in a position, as the 
Coach explains, “of the possibility of 
becoming the best basketball team ever to 
come out of Shelby County.” “The 
pressure on the kids from the community 
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is great.” Whatever the outcome of this 
season, a basketball tradition has been 
established at Thompson High School, 
and future teams will have something to 
shoot for.

Low vision aids give new hope 


Blindness is a word that conjures up 
an image of white canes, braille, and most 
terrifying of all for sighted people, 
darkness. There is another kind of 
blindness, however, that has been 
established by formula to simplify the 
categorization of the visually impaired. 

Susie Heaton, a 27-year-old home 
teacher for multiple - handicapped 
children in Shelby County and eight 
others, is one of many Alabamians who 
have been categorized as blind even 
though they are partially sighted. With 
her low vision aids Susie can see well 
enough to ride a bicycle. 

Susie functioned in many daily 
activities as a totally blind person for 24 
years of her life before taking part in a 
research project at the University of 
Alabama in Birmingham (UAB) School of 
Optometry. Based on test results 
obtained early in her life the young 
teacher was blind, yet with visual aids and 
training at UAB’s optometry school she 
learned how to read with her eyes instead 
of her fingers. 

According to Susie, “When I was six 
years old | had cataract surgery and was 
given glasses which hurt my eyes, so I was 
not made to wear them. | wasn’t taught 


Fruit tree pruning 


ensures production 


by Shelby County Extension Service 

Pruning fruit-bearing plants is an 
essential practice in successful fruit 
production. 

The purpose of pruning young trees 
or plants is to develop a strong, 
well-shaped framework with the main 
branches well spaced up and down and 
around the trunk. The primary purposes 
of pruning bearing trees are: (1) to thin 
overcrowded growth in the top to permit 
efficient spraying and to allow better 
light and air circulation through the tree, 
(2) to remove weak growing, 
unproductive wood, (3) to limit the 
height and spread of the tree and (4) 
along with proper fertilization to 
stimulate growth of new fruit bearing 
wood. 

Pruning is done during the late 
dormant season as it is much easier to 
determine what branches to remove when 
there are no leaves on the tree.

to read or write using my eyes because it 
had been established through various tests 
that I should be using braille.” 

She is quick to give her personal 
endorsement to the UAB low vision 
program. “The biggest thrill of my life 
was being able to open my own mail and 
read it. Just to be able to read a recipe 
book or proofread a letter | had typed 
represented very important milestones in 
my life. Without the people here at UAB 
this might not have happened.” 

“It’s not that I can do any more now 
than before,” Susie said. “It’s just that I 
can do them more efficiently now, and I 
have a greater sense of independence.” 

As a staff member of the deaf/blind 
project at The University of Alabama, she 
spends a lot of her time on the road in 
the counties of Shelby, Jefferson, Bibb, 
Pickens, Walker, Green, Hale and Fayette. 
Many of the children she works with have 
low vision or are partially sighted. 

“Most kids I see are infants and 
pre-schoolers,” Susie said. “I’m interested 
in presenting as much visual stimulation 
as possible so they will use what sight 
they have.” 

Susie, whose vision is correctable to 
20/200, pointed out that the label 
deaf/blind is an oversimplification in 
dealing with children who are not totally 
deaf or blind. “Putting that label on them 
is the easy way out.” 

“I feel the earlier a low vision aid or 
low hearing aid is introduced to a child, 
the more potential there is to effectively 
use the vision of hearing that is there,” 
she emphasized. “The sooner an aid is 
used the easier it is for the child and his 
peers to accept the problem. There’s no 
neéd to segregate these children because 
in many cases they can be taught to 
function with their ‘normal’ peers.” 

“However, these people do need 
special help,’. Susie concluded. “They 
can’t just be given an aid and be expected 
to function effectively. Someone has to 
instruct the teachers on how to teach 
these children.” 

That, and the education of parents to 
help them give support to their children, 
is a function of UAB’s low vision 
program. Treating a low vision patient as 
a total person is what has made the 
program an effective tool in helping 
Alabamians who are “legally”, not 
physically, blind.

Because of the current energy crisis, 
anyone may obtain a free wood permit to 
get firewood on National Forest land.

A church which was organized in 
1856 but disbanded shortly after the end 
of World War Il, has once again opened 
its doors, With a Samford ministerial 
student serving as pastor, Mt. Calvary 
Baptist Church in Chelsea, started holding 
services again this past June. 

Families, whose roots had been in 
the Mt. Calvary community, and who had 
dreamed of attending services there again 
one day, were responsible for reopening 
the church. 

Last summer, David Jones, a 
sophomore at Samford, agreed to serve as 
pastor. Then in December, the First 
Baptist Church of Columbiana consented 
to sponsor Mt. Calvary as a mission 
chureh. 

Although Jones was brought up in 
Tennessee, his great, great grandfather, 
Calvin Mooney, was one of the men who 
founded the church he now serves. Both 
Mooney and his wife Elizabeth are buried 
in the cemetery across the road from Mt. 
Calvary. 

Even though services haven’t been 
held there for 30 years, families who once 
lived in the area have attended to 


maintenance of the church building and 
upkeep of the grounds. Families such as 
the Bill Shaws have been holding family 
reunions there every year while other 
former residents return annually to take 
part in grave decoration and cemetery 
cleanup. 

Still, the repairs to the building had 
been minimal, and before services could 
be held there again, a great deal of work 
was needed. According to Jones, it was A. 
R. Minor of Columbiana, whose father 
had helped build the church, who took 
on the task. 

The young ministerial student 
pointed out that Minor had repaired the 
foundation, leveled and repaired the 
floors, replaced glass in some of the 
windows, and installed gas heat. 


Relating that the the 
original hand hewn ones, Jones noted 
that the pulpit was probably also the first 
one used in the rustic church. 

According to Mrs. Johnnie Harper, 
who conceived the idea of reopening the 
church, her father, Marlin Mooney, 
helped haul lumber for the present 
building when he was a young man of 21.

week is ‘unreal’

Kay Snell describes the past week 
and a half as “unreal.” Her home was 
broken into by a mentally disturbed 
acquaintance bearing a rifle. The police 
surrounded her Valleydale home, and the 
house ended up gutted by fire. 

She and her family are still trying to 
recover from the events of Tuesday, 
February 8. Mrs. Snell told her story to 
the Reporter this week in a telephone 
interview. 

“IT had known the man (Harold 
Booth) about six weeks, and had met him 
through some Christian friends,” related 
Mrs. Snell. “I realized that he needed 
help. 

“He was kind of like a dependent 
child, a loner, and with a little kindness 
he attached himself. | got him to go to 
the Mental. Health clinic,” she added, 
mentioning that he had been put on 
medication. 

Mrs. Snell said that she had told the 
family of Booth’s condition, urging them 
to watch over him and to be sure that he 
took his medicine. She said that Booth 
wanted to stay around her, but she had 
insisted that he remain at home since it 
was a bad idea for him to travel under 
influence of the tranquilizers. 

“I urged him to say at home, but to 
contact me if he felt he needed help,” she 
said. That was the last she saw of him 
until the events Tuesday. 

Mrs. Snell said that she received a call 
earlier that day from Rev. H.L. Mobley, a 
mininster Booth had been seeing. The 
reverend told her that Booth had been by 
to see him and that he had “‘acted wild -- 
depressed.” 

“Rev. Mobley warned me that he 
might come by my house, but I didn’t 
expect him to,” she related. “But | did 
have my doors locked.” 

She recalls that about a quarter till 
six that night, Booth drove into her 
driveway. She asked him, “What are you 
doing here?” 

“The whole world is after me,” she 
remembers Booth saying. He asked to 
come into the house, saying, “This is a 
place of God and I want protection.” 

She asked him to go home and call 
her from there if he felt he still needed 
help. He told her he had been working, 
but refused to go home and get some rest. 

She offered to call Rev. Mobley and 
another Christian friend. Booth agreed to 
“go wherever they decided he needed to 
go.” 

Mrs. Snell then called the sheriff's 
department and Rev. Mobley. Booth 
again asked to come into her house, but 
she told him, “Wait till Brother Mobley 
gets here.” 

Booth went out to his car and got his 
rifle, saying that he would protect the 
house. She again called the minister, and 
asked the sheriff's department to come 
because of a mental patient with a high 
powered rifle. ;

Pollution Control Walther, Inc. 
produced $30.3 million in sales last year,

The price paid by C-E for the 
company is about $5.4 million. 

The present employment at The 
Helena Corporation is approximately 50. 
Karl A. Thallner is vice president and 
general manager of the corporation.

“Don’t burn my house.” 

The State Troopers TAC squad 
arrived on the scene and agreed that tear 
gas was the solution. However, they 


guaranteed her there was no danger of 
fire. 

According to the Troopers, their 
snipers posted at the windows saw Booth 
throw curtains on the tear gas cannister 
when it was shot into the house. “! know 
he didn’t set the fire,” said Mrs. Snell, 
“he wasn’t in any state of mind to do it.” 

In the week since the fire. Booth has 
been sent to Bryce Hospital. Mrs. Snell 
has been consulting with contractors and 
insurance agents about the damage from 
the fire. 

“The house is completely gutted, and 
needs to be built from the ground up,” 
she said a contractor advised her. Luckily 
her insurance covers civil commotions, 
but she said the insurance company only 
wants to repair the house and damaged 
furnishings. 

“It looks like a long drawn out 
thing,” she concluded about recovering 
from the events. In the meantime she has 
been staying in a motel, and trying to 
continue with her business of pet 
grooming and music instruction.

Moore introducing 


‘tough’ explosives bill 


A tough bill to regulate the use of 
explosives in open pit mining in Shelby 
County is being advertised this week. 

Rep. Sonny Moore of Sterrett is 
starting procedures to introduce a bill 
which will give the County Commission 
and municipalities of the county the right 
to regulate the use of explosives in open 
pit mining, in their police jurisdictions. 

If a city or county regulation is 
found to be in conflict with a state 
regulation, the proposed bill states more 
restrictive provision shall apply. 


The bill sets liabilities, making any 
one liable for civil damages who causes 
injury to persons or property as a result 
of setting off a blast in connection with 
open pit mining, whether negligent or 
not. 

Any person who suffers injury shall 
have an action for civil damages and need 
not prove negligence, according to the 
bill. 

Triple damages will be charged 
against any person who causes damages 
after being warned.

Route Five, the shortest of the routes 
is approximately 17 miles in length and 
will serve parts of Montevallo and 
Dogwood. Route Five will be carried by 
Calvin Crocker. 

All carriers on the new routes will be 
temporarily assigned. Changes may be 
made at a later date. 

Montevallo’s downtown area will 
remain substantially unchanged and will 


continue to be covered by Herbert

Fires spark 


intercity hassle

A Friday afternoon fire in Pelham 
involved hot words almost as much as it 
did firefighting. The destruction of 
Cardwell Furniture’s warehouse was the 
latest source of contention in a week-long 
controversy involving the Pelham and 
Alabaster fire departments. 

The fire began about 4 p.m., and 
destroyed all the furniture in the 
warehouse located off Highway 31. A 
trash fire apparently got out of control 
outside the building, and burned through 
a crack in the building, igniting the stock 
of the warehouse. 

When Pelham firemen arrived on the 
scene, they realized that they would not 
be able to handle the warehouse fire 
alone. They then summoned help from 
other departments.  Alabaster’s 
department was slow in responding to the 
call, due to a disagreement which began 
earlier in the week. 

The Alabaster department adopted a 
policy of not helping with Pelham’s fires, 
following a police seige and fire at the 
Snell home in Valleydale. The Pelham 
firemen did not appear at the fire, despite 
a request for assistance from Alabaster. 


But the Pelham firemen insist that 
they are not to blame. They were 
directed not to answer the call for 
assistance sent out by the Alabaster Fire 
Department, according to a Pelham FD 
spokesman. 

According to the fireman, when the 
call came in about the Valleydale fire, the 
department was not notified about the 
blaze. He related that the city’s new 
policy forbids the firemen to answer any 
fire call outside city limits. 

The city council voted the night 
before to curtail fire department service 
outside city limits. Reasons cited were 
the possibility of receiving a lower 
insurance rate; better protection with the 


“Pelham only has one fire 
truck. When it goes outside the city 
limits, the entire city is 
unprotected.” Pelham Councilman 
John Tanner says this is the main 
point that has been overlooked in 
the current misunderstanding about 
Pelham’s policy of fighting fires 
outside the city limits. 

“When we get our other fire 
truck, we might change our 
policy,” Tanner told the Reporter. 

Tanner emphasizes that 
insurance underwriters and the city 
attorney advised Pelham not to 
leave the city unprotected. “If a 
fire had broken out inside the city 
and our truck was fighting a fire 
outside the city, everybody's 
insurance rates would have gone up 
within the city, and we could be 
sued.” 

But, Tanner added, if another 
city officially requests Pelham’s 
help within that city’s limits, 
Pelham would answer the call. “We 
will respond to help others within 
their city limits.” he said. 

Pelham officials feel their side

When the fire call went out Friday 
the Helena and Bluff Park departments 
appeared, along with the West Shelby 
Rescue Unit. But the Alabaster 
department waited approximately 15 
minutes before showing up in Pelham 

According to a member of the rescue 
unit, sparks flew between — the 
departments over the apparent reiuctance 
of the two departments to cooperate. 

But even with all the firefighters 
joining efforts to save the building, it was 
to no. avail... They stayed on the scenc 
until almost six p.m. as police rerouted 
traffic away from county road 52 4 
railroad crossings. 

The concensus of opinions

Priorities set for courthouse 


Number one priority in restoring the 
historic old courthouse in Columbiana is 
to replace the roof. 

This decision was reached by the 
executive committee of the Shelby 
County Historical Society at a meeting 
Saturday morning at the home of 
Kenneth Penhale in Helena. 

The committee met with architect 
James Fitts and decided that a fireproof 
shingle roof would be the first choice. A 
tin roof was listed as an alternate. The 
need for insulation in the roof and attic 
was also included in discussions. 

The committee decided that the 
second item on the restoration schedule 
of the historic building should be the 
removal of paint from the exterior of the 
building. 

The third item centered around the 
electrical wiring. The committee decided 
the first step should be to disconnect all 
wiring at once so there would be no 
chance of fire. They dediced to employ 
an inspector to check all wiring in the 
building. 

As a guide in carrying out the 
restoration, the committee decided to 
restore the building to its 1880 condition. 
The building goes back to 1854, but 
received several additions after the 
original building was built. 

Mrs. Barbara Roberts, president of 
the society, asked the architect for a 
drawing of the building as it will be 


adjacent to the Montevallo Office Plaza. 

Mr, and Mr. Reynods were present at 
Monday night’s council meeting and 
answered questions from councilmen. 

Reynolds pointed out that the 
restaurant will only serve beer with food 
and will refuse to sell beer unless food is 
also ordered.

The Bible points 
out numerous reasons why the theory of 
evolution must be rejected, 

hirst, evolution contradicts FNodus 
20:8-11, which states, “lor in six days the 
Lord made heaven and earth, the sea, and all 
that in them is, and rested the seventh day.” 
Thus, complete heavens und earth were made 
full-grown in six days, not in six billion years. 

Second, evolution contradicts — the 
statements in Genesis 1:25 that God created all 
life to bring forth after its kind. The Bible alyo 
differentiates between kinds of flesh (l 
Corinthians 15:39). The law of biogenesis 
supports these facts, The different kinds of 
animals are permanently fixed; they do not 
evolve from simpler to more complex forms.

systems get PSC rap 


Natural gas systems operated by 
Vincent and Wilton have been given until 
March 7 to explain why they have failed 
to comply with federal regulations aimed 
at conserving natural gas and reducing the 
risk of gas line explosions. 

Larry Waldrop, administrator of the 
Alabama Public Service Commission’s 
pipeline safety division, said an extension 
of the August 11, 1976 deadline for 
compliance has expired. The systems, 
according to Waldrop are still in violation 
of a requirement that gas pipelines have a 
cathodic protection device. Cathodic 
protection consists of running an electric 
current through the pipes to inhibit 
corrosion. 

Cathodic protection devices, 
according to the Public Service 
Commission, reduce gas losses in pipelines 
as well as guarding against corrosion and 
possible explosions. 

Failure to comply with the federal 
regulations, according to the PSC could 
result in fines of $1,000 per day for up to 
200 days. 

Eight other Alabama towns operating 
their own municipal gas systems received 
similar warnings. They are: Phenix City, 
Wedowee, Parris, Oakman, Carbon Hill, 
Ragland, York and the Tuscaloosa 
Housing Authority. 


Overloaded truck 


The overloaded truck, reported in 
last week’s issue of the Shelby County 
Reporter was loaded at a quarry at 
Ryan’s Crossing. 

Ryan’s Crossing is near Maylene, and 
the Reported identified it so. But 
Southern Stone has a quarry closer to 
Maylene, and wanted to make sure the 
public does not think the overloaded 
truck came from that quarry. 

The arrest citation said the truck was 
loaded with lime rock, but company 
officials say it was agricultural limestone. 

The truck was owned by Sidney 
McMillen and driven by Rudee W. White. 
It was overloaded by 43,000 pounds 
according to the arrest citation, and is 
said to be the biggest overload truck ever 
stopped in Shelby County.

Any person shall be strictly liable for civil 
damages who causes injury or damage to any person or 
property as a result of using explosives or by otherwise 
setting off a blast in connection with open pit mining 
operations in Shelby County whether such person Is 
negligent or not 

Section 3. Any person who suffers injury or damage 
to his person or property as a result of such conduct 
shall have an action for civil damages and such 
aggrieved person need not prove negligence. 

Section 4. Any person, who after being warned or 
notified that his use of explosives or otherwise setting 
off a blast is or has caused damage or injury, shall be 
strictly liable for treble damages

months from the date of the most recent injury or

Power company money 


to cities will increase 


“The dollar amount of payments by 
Alabama Power Company to the 259 
municipalities it serves will be increased,” 
S. H. Booker, Alabama Power vice- 
president, said this week. 

Alabama Power Company pays 3 
franchise tax to each municipality in 
which the company provides electric 
service. The amount of this tax is based 
on the company’s total revenue from 
these customers in the municipality and 
surrounding area. 

The amounts of these franchise 
payments will be increased substantially 
due to the emergency rates approved by 
the Alabama Public Service Commission 
in its order of January 20, 1977. In 
addition, these payments will be further 
increased, Mr. Booker pointed out, in 
that the Alabama Power Company will 
now include its energy adjustment factor 
on the municipalities’ bills for street 
lighting and traffic lights. 

“The total amount of revenue from 
the energy adjustment factor for street

Alabaster women whistle to stop crimes

Whistles are for blowing. And the 
240 Shelby Countians who 


purchased whistles at the Alabaster City 
Hall last Wednesday will be doing exactly 
that when they need help or see a crime 
in progress. 


The Whistle-Help Program is being 
sponsored in the county by the Cahaba 
Valley Business and Professional Women’s 
Club and has received the enthusiastic 
endorsement of the Alabaster Police 
Department. 


Pointing out that the shrill sound of 
a whistle would be more likely to draw 
attention than someone calling out, 
Police Chief C. E. Carter said that he 
thought is was “a real good program.” 


Kicking off the venture in 
Birmingham only a short while back, the 
B’nai Brith Women have already sold 
8.000 of the whistles. Mrs. Selma 
Damsky, BBW chairman of this project, 
was in Alabaster Wednesday and reported 
that her group had borrowed $2,500 to 
buy the whistles and other promotional 
material. 

The program, which is also underway 
in Memphis. Atlanta, and cities in 
Maryland, was launched in an effort to 
combat crime and to make the various 
communities safer and more pleasant 
places in which to live. 

Stressing that the whistles were to be 
used only in emergency situations, Mrs 
Damsky said that children should not be 


allowed to play with them, nor should 
they be used to call the dog. 

She pointed out that one of the best 
places to keep a whistle would be on a 
key chain. If you keep this in your hand 
when leaving a building or car in a place 
of questionable security, she explained, 
the keys can be used as a weapon to 
poke, scratch or gouge an attacker. The 
whistle would then be blown to summon 
help. 

We've had reports, Mrs. Damsky 
went on to say, of muggers and purse 
snatchers who were scared off when one 
of these whistles was blown. Emphasizing 
that someone who saw a crime in progress 
wasn't being asked to become physically 
involved, she said that just blowing a 
whistle could rapidly draw attention to 
the situation. 

However, the community needs to be 
made aware of the whistle’s meaning, she 
continued, and to make the proper 
response. According to the BBW 
chairman, her organization has also had 
reports that the whistle has been effective 
in discouraging obscene phone callers. A 
piercing blast into the receiver is usually 
all that’s needed, she said, to keep the 
caller from ringing back. 

Mentioning other possible targests of 
would-be-attackers, Mrs. Damsky said 
anyone carrying deposits to the bank culd 
make good use of the whistle as could an 
elderly woman who might be the prey of 
a purse snatcher. It was noted that it 
would be a good idea for older people to

Why?Because 
spring gobbler season opens up on March 
1Sth. Them critters like to have an 
answer to the mating call, and redwood 
boxes always do the trick. 

Folks say that to do a good job of 
callin’, you’ve got to be in place before 
the early bird gets up. Then when “Tom” 
wakes up, you’ll be in position to fool the 
love-sick bird. 

Hunting seasons that are still open 
include, quail, rabbit, racoon, possum, 
and snipe. The season ends for all of them 
of February 28th, so you better hurry. 

For hunters who like to keep 
searching for game year round, there are a 
few creatures that the season never closes 
on. They are: beaver, ground hog, 
starlings, crows, blackbirds, fox and 
bobcat. 

Other than the critters noted above, 
Shelby County sportsmen might just as 
well turn their attention to what’s really 
in season: FISH. 

Last week had a couple of beautiful 
days that were just right for dropping a 
cane pole and bobber on the water. But 
make sure you have your fishing license 
before you head out. 

The Fish and Game Officers are 
getting theirs boats ready for the fishing 
season and can fine you for fishing 
without a license. Cost is only $3.00 plus 
a 25 cents issuance fee. If you’re over 65, 
you can get a lifetime hunting or fishing 
license for only the quarter. Just come by 
the county court house during business 
hours and you'll have no trouble (except 


maybe catching the fish.) 
If you decide to go fishing, you’se 
welcome to try any of the Lake Lake 
areas that I’ve told you about the last 
couple of months. But that’s not the only 
place in the county to do some fishing. 


The Cahaba River! There’s plenty of 
places along this dark blue line on the 
map. Starting at Lake Purdy (which we 
share with Jefferson County) this river 
stretches the entire length of the western 
side of the county. 

Now I can’t tell the whole world all 
the secret locations of good fishing, but 
you can count on finding some good 
spots wherever there’s a car parked on 
the side of the road. 

Even though that sounds vague, if 
you consider that there are almost a 
hundred places to park the car and toss a 
line in the water, just about any spot will 
do. Whatever looks good to you, looks 
good to the fish I’m told. 

If this coming weekend is a nice 
outside as it was last week, you better get 
your favorite spot early. Seems that a 
bunch of people are planning on fishing. 
You can always tell by watching the 
Highway 31 traffic Friday afternoon. If 
you count 10 boats within a half hour 
so, expect a bunch of company Saturday 
morning. 

Good luck. Bring those big strings by 
the office and have your picture taken. 
We'll be glad to mention your name in 
the Reporter and, if the photographer 
didn’t put his thumb in front of the lens, 
your picture will appear too.

Editor’s Note 

Earl Franklin Kennamer, a Shelby 
County native who has been Fish and 
Wildlife Specialist with the Extension 
Service at Auburn University since 1949, 
is the author of a series of columns which 
will begin appearing in the Shelby County 
Reporter with this issue. 

In Kennamer’s long and distinguished 
career he has served as hunting and 
fishing editor for the Progressive Farmer 
for the past 25 years and is the author of 
more than 500 magazine articles for 50 
national and regional publications. 

He has close ties with Shelby 
County. He was born here, his mother 
still resides at Genery’s Gap and other 
members of his family reside here. His 
father, James Franklin Kennamer was a 
railroad fireman and engineer for the 
Southern Railroad, and was killed in a 
| freight wreck in 1936 near Maylene.

The second debacle occurred when 
the air temperature was 9 degrees F. and I 
was wearing my overknee boots I used in 
trapping. | saw two woodies about 
sunbreak squealing over the cypress trees 
and I dropped one. But I couldn’t quite 
reach it. I pulled up my boot tops as I 
usually did when wading into marshes 
and streams to set a steel trap. I gingerly 
eased out to reach the wood duck. 
However, | didn’t know the bottomless 
stump hole was there. You couldn’t have 
differentiated between me and an 
oversized beaver the next few minutes. I 
swished out into the deeper water, pulled 
in my dratted squealer and chattered my 
way home in a heatless car. 

The third time I was still the 
chrysalis of a foolish young hunter. I had 
just bagged a black duck in a slough, but 
there was no way to get it without 
swimming. Where I live a retriever just 
isn’t economically feasible as a year 
round investment, but I later learned to 
take along my bait casting rod and reel 
and a floating lure to wind in my floating 
ducks. On this particular day I went 
water streaking and recovered my duck. 
But I moved about the rest of the day 
with an unnatural tingle. 

What I didn’t know then was 
that I may have been on the verge of 
hypothermia. This means lowered, 
deep-body temperature. When your 
deep-body temperature drops to around 
90 degrees F., heart failure may occur. 

Many cold-hardy fishermen will be 
boating this month in the coldest winter 
of this century and a sudden spill into

chilly iced waters could be fatal. 

Some persons die within minutes 
of falling into cold water, according to 
Univ. of Victoria, British Columbia, 
scientists. Immersion in cold water 
suddenly causes, they said, immediate 
changes in body functions. Heart rate and 
blood pressure rise sharply and 
occasionally result in heart attacks or 
ruptured blood vessels. This is more of a 
danger in older persons. Also, cold shock 
causes immediate “hyperventilation” 
(over-breathing). 

If one has plunged underwater or is 
in big waves, the hyperventilation has 
been known to cause even expert 
swimmers to suck in water and drown. In 


other cases studies, —_ prolonged 
hyperventilation can cause changes in 
blood chemistry that lead to 


unconsciousness and spossible drowning. 
Therefore, in a small percentage of 
accidents, cold water can kill even 
without hypothermia. And to think when 
I was a fledgling, | delighted in getting up 
in a cold house and taking a cold tub bath 
jevery morning before my mother cooked 
breakfast! I wouldn’t even try this feat 
jtoday after what I've read about the 
subject. 

To give you some idea of survival 
time, you can probably live for about 2% 
to 3 hours in water with a temperature of 
50 degrees F. Survival time is increased if 
you have extra body fat but is decreased 
by small body size. Due to even smaller 
body size, youngsters cool much faster in 
cold water than adults. This rule holds 
true with woman. Although they carry a 
fat layer on their bodies men usually 
don’t have, they cool about 15 percent 
faster than men due to their usually 
smaller body size. 

The Univ. of Victoria scientists were 
asked about “swimming if dumped 
They pointed 
out swimming brings on a faster cooling 
rate if you remain still. However, an 
average person wearing a standard 
approved life jacket can cover about .85 
mile before hypothermia takes over. 
Therefore, if the water is near 50 degrees 
F, (10 degrees C.) shore should be within 
one mile before making the decision to 
swim. 


Alabama Guard 
gets top pay 


Figures released by National Guard 
Bureau in Washington, D. C. have shown 
that the Alabama Army National Guard 
now has the largest paid Army Guard 
strength in the nation. 

As of December 31, 1976, Alabama’s 
strength was 18,233; New York's, 18,200 
and California’s, 17,989. 

Maj. Gen. Charles A. Rollo, the 
adjutant general of Alabama, pointed out 
the state benefits in two ways from this 
leading paid strength figure. “‘One way is 
the economic impact on the state and the 
other is overall unit readiness,” he said. 

“These 18,233 persons brought more 
than $23.7 million in federal funds into 
Alabama last year in drill and annual 
training pay alone,” Rollo said. “Add 
some $3.8 million in similar pay for the 
Alabama Air Guard and you get more 
then $27-million pumped into the state’s 
economy last year from this 
alone.” 

Rollo noted this amount was a large 
part of the more than $75-million in 
federal funds which came into Alabama 
during FY 76 in support of the state’s 
Guard program. 

Overall unit readiness is also 
enhanced by the large paid strength 
figure, Rollo pointed out.

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Quilting is 60-year pastime for woman 


by David E. Luellen 

Tishie Owens quilts because she likes 
to. “Of course, I don’t do it for a living. 
But it’s no trouble. I enjoy it.” 

Lucky for Tishie that she does enjoy 
it! Many of her Chelsea friends and 
neighbors have pieced quilt tops and have 
asked Tishie to put their names on her 
“waiting list.’ She has enough quilt tops 
in her home right now to keep her deft 
fingers flying well into the summer. 

Born in the small mining community 
of Inland in Blount County, Alabama just 
after the turn of the century, Tishie 
pieced her first quilt when she was only 
eight. A string quilt, it was pieced from 
scraps of material varying in width from 
a quarter of an inch to an inch. Tishie 
sewed these strips diagonally onto pieces 
of newspaper which she had cut into 
eight-inch squares to serve as guides. Four 
of these completed blocks were then 
sewn together forming a colorful 
Aixteen-inch square. Next, Tishie bound 
the large squares with longer and wider 
strips of plain material which she had cut 
from chicken and cow feed sacks. When it 
reached bed-size, the quilt top was 
completed. 

Mattie Jaques helped her young 
daughter quilt her string quilt during the 
winter of Tishie’s ninth year. According 
to Tishie’s recollection, most quilting was 
done in the wintertime and it often 
involved a “neighbor get-together” with 
as many as six people working on one 
quilt at a time. Two could work at each 
side of the quilting frames and one each 
could work at the ends. 

Reflecting on those long-ago 
“neighbor get-togethers,’ Tishie says that 
the quilters arrived around 8:30 in the 
morning; by three o’clock that afternoon 
they usually had completed a quilt. Of 
course, there was a break at noon to eat 
the dinner the hostess had prepared. 

Quilting was usually done in one of 
the bedrooms. Because the frames were 
suspended from the ceiling, the height

the proper level for sewing. When she needs more space in her 


could easily be adjusted to accommodate 
the quilters. Lowering the frames, the 
women could sit to work; raising the 
frames, they could pace themselves for a 
while by standing to work, At night, the 
frames were hoisted to the ceiling to get 
them out of the way. 

The quilting frames that Tishie 
recalls consisted of four slats; each piece 
was about one-and-a-half inches wide, a 
half-inch thick and eight feet long. Small 
holes were bored along each slat at two or

three inch intervals. The ends of two of 
the opposite slats were tied with heavy 
cord which was attached to hooks in the 
ceiling; these slats remained in place 
during the quilting. The other two slats 
were placed on top of the stationary slats 
and were adjustable. 

When completely extended, the 
frames formed a large square. However, 
the two moveable slats were used to roll 


up the finished part of the quilt, 
permitting the quilters to eventually 
reach the middle of the quilt with ease. 
Thus, the quilters began their work at the 
edges of the quilt and sewed their way 
into the center. 

Before the actual quilting could 


begin, the frames were adjusted to a 


shape somewhat larger than the desired 
size of the new quilt. Then the lining was 
placed over the frames and secured along 
all four sides by looping twine through 
the small holes in the slats and passing 
that twine through the lining itself. 

Next the cotton batting was placed 
on the lining. Tishie can still picture her 
mother carding her own bats from cotton 
raised on the Jaques’ farm. The children 
picked the cotton and removed as many 
of the seeds as possible. Then Mattie 
Jaques disentangled the fibers and rolled 
the cotton into bats with her cards,

implements consisting of bent wire teeth 
set closely in rows and imbedded in a 
thick piece of leather; the leather was in 
turn fastened to a wooden back with 
handles. 

The quilt top was then placed on top 
of the batting and pinned into position. 
Quilting was done in a number of 
patterns. Designs were usually quilted 
without regard to the shape of the quilt 
patches themselves. 

Tishie remembers that her mother 
often used a “shell” pattern or a 
‘*housetop’’ pattern. To assure the 
pattern’s evenness, her mother drew the 
design with chalk on the quilt top. The 
quilters then followed the chalk lines 
with their stitches. 


Tishie’s mother taught her that a 
good quilter never used a knot in her 
quilting thread. Even today, Tishie’s 
thread is unknotted as she sews; she 
back-stitches twice to begin and then

proceeds with her stitching. Coming to a 
stopping place, she again back-stitches 
twice and snips the thread close to the 
quilt. 

When the quilting was completed, 
Tishie recalls that the quilters unrolled it 
from the two moveable slats and removed 
the twine which had secured the lining to 
the frames. The lining was trimmed, 
folded narrowly over the top edge of the 
quilt and sewed into place. The quilt was 
ready for a bed. - 

During the sixty-plus years that 
Tishie has been a quilter, the quality of 
the patch material has changed 
significantly; chicken feed no longer 
comes in recycleable bags with cheery 
prints. New patch patterns have been 
designed although the new designs have 
not always improved the state of the art. 
Cotton ball thread has been replaced by 
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Decora ling

Even so, the quilting frames Tishie’s 
husband, Howard, recently made for her 
are much like those Elijah Jaques made 
for his wife, Mattie, when Tishie was a 
child. And the procedure Tishie uses 
today is basically the same method she 
learned from her mother nearly seven 
decades ago, 

Tishie Owens works about six hours 
a day, three days a week when she is 
quilting. And it takes her four or five 
days to complete a quilt. * 

When she quilts for others, Tishie 
asks them to furnish the top, thread, 
lining and batting. Then for a minimal 
charge she completes the quilt. “When | 
get done with a quilt, all they have to do 
is come get it and go to usin’ it,” Tishie 
says with a glint of satisfaction in her 
dark eyes.

threatens tires 


The Alabama Tire Dealers and

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War vets 
in county 


(Special to the Reporter) 

War veterans living in Shelby County 
will have their bank accounts sweetened 
this year by approximately $59,000, 
thanks to a new distribution of funds 
announced by the Veterans 
Administration. 

A record dividend of $403 million 
will be distributed to 4,204,680 former 
service men across the country who hold 
GI insurance policies. Some 610 of the 
recipients are in the local area. 

The payment, which represents an 
increase of $27 million over the previous 
year’s, will go to veterans of the two 
World Wars and to those who were in the 
Korean conflict. 

The bigger payout was made possible 
in part by the fact that the trust funds 
that govern the insurance programs have 
been earning higher interest than usual 
and by the fact that the mortality rate 
among veterans has been below 
expectations. 

Vietnam vets are not included in the 
distribution. The explanation is that they 
are covered under Veterans Group Life 
Insurance (VGLI), a term policy that 


does not pay dividends but offers other ~ 


benefits. 

Of the 2,990 veterans of World Wars 
I and II and the Korean War who reside in 
Shelby County, according to the latest 
count, only about | our of 5 of them will 
be getting checks, They are the ones who 
maintained their GJ policies in force. 

Most of the $403 million to be 

distributed nationwide, $368 million of 
it, will go to 3.5 million World War Il 
veterans who hold National Service Life 
Insurance (NSLI). 
Another $23 million will go to World War 
I vets who have U. S. Government 
Lifelnsurance (USGLI). Korean vets with 
Veterans Special Life Insurance (VSLI) 
will get the remaining $12 million. 

Of the 610 in Shelby County wl 
will be on the receiving end, the amoun!s 
they will qualify for will depend upon the 
type of insurance carried, the size of the 
policy, its duration and the age of the 
insured. 

On the average, the VA states, 
veterans of the first World War will get 
$202, those who were in the second 
World War, $104, and Korean vets, $22. 

The $59,000 headed for the local 
area will be paid to the recipients on the 
anniversary dates of their policies.

Fruit trees benefit 
from fertilization 


during February 


by Shelby County 
Extension Service 

February is a good time to apply 
fertilizer to most fruit trees in Alabama. 
Applying them allows the plants to take 
up the plant nutrients through the roots 
and into the wood so that these nutrients 
are available when new shoot growth 
starts in the spring. Blackberries and 
strawberries, on the other hand, need 
three fertilizer applications during the 
year -- February, after harvest in June or 
July and October. 

Fruit trees and vines, like other 
crops, need the right kinds and amounts 
of plant nutrients to produce good crops. 
The best way to find out the fertilizer 
needs is to send a soil sample to the Soil 
Testing Lab at Auburn or another 
certified Lab for testing. 

In general, nitrogen is the most 
essential element for tree fruits. It’s 
needed for annual shoot growth and good 
green foliage. The length of new shoot 
growth is a good guide to determine how 
much nitrogen to use. Too little nitrogen 
results in short growth, yellowing foliage 
and small, well colored, early maturing 
fruit. Too much nitrogen causes excessive 


growth, dark green foliage and late 
maturing, poorly colored fruit. 
Most fruits need only enough 


phosphorus and potassium to matintain a 
moderate level in the soil as determined 
by soil test.

If possible, have your garden near 
home. This makes it easier for you and 
your family to take advantage of odd 
spare moments to do a few garden chores. 

It’s much more convenient to plant, 
weed and harvest a garden if it’s close by. 
You can harvest just what you need for 
eating, freezing and canning. Picking only 
what you need means a tastier and more 
nutritious product than vegetables 
harvested several hours before 
preparation time that sit out until you get 
around to them. 

Building some sort of fence around 
the garden is a good idea to keep out 
animals and other unwelcome visitors. 
Also, you can use the fence to trellis 
plants like beans, cucumbers and 
tomatoes that need support.

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furrow about two feet deep between the 
tree and the garden. This will cut feeder 
roots and reduce root competition. 

Chemical weed control can be a 
valuable too! in destroying many species 
of annual grasses. Most of these materials 
are not very effective on broadleaf weeds 
and won’t do away with the need for 
occasional cultivations. But, if annual 
grasses are your major problem, there 
may be some merit in using chemical 
weed control in your garden. DCPA 
(Dacthal and Treflan) are two herbicides 
cleared for garden use that come 
packaged in small containers suitable for 
home use. 

One of the major problems in using 
herbicides in home gardens is getting 
uniform distribution of a relatively small 
amount of chemical over a large area. 
This calls for careful measurements.

County lowers death rate 


for heart disease victims 


(Special to the Reporter) 

What progress has been made in the 
last few years in Shelby County toward 
reducing the mortality from heart 
disease? 

How does the local death rate compare 
with that in other parts of the country? 


HEART 
MONTH 


The questions come to the fore at this 
time because this is National Heart 
Month. Also, because of new Government 
Statistics which that deaths from 
the disease have dropped below the 
million mark in the United States for the 
first time since 1967. 

The decline is attributed principally to 
a turn-around in the mortality rate from 
attacks, which have been 
two-thirds of all heart

Despite the decline. the diseases of the 
cardiovascular system, which are 
commonly lumped together under the 
same heart disease, continue to be the 
nation’s number one killer, accounting 
for some 979,000 deaths a year. topping 
the toll from 
pneumonia and all other causes of death 


cancer, accidents, 
combined 

In Shelby County, according to reports 
released by the U. S. Public Health 
Service. approximately 43.7 percent of all 


deaths of local residents are due to heart 
disease 

The average, in other parts of the 
United States. is 51.4°%. It is 49.6% in the 
State of Alabama. 


The mortality rate varies considerably 
from the country to 
another. Among the reasons given for the 
differences eating habits, 


one section ol 


are local 


physical characteristics, type — of 
occupation and hereditary background. 

Among residents of Shelby County, 
out of an average annual mortality of 387 
from all causes, some 169 have been due 
to heart disease, the Government’s figures 
show. This is exclusive of deaths locally 
of non-residents. 

According to the Health Insurance 
Institute, heart and circulatory diseases 
cost the nation an estimated $23-billion a 
year, including lost income, expenditures 
for medical care and lost production. 

Shelby County’s share of this cost, 
based upon the local incidence of heart 
disease, figures out to approximately 
$3,972,000.

Calera councillooks 
for city limits

Where are the Calera city limits? No 
One seems to know for sure. 

The question came up at the council 
meeting on Feb, 15 during a discussion of 
areas which the city annexed last year. 

Admitting they weren’t certain of the 
exact boundries, and since new areas 
needed to be included on a city map, 
anyway, city fathers agreed it would be a 
good idea to have the town resurveyed. 

It was suggested that Alan Whitley, a 
civil engineer from Helena, be invited to 
the next council meeting to discuss the 
project. Mayor Roy recalled that at one 
time a city map had been commissioned, 
but was never completed. 

Relating that she had made inquiries 
about conducting a census of the annexed 
areas for revenue sharing purposes, City 
Clerk Lemoyne Payton told the council 
she learned it wouldn’t be feasible before 
1980. By then, she explained’ the 
necessary population growth of between 
50-75 percent would probably be 


tealized, thus increasing the revenue 
sharing funds. 
Informing the council that W.L. 


Lawler proposed building a warehouse on 
Hwy. 25 for Moffatt Bearings, Mayor 
Roy said that the area located near 
Dunwar Estates was presently not zoned. 
He noted that this would have to be done 
in the near future. 

Another avenue to travel in obtaining 
funds for a sewerage system for Dunwar 
Estate was brought to the council’s 
attention. John Lucas, the city’s engineer 
in charge of sewerage, told the council he 
thought they had a good chance to obtain 
a $30,000 grant and $30,000 loan 
through FHA. Another agency had 
previously turned down the proposal for 
funds. 

Saying that FHA would provide up to 
$400 for each new customer, Lucas said 
that there was plenty of grant money 
available right now. Agreeing with the 
mayor that the town might have to

Forest fires in Shelby County have 
burned off thousands of acres within the 
past week, and more fires break out every 
day. 

Civil Defense Director Don Hughes 
called for the National Guard Tuesday 
noon after all available volunteer fire 
fighters were nearing exhaustion. 

Governor George Wallace declared 
that Emergency Forest Wildfire 
conditions exist in Shelby County. 

County Forester David Duckett and 
Hughes have directed firefighting 
operations around the clock for days. 


People are deliberately setting the 
fires, Duckett says. Resentment against 
large timber companies and their policies 
on hunting permits is one reason given for 
the grudge fires set by arsonists. 

But many homes have been 
threatened, and fire fighters have spent 
hours saving homes, barns and other 
buildings as fire encircles communities. 


Fires have sprung up in almost every 
section of the county, fanned by wind 
and the generally dry weather conditions. 
The areas around Shelby, Columbiana 
and Chelsea have been especially hard hit, 
but no section has escaped, from Pea 
Ridge to the mountains of Dunnavant, 

On Monday alone, approximately 
1,700 acres burned. Helicopters, used to 
detect fires, reported sighting 21 fires. 

Kimberly Clark spokesmen said that 
400 acres of their special ‘Plantation 
Trees” will have to be replanted. Several 
thousand acres of Kimberly Clark land 
has burned, with the heaviest damage in

Land 
owned by Gulf States has long been a 
target for arsonists in this county. 

City fire departments have aided civil 
defense and the Forestry Commission 
crews where possible. The State Highway 
Department is on alert from the governor 
to send state trucks and whatever is 
needed to help with the firefighting. Jim 
Braden, director of District 5 of the 
Highway Department, said his equipment 
is not geared: to fire fighting, but he has 
supplied all the manpower and equipment 
available. 

One fire in the Kingdom community 
on Monday night was on such rough 
terrain that Braden said men could not 
get in to fight the fire easily. 

The National Guard units from 
Vincent and Calera came. into action 
Tuesday afternoon. State National Guard 
Commander General Rollo flew to Shelby 
County and inspected the area by 
helicopter. At one time Tuesday there 
were 18 known fires burning, but crews 
available to fight only eight of them. 

At least one flareup among rescue 
units occurred over the weekend when 
the Lay Lake Rescue Unit declined to 
help fight fires in the Shelby area. But the 
next day they agreed to help. 

At press time no one had been 
arrested in Shelby County for arson. 
Officials say itis difficult to get evidence. 
There is one case of arson pending grand 
jury investigation dating from January.

Quiet move underway 
to legalize dog track 


A low-key effort is underway 
promoting a proposed bill that would 
legalize dog racing in Shelby County. 

Currently, the principal target for the 
quiet campaign are teachers and others 
concerned with educativi. 


Legislation that would legalize dog 
racing was reportedly scheduled for 
introduction in the state legislature last 
week. However, revisions are still being 
made, 

According to reliable sources, the 
bill, if it is introduced and gets a 
favorable vote in the legislature, would 
call for a referendum in Shelby County as 
soon as legally possible. 


One version of the proposed bill 
would make the county schools 
beneficiary of 75% of whatever tax might 
be derived from dog racing. The 
remaining 25% , according to reports 
would go to law enforcement. One 
estimate, by a proponent of the bill, put 
the figure at $3 million a year going to 


the schools. 

One observer of the political scene, 
who requested his name not be used, 
points out that education forces are the 
target of the campaign because the 
county schools are in a financial bind and 
the dog racing bill holds out the 
possibility of substantial sums. 

Among the arguments being put 
forth for legalizing dog racing: it is a 
relatively pollution free means of raising 
sums of money for education, law 
enforcement and other worthwhile 
is an exciting form 


causes; it ol 


entertainment; it will attract tourists and 
encourage satellite businesses. 

Aside from the moral issue of 
gambling, opponents of the proposed 
legislation point out that dog racing 
frequently attracts an undesirable 
element; that betting often times takes 
money from a family that can ill afford 
the possible loss and that organized crime 
frequently controls various phases of dog 
racing. 


Helena council talks 
park improvement

“Helena’s Joe Tucker Park is the best 
in the county,” according to Mayor 
Charles Penhale. At Monday’s council 
meet, the city fathers focused attention 
on park improvement and ways to 
provide more enjoyment to park visitors. 

Progress on the tennis court 
construciton captured the council’s full 
attention both Monday night and 
Wednesday night. The council agreed 
Monday to meet two nights later with 
engineer Charles Tucker and a company 
seeking the building contract. 

Mayor Penhale told the council that 
he thinks the town can build the courts 
“in the money allotted.” The town was 
recently notified of a $14,000 grant for 
construction of the courts, which will be 
located adjacent to the little league field 
in Tucker Park. 

The firm meeting with the council 
Wednesday is interested in building not 
only the courts, but also the fences, water 
fountains, and “lock, stock, and barrel,” 
according to the mayor. 

Penhale mentioned that the Chevron 


owned company is currently building 
tennis courts in Riverchase and 
Birmngham. He noted that the company 
solves the “standing water bugaboo” by 
flooding their courts and patching low 
spots before putting down the rubberized 
top surface. 

The council also reevaluated their 
position of restricting fishing permits for 
the park lake. The permits have been 
limited to Helena residents only, a rule 
that has led to dissatisfaction among 
residents whose out of torn relatives want 
to fish for bream, bass, and catfish. 

Councilman C. R. Harpst said that he 
had even had to refuse to let his own 
grandchildren fish in the lake. 

The mayor urged the police 
department to make frequent checks to 
see if the anglers indeed have permits. 

Councilman Paui Cribbs suggested 
that the town buy an automated fish 
feeder to be placed in the deeper part ol 
the lake. he felt that feeding from the 
banks would make it easy for the 
fishermen to deplete the fish stocked, and

Ellison, Mrs. Rita Newell, and Mrs. Mary 
Kraell. 

However, the council was in 
complete agreement on increasing the 
salary. of the judge of the recorder’s 
court. Telling council members that his 
budget had included a $50 a month 
increase for the judge, Councilman Wayne 
Lucas reported that the raise had not as 
yet been put into effect. The council 
voted unanimously for the increase. 

An ordinance, which at one time 
must have been on the books, 
Councilman Lucas told fellow members, 
could not be located either by him or 
City Clerk, Dot Henry.

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Pelham area residents seek annexation

Several residents of Indian Hills and 
Wooddale suddenly want to come into 
the city limits of Pelham. 

A petition bearing more than 50 
names was presented to the City Council 
Monday night seeking admission to the 
city. 

The petition was delivered by Douglas 
Johnson who said that he and others have 
circulated the petition gathering names of 
persons who favor joining the city. The 
two neighborhoods are north of the 
present city limits. 

The move was apparently triggered by 
Pelham’s decision not to provide fire and 


police protection to areas lying outside 
the city limits. In an annexation election 
a few years ago, residents of the area 
turned down annexation. 

Pelham Mayor Burk Dunaway told 
Johnson that the council would study the 
petition and ‘Should be able to give an 
answer by the next council meeting.” 

A large turnout of spectators and 
interested persons attended the council 
meeting. Roland Lee and Mr. and Mrs, 
James Duncan, residents of the area 
wishing to come into the city, asked that 
Pelham provide fire protection during the 
time it will take to study their request. 

Lee said the Indian Hills residents had 


expressed their good faith by signing the 
petition, and asked the city to extend 
good faith by agreeing to provide fire 
protection to the area. 


The council however, took no action 
on that request. 

In answer to a question from the 
crowd, city clerk Willie Mae Dennis 
outlined the steps necessary for 
annexation, and stated it would take at 
least six weeks to complete the steps. 

Mayor Dunaway said the fastest route 
would be to annex through legislation. He 
said Representative J. T. Waggoner had 
told him he would introduce an 


annexation bill if enough of the residents 
wanted it. 

Another way to annex would be 
through calling an election in the area, 
Dunaway said. 

But it is not clear how much 
opposition to the annexation exists. More 
petitions are said to be on the way asking 
for admission to the city, not only from 
Indian Hills residents, but also from an 
area on Highway 31. 

Reports indicated that some citizens 
had refused to sign the petitions, and city 
councilmen will be studying the numbers 
between now and the next council 
meeting. Dunaway feels that at least 60%

Seale mentioned that a trailer park 
request was on the agenda, but that the 
interested party had not appeared at the 
meeting.

The natural gas crunch was Frank 
Owen’s topic of concern. He reported 
that National Standard is anxious to get 
back to work, because without any gas 
the plant loses $18,000 a day. 

Owen told them that it is impossible 
to supply them with gas. Meanwhile the 
nationwide industry plans to install a 
stand-by propane reserve fuel system, and 
to petition state authorities to help them 
get natural gas. 

National Standard, which has plants 
in many parts of the nation severely 
affected by the shortage, has all its plants 
in operation except those in Alabama, he 
said. 

Owen told the council that the city is 
cutting it close on the residential gas 
allotments prescribed by Southern 
Natural Gas. The limits, which vary from 
day to day, are often too close for 
comfort. In fact, the city exceeded the 
quota one day- recently, and will be 
docked $215 in penalty. 

The city is currently receiving about 
half its contracted amount of natural gas.

Section 4 Act 218 restricts the pay 
raises to the positions within the 
department of public safety enumerated 
in Section 2 of the Act.

FPC Finds Oil, Gas Firms 


Hoarding Fuels for Profit

WASHINGTON -- The bitter 
arctic storms subsided a bit last 
week, but the legacy of this 
winter's critical natural gas 
shortage already has been writ- 
ten in the cumulative agony of a 
nation defeated by itself. 

The ravages of the cold wave 
have not created the pioneering 
spirit Americans have always 
depended on for the courage and 
determination needed to fight a 
common foe. Rather, like the 
Arab oil embargo of 1973, the 
wild greed of some of this coun- 
try’s major industries helped the 
weather defeat us. 

Like prehistoric men and 
women denied the kindling for 
firewood. we huddled in our 
homes without heat as the 
weather struck with little warn- 
ing, overcoming the most 
sophisticated technology known 
to man. But the weather was not 
a completely common enemy. 
Though most Americans 
suffered, others gleefully 
watched their profits soar 
bevond all expectations. 

The Federal Power Commis- 
sion now has evidence that oil 
and gas companies are holding 
back the production of vast 
natural gas reserves. The com- 
mission recently completed a 
confidential one-year investiga- 
tion of natural gas production. 

The investigators found that 
the oil and gas combines have 
deliberately delayed the produc- 
tion of natural gas under the 
Gulf of Mexico. Every major oil 
and gas company. sa\s the FPC 


study, is holding back some pro- 
duction. 

There are seven trillion, 300 
billion cubic feet of known gas 
reserves under the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. The oil companies want to 
preserve much of this for future 
years, when the price will be 
even higher. 

The commission confined its 
year-long investigation just to 
the offshore gas that has already 
been committed for delivery. 
The investigators found that ‘the 
companies could get much more 
of this gas to the market faster. if 
they wanted to. This would pro- 
vide all the gas that should be 
rieeded to ease the current crisis. 

In other words, there is no gas 
shortage at the suppliers’ end of 
the pipelines. The shortage is all 
at the customers’ end. 

The study charges that Amoco 
has failed to drill a well in one 
offshore reservoir. That untap- 
ped gas alone amounts to 17 
billion cubic feet. The study also 
identified two other large gas 
reserves, which Texaco is keep- 
ing out of production until 1981. 
One of the reservoirs, known as 
Lighthouse Point. contains more 
than 100 billion cubic feet of gas. 

The study also alleges that 
Mobil is holding back the pro- 
duction of more than 32 billion 
cubic feet of gas. Both Superior 
Oil and Union Oil, says the study. 
also could increase production. 

Congressional Heat: Many 
congressmen are fed up with the 
oil companies that are hoarding 
natural gas. They're also furious 


with the Federal Power Com- 
mission for ignoring the problem 


so far. In desperation, they are , 


pressuring White House energy 
czar James Schlesinger to take 
some corrective action. 

The congressmen are particu- 
larly angry at Gulf Oil for failing 
to live up to its contract. Gulf 
promised plenty of gas to Texas 
Eastern, a pipeline that serves 
many northeastern states. But 
for the last five years, Gulf has 
cut back its deliveries to the 
pipeline. 

This has forced many facto- 
ries, schools and offices to close 
down. Rep. Andy Maguire, D.- 
N.J., has written an angry letter 
to Schlesinger about the matter. 
The letter was signed by all the 
congressmen from states that 
the pipeline serves. The angry 
missive charges that the Federal 
Power Commission has been 
“grossly negligent” in enforcing 
Gulf's contract. 

Mighty Multinationals: The 
great oil, munitions and in- 
dustrial combines have become 
governments unto themselves. 
They have their own foreign ser- 
vice, intelligence apparatus, 
secret codes and other govern- 
mental trappings. So great is the 
economic power of these 
multinational, multibillion-dol- 
lar consortiums that they have 
become a separate world power. 
Their representatives actually 
assemble occasionally to discuss 
on a world scale how best to pro- 
mote and protect their profits. 

Many nations have become 
alarmed over the global opera- 
tions of these multinational cor- 
porations. The underdeveloped 
or “Third World” nations in par- 
ticular want to establish more 
control over the giant con- 
glomerates that milk the world’s 
natural resources for profit. 

The United Nations, under 
pressure from numerous Third 
World members, is considering a 
code of conduct for the multina- 
tionals. But the United States has 
paid only lip service tn the idea. 


tial Treasury Dept. report that 
praises the jumbo corporations. 
The report calls them “a positive 
force in the global economy.” 
The Treasury document also 
claims that the multinationals 
are “transferring capital and 
other resources to where they 
can be most efficiently used and 
spreading wealth throughhout 
the world.” 

The Treasury Dept. opposes 
any United Nations control over 
the giant tions. The con- 
fidential document declares that 
“we should not support general 
international codes of conduct 
that are legally binding because 
their provisions would be unen- 
forceable.” The document also 
adds that the State Dept. agrees 
with Treasury's position, but the 
bureaucrats at State realize 
their uncompromising opinion 
has “a tendency to backslide 
under pressure of international 
negotiations.” 

Meanwhile, governments may 
rise and fall. Wars may shake 
the world, but the dividends 
keep pouring in to the multina- 
tional corporations. They remain 
remarkably unaffected by inter- 
national boundaries and politics. 

Muskie’s Mad: The tall, am- 
bling Lincolnesque senator from 
Maine, Edmund Muskie. has 
written an angry confidential 
letter to the White House. What's 
got the Democrat so worked up 
are proposed cuts in the budget 
of the Environmental Protection 
Agency.

Key to the program is the Consumer 
Service Card, available in Post Office 
lobbies and from letter carriers. The form 
is easy to complete and consists of two 
postal cards with carbon paper between 
them. One copy goes to the local 
postmaster for action.

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Calera projects $1.2 million cost 


for extension of sewer services

The cost of updating the sewerage 
system in Calera has been set at 
$1,200,000. 

The price was quoted at the city 
council meeting on Feb. 15 by John 
Lucas, the city’s engineer in charge of 
sewerage. Telling the councilmen that 
$900,000 of the amount would be 
picked up by EPA under a 201 grant, 
Lucas said that the town would only have 
to provide $120,000. The remainder of 
the amount, he explained, could be 
secured from an FHA grant, 

For the past two years Calera has been 
engaged in Step | of the 201 study to 
determine what was needed to update 
their sewerage treatment facilities. Telling 
the city fathers that their sewerage 
treatment plant was designed to handle 
175,000 gallons a day, Lucas said that the 
load already exceeded that amount. 

Estimating the cost for doubling the 
plant’s present capcity and improving the 
quality of the system at $360,000, Lucas 
revealed this would include building a 
new central pumping station at a cost of 
$280,000 and adding new sewer lines, 

Saying that the Clara Neal Restaurant 
had been using a lagoon for sewerage, a 
practice which has now been outlawed, 
Lucas told the council that a line needed 
to be extended to this east section of 
town. Giving a figure of $85,000 for this 
project, Lucas added that it would also 
include the Buxahatchee area.

According to Lucas’ report, the cost of 
running a line through town toward the 
north would be $117,000, while laying 
another toward the west would add 
$83,000 more. When construction and 
land costs were included plus legal and 
engineering fees, Lucas estimated that 
another $75,000 would be tacked on. 

Besides the new sewer lines which 
would need to be installed, the 201 study 
revealed that a number of existing lines 
either needed to be repaired or replaced. 
The city’s engineer quoted a figure of 
$200,000 for having this work done. 

Most communities require 
homeowners to pay a charge sufficient 
for operating a sewerage system, Lucas 


told the council. He pointed out that it 
costs more to take water away from a 
residence and clean it up than it does to 
supply a home with water. 

“It's just a matter of setting 
priorities,” he added. Cities in Florida 
and California, he noted, charge residents 
as much as $17 and $20 a month. 


While the council indicated they 
would not want to charge homeowners 
more than $5 montly, no decision was 
made on a charge. 

Other items which Lucas enumerated 
for upgrading the sewerage system 
included a sludge holding tank, drying 
beds, and a chlorination system.

substitutes. But the flu has hit many of 
their families too, and Mrs. Wrobel has a 
shortage of women who are able to 
handle the health room. 

When the Reporter called her for an 
interview, she had just brought her own 
child.home from school with a fever, but 
she was going to go back to school to 
check in on things before the end of the 
school day. 

The Health Room is a small room off 
the principal’s office with running water 
and room for two cots, two chairs and a 
medicine cabinet. “It is usually adequate, 
because we usually have only one or two 
children at a time.” 

This week and last week between six 
and eight children are in there at once, 
sometimes going up to 40 children per 
day. 

Parents leave cards at school with 
three different telephone numbers where 
they or a friend or relative may be 
reached. Mrs. Wrobel says that usually she 
can contact a parent within a few minutes 
to come and take the child home.

Youth Aid Bureau lists budget

The Shelby County Youth Aid 
Bureau is Operating this fiscal year on a 
budget of $68,511. 

Of this amount, $3,426 comes from 
local matching funds and the remainder, 
$65,085, comes from state and federal 
funds through the ALEPA funding. 

Youth Aid Bureau Director Larry 
Acton said the budget was approved by 
the state board after the fiscal year began. 
He is now requesting some revisions. 

The Bureau is administered through 
sponsorship of the Town of Helena. 

The Bureau is a service agency, so it 
is not surprising that 75 percent of the 
budget goes to salaries. The Bureau is 
budgeted for a director, two counselors 
and one secretary, for a total of $48,085 
per year plus $3,438 in fringe benefits. 

The Bureau has a budget of $2,640 
to hire youth workers for the year; $800 
for personnel to attend conferences and 
training meetings; and $13,548 for

Helena will be cracking down on 
industries who have neglected to buy a 
business license. The tawn council 
recorded a unanimous vote Monday night 
to charge a penalty to all businesses who 
are delinquent in paying the fee.

deputies from neighboring counties were 
given half the alias fee for bringing in 
offenders who were subsequently released 
without paying their fine.

Transportation heads list 


of senior citizens needs 


Transportation is the number one need 
among the elderly persons of Shelby 
County. 

This come out at the annual meeting 
on aging held by the Shelby County 
Council on Aging and the Birmingham 
Regional Planning Commission in 
Columbiana recently. 

At the meeting local citizens had the 
opportunity to express their ideas on 
which programs and services they felt are 
most importatnt for the elderly of Shelby 
County. 

The need for some form of public 
transportation has been obvious for years 
in Shelby County, and it appeared as the 
number one need among the elderly, who 
often do not have automobiles or cannot 
drive. 

The second need that came out of the 
meeting was for a Chore’ Service and a 
Friendly Visiting Program. These are 
programs that operate under federal 
programs in other parts of the state, but 
neither has been put into practice in 
Shelby County. 

A Chore Service is when volunteer 
groups, such as Scout groups or church 
groups volunteer to run errands for the 
elderly in their community. A Friendly 
Visiting Program consists of organized 
volunteers who go around on a regular 


schedule to visit the homebound elderly. 
Blount County now has such a program 
going, according to Linda Chalkley of the 
BRPC. 

The third need of the elderly was 
listed as Home Health Care. At present 
the Shelby County Health Department 
provides the only home health care 
available in the county. Budget problems 
plague the program, and it cannot be 
expanded under the present budget. 

The fourth need of the elderly is listed 
as meals served at congregate centers. 
Such meal programs are now offered at 
Calera, Vincent and Columbiana and 
transportation is available for getting the 
elderly to these places. But more centers 
are needed. Socializing is the main reason 
for establishing these programs, according 
to Ms. Chalkley, and they have been very 
successful. 

The fifth and final need for the elderly 
as listed by the group at the annual 
meeting was for meals delivered to the 
homebound. Again, transportation and 
wide distances make this program very 
difficult in Shelby County. 

Ms. Chalkley asks that anyone 
interested in providing ideas for the 
problems of the elderly to contact Mrs. 
Juanita Gardner, Shelby County 
Coordinator at 668-0573.

Nudsen said he hasn't had time to start 
fishing for himself yet. When his 
son-in-law, Chuck, is running around with 
new kinds of lures for bigmouths, Nudsen 
runs the store. 

Ernest Armstrong reports that his 
playroom is doing good business. One of 
his cabin renters, Butch Hinkle, caught 24 
crappie on Saturday and 10 or 12 on 
Sunday. 

Jerry Wooten at Okomo says there is a 
trick to catching crappie on the lake right 
now. Seems that the water temperature is 
warmer where streams feed into the lake 
and fish like to get cozy in those sloughs. 

Just find one of those secret places and 
start searching for the depth. Jimmy 
Boyd did just that. He pulled in about 30 
crappie on Peckerwood Creek. Jerry said 
that Boyd was catching those beauties at 
five and ten feet deep.

If you 
own your own boat then I’m sure you 
have your life preservers close at hand 
when parked over a crappie hole or 
buckled on when skipping from one bass 
bed to another. 

Flotation aids come in varous designs, 
and you should purchase the type that 
best suits your needs. Jacket and bib 
designs have superior bouyancy 
characteristics, because they hold the 
wearer upright with his face above the 
water. 

Another type is designed to turn the 
wearer from face down to face up if 
unconscious. 

Children’s devices are designed for 
persons weighing less than 90 pounds, 
Adults should never try to get by with 
using devices designed for children, and 
children should never use an adult device, 
since the larger size will not fit the child 
snugly enough to prevent him from 
slipping out of it. 

Bouyant cushions and ring life bouys 
are handy in cases of emergency, because 
they can be tossed to a person who has 
fallen into the water. Never wear a 
bouyant cushion on your back like a 
pack, because it may turn your face 
underwater. 

After use of your flotation devices be 
sure to store and care for it properly. 
Make sure the equipment is thoroughly 
dry and store it in a well ventilated area. 
Never store the equipment near heat, in 
the botton of a locker, or in deck storage 
boxes where moisture could accumulate. 
Avoid abusing the equipment, and never 
use a life saving device as 4 boat bumper. 
If the equipment becomes rotted or 
defective, it should be cut up to make 
sure that no one will use it

The boards belonged to Vincent also. 
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Earl Datcher was knocked down early in 
the first period, and if there's one person 
who can play mad, it’s Datcher. He led 
the scoring for the Yellowjackets with 19 
points and was one of the key factors in 
rebounding 

Vincent had 23 more rebounds than 
Montevallo. Although the Bulldogs shot

team. Vincent got the second and third 
shots, and those added to the defensive

Things were so bad for the Bulldogs,

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“Jaws” crunching up chunks of you 
wallowing in the salty surf has been a 
nightmare to many. But what about 
serving up Jaws as the main dinner 
course? 

In the Gulf and off the Atlantic 
coasts swim 62 species of sharks that are 
literally going to waste. They could be 
made into shark teriyaki or charcoal 
broiled. Orientals for centuries have used 
the fins in shark fin soup. Shark meat can 
be used for crab bait and also for pet 
food. At one time shark fishing boomed 
because the liver was a good source of 
vitamin A. Shark skin makes excellent 
leather, and you can make novelty 
necklaces and bracelets with the teeth. 
Other shark based items include fish oil, 
fertilizer and glue. 

I've been to the Gulf where incoming 
fishermen told me in salty language they 
had no luck, “except for a few small 
sharks we chopped up and threw away!’ 

Texas A & M and the Texas Parks 
and Wildlife Department are exploring 
fully the unfathomed field of shark 
utilization in the dining room. Shark 
species commonly caught in the Gulf are 
sand, dusky, sharpnose, bonnethead and 
blacktip. They range from three to seven 
feet and weigh up to 300 pounds. Does 
this strike a note with you briny water 
anglers? 

The Texas researchers selected 344 
persons from volunteers to sample three 
species of shark on as many points: 
flavor, taste and overall satisfaction. 
Surprising results show that taste testers 
compared the shark to the popular 
redfish. In Houston, supermarket 
shoppers were given samples of shark 
méat that had been breaded and 
deep-fried. Shoppers who tried 
the unusual tidbits found them 
surprisingly tasty. 

The researchers also discovered many 
persons do not buy commercial fish 
because of the small bones involved. 
However, the shark is a cartilaginous fish 
and has no bones to stick in your gullet. 
Testers found that in soups, gumbos and 
creoles laced with chunks of shark meat, 
reheating did not make the meat mushy. I 
wouldn’t be surprised if shark meat 
wouldn’t make good fish stock. 

If you go forth this summer to the 
salty seas and fight a shark to the finish, 
think about bringing the varmint home

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for use instead of following the usual 
procedure of cutting it up and feeding it 
“to the sharks.” If you see shark meat in 
fish markets, prepare it as soon as 
possible to get the best flavor. If you 
don’t prepare the shark within 24 hours 
after landing or purchasing - and this 
would be true of any fish - freeze it. You 
can soak your freshly caught shark meat 
in an icy solution of one cup salt to one 
gallon water to whiten the flesh and to 
neutralize any residual ammonia. Should 
you buy packaged shark from a seafood 
retailer, soaking should be unnecessary. 

‘Shark meat can be prepared much 
like any other fresh fish. It lends itself 
well to kabobs because the flesh is firm 
and will not fall off the skewers. Shark 
can be broiled, baked, fried, poached, 
grilled, smoked or served with a sauce. 
The cooked fish can also be flaked and 
combined with other ingredients to make 
a salad spread or dip. 

Still worried about an encounter with 
a great white shark? Over the world roam 
more than 250 species of sharks. Only 12 
of these have beerl known to attack 
humans: the great white, lemon, bull, 
hammerhead, dusky and mako being the 
killer sharks. 

In the future should you go deep sea 
fishing or surf casting and you land a 
shark, don’t cuss your bad luck. Praise 
your fine catch!

Non-resident 
hunting, fishing : 


fees may increase 


The Conservation Department 
Advisory Board at its recent meeting 
voted unanimous approval of an increase 
in non-resident fees for hunting and 
fishing in Alabama. 

The bill, if passed by the Legislature, 
would increase the hunting fees for 
non-residents from $10.15 to $15.25 for 
an annual small game only license; trom 
$25.15 to $50.25 for annual all-game 
license; and 7-day trip fees from $7.15 to 
$10.25 for small game; and trip all-game 
from $10.15 to $25.25. 

The bill on fishing privileges for 
non-residents, Commissioner John 
Hodnott continued, would double the 
license fees. Non-resident annual fishing 
license fees would increase from $5.00 to 
$10.00 and the 7-day trip license would 
increase from $2.00 to $4.00 with an 
issuance fee of 25 cents on both. 

With the passage by the Legislature of 
both of these pieces of legislation, 
Alabama would be more in line with 
other Southern states on the prices of 
non-resident hunting and fishing licenses, 
Commissioner Hodnett said.

Shelby County has few soils that are 
fertile enough to grow good vegetable 
crops without some help from you, the 
gardener. Unless you're willing to put 
some time and effort into making your 
garden soil the best it can be, you'll 
probably get disappointing results from 
your vegetable crops. 

Fortunately, there are several things 
you can do to improve your garden site. 
Remember, though, that soil 
improvement is a long-term process and it 
can take several years to put a garden into 
good shape. Don’t expect miracles the 
first year. 

Almost any sunny site with 
well-drained soil can produce a good 
vegetable crop—with some work on your 
part. And most garden crops will give fair 
yields on a wide range of soils even while 
you're working on improving the soil. 

Soil improvement is not complicated. 
All it involves is liming and fertilizing 
according to soil test results, plus some 
organic matter to improve the physical 
condition of the soil and small amounts 
of plant nutrients. 

You should add organic matter to the 


manures, and organic materials’ improve 
the physical condition of both light and 
heavy soils, It also increases the moisture 
and nutrient-holding capacity of light 
sandy soils. Besides improving the 
physical condition of the soil, organic 
matter also favors up the build-up of

high in nitrogen in the fall or use 
sparingly during growing season to avoid 
crop injury. Applications of high rates of 
partiallly decomposed woody material 
can sometimes tie up the soil nitrogen 
and make plants turn yellow. Applying 
two to three pints of ammonium nitrate 
per 1,000 square feet will usually correct 
this problem. 

The term organic matter refers to 
many different materials, suggest how 
much to apply is difficult. Most 


authorities agree that you must put out 
enough to change the physical condition 
of the soil. 

Up to one-third of the plow layer of 
soil may be organic material. Or, saying it 
another way, put out at least one inch of 
organic matter for each two inches of 
depth in soil preparation. For example, 
broadcast two inches for soil being turned 
four inches deep and three inches for soils 
turned six inches, etc. If poultry litter is 
used, apply about one-third this rate.

Westover water system 
touches off controversy

County Commissioner J. Alpha Lowe 
nominated three men to the board of the 
Water Authority at Monday’s 
Commission meeting to fill the places of 
the three who resigned last week. 

Lowe said he was anxious to get the 
authority functioning again, because he 
has personally been answering calls to 
keep the water system going since the 
resignations of the board members and 
the two employees last week. ‘‘I’ve spent 
more time with the Westover Water 
system this week than I have spent at 
home,” the Commissioner said. 

The Commission approved the three 
names Lowe submitted by a vote of 3 to 
1, Jake Morris of Wilsonville voted against 
the slate. He said he was under the 
impression that people from the 
community were going to suggest six 
names from which the Commission would 
choose three. He nominated Wilson 
Johnson but the majority accepted 
Lowe’s slate because the Westover system 
office is in Lowe’s district. 

The new board is composed of F. W. 
Elliott, Harold Rich and Wayne Archer. 

The action climaxed two weeks of 
intense activity in the Westover area 
among persons who were dissatisfied with 
the way the Authority’s business was 
being handled. ~ 

The series of events is briefly: Two 
weeks ago formal protests were lodged to 
the Commission about the board, then 
composed of F. W. Elliott, Bill Osborn 
and Alfred Alverson, chairman. 

Seventy of the 900 users of the water 
system signed a petition asking that an 
investigation be made. Allegations flew 
about the board’s hiring of relatives to do 
the work required on the water system. 

As a result, the three board members 
and the two employees resigned on 
February 24. (Board members are not 
paid. The employees are said to earn 
$200 a week each). 

Monday morning about 50 persons 
from the Westover area converged on the 
County Commission. 


They expressed dissatisfaction that 
they were not notified when a rate 
increase went into effect recently. They 
are now asked to pay $5.75 for the 
minimum of 3,000 galions of water per 
month. 

They also questioned how the money 
was spent and why relatives of board 
members were hired to work on the 
system. 

Several did testify that the 
maintenance man does excellent work 
and should be retained. He resigned with 
the others last Thursday. 

Commissioner Jake Morris told the 
group that he and Commissioner Lowe 
“would investigate any grievances you 
can back up.” 

Lowe told the group the books were 
all turned over to an auditor, who in a 
preliminary report can find nothing 
wrong. A full audit was made on January 
1, Lowe said, and a new audit for the 
ensuing two months is in progress. 

Lowe quoted Roger Traywick, 
administrator of the Farmers Home 
Administration who made the loan to 
establish the Westover Water Authority as 
saying it is one of the best financed and 
best operated water systems anywhere 
Lowe said that the price of water is $6 in 
the Spring Creek Water Authority near 
Shelby and that any other new system 
now in process would have to charge a 
minimum of $8. 

Probate Judge Tommy Snowden 
commented that the people owe thanks 
to Alph Lowe and Rex Smilie for keeping 
the system operating for the past few 
days. 

James O. Bonner commented that 
there are several people in the community 
who could keep the water system 
functioning and would be glad to donate 
their services 

After others were heard the Westover 
delegation left. It was later in the day 
when Lowe nominated new members to 
the board. Several of the dissatisfied 
customers are said to be angry that the 
appointments were made so soon. 
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Valley School charges unfair treatment

Valley School feels that the Board of 
Education has discriminated against it. 
Dr. Norma Rogers. principal, wrote a 
letter to the board protesting theit 
handling of funds for janitorial and 
clerical help. 

Dr. Rogers stated that the Board had 
authorized her to hire an aide in order for 
the school to receive accreditation by the 
Southern Association of Colleges and 
Schools. She says a decision in June cut 
the school’s funds available for clerical 
help by lumping it with janitorial services, 

Dr. Rogers’ aide works both in her 
office and in the school library. Now that 


there is not enough money available. 
Valley is having to pay part of the aide’s 
salary out of money raised by the school. 

The principal urged the Board to live 
by its original agreement and supply 
money for the aide, in addition to the 
allocation for janitorial work. 

School superintendent Elvin Hill said 
that in his opinion it is unfair to hire an 
extra person for Valley and not for the 
other schools, (both those that are 
accredited and those where principals 
have to teach), 

“Valley gets the same amount per 
child as the other schools,” said Hill. 
Therefore he feels that it would be 


unwise to supply additional money to the 
school to pay for the aide’s salary. 

Valley School trustee Roland Lee 
objected, saying, “I'd hate to see Valley 
lose its accreditation over something like 
this.” He pointed out that a janitorial 
cost increase is coming, and that soon it 
will be almost impossible for the school 
to pay the aide and keep the building 
clean. 

Hill replied, “We're not taking away 
accreditation from Valley.” 

Board member Elaine Hughes 
indicated that she did not realize in June 
that Dr. Rogers’ aide fell into the 
category of clerical and janitorial help.

‘Lady Luck’ smiles, Fiorella 


released; judge denies request 
to visit Shelby County 


Sam Fiorella, widely known Shelby 
County figure, often called the “kingpin 
of gambling in Alabama,” found that lady 
luck was smiling on him last Friday. 

He was let out of federal prison in 
Springfield, Mo. before authorities 
realized they should have held him until a 
hearing could be conducted on the 
revoking of his probation. This hearing 
was to be on charges that he gambled 
while in prison at Maxwell Air Force Base 
in Montgomery. 

Fiorella was serving a year and a day 
sentence after pleading guilty last April to 
hindering a government investigation of 
his businesses. He was let out of prison 54 
days early because of “good time.” He 
could have lost his “good time” if he had 
been found guilty of violating his 
probation. 

When he began serving his sentence, 
he was first assigned to Maxwell AFB 
prison and had been there several weeks 
when officials, acting with a search 
warrant, allegedly found evidence of 
gambling in his cell. He was sent to a 
prison in Arkansas and then to 
Springfield. 

Fiorella returned to Birmingham and 
when officials learned of their mistake, 
they ordered him to report to U. S. 
Magistrate R. Macey Taylor. A Missouri 
judge set a $10,000 bond in connection 
with the upcoming hearing, set for March 
24 at 9:30 a.m. 

Judge Taylor ordered Fiorella not to 
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leave Jefferson County, and Fiorella 
responded, “I'd like to know if I could go 
to Shelby County, because that’s where I 
have some business.” 

The judge refused the request unless 
he could come up with a “substantive, 
compelling reason.”

sending the boat into an uncontrolled 
spin. 

All three occupants were thrown 
from the craft. Wells was the only one 
wearing a life jacket. The other men had 
not put theirs on. There were no 
eye-witnesses to the accident which 
claimed the two lives. Wells was brought 
to the store at Okomo Camp where Mike 
Cox, of Shelby administered first aid 
until the rescue units arrived. The boat 
meanwhile continued to spin out of 
control for about 60 minutes until it ran 
out of gas. 

First on the scene was Eddie Martin, 
Jr. and the Lay Lake Rescue Squad which 
arrived about 1:30. After sending Wells to 
Shelby Memorial for treatment, Martin 
started a search for the two bodies which 
lasted over 20 hours and involved the 
Harpersville, Coosa Valley, and 
Childersburg Rescue units. 

The initial search ended between 
seven and eight Saturday night and 
resumed the next morning. 

At 10:15 am. Sunday morning, 
Eldridge’s body was recovered and at 
11:19 Little’s body was also brought to 
the surface. No markings were on the 
bodies and the cause of death was 
pronounced as drowning. 

The two deaths were the first such 
this year on Lay Lake. In 1976, two lives 
were also lost. Those deaths were near the 
Childersburg Bridge. 
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Nonetheless, she said that she feels that 
the Board increased the two-fold 
appropriation even more than requested.

He 
added that he uses eight students under 
the direction of the assistant principal to 
keep THS clean. 

Elaine Hughes suggested that the 
Board look over Valley’s budget and seek 
ways to cut back elsewhere in order to 
finance both janitorial services and the 
aide’s salary. 

North county board member Barbara 
Whitman made a motion that the Board 
of Education table the subject for the 
present. Mrs. Hughes seconded the move, 
which passed unanimously, to the 
displeasure of several Valley School 
supporters present at the meeting.

Education Board violated trust

The parents of students in the north 
county area are still at it’... but they had 
no more luck reaching an agreement with 
the Board of Education last Wednesday 
than they had earlier. 

This time they asked that the Board 
spend all of its $4 million in school 
construction funds in the north county 
area alone. Some 25 parents appeared 
before the Board, claiming, “We earned 
the money, it is there.” 

In a statement read by spokesman 
Dr. Reginald Hug. the group reviewed 
their involvement in helping to bring the 
county $2 million. They said that they 
had worked long and hard to get this 
naximum amount when county officials 
felt it was just wishful thinking. 

The group recalled that the $2 
million Riverchase middle school project 
was already slated before the additional 
$2 million was made available by the 
Legislature. Theréfore, they feel that 
because of their efforts the additional 
sum should be spent in their area too. 

“When will you stop acting like part 
of the problem?” Dr. Hug asked, He said 
that the group feels that the Board of 
Education has “prostituted the trust” 
they had in the Board. Hug’s statement 
Was met with applause as he ended his 
remarks. 

Board chairman Bill Cosper replied 
to the criticism, saying, “I don’t feel you 
and your group are the only ones to get 
the county this money.” He pointed out 
that the Board had met twice before with 
the legislative delegation to emphasize the 
seriousness of the county’s expansion 
problems. 

Board member Elaine Hughes added 
that the Board had indeed taken the 
problem before the state senators, and 
that the delegation in Montgomery had 
been well informed of the situation. She 
gave much credit to her colleagues who 
have worked on the Board for years to 
ease the problem. 

The parents argued that they had 


been asstired that the state’s $2 million 
would be spent in the impacted area of 
the north county region, They charged 
that much of the money is now slated for 
areas that are not impacted, They 
particularly objected to spending one 
million dollars for a new elementary 
school in Columbiana. 

Roland Lee objected to the Board’s 
provision of only four new classrooms at 
Valley School as “‘an obscenity,” 

Board member Lavon Moore pointed 
out that the northwest part of the county 
is not the only impacted area, calling 
attention to Montevallo’s crowded 
classrooms. He explained that the Board 
has an obligation to other parts of the 
county and that all taxpayers deserve the 
same consideration. 

Chairman Cosper asked if there was a 
Board member present who would vote 
to spend the $2 million in the north 
county area, in addition to the building 
of the new Riverchase school. 

Member Barbara Whitman said that 
She feels the Board should spend 
whatever it takes to solve school 
crowding problems. Cosper said that this 
was not what he had asked. 

Elaine Hughes replied that she feels 
that the new Riverchase project and the 
renovation/expansion of Helena School 
“are concrete steps toward solving the 
problem.” 

Cosper told the group, “If this was 
the only problem in the county. we 
would spend the money” as the Pelham 
parents requested. “There's not one 
group of school leaders in the county that 
does not feel that they have been 
discriminated against.” 

Elaine Hughes made a motion that 
the Board keep the same priorities as 
before and not change them to suit the 
north county parents. Douglas Kent 
seconded the move, which was supported 
by the rest of the Board. 

The Pelham area parents left in 
disgust, charging, “We feel that the Bourd 
has violated our trust.” 


Littleton fraud trial 
begins in Federal court 


State Senator Obie Littleton was 
faced with testimony in his fraud trial 
that he accepted kickbacks in return for 
approving loans to various individuals 
while he was an officer of the First 
Federal Savings & Loan in Clanton, 


The trial began in federal court in 
Montgomery Monday under District 
Judge Frank M. Johnson. 

Littleton represented all of Shelby 
County in the Senate from 1971 until 
1975. After the state was re-districted, his 
district includes a large part of southern 
and eastern Shelby County, which he has 
represented since 1975 

Testimony from T. Richard 
Easterling of Clanton said that Littleton 


was a silent partner in a firm with him 
and his brother, Ralph Easterling, and 
that he gave Littleton a check made out 
to John A. Hines, Jr. for $1,066 on Sept. 
4, 1975, which he said represented 
one-third of the profits from a house the 
Easterlings built for John C. Smith. 

In the Tuesday trial session, Judge 
Johnson refused to allow testimony from 
the now deceased Ralph Easterling, who 
was murdered last year. Prosecuting 
attorneys wanted to call Roger Dale Mims 
to give an account of conversations he 
allegedly had with the late Ralph 
Easterling, but Johnson would not allow 
Mims to testify. 

The trial is expected to continue 
through this week. 


Baptists seeking to expand 


Montevallo student center 


Dr. George Bagley, Executive 
Secretary of the Alabama Baplist State 
Convention appeared before the 
Montevallo City Council Monday night, 
requesting the city grant two variances 
and permit the beginning of a project to 
renovate and expand the Baptist Student’ 
Center building. 

Detailed 
expansion project were submitted to the 
Montevallo Zoning Board at an earlier 
date. The Zoning Board during a meeting 
last week, refused to recommend 
variances with the existing ordinances. 


plans of the proposed 


Plans for the renovation and 
expansion project call for an addition to 
the present Baptist Student Center 
building located at the intersection of 
Highland Avenue and Plowman Streets, 
one block from the University of 
Montevallo campus. 

Present plans. if approved, would 
bring the structure to within 16 feet of 
the present property line. Montevallo’s 
Zoning ordinances require that no 
building in a multiple dwelling residential 
zone be located closer than 30 feet from 
the property line. 

The project of expansion and 
renovation does not provide for off street 


parking. 

It is on these two points that the 
city’s zoning board refused to grant an 
exception to the ordinances. 

Proponents of the project state that 
those who use the Baptist Center walk to 
the building and seldom drive cars. 
Proponents therefore state that the 
project will not increase the city’s parking 
problems. 

Several citizens were present at 
Monday night’s meeting to urge the City 
Council to grant the variances and permit 
the project to begin. Speaking favorably 
for the project were the Rev, George 
Steincross, pastor of the University 
Baptist Church; Rev. Robert Ford, 
Baptist campus minister, and J. Danny 
Cooper, a teacher at Montevallo High 
School. 

Members of the City Council took no 
action on Dr. Bagley’s request, stating 
they needed more time to study the 
request. 

Bagley urged the council to approve 
the request at an early date, because 
every week's delay means an increase in 
cost of the project. 

Council members tentatively agreed 
to meet Thursday night to act on the 
request,

Judge Hill said the letter would leave 
Columbiana, “Before the sun sets 
tomorrow.”

It was a case of good news and bad 
news that Montevallo Mayor Ralph Sears 
reported to members of the Motnevallo 
City Council Monday night.

The letter from the AWIC indicated, 
however, that should a project with a 
higher priority rating not proceed in 
accordance with its approved 
implementation plan, then regulations 
permit the funding of lower priority 
projects. 

Sears indicated that the city’s 
engineering firm of Lucas and Carr will 
forward an implementation plan to the 
AWIC, putting Montevallo in a position 
of being ready to proceed with the 
project in the event funds become 
available.

Rescue squad coordinator 


explains organization’s position 


Eddie Martin of Shelby, assistant 
coordinator of the Lay Lake Rescue 
Squad says he is the one who refused to 
let the Squad’s truck help in fighting 
forest fires in the Shelby area over the 
February 19-20 weekend. 

The reason, he said, is that the truck 
is just a pickup, and is not equipped in 
any way for fighting fires. It has a 
communications radio in it, but no other 
equipment he said. For that reason, he 
though it was unnecessary for the truck 
to be called out. 

He emphasized however, that many 
members of the Lay Lake Rescue Squad 
helped in fighting the fires on their own 
as individuals, although he did not call 
them out as a unit. 

He says that according to the unit's 
bylaws, only the sheriff can order the 


unit out, and he did not receive a call 


from the sheriffs office during the | 


outbreak of fires. 

The Civil Defense director did ask 
him to call out the squad and the truck, 
but Martin told the Reporter he did not 
do so, because it is mainly a water rescue 
unit with no equipment “not even a 
beater’’ for fighting fires. 

Last Saturday night, the Lay Lake 
Rescue Squad was called out to find the 
bodies of two drowning victims. Martin 
said they worked until late Saturday and 
resumed the search on Sunday. They 
were prepared to work through the night, 
with a pontoon boat, lights, generator, 
and other equipment, but because of 
tornado warnings, Deputy James Edwards 
advised them not to stay out on the 
water.

THE GENESIS FLOOD 


The Genesis !lood ts one of the most 
significant events in the history of the world 
Though some object to a universi!l food, as 
described in Genesis 6-9, the evadence of the 
flood which covered the whole earth is 
overwhelming. 


Enough Water Available? 

Some object to the universal food by 
arguing that not enough water was available; 
thus, they contend that the flood in Genesis 
was nothing more than a localized food. The 
arguments used are falacious. Concerning the 
amount of available water, scientists state thut 
if the earth’s mountains and valleys were 
smoothed out, water would cover the entire 
earth at a depth of 12,000 feet. Further, they 
state that at one time vastly more water 
covered the earth's surface than now and that 
huge amounts of water are in the interior of the 
earth. Still further, volcanoes are sources of 
Producing water by combining hydrogen and 
Oxygen, and by ejecting it in the form of steam. 
Thus, the Bible states that the “fountains of the 
great deep” broke up during the Mood. There 
Was more than enough water availuble for the 
universal flood. 


Local, or Universal Flood? 

Others object to the universal flood by 
saying that this ood would be a catastrophic 
event. Such a flood would require the 
abandoning of Darwin's theory of evolution 
and Lyell’s doctrine of uniformity. Such 
objection did not take pluce until the 1800's 
now, however, many try to make the flood 
localized to try to harmonize it with the above 
unscientific theories. Numerous evidences exist 
that the flood covered the whole world. Virst, 
over 100 traditions in many different 
civilizations record a world-wide Mood. Second, 
the Bible speaks of the “end of all Mesh” (Gen 
6: 13), “all of the mountains under the whole 
heaven were covered” (Gen. 7-19), “bor the 
waters were on the face of the whole earth” 
(Gen. 8:9), Third, the fact that only cight souls 
were saved bespeaks a universal Mood (1 Pet. 
3:20, 21). Fourth, if the flood were local only, 
why build the ark? Why not migrate out of the 
region of the flood? Lifth, why have to remain 
in the ark for one year and ten days if the flood 
were only localized? Sixth, if the flood were 
local, why did not the rainbow mean that no 
more localized floods would come? 

Of course, we can see that such objections 
are but weak attempts to question the accuracy 
and inspiration of God’s Word. More is 16

Modern Shelby families enjoy rustic log cabin

“Il was born in a log cabin,” a 
politician used to say, and was assured of 
hundreds of votes. 

The log cabin that was home to 
millions of frontier Americans was 
popular because it could be built out of 
the materials at hand and could be put 
together inexpensively in a few days with 
help from family and neighbors. 

Now a new version of the log cabin is 
making its appearance in Shelby County - 
and it is far from the humble abode that 
the original log cabin was. 

With the many improvements in 
technology, it is now possible to have the 
rustic comfortable appearance of logs, yet 
still have air conditioning, streamlined 
kitchens and luxurious bathrooms. 

The Frank Burder family of the 
Altadena area and the Gus Kunaths who 
live southwest of Montevallo, are two 
families who have built modern log 
homes and are finding them very livable. 

“I don’t ever want to live anywhere 


else,” is the way Donna Burder puts it. 
The log homes are built of Virginia pine 
logs 8 to IL inches in diameter. A 
customer can order logs to build the size 


and style home he wants. The logs are 
shipped to the site, and the home is built 


with whatever modifications the customer 
wants. 

The interior of the homes can be 
decorated in any style the owner prefers. 
In the Burder home, the natural logs form 
the interior walls, Curtains, carpeting and 
furniture change the style of the different 
rooms. Three spacious bedrooms upstairs 
provide the family, (which includes two 
little daughters, Megan and Carrie) and a 
guest room. 

Downstairs, the modern applicances 
and fixtures of the kitchen bring all the 
20th century conveniences to food 
preparation, yet in a wonderfully log 
cabin atmosphere. 

The living room features a fireplace,

firefighting policies for town 


Wilsonville’s Volunteer Fire 
Department is going over its policies in 
regard to providing fire protection to the 
town and surrounding communities. 

Fire Chief Charles Dillard and 
fireman Paul Edwards appeared before 
the Town Council Monday night to 
discuss present fire policies. 

Dillard said that their policies have 
evolved over several years, and all the 
firemen know what is expected of them, 
but these policies have never been written 
down. 

Dillard pointed out that by having a 
fire department Wilsonville homeowners 
save about half the cost of fire insurance. 
Persons not covered by fire departments 
pay twice as much, he said. 

By having the fire department, 
Wilsonville is considered a Class 8 for 
insurance purposes and would be a Class 
10 without it. 

Dillard submitted records to the 
council on the number of fire calls the 
department has answred during the years 
1960 - 1976. During that period there

were 57 fires involving houses and 
buildings. Of these 25 (44%) were outside 
the city limits. 


During the same period the 
department sent men to 67 grass and 
brush fires, of which 27 were outside 
town. 

The department also fought fires in 
10 automobiles, four of which were 
outside town.

proves tedious task

Rocking their way to a church 
convention is what an eager group of 
Chelsea young people did last weekend. 
4 In their own rocking chairs they 
earned nearly $400. 

Many people in the K-Springs area 
were sitting down to dinner in their 
homes last Friday evening around 6:00. 
At the same time a dozen youths from 
the Church of God eagerly took their 
places in rocking chairs at the Yellow 
Leaf Lodge. Participants in a 
‘‘rock-a-thon,” the rockers and their 
rocking chairs would be a study in 
perpetual motion for the next 23 hours. 

To earn money to pay their way to 
the Church of God Youth Convention in 
Gulf Shores during AEA week in 
mid-March, the young people had secured 
pledges from church and community 
sources. Some sponsors pledged to pay a 
certain amount for each hour or rocking 
completed; others pledged so much for 
completing the entire stint. As a result, 
the youth rocked themselves to a total of 
nearly four-hundred dollars during their 
venture. 

When asked at 6:00 p.m., Friday if 
they thought they could last through an 
entire night and day of rocking, both 
Helen Moore and Jimmy Carter gave 
identical replies: “I’m going to try.” In 
fact, each young person expressed similar 
determination to rock the distance, 

To prove their determination the 
young people had brought stereos, radios 
and TV’s; several were blaring at the same 
time. Beside each well-padded rocking 
chair were bags and boxes of food and 
soft drinks. And to relieve the anticipated 
boredom, a half-dozen table games were 
scattered among the rockers and a Rook 
game was already in progress. 

However, by 11:30 that same 
evening the mood had shifted. While the 
rocking continued, the youths now 
seemed more aware of the task ahead of 
them than they hada few hours earlier. 
Music was more subdued; some sets were 
not even playing. 

Two of the young people admitted 
that they had taken pills to keep 
themselves awake. Helen still felt no sense 
of tiredness although Timmy said his feet 
and legs were begifning to feel tired. And 
Rhonda Heffner said she was sure her rear 
end would have been tired if she had not 
brought so many pillows. Rhonda 
brought nine. 

Early Saturday morning hoarseness 
was detectable in the voices of a number 
of the youth. All night they had taken 
five-minute breaks each hour and a 
fifteen-minute break every three hours. 
Running around in the damp night air 
during their breaks, added to the loss of 
sleep was the probable cause of 
hoarseness. But the outdoor activity was 
important in keeping droopy eyes open 
and tired bodies rocking. Tim and Helen 

Nad both cut their food consumption and 
Teresa Luellen stated that eating and 
rocking made her stomach a bit queasy. 

Around 10:00 a.m. Don Smith’s 
rocker broke. Was it bad luck or good 
fortune? At any rate, Don gave little 
attention to possible repairs and quickly 
left the Lodge. By this time, Sherry 
Bailey’s services as a relief rocker were 
much in demand. She kept chairs rocking 
as their intended occupants took a few 
liberties with the rules and briefly did 
other things. 

Shortly after noon the activity was 
paced like a slow-motion movie. Speech 
was sluggish and often confused. Timmy 
was looking forward to going home at 
6:00, taking a bath and going to bed. 
Helen still was not sleepy, she said, but 
she would go to bed when she got home 
is she was sleepy. Debbie Holcombe's 
flushed cheeks and bleary eyes silently 
told her unmistakable story. 

By 5:30 Saturday afternoon every 
rocker was glad it was over. Chris Thomas 
and Starr Moore had already gone home.

Chelsea school split urged 


Board of Ed. hears parents’ complaints

“I wouldn’t recommend splitting 
Chelsea School at this time,” 
Superintendent of Education Elvin Hill 
recommended to the Board of Education 
last week. But many people in Chelsea 
disagree. 

According to Hill, when the school’s 
four new classrooms and band room are 
complete, “‘it won't be overcrowded.” 
But a delegation of parents from that area 
say that it is already too crowded and 
that the extra rooms will not solve the 
immediate crunch. 

Board Chairman Bill Cosper told the 
rest of the Board that he has visited 
Chelsea recently, and it was his 
understanding that the faculty,and school 
leaders had withdrawn the request to split 
the twelve grades at the school into an 
elementary and a high. 

The parents said that as far as they 
know the community is still strongly in 
favor of dividing the school. Cosper said 
that he had understood that principal 
Gerald Garrett and school leaders now 
want to reconsider the school division. 

Board member Lavon Moore told the 
group that “most of the people in Chelsea 
recognize that the elementary and high 
school grades need to be separated.” He 
explained that when the new classrooms 
are finished, the school will be separated 
into two distinct geographic areas. 

Superintendent Hill recommended 
that no change be made. 

A spokesman for the Chelsea*parents 
group impressed the community’s feeling 
upon the Board. “We do most definitely 
want a split considered. We don’t want 
the Board to forget our needs and to 
remove us from a high priority,’ she 
continued. 

The group summed up the 
involvement of parents in the day-to-day 
affairs of Chelsea School by noting, “The 
community is on fire to help the school.” 

Board chairman Cosper assured the

parents that “if it is the desire of the 
leadership of the school to separate 
Chelsea School, I will support it.” 

Later in the Board of Education 
meeting, Lavon Moore confirmed that the 
current classroom construction plan had 
been modified to provide for a hallway. 
The Board had earlier noticed that the 
plan allowed restroom access from the 
new classrooms by way of a route 
through the cafeteria or by an outdoor 
path. 

Parents from other parts of the 
county may not have felt that the Board 
was as cooperative with their requests. 
The plight of the north county parent 
group is covered in a separate Reporter 
story. 

A request was denied to a Wilsonville 
area parent who wants to enroll her 
children in Columbiana Elementary when 
they begin school. Mrs. Sandra Dupree, 
who lives in the Wilsonville school 
district, wants her children to go to 
school near where their babysitter lives. 

The Board refused the request 
because of their policy not to grant a 
waiver on grounds of convenience. 

A Calera teacher who lives in Hoover 
will be allowed to enroll her children at 
her school. The Board said that it has 
been their policy to let teachers who live 
out of the county bring their children 
with them to school. 

The Board made short work of 
several items on their agenda. They gave 
Superintendent Hill permission to seek 
local bids on school bus bodies, rather 
than accept the state’s low bid from an 
Indiana firm. 

Hill indicated that it would take four

Overloaded trucks continue to 
damage Shelby County roads. On 
February 14 County deputy Wilkerson 
stopped a truck on County Highway 22 
that exceeded the county's weight limits 
by 44,502 pounds.

Residents of the Turner Community 
in Beat 5 report to the Department of 
Public Works that they are unhappy with 
a tremendous illegal trash dump. This 
dump is growing larger everyday. It is 
close beside the pavement of county 


highway 13 near the western county 
boundary. 
Since this route is increasingly 


popular for travellers from the Tuscaloosa 
area to this county, many people form 
their first impression of the community 
and the county from this unsightly mess. 
Local residents find their environment 
damaged and property values decreased. 

Only eight and one-half miles away 
at Helena is the Shelby County Sanitary 
Landfill, where there is no charge for 
proper disposal of such garbage. There 
the debris is buried each day in accord 
with State Law. 

Across the county on County 41 
near Dunavant other residents report 
similar problems. In this area, where 
mountain beauty is the greatest asset, an 
old hilltop borrow area is now one of 
Shelby County’s largest remaining illegal 
dumps. 

These dumps persist although for a 
very modest fee such waste will be picked 
up once a week by garbage collectors 
operating under franchises granted by the 
Shelby County Commission.

Hill, supervisor say need change 


by Willard Harrison 

Running the railroads is an old 
Shelby County tradition for school bus 
riders. But it may soon be a thing of the 
past to see a youngster get out at the 
tracks to flag the school bus across. 

County bus supervisor William Carter 
asked the Board of Education last week 
to reconsider the need of having a 
flagman to run the railroad tracks. 

Superintendent of Education Elvin 
Hill told the Board, “‘It is not a state law 
to run the tracks.” He told them that 
state public safety officials feel that it is 
much safer for buses to cross train tracks 
without letting a child out to flag them 
acrOss. 

Carter told the Board of Education 
that the flagging practice is dying out in 
the state. “About 80% of state school 
systems no longer do this,” Carter told 


them. ‘‘Only five systems still use 
flagmen.” 
The bus supervisor cited several 


reasons why he feels that it is unwise to 
continue with the same methods of 
crossing tracks. He pointed out that it is 
unsafe to the child who does the flagging, 
and often the student is not properly 
trained to do the job. 

He added that it is becoming 
increasingly difficult to get older bus 
riders to run the tracks. Other problems 
noted by Carter were the length of time 
needed to cross the tracks, and the 
hazards to auto drivers while the bus 
slowly crosses. 

His suggestion is that the board move 
to permit the drivers to stop 15 feet from 
tracks, roll down the window and open 
the door to listen, and to cross when they 
feel that it is indeed safe. He noted that 
the bus’s flashing red lights would not 
even be needed in this case. 

Elvin Hill agreed with Carter’s 
suggestion to amend the rule. He told the 
Board that if the county keeps the policy 
of having a student run the tracks, “A 
fool will hurt someone someday.” The

Hill noted that about 75% of the 
county buses cross railroad tracks, with 
one bus crossing tracks 20 times a day. 
Noting that only Jefferson County has 
more railroad crossings than Shelby, he 
told the Board, ““We must change as the 
times change.” 

Board member Barbara Whitman 
commented that she still likes the idea of 
using the flashing lights on the bus when 
it stops, even if the Education Board 
decides to do away with the flagman 
policy. The board took no action on the 
suggestion, deciding to think over the 
matter before bringing it to a vote.

Altadena change denied 

In other busing matters, the Board 
vetoed an idea brought to them in a 
petition from parents in the Altadena 
area of north Shelby County. 

The group requested that the route 
be changed to allow buses to enter 
Altadena Forest Road ithe vicinity of 
Caldwell Mill Road and Old Caldwell Mill 
Road. They contend that the bus stop 
located at the bottom of a steep hill is 
extremely dangerous to children waiting 
for the bus. 

The petition stated that the bus stop 
is unsafe because of the speed of vehicles 
topping the ridge and speeding downhill 
to the stop located almost at the Cahaba 
River. The parents asked that the bus be 
permitted to enter the Altadena Forest 
Apartments drive and pick up children 
who live elsewhere down the road. 

They also pointed out that the lack 
of a shelter there constitutes a health 
hazard to the children who have to stand 
outside in severe weather. 

Bus chief Carter opined that perhaps 
the best step in increasing the safety of 
the site is to have parents train the 
children to stay off the road. He said that 
there is 1,000 foot visibility of vehicles in

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Crappie are still being plucked from 
the water. Although a rain in the middle 
of last week slowed the warming of the 
water temperature, folks still continued 
to come out and try their luck. 

I don’t know if Rux Carter sold a 
policy, but both he and Ben Skelton got 
some nice crappie last Wednesday. As 
usual, Norman Lefkovits and Joel 
Robertson brought in a bunch. Bill Henke 
said that he had a late developing crowd 
on Saturday. The weather called for 
thunderstorms and rain Saturday. but 
when the day dawned, the only thing wet 
was the water. Seems a lot of folks had 
changed plans after listening to the news 
and made some alterations in their 
weekend. The change of weather forced 
some people to abandon the alterations 
and head for the river. Did you follow 
that? 

Henke said he saw a bunch of strings 
of crappie. The strings ranged from 30 to 
60. 

Jerry Wooten at Okomo was busy 
Saturday and Sunday, but not necessarily 
with business. His place was the scene of 
the accident that claimed two lives. 

Jerry still has some advice on the 
fishing. Crappie are biting various colored 
jigs, around old tree tops, and about 18 
to 24 inches deep said Wooten. As the 
water warms, the fishing will get hotter. 

While fishing during the day, some 
anglers are whittling during the night. 
Turkey season re-opens March 15th, and 
ole Tom is sure to be waiting for a wife. 
The right sounds from that hand carved 
redwood box, corn cob and slate, 
diaphram, or an old reliable, will bring 
that bird a-runnin’. 

There are several spots around the 
county that are sure to reward its hunters 
with a prize for the dinner table. The 
other morning while scouting around for 
some evidence of gobblers, | came across 
a pretty big scratch. I’m not about to 
reveal where it is, but I'll say this, you 
can hunt, or fish from almost the same 
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place. 

One locality | will reveal is one that 
Chuck Farrington told me about several 
months ago. Seems that about two miles 
up the creek from his and Betty’s camp is 
a big roost. Every morning during the fall 
Chuck would watch the birds leave the 
roost and head for feeding grounds. 

If you're going to try your skill at 
hunting these old birds, you'll almost 
have to leave the night before to get a 
good place around the roost to become 
undetectible. Camouflage clothing is a 
must, and practice of your calling should 
have already begun. 

According to some good 
information, only two calls are essential 
for hunting spring gobblers: the cluck and 
the yelp. When the neighbors start staking 
out your house in the early pre-dawn 


, hours, you know that you'll have a pretty 


good chance of getting shot by a fellow 
hunter or bagging a gobbler. Be sure when 
you go out to know the exact location of 
your partners. It has happened more than 
once that two hunters have called to each 
other for an hour or more without being 
the wiser. 

I’m still deliberating what I'll use at 
my secret spot. | could make a tape 


recording of the new baby next door. I - 


don’t know if it would attrack the 
gobblers, but it sure would make them 
cock their head to the side wondering 
what the noise was. 

If you need practice on calling the 
big bird, pick up a record or cassette 
instruction recording. One precaution, 
make sure you’re home alone when trying 
out your call for the first time. For some 
reason, wives have a habit of getting 
headaches when listening to the birds of 
the wild outdoors, 

Till next week, keep casting about 
and do a death defying act: wear your life 
preserver. The two men who died last 
weekend just had theirs lying on the seat 
next to them. They didn’t think it could 
happen to them either.

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Want to help wildlife? Build a water 
hole for your backyard creatures by 
burying that kiddie wading pool that’s 
become useless because of the pinholes. 

If you can, patch those holes and dig 
a pit to hold the plastic pool at ground 
surface. Fill it with your hose. then plant 
seed-bearing herbs, such as benne 
(sesame) round the outside edges to feed 
the birds. If you live in a rural area and 
you have a tiny trickle on the back “40”, 
you could salvage three or four old 
wading pools to hold water during those 
dry summer and fall months. 

Years ago Roy Johnston, Ft. Benning 
wildlife chief, dug with bulldozers a 
couple of rather deep but small ‘‘wildlife 
water holes” in the deep sandy lands of 
the eastern portion of the military 
reservation. These were his idea and I saw 
them in my frequent visits. At first 1 
couldn't see any justification for the 
water holes. But after we had driven miles 
across scrub oak ridges and over 
shimmering sand roads with no streams or 
farm ponds in evidence, I saw the need 
for frée water for wildlife. 

The holes Roy dug became the nuclei 
of oases. No palm trees sprouted, but one 
October we found the holes really 
attracted wildlife. We found deer, turkey, 
mink and raccoon tracks in profusion. In 
fact, we flushed a couple dozen doves 
taking on water around the bare-ground 
shoreline. 

A thought just occurred to me. 
Should you plant a pool in your 
backyard, take precautions against 
accidental drowning if neighborhood kids 
are about. 

Years ago I lost faith in bird 
repellents. I tried sticky stuff to keep 
birds from perching. It worked for a few 
days. At my suggestion farmers coated 
their young apple trees with special 
materials. Deer continued to chomp on 
the tree buds. I once shot firecrackers, 
using a special pistol that launched the 
cracker like an artillery projectile before 
it exploded a couple hundred feet in the 
air as the blackbirds came in to roost in

the bamboo curtain | had built around 
my place. This harassment at dusk went 
on for two weeks. Then the 90,000 or so 
birds decided to find a new roost. Six 
weeks later they were back. Solution? | 
had to cut down the bamboo and kill the 
soil to destroy the rhizomes. 

However, the U. S. Dept. of the 
Interior has developed a repellent to use 
on birds raiding sweet cherry crops. If 
this repellent is successful, it will be the 
first time a chemical has been approved 
for fruit protection. 

This chemical is methiocarb, a 
short-lived carbamate that breaks down 
rapidly in sunlight. It is an emetic... an 
agent that causes vomiting. When birds 
eat a few cherries, they soon learn to 
associate the taste of methiocarb with its 
effects. However, the effect is temporary 
and the birds recover rapidly. This 
material has been tested for more than 10 
years and no bird deaths pointing to the 
material have been recorded. The 
chemical seems to work on every major 
species of bird that damages fruit. 

Initial data from other experiments 
conducted by Fish and Wildlife Service 
biologists show methiocarb looks 
promising as a bird repellent on 
blueberries and grapes. This means | can 
fold and store away my_ bird-proof 
netting I’ve had to drop over my 
blueberry bushes every summer. 

Believe it or not, I’ve tied the netting 
over bushes like pulling a stocking over 
my head and tying the bottom edge 
around my neck. I have counted as many 
as 25 mockingbirds, cardinals, catbirds, 
bluejays and brown thrashers inside the 
net during a short period. | don’t know 
how they did it, but they found tiny 
holes they could sneak through. Once 
under the net they perched on limbs and 
gulped down pounds of juicy big 
blueberries as large as marbles. I watched 
them! 

No, these birds didn’t cause any 
further trouble. I spanked them and sent 
them on their way to enjoy life 
elsewhere.

On Friday. February 18, Lillie and 
Charlie Holcombe of Chelsea celebrated 
their sixtieth wedding anniversary. In the 
house where they have lived for all of 
that sixty years -- except a few weeks - 
they sat side by side in rocking chairs, 
talking of their life together. 

“He already owned this place here,” 
she said, “Bought it from Harv Grimes. 
And just before we married. he put up 
the frame work.” She went on to tell how 
they lived with “Grandma” (his mother) 
for five or six weeks while working on 
their own home, then moved into it 
before it was completed, because they 
“Shad to make crops.’ With twinkling eyes 
she recalled how happy they were in the 
half-finished house. It mattered very little 
that they had few earthly possessions, she 
said, because they had love ~ and “the 
Lord.” Then her smile vanished as she 
talked about how sad is the breakup of so 
many marriages today. 

The Holcombes live on county road 
47 near Liberty Baptist Church which 
was founded by an ancestor of Mr. 
Charlie. Much of the land in the area was 
homesteaded by the Holcombe family 
over 100 years ago. Mr. Charlie, himself, 
homesteaded 80 acres up in the 
mountains above The Narrows, near 
Vandiver, and his brother homesteaded 
an adjoining 80 acres. 

“Entering the land, it was called,” 
commented the 91-year-old Chelsean. 
“We had to build-a little old shelter of a 
thing to prove we did enter it and stay 
there d night or two a week.” 

He recalls one of those nights in 
particular which he will never forget. 
“The place was covered in tall timber,” 
he says, “and a star fell and hit a pine tree 
and splattered everywhere.” 

Charles H. Holcombe was born on 
July 23, 1885, the son of Tarlton 
Boardman (or Farris Boardman Tarlton) 
Holcombe and Nancy Elizabeth 
Spearman Holcombe. (Nancy Spearman 
was the daughter of David Spearman of 
Four Mile.) When Charlie was about ten 
years old, his family moved from a little 
log house between Chelsea and Highway 
280 to the area which is now Chelsea 
Estates. His father -- “Uncle Board,” he 
was called” ~ died in 1941 and is buried 
in Liberty Cemetery. Several years ago 
Elizabeth Weir McPherson of Washington, 
D. C. wrote a book on the Holcombes in 
America, entitled, “The Holcombes, 
Nation Builders... their biographies, 
genealogies, and pedigrees.” She gives this 
comment on Mr. Charlie’s father: “A 
remarkable man, whose funeral was 
attended by both races.” 

Mr. Charlie never knew his 
grandfather, Abijah Chapman Holcombe, 
he says, because “he died on the way 
home from the Civil War.” Mrs. 
McPherson wrote that Abijah Holcombe 
of Shelby County, Alabama “ . . . enlisted 
as a private in Company E, 29th Alabama 
Confederate Regiment encamped near 
Alabama-Florida line, where he died of 
brain fever July 22, 1862 and is buried in 
the Confederate Cemetery there...” His 
wife was Eunice Moore Holcombe. 

Abijah Holcombe’s father was 
Tarlton Farris Holcombe, who founded 
Liberty Church, and served as pastor for 
about 40 years. He was probably the first 
of this Holcombe line to settle in the 
Chelsea area. His wife was Rhoda 
Mundine. His father was Rev. Hosea 
Holcombe, a well-known early Baptist 
leader in the south. 

In his book: “History of the Rise and 
Progress of the Baptists in Alabama,” 
Rev. Hosea Holcombe tells of the 
founding and early activities of many 
Baptist Congregations across the state of 
Alabama. Union Baptist Church, now 
Helena, in Shelby County was constituted 
by Rev. Hosea Holcombe. He was born 
July 20, 1789 in Union District, S. C., the 
son of Hosea and Phoebe Smith

Holcombe. He married Cassandra Jackson 
and they had eleven children, three of 
them ministers. He died July 31, 1841, at 
his home near Jonesboro in Jefferson 
County, Alabama. 

According to Mrs. McPherson’s book, 
Hosea Holcombe, Sr., was born about 
1755 in Prince Rdward County, Virginia, 
to John and Elizabeth Grymes Holcombe. 


John’s father was Richard Holcombe II of 
Virginia. Richard’s father, William 
Holcombe, is thought to be the first 
Holcombe of this line into America, 
coming from Wales sometime before 
1700. Charlie and Lilly’s great 
grandchildren are the twelveth generation 
of Holcombes of this line in America. 
Mrs. Lillie was born Lillian Lenora 


Shaw on August 12, 1893, the daughter 
of John and Amanda Sullivan Shaw of 
the Union community. Her grandparents 
were Angus and Catherine Sullivan and 
Hugh and Ann Shaw. The young Lillie

State Treasurer Melba Till Allen was 
well received by the crowd of over 100 
persons who attended the Saturday night 
meeting of the Alabama Utility 
Consumers Association in Calera. 

Mrs. Allen told them she favors an 
independent audit of the Alabama Power 
Company. 

The meeting was one of several held 
throughout the county in the last two 
weeks to organize Shelby County citizens 
to fight increasing electric rates. 


The meeting was chaired by David 
McDonald of Pelham who outlined the 
goals of the new organization. The first 
goal, he said, is to push an audit of the 
Alabama Power Company. The second 
goal is to review Public Service 
Commission hearings to discover if they 
are effective. He mentioned a possible 
reorganization of the PSC. The third goal, 
he said is to get relief in electric rates, 
especially for the aged and those on fixed 
incomes. 

Mrs. Allen told the crowd the 


City fathers set penalties 


for roadside

Columbiana is getting tough with 
people who throw beer cans on road 
sides. At Thursday night’s council 
meeting. ¢n..ordinance -was--adopted to 
provide penalties for those who litter. 


Councilman Bill Seale read at length 
Ordinance 277, which includes a 
provision forbidding litter thrown from 
vehicles. Mayor Dick Ozley remarked that 
recent grass fires have left cans and 
bottles in plain sight. 


Ozley added that city women’s clubs 
have voiced disapproval of the litter and 
requested the new law to stop it in the 
future. 

The ordinance begins by defining 
garbage, litter, rubbish, etc., and 
specifying instances wherein it is illegal. 
Seale called attention to Section 7, which 
states that litter may not be thrown from 
vehicles. 

Section 7-A holds the driver 
responsible for trash thrown from his 
vehicle. 

Other sections of the law include 
littering in parks, gutters, vacant lots, and 
private property. Merchants are held 
tesponsible for keeping their premises 
clean, including the sidewalks in front of 
their stores. 

One section of the ordinance 
supersedes an old law about the posting 
of political advertisements on_ utility 
poles. The new law makes it illegal to put 
up notices of any kind on utility poles, 
lamp posts, and shade trees in 
Columbiana’s city limits. 

Those found guilty of violating any 
portion of the ordinance are subject to a 
maximum penalty of $500 and 90 days 
imprisonment. Mayor Oziey indicated 
that. the fine would depend upon the 
severity of the case.

Mayor George Roy read a letter 
notifying the town of the grant at last 
Tuesday's council meeting. It was 
explained that this type of funding comes 
under the Safer Roads Demonstration 
Program. 


Remarking that Calera was lucky to 
get the grant, Mayor Roy noted that the 
town was the only one in the county to 
receive any “Off-Systems” funding.

Order,” Mayor Ozley told the council 
that ordinarily they would have to wait 
two weeks from the reading of the 
ordinance before its adoption, plus two 
weeks of publication in-the paper. 

Ozley pointed out that according to 
Roberts, the council could by general 
assent decide to bypass the usual 
procedure and take action at the same 
meeting. The council decided to briefly 
discuss the ordinance first. 

Councilman Clark Dean inquired 
about the minimum penalties, which are 
not specifically mentioned.

Councilman W. R. Glenn echoed the 
concern over the beer can problem.

City superintendent Buck Falkner 
noted that his department is ready for 
grass cutting season now that the city has 
bought a new heavy duty lawn mower 
from a dealer in the city, He added that 
two other mowers have just been repaired 
and reconditioned. 

Falkner mentioned that the Vignette 
Club has completed the planting of traffic 
islands on the Bypass at the intersections 
with County 47 and at Old Hwy. 25. He 
said that rain had delayed the women 
from continuing the project at the West 
College Street island. 

Councilman Glenn said that he has 
heard favorable comments about 
Falkner’s workmanship in preparing for 
the project. Glenn was also enthused that 
the superintendent plans to put topsoil 
on the baseball practice field in the park 
very soon, 

Mayor Ozley mentioned that city 
clerk Mrs, Mary Largin was in a Nashville 
hospital, and that Sharon Rasco of the 
Gas Department was filling in during her 
absence. 


legislative branch is the answer to effecting 
changes in the system, and she asked how 
many had contacted their local 
representatives. After a show of hands, 
she concluded that “not one-twentieth of 
you have contacted your representative 
about arything,” urging them to do so. 

Mrs. Allen indicated she supported 
their efforts in trying to gain information 
that would lead to a reduction in electric 
rates. 

Representative Sonny Moore of 
Sterrett then was asked to address the 
gtoup and he was bombarded with 
questions after his speech. 

Moore indicated that the House of 
Representatives had passed everything 
pertaining to Power Company 
investigations in the last session, but the 
Senate failed to go along with the House. 

He backed an independent audit of 
the Power Company and advocated a 
study of the entire situation. He said that 
a study of-electric rates charged in other 
states usually shows that Alabama Power 
Company has low rates. But, he added, 
unless you compare the profit and loss 
statements of all the other companies, the 
rate charge by itself is no indication of 
the company’s true financial picture. 

On the subject of charging people 
now for future construction needs of the 
company, Moore said he would like to see 
Alabama Power consider selling all their 
farms and waterfront land and use that 
money for capital expansion. If the 
people now are financing future 
expansion, Moore said, they all should get 
stock in the company. 

“Pll be standing with you to curb 
utility rates,” he told the crowd. 

But a reference Moore made as to 
why he voted for the Lid Law touched 
off considerable controversy in the 
crowd. Carl Prichard of Calera questioned 
him at length of the effects of that bill, 
especially as it relates to education and 
the small property owner. 

Chairman McDonald asked that the 
discussion come back to the utility 
question. 

Someone in the crowd wanted state 
representatives and senators who 
represent the Power Company to give up 
one job or the other to stop “confi .t of 
interest.” 

Someone else observed that in his 
experience the power company ‘wastes 
time, equipment and men, quoting figures 
that some employees work only three or 
four hours a day. The chairman asked 
if the Power Company had a 
representative in the room who would 
like to speak. No one came forth to 
present Power Company arguments.

.2-3 times a day, parents and school 


officials had pointed out that the traffic 
flow would increase when the classrooms 
presently under construction were 
completed.

It was contended there would be 
more danger of an accident occurring at 
the crossing with buses making more trips 
daily as well as a greater number of cars 
traveling back and forth to the school. 


Relating the terms of the grant, 
Mayor Roy told the council that 90% of 
the money would be federal funding 
while the town provided the othér 10%. 
The project will include flashing lights, 
pavement marking and signing. 

“This will make your other dormant 
project look a little better,” remarked the 
city’s engineer, John Lucas, who was 


present at the meeting. He was referring 
to a proposed sidewalk along Hwy. 25 
from People’s Drug Store to the Central 
State Bank. 

In accordance with the terms of the 
grant, plans for the safety project must be 
submitted to the State Highway 
Department by April 30. It was also 
stipulated that the work must begin 
within 20 days of authorization by the 
state, and completed in 60 working 
days. The council unanimously 
approved the motion to have the uniform 
safety devices installed. 

Invoices were submitted to the 
council by the city’s engineer for the 201 
study. The basic contract will cost $5,200 
with tne sewer study amounting to 
$8,636. The town’s share, he reported, 
amounts to $3,459. Unanimous approval 
was given by the city’s governing body to 
pay the amount.

The battle of the banks over 
territorial rights in Shelby County is 
reaching a high pitch. 

In a series of point - counterpoint 
moves various bankers are engaging in 
legal maneuvers to stake out locations 
where they can establish branch banks. 

At stake are the areas where the 
biggest population growth is expected. 

Branch banking has always been a 
touchy issue in Shelby County but this 
time the stakes are apparently high 
enough to justify back-and-forth 
litigation. 

The latest skirmishes started when 
the First National Bank of Columbiana 
applied for permission to set up a branch 
in Riverchase, at the intersection of 
Valleydale Road and Riverchase Parkway. 

Earlier laws on the books had 
prohibited banks or branches from being 
closer than five miles from each other. 
First Bank of Alabaster has a branch 
within a mile of the Riverchase 
development. 

Another legal point involves a 1969 
local law which allowed any bank existing 
at that time to establish a branch in an 
area roughly between the Shelby - 
Jefferson line and Simmsville Road and 
from Highway 280 to Highway 31. Since 
that time the First National Bank of 
Columbiana has built a branch in that 
area, and so has the First Bank of 
Alabaster. 

But this law excludes the two new 
banks, Shelby State Bank and First 
Shelby National, both of Pelham, from 
establishing branches in the area. Shelby

State is protesting with a lawsuit in 
federal court, claiming the 1969 act is 
discriminatory and therefore 
unconstitutional. 

Another lawsuit in county circuit 
court claims the act is valid and is 
premature because the First National 
application is still pending. 

After this, the Shelby State Bank of 
Pelham had a new bill written which is 
now being advertised, seeking to open up 
the county to county-wide branch 


banking with no territorial rights for any 
bank. 

At this point, the First National of 
Columbiana backed proposed legislation 
which would allow branching in an area 
larger than that involved in the 1969 law. 
and including the city limits of Helena. 


But this does not satisfy Doug 
Ballard, chairman of the board of Shelby

new office center

A new 11-unit office center is being 
built in downtown Columbiana near the 
old courthouse. 

According to owners Clark Dean, 
Tom Longshore, and Harold Lawson, the 
Columbiana Office Center should be 
finished by mid-April or early May. The 
L-shaped building will have an 11-foot 
storefront with cedar siding, plate glass, 
and natural rock on the ends. 

Dean said that seven of the units will 
be leased to professional people, and that 
both he and Longshore will have a suite 
of two units. 

The current office construction is the 
only commercial building the owners can 
remember being erected in downtown 
Columbiana since the mid-’Sixties. “We 
think it will be an asset to the 
community,” attorney Longshore told 
the Reporter. 

Lawson, the builder, reports that 


much of the electrical and plumbing lines 
have been installed, but that the air 
system is yet to be finished. He said that 
each office will be approximately 290 
feet square. 

Each unit wilt be equipped with its 
own bath, plus carpet and drapes. Lawson 
added that the offices will be soundproof 
and insulated to appropriate standards. 

Dean said that the location offers 
ample parking for the business offices. In 
coming months the grounds will be 
landscaped. 

Longshore revealed that, “If the 
office complex proves viable, we have 
room to expand.” The lot, located 
between Columbiana City Hall and a car 
dealership, already has Dean’s and 
Longshore’s temporary offices placed 
there 

Each of the partners say they want 
the office center “to be something the 
community can be proud of.”

Tanner acquainted his fellow 
councilmen with proposed locations for 
100 street lights which, if put into 
operation, would cost the city an 
estimated $3,000 a year. 

This initial plan calls for lights in 
residential areas only, he explained. Local 
resident Wyatt Wardrop reported that he 
presently pays $2.75 a month for a street 


light in front of his home and he would ' 
welcome the chance io have that money 
provide him with better fire protection as 
well as the street light. 

William C. Wallace of Indian Hills 
presented council with a petition 
containing 45 names of persons wishing 
their property annexed to the city. 
Annexation of the more than 20 homes 
represented will be considered when all 
such petitions have been submitted to the 
city, Wallace was told. Mayor Burk 
Dunaway said that two other petitions 
are being circulated among homes and 
businesses north of the city. 

A flurry of annexation requests 
followed councilmen’s decision to 
discontinue fire service beyond Pelham 
city limits, and this was the second such 
petition received from the Indian Hills 


area. boy: ‘ 
Another petition, this one 


representing homeowners in Chandalar 
South, was brought before the body by 
John E. Wommack. The residents asked 
that the left turnoff from Highway 31 
into their development be paved. 
Dunaway told them that the city has 
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a request before the State Highway 
Department for this and two other left 
turn lanes te be created. 

The city’s first paid fire chief, 
William A. Bryars, was introduced. 
Attending the mveting with him were 
nearly all volunteer firemen presently 
serving the local department. 

Bryars reported that in February, 
firemen respoided to 24 calls. Four calls, 
he said, were outside the city and were 
answered by some of the men who did 
not take the fire engine with them. 

The police report was given by Lt. 
Allan Wade, who said that the local 
department handled 80 cases during 
February collected $4,987 in fines and 
investigated three gurglaries, one grand 
larceny and 18 traffic accidents. 

Rescue volunteer Greg Barnett said 
he responded to seven calls last month. 
These included two traffic accidents, two 
first aid calls, two cases requiring 
resuscitation and one public assistance.

Governor George Wallace asked him to 
serve on the board several years ago, 
Harbert told the Rotarians about the 
conversation after he had tried to turn 
the Governor’s appointment down: 

The Governor quietly said, “John, 
that’s the trouble with all you ‘nice’ 
people from Mountain Brook. You are 
extremely vocal in your criticisms of the 
way the government is run, but when 
somebody tries to get you to take part, 
you give all the arguments why you 
cannot. How can I get honest people to 
run an agency of the government if 
honest people aren’t willing to take on 
the responsibility?” He spoke scathingly 
of those who criticize the governing 
process yet refuse to provide leadership. 
With that, I told him I wouldn't even 
discuss the subject with my wife and 
mother -- I would accept the appointment 
and do the best I could. 

‘I digress to tell you that Governor 
Wallace does not drink and does not like 
to be around people when they drink 
heavily. He holds the manufacturers and 
distributors of liquor in low regard, and 


he made the statement to me that anyone - 


could make a million dollars in 90 days in 
this job. | asked him what he meant, and 
by way of illustration, he told me the 
following story with his own colloquial 
expressions: 

‘John, when you take this job, you 
are going to be sorely tested. One night 
you and your wife may be sitting in the 
kitchen having an after-dinner cup of 
coffee, all relaxed with your feet under 
the kitchen table. A knock comes at the 
door, and when you get up to answer it, 
three men are standing there, one with a 
brown paper sack. Being a Southern 
Gentleman, you invite them in, and your 
wife offers them a cup of coffee. The 
brown paper sack is left on the counter 
behind the stove, and the five of you sit 
around making small talk and exchanging 
pleasantries, The conversation eventually 
gets around to Uncle Jack’s Stomping 
Juice, which the men JUST HAPPEN to 
manufacture. They tell you what a good 
product Uncle Jack’s Juice is and how 
much the people of Alabama would enjoy 
it, and it surely would be appreciated by 
them if you would see to it that the ABC 
Board orders a quarter-million cases. You 
tell them you'll think about it. The men 
thank you and your wife for your 
hospitality and leave. When they are in 
the driveway, your wife remembers the 
bag left on the counter. When you open it 
you find $200,000 worth of old 
$100-bills. At the next Board meeting, 
somehow a quarter-million cases of Uncle 
Jack’s Stomping Juice are put on order. 

‘A few months later, you and your 
wife are again sitting with your feet under 
the kitchen table having a cup of coffee, 
and these same men appear al your door, 
one carrying another large paper sack. 
You invite them in, and after a while, the 
men tell you that one of their products, 
Aunt Jane’s Sippin’ Squeezin’s, is one of 
the best selling brands in the country, and 
they make the suggestion that YOU SEE 
TO IT that a half-million cases are placed 
as an INITIAL order. The men leave, and 
when you check the bag this time, you 
find a half-million dollars in $100 bills. 

1 wasn’t sure if the Governor was just 
pulling my leg. He appeared to be serious, 
and I told him | didn’t believe he had the 
right man, for with that kind of cash, | 
could be tempted to take off for some 
Caribbean Island. 

Now, after four years on the ABC 
Board, | have found many fine people in 
the liquor industry; and I have also found 
that there is, indeed, an element of truth 
in the Governor's remarks. It is a 
thankless task for which | have received 
no monetary return -- but a number of 
late-night telephone calls and burdensome 
impositions on my private life, My wife, 
my mother, my family, my secretary, and 
business associates would all be pleased to 
see me out of this “whiskey business.” I, 
too, would like to get out of it, especially 
since we failed to get two different 
legislative sessions to pass our suggested 
revisions of Alabama’s outmoded liquor 
law. 

Mr. Harbert then went on to give the 
group some statistics on the way the 
$76-million in ABC profits were

Alabama counties. Your county received 
$21,386.76 from ABC store operations, 
based primarily on population. 

‘From its own beer tax of 2-cents per 
eight ounces, Shelby County collected 
approximately $300,000.00. There are 
two ABC Stores in your county: one here 
in Alabaster, employing six people, and 
producing an income of $1,027,650 last 
year; and one in Columbiana that 
employs three people and had sales of 
$414,259 in °76. Your county has 13 
liquor licenses, 4 retail, on-premises beer 
licenses, and 99, off-premises beer 
licenses. 

‘The ABC Board’s Enforcement 
Division has informed me that, at this 
time, Shelby County poses no special 
problem in either drug or alcoholic 
beverages violations. For the fiscal year 
ending September 30. 1976, a total of 18 
cases involving 18 defendants was made. 
These cases consisted of three defendants 
who were arrested for Selling Alcoholic 
Beverages Without A License and 15 for 
the Sale and Possession of Controlled 
Substance, which consisted primarily of 
marijuana and marijuana plants. During 
this period 3,995 marijuana plants were 
seized and destroyed, plus 39 tablets of 
THC (tetrahydraclorinol). pipes and 
paraphernalia, In contrast, our 1971-72 
fiscal year annual report shows that 52 
cases of violations were made and 43 stills 
were seized and destroyed, consisting of 
20,685 gallons of mash. The next year, 
after Shelby County citizens had voted to 
“go wet,” these figures decreased to 37 
cases, 26 stills, 10,480 gallons of still 
mash, 208 gallons of whiskey seized and 
destroyed, and three vehicles seized. 

These figures indicate that 
bootlegging and related crimes are 
reduced when an area is allowed to sell 
alcoholic beverages under the supervision 
of the ABC Board. 

If 1 felt that we had any chance of 
getting our revised liquor law through the 
legislature this session, | would make 
every effort to resubmit it. However, 
unless our citizens demand a change, I see 
no way your ABC Board can be 
successful in getting the current 
legislature to adopt a modern Alcohol 
control law. In this day of so many 
technical advancements, il is unfortunate 
that we have to operate our alcoholic 
beverage control system under a 
forty-year-old set of laws.”

Westover blasts Lowe 


The following letter was sent to 
‘Congressmen, senators, state 
representatives and others of authority 
and position elected by the people of 
Alabama.” It was signed by “Concerned 
women within the jurisdiction of the 
Westover Water Authority and Interested 
men voters,” 


Gentlemen: 

At 9 o'clock Monday, the 28th day 
of February 1977, we attended a meeting 
of the Shelby County Commission 
concerning certain discrepancies and 
irresponsible manuevers of the Westover 
Water Authority. 

We had signed petitions and 
witnessed evidence, that we honorably 
and without malice presented to the 
Shelby County Commission. The 
Commission promised to meet with us to 
resolve our differences in a respectful and 
formal manner of business. We left the 
meeting with the confidence and feeling 
that we had accomplished our desires and 
had done a job that is required of all law 
abiding citizens. 

We realized later that we made a 
horrible mistake. The Shelby County 
Commission is worse and more 
irresponsible that the Westover Water 
Authority! They ignored our petitions, 
showed contempt fer our requests, made 
mockery of our testimony, refused to 
meet with us as agreed for redress of our 
grievances, and has shown nothing but 
contempt for our intelligence and 
absolute and total disrespect for us as 
women, housewives, mothers, and voters.

One other item the legislature should 
keep foremost in mind is who is going to 
pay for all thase pensions?

Jack McGhee lived in a big house on 
the Shelby road and his Pop had a lot 
with some mules inside and a cow or two 
and some chickens and, because Jack 
wanted him,the meanest billy goat 
around. And that’s where we wound up, 
on a bright moonlight night, about a 
dozen of us, following instructions 
Cromwell passed out. 

Did you ever try to catch a billy 
goat? Louise McMillian and I, fifty years 
ago, chased robins in the snow and gave 
up after two hours with frozen hands and 
aching feet. And twice, with nothing 
better to do, I've tried to catch a 
bluebird. But catching a billy goat, even 
with a dozen guys helping you, is about 
the toughest job of all. But we caught 
him and drug ‘im up the Bruton Pitts’ 
ditch and came in behind Mr. 
Montgomery’s shop and crossed the road 
and made it to the side door, next to the 
boy’s rest room, a few feet from the 
stairway that led upstairs. We got him up 
the stairs and on the stage and hitched 
him to a little blackboard we'd borrowed 
from Coach Lillie’s room. And on the 
blackboard, printed in letters half a foot 
high, were these words: 


“This little goat will always tote 
A belly full of Windy’s bull.” 

Then, as is always the case, 
tomorrow came. Everybody was in the 
auditorium for chapel, and Annie John 
Haynes, warned the night before what to 
do, had gone behind the screen to play 
the piano. And somebody, | don't 
remember who, pulled the curtain. 

And there he was, Jack McGhee’s 
billy goat, and the little verse on the 
blackboard, and everything so quiet 4 
fellow, listening, could have heard a fly 
walking on the bathhouse roof. It was as 
quiet and still as the inside of a well, until 
Miss Hood, bless her heart, cackled out,

Court reform likely 


A bill which could result in Shelby 
County's being established as a single 
judicial district, will be reported out of 
the Ways and Means Committee favorably 
probably this week, according to Shelby 
County Representative Sonny Moore. 

He told the Reporter that the bill 
originally sought to establish Clay, Coosa 
and Cleburne counties as a ‘judicial 
district. Since Clay and Coosa share the 
present 18th district with Shelby, that 
would leave Shelby alone, which is just 
what local judges would like to see. 

The number of cases coming up in 
Shelby County has led to increased 
workloads in recent years on the two 
judges and one district attorney who 
serve the 18th circuit. 

Moore told the Reporter Tuesday 
morning that he was told the bill would 


be amended to drop Clebume County 
from the proposed new circuit, leaving it 
with Calhoun County. 

Some officials had expressed doubt 
that the Supreme Court would not favor 
a separate district for only Clay and 
Coosa Counties, because of their 
relatively small caseload. Moore said it 
was now his understanding that the 
Supreme Court agreed the move is 
needed. 

The bill is being introduced by Rep. 
Gerald Dial of Clay County. 

At present the 18th Judicial Circuit 
is served by Judge Kenneth Ingram of 
Ashland and Judge James Sharbutt of 
Vincent, and District Attorney Harold 
Walden of Columbiana, Court sessions are 
scheduled in the county seats of the three 
counties of the district.

Though the Genesis Flood hud a profound 
effect upon the earth, some continue to insist 
that it was only a myth or a legend. Numerous 
encyclopedias and physical science textbooks 
devote numbers of pages to the effects of 
glaciers upon the surface of the earth, but they 
do not speak of the tremendous upheavels 
which were brought about by the universal 
flood, The author, in serving as dean and 
professor in the Alabama Christian School of 
Religion, has opportunity to inform preachers 
and Bible school teachers about the far-reaching 
results of the flood.

The Size and Stability of the Ark 

The ark was a marvelous vessel. First, it 
was Six times as long as it was wide, proportions 
which have been imitated in recent ocean-going 
vessels, Second, Noah had one-hundred and 
twenty years to build the ark. He no doubt was 
financially blessed and hired craftsmen to aid in 
its construction, even among unbelievers, 
Sometimes, unbelievers are hired to build 
church buildings today. Third, he had the 
knowlege of the height of the civilization of the 
first world available. Fourth, the barge type 
boat of three stories with rooms and

“We get along great,” said Durick as 
he reflected on his three-week old 
relationship with Kenneth. Admiration 
mixed with Kenneth’s winning smile as he 
spoke of Durick. “I think he’s fine.” he 
beamed. 

Durick Hayden, manager of an 
Alabaster quick-food restaurant, and 
Kenneth Doc, a second grader at Calvary 
Christian Academy, were talking about 
their new relationship as “brothers,” 
Durick and Kenneth are the first “match” 
in Shelby County’s newly organized Big 
Brother program. 

“Our relationship is still in the 
experimental stage and we work closely 
with Larry Acton, director of the 
program, But Kenneth and I are getting 
to know each other and it’s looking 
good,” said Durick, evaluating the short 
time they have been brothers. 

Careful screening precedes any match 
of ‘Big Brother’ and ‘Little Brother’ to 
insure the development of significant 


relationships. Personal interests are 
considered; backgrounds are researched; 
and orientation sessions are scheduled. 

“I like fishing,” Kenneth said. ‘And 
camping, too.” Because he and Durick 
both enjoy the outdoors, they have 
already talked about fishing jaunts. And 
they plan to hike some of the trails in 
Oak Mountain State Park when the 
weather improves. 

Seven-year old Kenneth lives with his 
mother, Gail. He has a twin brother, Jeff, 
and an older brother Curtis. It is for 
children like Kenneth who live in 
fatherless homes that the Big Brother 
program is being developed. Director 
Acton says the program’s purpose is to 
provide young boys from fatherless 
homes with a quality male model. Serving 
a recognized need, Big Brother is the 
fastest growing youth service agency in 
America. 

“My wife and I have no children,” 
Durick pointed out. “We haven’t been 
married very long. But my wife is very

increase in costs. Commissioner Lowe 
says the books were audited in January 
and were again given to an Alabaster 
auditor by the previous chairman, Alfred 
Alverson on the day he resigned. 

Lowe said that he- assumes the new 
board members now have the books in 
their possession since they are responsible 
for the operation of the system now.

Lowe said that the day after the new 
board members were named, a 21-inch 
joint of pipe burst in the water system. 

He personally was helping repair 
breaks in the system during the week 
when there was no official board for the 
Westover Water Authority. He said he was 
happy to help keep the water flowing 
during the interim period, but was glad 
the Authority now has a board 
empowered to employ people to make 
the repairs. 

Board members receive no pay for 
their service, but can hire the help that is 
needed to keep the system running. 
Several criticisms were voiced over hiring 
policies of the previous board, but no one 
has a complaint about maintenance man 
Roger Osborne, who is now working for 
the new board.

And then after 40 or 
45 minutes you call them back with a 
“get together” call. Yes, P've done that 
but the stimulus isn’t there. 

I like to hear the rolling thunder of a 
lusty gobblet’s call at daybreak in woods. 
in which ---1 hope--1 am the only 
two-legged mammal for miles. Springtime 
is a boost to both tree sap and to tired 
blood. This is especially true after such a 
cold winter as we have been through. 

Reportedly we have 200,000 to 
300,000 turkeys in Alabama today, 
which can be hunted in 50 of the 67 
counties. Be realistic. Half the total 
population is gobblers. This means we 
may have up to 150,000 male turkeys per 
22 million forested acres, but possibly 
only 50,000 of these, at most, are 
pecking-order toms or those that shake 
the ground with their sexy calls to their 
harems. This figures at one tom per 440 
acres. 

I can’t gell you how to bag a wild 
turkey, but I can tell you some odd-ball 
situations that have been frustrating.

Test apple trees 
yielding well 


Planting apple trees close together in 
rows to form a solid wall, is working well 
at the Chilton Area Horticulture 
Substation near Clanton. 

Labor saving is a major object of the 
planting arrangement, explains Substation 
Superintendent C. C. Carlton. The 
semi-dwarf trees are topped to eight-foot 
height so harvesting can be done from the 
ground or with low ladders. 

Highest yield in the test resulted 
from trees spaced 7/4 feet apart in the 
row and with limbs of adjacent trees tied 
together to form a solid wall, reports 
project leader Dr. Bill Dozier. Limb tying 
also increased yield with 10-foot tree 
spacing. Trees spaced five feet apart 
formed a solid wall without limbs being 
tied. 

Yields in 1976, when the trees were 
seven years old, went to 409 bushels per 
acre from trees spaced 7’ feet in rows 
with limbs of adjacent trees tied together. 
With 10-foot spacing and limbs tied, 
production was 364 bushels per acre. 
Production was about 300 bushels per 
acre from both 10 and 7%-foot spacings 
without limbs being tied. With five-foot 
tree spacing, per acre production averaged 
351 bushels. 

A light crop of apples was made in 
1972. the researchers report, but the 


1973 crop was wiped out by a freeze on & 


April 10-11. In 1974, when trees were 
five years old, yields went as high as 369 
bushels per acre on the 7%4-foot spaced, 
tied trees. High yields were recorded for 
the 1975 and 1976 crops.

“IL wouldn't own a 40 channel!” 
“It's hard enough to get a message 
through with four watts, I wouldn’t be 
able to talk across the street with just two 
watts.” 
“If 1 did get a 40 channel unit | 


wouldn’t be able to talk to the people on 
the 23’s.” 


For the past three months, we've 
been hearing comments like these. 

Baloney! 

It’s this type of confusion about the 
40 channel units that we need to clear up 
and instead really understand what 
advantages the 40 channel units have, as 
well as any disadvantages, if any. 

Let’s state some of the facts about 
these new CB radios. 


Fact one: The 40 channel radios have 
the same amount of power output as the 
23 channel units, as authorized by the 
Federal Communications Commission 
(FCC). 

Fact two: Communications between 
the 40 channel units and the 23 channel 
units is possible on all of the first 23 


existing channels. Channels one through 
23 on both the 40 and 23 channel radios 
ure exactly the same frequency. 

Fact three: Maximum allowable 
modulation is the same for both types of 
units. 

Fact four: The 40 channel radio is 
less likely to have adjacent channel 
interference (bleedover). 

Fact five: The 40 channel unit is less 
likely to cause interference to television 
receivers and other electronic equipment. 

It can readily be seen, then, that the 
40 channel unit as compared to the 23 
channel unit offers the user more 
protection and better communications. 

1 do not mean to imply that the 23 
channel radios are no good. What I am 
trying to do is clear up the 
misunderstandings about the 40 channel 
radios.

One good thing which 
might evolve from the 
energy shortage we have 
been experiencing _ this 
winter is a renewed ap- 
preciation for the modern 
conveniences we all enjoy 
today because of 
sophisticated sources of 
energy and its use in the 
home 

All of us today are so ac- 
customed to flipping a switch 
and having light that we 
think nothing of it. But when 
I was growing up, in the days 
before we had electricity in 
our home, having a_ light 
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meant filling the lamps with 
kerosene, trimming the 
wicks and washing the 
globes every few days, 
striking a match and lighting 
the lamp. And it meant 
blowing out the lamp when 

you got ready to turn out 
the light. 

In most homes today, 
warming the house simply 
means turning up the 
thermostat and forgetting 
about it. But those of us who 
grew up in the days before 
modern electric or gas or oil 
heating systems remember 
when keeping the house 


warm meant cutting wood, 
splitting it and hauling it to 
the house, then building fires 
in the fireplaces and keeping 
them going if there was to be 
heat in the house. 

Cooking involved much 
more than just turning on 
switches and adjusting dials. 
It meant cutting and split- 
ting stovewood and keeping 
it dry for ready use. It meant 
bringing the stovewood and 
kindling into the kitchen, 
starting a fire in the firebox 
of the old wood-burning 
range, and giving it time to 
heat up before the cooking 
could begin. And it also 
meant continually feeding 
the fire to keep the stove hot 
until the meal was cooked. 

Taking a bath, washing 
one’s hands, or even just 
getting a drink of water was 
far more involved than 
turning on a faucet. It meant 
drawing water by hand from 


a nearby well or spring, 
carrying it into the house ina 
bucket, and doling it out with 
a pan or dipper. If hot water 
was needed, it had to be 
heated in the reservoir of the 
stove, then dipped out by 
hand as needed. 

When all this effort had 
been expended to obtain 
water, it wasn't nearly as 
hard to remember to use it 
conservatively as it is in 
these days when fresh water, 
hot or cold, is there with the 
simple turn of a faucet. 

Unfortunately, the 
abundance of cheap energy 
and such convenient 
methods of using it has made 
many of us become wasteful 
in our living habits. 

But the growing scarcity of 
energy, plus the soaring cost 
of it, may bring us back to a 
conservative approach 
again. Which could be a 
blessing in disguise!

‘Ban cigars and pipes from airlines’ 


Because second-hand smoke from 
\ipes and cigars contains greater 
quantities of irritants than exhaled 
cigarette smoke, the Alabama Lung 
Association favors banning pipes and 
cigars aboard commercial airliners. 

Cigars and pipes have a longer 
burning period than cigarettes, and also 
produce a greater volume of smoke, 
according to William H. Anderson, M. D., 
chairman of the nationwide Christmas 


Seal organization’s committee on 
smoking. Dr. Anderson, professor of 
medicine at the University of Louisville 
school of medicine, explained the lung 
association position in a letter to the Civil 
Aeronautics Board.

Prime farmland disappearing 


to home construction 


by Robert E. Kelley 
Soil Conservation Service 

A national concern for prime 
farmland is beginning to emerge. 

Several studies have been made by 
USDA Agencies recently that found a 
disturbing trend of loss of prime 
agricultural land to more intensive uses. 
The Soil Conservation Study showed that 
between 1967 and 1975, over 16 million 
acres were urbanized during this period. 

For every acre taken by urban 
development, at least one acre is 
leapfrogged and isolated, so that it too, is 
no longer available for cropping. Another 
one million acres a year are converted to 
lakes, ponds and reservoirs. 

We are facing a squeeze in productive 
capability only a few years from now. 
Once lost to intensive uses this land will 
be almost impossible to recover. Here in 
Shelby County we see this trend 
magnified even more so than on a 
national level. 


Luckily most of our urban 
deve! pment is on land not well suited 
for agriculture, but with the four-laning 


of U. §. 280 and other recent proposals, 
we may see our Coosa Valley farmland 
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urbanized and developed as intensively as 
the northern half of the county. 


There are no clear cut or easy 


answers to this drastic depletion of our 
agriculture land. We must continue to 
provide land for homes, for better living 
conditions and for people desiring to get 
away from already overcrowded cities. 
But, we must be cautious, “lest we cut 
off the hand that feeds us all.” 
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contains greater quantities of irritants 
which add to the discomfort of adjacent 
passengers,” Dr. Anderson said. “Most 
cigarette smokers filter out some of these 
irritants when they inhale.” 

Dr. Anderson said pipe and cigar 
smoke is especially irritating to the eyes, 
nose, throat and breathing passages. 
There are higher levels of some damaging 
compounds in pipes and cigars ~ such as 
phenol and benzo(a)pyrene -- compared 
to cigarettes. 

Although the exact effects of cigar 
and pipe smoke on non-smokers have not 
yet been determined, such smoke 
probably is even more harmful than 
cigarette smoke, according to an Alabama 
Lung Association pamphlet, “Pipe and 
Cigar Smoking - The Facts About Your 
Lungs.” °

Section 1. This Ordinance shall be known and may be 
cited as the ‘'City of Columbiana Anti-Litter 
Ordinance." 
Section 2. DEFINITIONS. For the purposes of this 
Ordinance the following terms, phrases, words, and 
their derivations shall have the meaning given herein. 
When not inconsistent with the context, words used in 
the present tense include the future, words used in the 
plural number include the singular number, and words 
used in the singular number include the plural number. 
The word ‘‘shail’’ is always mandatory and not merely 
directory. : 

(1) "Authorized private receptacie’’ is a litter storage 
and collection receptacle as required and authorized in 
this Ordinance. 

(2) “City” is the City of Columbiana, Alabama. 

(3) "Commercial Handbill’’ is any printed or written 
matter, any sample or device, dodger, circular, leaflet, 


pamphlet, paper, booklet, or any other printed or > 


otherwise reproduced original or copies of any matter ot 
literature. 

(4) ‘'Garbage"’ is putrescible animal and vegetable 
wastes resulting from the handling, preparation, 
cooking and consumption of food. 

(5) ‘‘Litter’’ Is “‘garbage"’, ‘‘refuse’’, and “rubbish” 
as defined herein and all other waste material which, if 
thrown or deposited as herein prohibited, tends to 
create a to public health, safety and weltare. 

(6) ‘‘Park”’ is a park, reservation, playground, beach, 
recreation center or any other public area in the City, 
owned or used by the City and devoted to active or 
passive recreation, 

(7) **Person’’ is any person, firm, partnership, 
association, corporation, company or organization of 
any kind. 

(8) ‘Private Premises'’ is any dwelling, house, 
building, or other structure, designed or used either 
wholly or in part for private residential purposes, 
whether i habited or temporarily or continuously 
uninhabited or vacant, and shall include any yard, 
grounds, walk, driveway, porch, steps, vestibule or 
mailbox longing or appurtenant to such dwelling, 
house, building or other structure. 

(9) "'Public Place’ is any and all streets, sidewalks, 
boulevards, alleys or other public ways and any and all 
public parks, squares, spaces, grounds, and buildings. 

(10) **Refuse’’ is all putrescible and nonputrescible 
solid wastes (except body wastes), including garbage, 
rubbish, ashes, street cleanings, dead animals, 
abandoned automobiles, and solid market and 
industrial wastes. 

(11) “Rubbish"’ is nonputrescible solid wastes 
consisting of both combustible and non-combustible 
wastes, such as paper, wrappings, cigarettes, 
cardboard, tin cans, yard clippings, leaves, wood, 
glass, bedding, crockery and similar materials. 

(12) '"Vehicle’’ is every device in, upon, or by which 
any person or property is or may be transported or 
drawn upon a highway, including devices used 
exclusively upon stationary rails or tracks 
Section 3. LITTER IN PUBLIC PLACES. No person 
shall throw or deposit litter in or upon any street, 


sidewalk or other public place within the City except In } 


public receptacles, in authorized private receptacles for 
collection, or in official City dumps. 

Section 4. PLACEMENT OF LITTER IN 
RECEPTACLES SO AS TO PREVENT SCATTERING. 
Persons placing litter in public receptacles or in 
authorized private receptacies shall do so in such a 
manner as to prevent it from being carried or deposited 
by the elements upon any street, sidewalk or other 
public place or upon private property. 

Section 5. SWEEPING LITTER INTO GUTTERS 
PROHIBITED. No person shall sweep into or deposit in 
any gutter, street or other public place within the City 
the accumulation of litter from any building or lot or 
from any public or private sidewalk or driveway. 
Persons owning or occupying property shall keep the 
sidewalk in front of their premises tree of litter. 
Section 6. MERCHANTS' DUTY TO KEEP

Section 7. LITTER THROWN BY PERSONS IN 
VEHICLES. No person, while a driver or passenger in a 
vehicle, shall throw or deposit litter upon any street or 
other public place within the City, or upon private 
property. 

Section 7-a. The driver of any veldcle will be held 
responsible for any passenger in his car that violates 
provision of Section 7 above. 

Section 8. LITTER IN PARKS. No person shal! throw or 
deposit litter in any park within the City except in 
public receptacles and in such a manner that the litter 
will be prevented from being carried or deposited by 
the elements upon any part of the park or upon any 
street or other public place. Where public receptacies 
are not provided, all such litter shall be carried away 
from the park by the person responsible for its presence 
and properly disposed of elsewhere as provided herein. 
Section 9. POSTING NOTICES PROHIBITED. No 
person shall post or affix any notice, poster or other 
paper or device, calculated to attract the attention of 
the public, to any lamp post, public utility pole or shade 
tree, or upon any public structure or building, except as

Section 10. LITTER ON OCCUPIED PRIVATE 
PROPERTY. No person shall throw or deposit litter on 
any occupied private property within the City, whether 
owned by such person or not, except that the owner or 
person in contro! of private property may maintain 
authorized private receptacles for collection in such 
manner that litter will be prevented from being carried 
or deposited by the elements upon any street, sidewalk 
or other public place or upon any private property 
Section 11. OWNER TO MAINTAIN PREMISES FREE 
OF LITTER, The owner of person in contro! of any 
private property shall at all times maintain the 
premises free of litter, Provided, however, that (his 
Section shall not prohibit the storage of fitter in 
authorized private receptacles for collection. 

Section 12, LITTER ON VACANT LOTS. No person 
shail throw or deposit litter on any open or vacant 
private property within the City whether owned by such 
person or not. 

Section 13. PENALTIES. Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this Ordinance shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be 
fined in an amount not exceeding Five Hundred Dollard 
($500.00) or be imprisoned in the Columbiana Jali tor a 
period not exceeding ninety (80) days or be bath so 
fined and imprisoned.

Imagine the county’s school 
lunchroom serving snack type foods 
wrapped in fast food restaurant 
wrappings. Imagine clowns entertaining 
the lunchers on Circus Day. Imagine a 
better menu for the same price. 

That’s what Bob Jennings and Frank 
Dixon of Interstate United Food Catering 
proposed recently to the Shelby County 
Board of Education. The Chicago based 
firm specializes in providing institutional 
food at a reasonable cost, but adding 
their own special flair to the meals. 

The company is seeking to replace 
the system where each Shelby County 
school has a separate lunchroom which 
. purchases, prepares, and serves 
\ independent of the other schools. 
| Interstate would like to contract to 
1 operate the lunchrooms under a single 
{ plan supervised by one manager. 

{ Catering for schools is a relatively 


new concept, approved only four years 
ago by the federal government. Since that

Dixon knows of only two school 
systems in Alabama which have their 
food catered by a private company. He 
said that other rival firms provide meals 
for schools in Alexander City and 
Sheffield. Pell City schools have recently 
come under a catering plan. 

Dixon and Jennings told the Board 
of Education that their company is 
presently operating food programs for

Dixon told the Board that if an 
agreement is reached, his company would 
prepare foods that they can buy in 
volume, and cook it on site in the 
lunchrooms. All present food service 
workers would be given the option of 
joining the company. 

The workers would be entitled to 
“great fringe benefits,” according to the 
company’s regional manager. However, 
they would no longer be eligible for a 
retirement plan such as they now have 
with the State of Alabama. 

Dixon indicated that some states 
make provisions to allow workers to 
retain certain benefits when they join a 
company under such circumstances. 

Dixon cited the company’s interest 
in keeping the school kids interested in 
the food by setting aside special days 
such as Circus Day, or for parents, ‘““Come 
Eat With Your Kids Day.” On other days 
hamburgers and french fries would be 
dressed in tissue wrappings labled “Kids 
Are People Too,’’ the company’s 
trademarked motto, 

According to Dixon, catering solves 
many problems for school boards. 
Companies contract to serve meals 
without increasing the price of meals. 
They do their own accounting and 
managing, thus taking away “the day to 
day headaches from principals or food 
service supervisors.” 

The catering company would 
naturally follow the Federal School 
Lunch Program in providing standard 
nutritious meals. Dixon indicated that the 
cafeteria style format of meals would 
offer a student several ways each day of 
getting a Class A lunch. 

The company would bring in only 
one new employee to supervise such a 
program in the county. Having a uniform 
menu for all twenty schools would solve 
problems of wastage and possibly 
improve the standard fare in some 
schools, Dixon added. 

Interstate United, although it is 
headquartered in Chicago and New York, 
varies its menus according to regions. 
Dixon said that they realize that people 
in the South do not necessarily prefer the 
same foods as the residents of New 
England. 

He mentioned that a Southern 
favorite like peanut butter can be taken 
from a stockpile of commodities and 
incorporated into menus. He spoke of the 
company’s book ‘35 Ways to Use Peanut 
Butter” to illustrate how the company 
uses foods on hand to serve tasty meals. 


Dixon told the Board of Education 


that Interstate United also involves 
parents in the program by sending home 
printed copies of a coming week’s menu. 

The Board of Education took no 
immediate action on the catering 
proposal at their last meeting. But 
chairman Bill Cosper spoke favorably 
about the idea, asking the Board to think 


about it.

Sinkholes close Highway 16 again 


Sinkholes have closed County 
Highway 16 to through traffic. 


Barricades have been erected across 
the highway which traverses a route 
connecting north Calera with the Spring 
Creek Road (County 12). 

The segment of County 16 that is 
barricaded is that which is due north and 
parallel to the Martin Marrietta plant. 

County Engineer James Ray ordered 
the segment closed on March 4, as 
authorized by the Shelby County 
Commission, in the interest of public 
safety. 

Recent heavy rains have caused 
underground activity in the 
limesink-prone area. The county engineer 
showed the Commission infra-red maps of 
the area two weeks ago, which show the 
direction of underground water activity. 
Several places under and near the 
highway are in danger of collapsing, 
according to the maps. 


The highway was closed off and on 
during the past two years for the same 
reason. Some limesinks have continued to 
collapse several times after the county 
repaired them. Ray said, “Only good 
fortune and quick action by county 
forces have prevented serious wrecks.” 

Limesinks occur without waming 
and may not be detected in time to 
prevent accidents he said. 

Another serious danger in the area is 


the presence of underground high 
pressure liquid petroleum pipe lines and a 
natural gas pipeline. 

If sinks should occur under these 
lines, a serious explosion could occur, 
endangering anyone in the vicinity. 

Ray said barricades will be removed 
when and if conditions justify reopening 
the highway for reasonably safe use by 
the public. Before the road was closed, 
traffic was averaging 400 vehicles perday.

The first step to create legal dog 
racing in Shelby County is underway this 
week. 

A group called the “Shelby County 
Citizens Committee for Better 
Education’’ has started a legal 
advertisement giving public notice of 
their intention to ask the legislature to

The bill is detailed, and spells out the 
percentages of money that would be 
allotted to various public agencies.

Head coach Kurt Pnazek said after 
the game, “I think that young men have 
to learn there are principles involved in 
athletics. This is their life and I’m looking 
alittle further down the road.” 

When asked what caused the players’ 
suspension, Pnazek replied, “I'm not 
saying anything about it. Feelings could 
get hurt because of this. No, I can’t . No. 
No way.” 

“| think the students know me well 
enough to know I wouldn’t do anything 
to hurt the players. We don’t play for the 
fans, we play for the development of 
character in the players.” 


“They (the players) understand - | 
hope they do,” added Pnazek. “We made 
these rules before coming down here.” 

The starting lineup for Montevallo 
was composed of Terrance Chappell, 
Sidney Fields, Terry McCarey, Robert 
Jemison, and James Reed. “I thought we 
could win with the players we had,” the 
Montevallo coach said. “You have to be 
consistent in discipline. Nobody wanted 
to win that game more than I.” 

The Bulldog team did not leave the 
court at the conclusion of the game 
because the game was followed 
immediately by the presentation of the 
tournament trophies. During the wait for 
the All Tournament State 2A team, 
Pnazek openly wept. The suspended 
players came to him, shook hands, and 
consoled their coach.

F act sheet disputed 


Letter to Editor: 

Now that many residents of Indian 
Hills and Wooddale have requested 
annexation to the city of Pelham, a “fact 
sheet” has been prepared and circulated 
in the two subdivisions by an anonymous 
group calling itself a Concerned Citizens 
Committee. 

Never have | seen so many 
unfounded statements presented as truth. 
1 live in the unincorporated area of 
Wooddale, but have, in the line of duty, 
attended Pelham city council meetings 
for well over two years. 

For this reason, | feel qualified to 
respond to charges leveled by the 
committee. In the interest of brevity, 1 
will mention only the more blatant 
untruths purveved in the notice. 

The sheet reads, “Indian Hills’ and 
Woodland” (sic) have police protection 
through a cooperative agreement between 
the Sheriffs Department and local 
municipalities.” This is true, but in view 
of the fact that the deputies charged with 
protecting the north end of the county 
(from Hwy. 280 to Helena) have such a 
large territory and usually work one per 
shift. 1. for one. would feel safer knowing 
1 could call the Pelham police department 
directly for help. If police protection is 
withdrawn trom the present jurisdictional 
4iea as fire protection has been, Pelham 
officers will not be obligated to respond 
to calls outside city limits unless asked to 
back up a deputy 
Another statement says, “Alabaster 
fulb time firemen and eight 
paramedics. Pelham has no full. time 
firemen nor paramedics.” 

Wrong. my friends. Alabaster has a 
paid. full time fire chief, John Cochran, 
Pelham has a paid. full time fire chief, 
William Bryars. Jr. Both cities rely 
COMPLETELY on firemen, 
some of whom are paramedics, or 
Emergency Medical Technicians. Pelham 
hus one volunteer who is an EMT. 

“Pelhuin is going to- increase their 
city tines by 140° immediately -..

This statement has to be the wildest 
distortion vet.

And as for the claim regarding a 100 
percent increase in city school taxes 


and hospital taxes... most citizens are 
aware that there is no city school system 
in Pelham. County schools and the 
hospital derive revenue from COUNTY ad 
valorem taxes, which in no way relate to 
city levies. 

“Do you know that most of the large 
businesses are paying no city taxes?” ask 
our misinformed informants. Not so. 
Only Moore-Handley and Stratabolt 
Corporation are exempt from city taxes. 
Furthermore, Moore-Handley gets its tax 
relief from an agreement which the 
company entered into with the city of 
Alabaster, before Pelham was 
incorporated. 

**Ask why the original managers 
failed to run in the last election,’ urges 
the committee. Assuming that the 
challenge refers to former councilmen, | 
can assure them that most did. Only one, 
Buddy Carter, did not seek to return to 
city government. Burk Dunaway ran for 
mayor and was elected; Allen Wilson, 
Bobby Hinds and J. T. Shelton ran for 
re-election to council and were defeated. 

Another charge concerns “Ball field 
expenses unaccounted for when spent.” 
This distortion probably results from 
news accounts about the city being asked 
to pay for items whose purchase had not 
been duly authorized. 

This occurred when local Jaycees 
bought some equipment and when the 
city was billed, council voted to pay for 
the merchandise in that instance, but 
required the Jaycees to have any future 


expenditures ‘approved: beforehand. To- 


insinuate that this situation represents 
any irregularities on the parts of city 
officials is shameful. 

I've noticed that persons who parade 
under the anonymous banner of 
Concerned Citizens are frequently more 
concerned than they are informed. They 
remind me of the Confucious 
observation: “None is so blind as he who 
have head in sand.” 

Hopefully. anyone wishing to lay 
facts on the public will get his head out 
of the sand long enough to check out 
these facts. 

And, hopefully. citizens who have 
not informed themselves on matters of 
public concern will not be too quick to 
believe unsubstantiated “facts”. 

I would like to add that although my 
husband and |, as property owners in 
Wooddale, do favor annexation, we feel 
strongly that those who want to remain 
outside city limits should be allowed to 
de so. For this reason, we hope that 
Pelham councilmen will see fit to take in 
only those homes and businesses which 
have requested it, rather than attempt to 
have the entire area in question voted or 
legislated into the city.

Feeders attract 


by Dr. E. B. Sledge 
University of Montevallo 

Alabama has approximately 350 
species of birds as year round residents of 
migrants. Many of these different kinds 
can be attracted to your yard where they 
are not only beneficial in insect control 
but provide song and are interesting to 
watch. 

The Creek Indians were early 
Alabamians who lived in intimate 
association with all types of wild life and 
appreciated nature. The Creeks are 
known to have made it a custom of 
placing gourds on the branches of dead 
trees around their villages to attract 
Purple Martins. These Indians knew that 
Purple Martins feed primarily on 
mosquitoes and are therefore beneficial 
around human habitations. Martins can 
be attracted to your yard by placing 
boxes or gourds about 20 feet above the 
ground in an open area. Martins are very 
gregarious so housing should be provided 
for several pairs of thesse birds.” 

Most songbirds can be attracted with 
commercial bird seed and bread crumbs. 
Feeders need not be elaborate but should 
be placed up off the ground and near a 
bush or tree into which the birds can 
move if frightened. Birds are subject to 
many dangers in nature so in order to 


“survive, they must spend a great deal of 


time while feeding, watching out for 
anything that threatens them. Therefore a 
bush or tree near your bird feeder gives 
them a sense of security. Feeders should 
be provided with a tin shield or some 
other device on the pole to make them 
squirrel proof. Squirrels usuaily do not 


variety of birds 


harm adult birds, although they will eat 
eggs and nestlings, but will consume as 
much bird seed as you put on your feeder 
as fast as you put it out. 

Sunflower seeds attract many 
interesting birds. Also, fine cracked corn 
called ‘Baby Chick and Bird Scratch 
Feed” is cheap and attracts a wide variety 


‘of species. Alabama has several interesting 


species of sparrows such as the 
White-Throated Sparrow, Chipping 
Sparrow, and Song Sparrowwhich bird 
lovers enjoy at their feeders. These 
species all have pretty, though not 
elaborate, songs and calls and should not 
be confused with the English or House 
Sparrow which is considered a pest. 

Suet or animal fat, is very attractive 
to most songbirds in the winter months. 
The simplest method of making this fat 
available is to put a spoon full of lard on 
a dish or some container on your feeder 
or window sill. Peanut butter is also 
highly palatable to birds but should not 
be put out as you get it from the jar. It 
will definitely choke small birds such as 
Chickadees and Wrens. Simply mix two 
parts lard with one part peanut butter for 
the proper consistancy. All birds, but 
particularly small species must eat a great 
deal of food in cold weather to make up 
for heat loss. Therefore species such as 
Wrens who rarely eat seed will be 
attracted to lard or suet as well as simple 
bread crumbs during cold weather. 

Remember Alabama has a strict bird 
protection law and the BB gun should be 
used on tin cans and NOT BIRDS — even 
most sparrows are protected - because 
they are beneficial.

Commission studies car leasing; 
tax reappraisal target date given 


There was no shortage of problems 
and decisions for the County Commission 
Monday. After the Westover group left, 
(see other story) the Commission settled 
in for an afternoon session packed with 
work, 


They invited Sherman Holland to 
give figures on leasing sheriffs’ 
automobiles as opposed to buying them. 
The Ford dealer said he could furnish cars 
for less than 7-cents per mile for 100,000 
miles. Or if the county preferred, he 
could furnish both the car and the 
maintenance for about eleven and a half 
cents per mile. 


Holland said leasing would probably 
not be cheaper for the county, but the 
fringes might make it worthwhile. The 
Commission asked Hilry King of the 
County Highway Dept. to study the 
proposals. 

The Commission then heard reports 
on the property reappraisal situation in 
the county. Kirby Smith, who holds the 
contract for the program said he believes 
the work can be completed by the end of 
August. Dick O'Conner president of PRK 
Jacobs Company affirmed this. The men 
told the Commission that the Insurance 
Company of North America has stepped 
in to complete the mapping and they 
expect it to be completed in time to get 
the reappraisal-on the books for next 
fiscal year. 

(If it is not on the books, the county 
will receive very little more in tax money 
than last year and will be embarrassed 
about meeting the bond obligations on 
the new jail). 


Smith then said he would like to be 
paid for work done since last June and 
county attorney Frank Ellis, was called to 
the meeting to discuss it. Because 
completion had been delayed several 
times, the attorney had suggested that 
Smith sign certain papers before receiving 
further payment. Smith said it would be 
too complicated to go through all that 
and preferred payment without signing. 
The matter was left to the company and 
county attorneys to resolve. 


District Judge Bill Hill and magistrate 
Curt Payne asked the Commission to get 
them a secretary to serve from now until 
October | when the state will provide a 
secretary. Hill described his work as 
including 503 criminal cases since he took 
office Jan. 17, 31 juvenile cases and 


several hundred civil cases. The 
Commission voted to provide the 
secretary. 

Architects Dampier and Harris asked 
the Commission by letter to approve a 
$22,000 change order to cover the price 
difference between Lexgard windows for 
the new jail and Watchgard windows. 
However, commissioners pointed out that 
they had started legal work on that issue 
last fall, feeling it was the responsibility 
of the contractor to bear the expense, not 
the Commission. (Lexgard was specified 
on the contract, but the company 
stopped making the product). No action 
was taken. 

Commissioners also: 

Agreed to furnish $25 a month for 
gasoline to RSVP for buses. 

Agreed to attend a legislative dinner 
in Montgomery on March 23 and spend 
the 24th in the legislature. 

Agreed, at Kenneth Penhale’s 
request, to use influence to ask the state 
highway department to give the Shelby 
County Historical Society the rights to a 
log cabin in the Cahaba Valley to be 
moved to the Helena park. 

Agreed to reinstate Buddy Glasgow 
and pay as vacation time, the period he

She feels that many parents in the 
Shelby County area are confused by the 
tremendous selection of children’s books 
and they might welcome a review of 
books children will enjoy reading or that 
parents will enjoy reading to them. We 
agree. We hope to make Mrs. Ruff’s 
reviews a monthly feature in the 
Reporter.

I have discovered that there are 
many, many places to begin a review of 
children’s books. Finally, 1 decided that 
the easiest thing to do was to start at 
home, with the children I know best and 
the books that are their favorites. 

One of the favorite books with our 
three-year-old is Good-night Moon by 
Margaret Wise. It has been helping 
children fall asleep for 30 years. It costs 
$3.95 at most book stores and is available 
through the library. The thirty-page story 
is about a little bunny saying 
“good-night” to everything in his room. 

Another great story for pre-schoolers 
or beginning readers is The Little Red 
Caboose by Marian Potter. It is often 
available at dime stores in a colorful 9” x 
12” Golden Book for $1.50. There is 
more reading in its 19 pages that 
Good-night Moon, but it is not too long 
for a bedtime story. It tells about a little 
caboose that’s tired of being last. He 
wishes he could be a different car on the 
train. One day he keeps the train from 
rolling backwards down a tall mountain. 
Now, the children cheer and save their 
biggest waves for the little red caboose. 

Today, children can cash in on the 
paperback book bargains that adults have 
enjoyed for years. They cost around 
$1.00 and are about 8” x 9”. One of 
these, Flip in the Morning by Wesley 
Dennis, has beautiful pencil sketches of 
the colt, Flip, with other barnyard 
animals and scenes on every other one of 
its 54 pages. The story is about a colt 
who wakes the other animals by getting 
up too early. Willie Goat thinks he can 


solve this problem by sending Flip to 
look for a duck. But, the solution doesn’t 
work the way Willie Goat planned. 

My little girl and her father both 
enjoy Richard Scarry’s books. In Cars and 
Trucks and Things That Go ($4.95), he 
creates hundreds of colorful vehicles: a 
broom-o-cycle, a 5 seater pencil car and a 
banana mobile, for example. 
Pre-schoolers can spend vast amounts of 
time enjoying the details of the vehicles 
and the charming animals doing the 
driving. 

This fascination continues to the 
upper elementary boy who will enjoy 
trying to copy many of the strange 
trucks, trains and Army equipment. To 
add to the fun, there is a tiny creature 
called Goldbug hiding in many of these 
“Things That Go.” One warning, don’t 
befrustrated when your child finds 
Goldbug quicker than you. 

In just a few more weeks, many of 
the children in the county will be out of 
school and asking, “What can I do?”. 
Charlie Brown’s Book of Things To Do 
and Collect has fifteen ways to answer 
them. But, it doesn’t just say “Collect 
maps”. The illustrations show all age 
children what a map is, how to get them, 
where to keep them, how to make several 
types of your own and suggests inviting 
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your friends in for a treasure hunt. It 
might be a good idea to buy this $3.95 
paperback before school is out. That will 
give you time to read the 9” x 12” pages 
and be prepared for the inevitable 
question. 

Wouldn't you feel good to know that 
you helped make your child’s summer 
vacation a real adventure in which he 
learned something special ? Children’s 
books can make this happen.

Westover stir continues 


Westover was heard from again 
Monday when the County Commission 
met. About 35 residents of the area 
served by the Westover Water Authority 
sat in on the meeting and repeated many 
of the complaints that had come out in 
two earlier Commission meetings and in 
letters to the editor of this newspaper. 


Commission Chairman Tommy 
Snowden had arranged for Roger 


Traywick, head of the Farmers Home 
Administration to tell the group about 
the financing his agency does for the 
Westover Authority. 

Traywick compared Westover’s 


operating expenses of 55% with those of 


two other small systems that use 56% and 
62% of revenues for operating costs. 

Traywick said that the FHA has to 
approve rate changes to determine if the 
rate will be sufficient to meet all the 
financial obligations of FHA financed 
water systems. He said FHA had 
recommended the recent Westover 
increase to $5.75 monthly. He said that 
the new Little Waxahatchee Water system 
near Columbiana will have to charge at $8 
minimum for 2,500 gallons, and that the 
average bill will be about $11. 

Traywick indicated his agency was 
satisfied with the audit made recently of 
the Westover Authority. 

Members of the crowd listened to 
Traywick, but were apparently not 
impressed with his figures. They felt that

Westover’s rates should go down, not up, 
and several expressed the thought that 
the system could be operated more 
efficiently and cheaply. 

Talk went back and forth for three 
hours with a recess called midway at 
Commissioner Ned Bearden’s suggestion. 

There was no single spokesman for 
the group. Challenges were thrown out 
against Commissioner Alph Lowe and 
Chairman Tommy Snowden. 

Commissioner J. E. “Ned” Bearden 
commented, “I’ve never seen anything 
like it. Everything’s hear-say. No proof of 
wrongdoing is presented. No affidavits.” 
He asked that the county attorney be 
called to advise just what the 
responsibility of the Commission is in the 
matter. The Commission assumes its 
responsibility ends on naming three 
members to the Water Board. 


By the lunch hour, agreement was 
finally reached to hold a special meeting 
on the subject. At the meeting will be 
three persons representing the protesters, 
three persons representing the group of 
Westover water users who are not 
protesting, Commission Chairman 
Tommy Snowden, Roger Traywick of 
FHA, and Board members Wayne Archer 
and F. W. Elliott. The three selected by 
the protesting group were Mrs. Isabel 
Stamp, Mrs. Hazel Williamson and N. F.

Chelsea firemen receive truck

A goal of the Chelsea Jaycees has 
been realized. The community now has a 
fire department, but the volunteer 
firefighters won't be answering any calls 
for a while, 

Just how long it will take them to 
spring into action depends on the support 
they receive from individuals, civic 
Organizations and businesses in the 
community. Donations are needed for 
repairing and equipping the fire truck 
that they took possession of on Friday. 

However, the Jaycees have come a 
long way since the Reporter first carried a 
story on their project in the Feb. 17 
issue. At that time several members of the 
group had visited the Vincent Fire 
Department to obtain information and 
were advised to try and obtain a truck 
through the Civil Defense Agency. 

Following through with this 
suggestion, External Vice-President, 
Robert Bearden enlisted the help of Don 
Hughes, Shelby County’s Civil Defense 


Director. A 1966 model 400 gallon 
pumper was located, and according to 
Bearden, seems to be in good mechanical 
condition. 

However, he related that the engine 
will have to be gone over thoroughly and 
the truck will have to be painted. Saying 
that an individual had contributed the 
money for the purchase of 1,000 feet of 
2% inch hose, which the Jaycees secured 
at a sale, Bearden added that 1,000 feet 
more of this size was needed as well as 
another 1,500 feet of 1/4 inch hose 

Verne Craig, Chairman of the Fire 
Department’s Board of Directors, noted 
that nozzles were also needed. And 
before the unit can function, he observed, 
the volunteers will have to be trained. He 
went on to say that the club eventually 
hopes to acquire a 2,500 gallon tanker. 

The present fire truck is being

for off premises beer licenses 


Two applications for licenses to sell 
“off premises” beer were presented to the 
Montevallo City Council Monday night. 

Council members voted to postpone 
action on one of the applications, They 
voted to withhold approval on the second 
application. 

Action on the application form 
Naomi Nell Beane, doing business as 
Nell’s Grocery and located on State 
Highway 25 near the western limits of 
Montevallo, was postponed until the next 
meeting of the council. Council members 
expressed a wish to study the application 
at greater length before taking action. 

Approval of the application from 
Jimmy Sanders, doing business as Jim and 
Pat’s and located at the intersection of 
State Highways 25 and 155, was denied. 
Council] members, voting unanimously, 
indicated that the intersection of the two 
highways presents a dangerous traffic 
problem and the granting of a license to 
sell beer at this location wiil compound 
the existing traffic hazard 

The building at this intersection 
currently houses a Phillips 66 service 
station and has been operated by William 
Nix of Bessemer. Nix obtained a license 
to sell “off premises” beer at this 
location, last year, over the protest of the 
Montevallo City Council. 

When Nix applied for the license, the 
Montevallo City Council denied council

approval. The Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board, however, granted Nix the “off 
premises” license. At the time Nix 
applied for this license, council members 
cited traffic congestion as the reason for 
not approving Nix’s application.

Friends, strangers respond to 


death of Malaysian student

Several weeks before the automobile 
accident which claimed his life, a young 
Malaysian student who was a sophomore 
at the University of Montevallo confided 
that he would like to stay in this country. 
Last week's Reporter carried the 
story of the death of 21 year old Lai 
Hong Lau and his burial in the cemetery 
of Mt. Signal Baptist Church. 
Not only did students and teachers 
from the University of Montevallo attend 
the graveside services, but people who 


then sent in contributions, she said that 
added to the money some businesses in 
the area donated, all expenses were paid.

But friends 
and others who were moved by the 
tragedy kept this from happening. 

The young Malaysian, who was 
studying to be an electrical engineer, 
made friends easily. And it was the family 
of one of these friends, Craig Cooley, 
who donated the plot in which the 21 
year old youth was buried. 

Craig’s father pastors the Mt. Signal 

Church near Westover. A freshman at 
UM, Craig met Lai Hong only a few 
months ago, but the two struck up a fast 
friendship. 
{ Saying that she had met Lai Hong 
only once, Craig's mother, Mrs. Jean 
Cooley, related that she had taken an 
immediate liking to him. The Cooley’s 18 
year old daughter, Leann, went out with 
him several times, and it was on their last 
date that the accident occurred. 

Observing that her daughter was 
fortunate to be alive, Mrs. Cooley said she 
was now at home recovering from het 
injuries. 

In telling about the tragedy that had 


Cooley said that the warm hearted 
vesponse from those who heard about it 
was overwhelming. 

The grave in the church was dug at 
no cost, she ,eported, and ladies of the 
church prepared floral wreaths from fresh 
cut flowers. Others also responded with 
generosity. she added.

David Chou, who now lives in 
Birmingham, comes from a village only 
15 miles from where the Laus live. 

After taking pictures of the grave 
site, he said he planned to send them, 
along with a letter, to Lai Hong’s parents. 

Even though he'll never return to the 
UM campus, the outstanding student, 
who one friend described as “always 
showing love,’ isn’t likely to be 
forgotten.

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 

Relating to Shelby County, to provide for and create 
the Shelby County Racing Commission for the 
regulating, licensing, and supervision of greyhound 
racing, and wagering thereon; to prescribe the 
composition, appointment, terms of office, powers, and 
duties of the commission; to authorize and empower 
Racing Commission to Issue revenue bonds for purpose 
of acquiring land and construction of race tracks;to 
prescribe certain qualifications for applicants for 
licanses; to provide for and regulate the pari-mutuel 
method of wagering within the enclosure of licensed 
race \racks; to provide for the levying of a special gross 
receipt tax on items sold on premises and the 
distribution thereof; to prescribe certain rules and 
regulations in addition to those that may be 
promulgated by the Racing Commission; to provide for 
the distribution and appropriation of license fees, 
taxes,commissions, and other monies received under 
the provisions of the act;to provide certain penalties for 
the violation of this act and for other purposes relative 
thereto; to further define the intent of the act, and to 
provide for a referendum of the voters of the county on 
the question of whether the act will become effective in 
the county. BE 1T ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE 
OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. The Shelby County Racing Commission is 
hereby created and established, and is vested with the 
powers and duties specified in this act, and all other 
powers necessary and proper to enable it to execute 
fully and effectually the purposes of this act, The 
Commission shal! consist of five (5) members; Two (2) 
shall be appointed by the Shelby County Legislative 
Delegation; one(1) shall be appointed by a majority vote 
of the Shelby County Commission; one (1) shall be 
appointed by a majority vote of the Shelby County 
Board of Education; and one(1) shall be appointed by 
the sheriff of Shelby County. The original members 
shall serve for a term of four (4) years. The 
commissioners shall select from among their members 
a chairman, vice-chairman, and a secretary who shal! 
also act as treasurer. The secretary shall keep a record 
of all procceedings of the commission and shall 
preserve all books, maps, documents, papers, and 
records entrusted to the commission's care. All shall 
constitute public records. The commission shall 
maintain an office in Shelby County. A majority of the 
commission shall constitute a quorum for al! purposes 
The chairman shall preside at all meetings of the 
commission, provided, however, in his absence, the 
vice-chairman shall preside 

Section 2. Should one of the appointing authorities 
fail to make its appointment to the commission within 
thirty (30) days after this becomes operative the three 
remaining appointing authorities shall make the 
appointment. In the event @ vacancy occurs and the 
respective appointing authority fails to appoint a 
qualified person to the commission within thirty (30) 
days, the three remaining appointing authorities shal! 
make the appointment to fill the vacamy. A commission 
member ‘may be removed at the request of the 
respective appointing authority for just cause, provided 
that such request is made in writing setting forth the 
reasons for removal and a copy of the request is sent to 
and concurred in by the other three appointing 
authorities 

Section 3. The members of the commission shall be 
qualified electors not less than twenty-one years of age, 
who shall have resided in Shelby County for a period of 
tive years next preceding their appointment, and each 
commissioner shal! take (he same constitutional oath of 
office as.other county officers, and shall give bond 
payable to Shelby County in the amount of ten thousand 
doliars ($10,000), conditioned that he will faithfully 
and properly perform the duties of his office. The 
premiums on such bonds shall be paid by the 
commission, The commission may employ such 
assistants and employes as may be necessery. A 
member of the commission must not be en official, 
member of any board of directors, or person financially 
interested In any race track or race meeting licensed by 
the commission, nor shail he race greyhounds in any 
race meeting licensed by the commission 

Section 4. The compensation of gach member of the 
commission shall be five hundred dollars ($500.00) per 


Police Chief Troy Kirkland told 
members of the council that he had 
received a leticr of resignation from 
Officer Herman Lee. Kirkland stated that 
Lee's letter of resignation gave health 
reasons for his request to leave the police 
force, Lee, according to Kirkland, is in a 
Birmingham hospital.

Kirkland also presented council 
members a letter from William Swatek 
who has been serving the city as 
Recorder's Court Judge.

$100 per month to $250 per month, 

Council members agreed that the 
number of cases brought to court have 
doubled during the last few years, but 
they were interested in possible 
arrangement with other attorneys. 

Chief Kirkland told council members 
that other attorneys were interested in 
the position. After discussing the general 
subject of the city’s court procedures and 
frequency of holding court, Councilmen 
agreed to offer the position to attorney 
Eason Mitchell of Calera. 

Terms the agreement will be 
spelled out in a letter from Montevallo’s 
mayor, but briefly the employment of 
Mitchell as judge for Montevallo’s 
Recorder’s Court will be to hold 2 Court 
sessions per month for the remainder of 
this fiscal year, ending September 30. 
Mitchell’s agreed-upon fee will be $150 
per month. 

Chief Kirkland also recommended 
the employment of Mark Austin for the 
position made vacant by the resignation 
of Police Officer Herman Lee. Austin has 
served Montevallo as an auxiliary 
policeman and as a night radio operator. 
Council members voted unanimously to 
employ Austin at the beginning rank of 
patrolman 

Mayor Ralph Sears announced that 
City Clerk Kenneth Bailey has been 
authorized to function as a warrant clerk 
for the city. The authorization came from 
the State of Alabama and permits Bailey 
to issue arrest warrants.

Proceeds 
from iease payments on the track or tracks shall be used 
to retire said revenue bonds, The racing commission 
herein created shall not be abolished so long as there 
are outstanding bonds of indebtedness that were issued 
and secured by the lease payments or by revenue to be 
derived from the provisions of this act, Provided 
however that no county funds shall be encumbered by 
indebtedness created by the racing commission or 
licensee except such funds as may be created by racing 
events as set forth by the racing commission 

Section 6. The Racing Commission shall collect all 
the license tees, taxes, and monies provided in this act, 
and shall supervise, check and audit the operation of 
the pari-mutuel wagering pools and the conduct and 
distribution thereof. The commission shail deposit all 
funds in a bank or banks located in Shelby County. Any 
expense incurred by the commission relating to its 
duties may be paid out of the monies deposited to the 
Credit of the Racing Commission prior to distribution of 
monies as later provided for in this act. 

Section 7, It shall be the duty of the County Racing 
Commission to carry out the provisions of this act; and 
it shall have the following specific duties: 

(1) To fix and set the dates upon which race meetings 
may be held or operated; 

(2) To make a quarterly report to the Shelby County 
Commission of its operation, showing its own actions 
and rulings and the receipts derived under the 
provision of this act; 

(3) To require each applicant for a license to operate a 
race meeting to submit the following information 

(a) The full name of the person, association, or 
corporation, and if a corporation, the name of the state 
under which the same is incorporated, and the name of 
the corporation's agents for service of process within 
the State of Alabama 
(b) If an association or corporation, the names of the 
stockholders and directors of the corporation, a 
majority of whom shall be residents of Alabama, or the 
names of the officers and directors of the association 

(c) The exact location where it is desired to conduct or 
hold a race meeting and preliminary plans showing the 
site topography, the type of construction, the track 
design and concession plans together with a statement 
of the assets and liabilities of the corporation making 
such application. An application may be approved 
subject to approval of detailed construction plans and 
specifications when prepared 

(d) Whether the racing plant is owned or leased, and 
if teased, the name and address of the owner, or if the 
owner is a corporation, the names of the officers and 
directors thereo!, a majority of whom shall have been a 
resident of the State of Alabama for at least five years;

(4) To require an oath of every applicant by its 
president stating the information contained in the 
application is true. 

(5) To make uniform rules and regulations governing 
the holding, conduction, and operation of all race 
tracks, race meetings, and races held in Shelby County. 

Section 8. All books, records, maps, documents, and 
papers of the commission, including those filed with the 
commission as well as those prepared by or for It, shall 
at all times be open for the personal inspection of any 
officer of the State of Alabama, or of the county, 
municipality within Shelby County, or of any official 
investigative body or committee and no person having 
charge or custody thereof shal! refuse this right to any 
officer or investigative body or committee, and it shall 
be the express duty of such person to assist such officer 
or commmittee in locating records or information 
desired by them. Any member or employee of the 
commission who violates the provisions of this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon 
conviction, shall be fined not more than one hundred 
dollars ($100.00) or imprisioned in the county jall not 
exceding three months. If any member of the 
commission violates the provisions of this section, he

Section 9, Any corporation desiring to operate a race 
track in this county shall have the right, subject to the 
provisions of this act, to hold and conduct one or more 
race meetings at such track each year provided that no 
such license shall be granted to corporation, or to any 
track, for a period of less than two hundred (200) racing 
days. Said dates shal! not be required to be 
consecutive, and a racing day may include a matinee 
performance, No race or racing shall be permitted on 
Sundays. No person under the legal voting age shall be 
employed in any manner about said race track except 
as exercise boys and grooms; nor shall persons under 
eighteen years of age be permitted to attend any race. 

Section 10. (a) On or before the 15th day of October of 
each year, any: person, association, or corporation 
possessing the qualifications prescribed in this Act 
shall have the right to apply to the Racing Commission 
for a permit or license to conduct race meetings and 
racing under this Act. On or before the first day of 
December of each year, after the receipt of any such 
application, the commission shall convene to consider 
and act upon all permits or licenses applied for. 
Approved permits or licenses shall be granted for a 
period of one year from the date of issuance and shall 
set forth, in addition to any other infomation prescribed 
by the Commission, the name of the licensee, the 
location of the race track, the duration of the race 
meeting and the kind of racing desired to be conducted, 
and shall show the receipt by the Commission of the 
license fee set by the Commission, the setting of which 
is hereby authorized. No such license shall be 
transferable, nor shail it apply to any other place, track, 
or enclosure except the one specified in this license. 

(b) The commission shail not issue any licenses which 
would permit any two race tracks in the County to 
operate on the same racing days. Further, after the first 
license has been issued to the licensee, subsequent 
applications tor renewal shall be accompanied by proof 
(in such form as the commission may require) that said 
licensee still possesses the qualifications set out In this 
act, Such applications for renewal of license shal! not be 
denied except for due cause 

(c) Eighty-five percent (85%) of the employees of 
said track must be bona fide resident citizens of Shelby 
County, Alabama, or shall have become so within six 
months 

Section 11. The commission may suspend or revoke 
the license of any licensee conducting a race meeting, 
upon the willful violation of any of the provisions of this 
act, or any rule or regulation promulgated by the 
commission or may invoke a fine not to exceed one 
thousand dollars ($1,000,00) per offense in lieu thereof. 

\t is unlawtul for any licensee under this act, directly 
or indirectly, to make any contribution whatsoever to 
any political party or to any candidate for any State, 
County or Municipal office, and upon proof being 
presented of any such contribution having been made, 
the commission shall immediately and permanently 
revoke the license of such licensee. No disciplinary 
action may be taken hereunder until the licensee has 
been presented with notice in writing specifying the 
time and place of a disciplinary hearing, said notice 
setting out in substance the nature of the accusation, 
and inviting the licensee to appear, with or without 
counsel, as the licensee may decide, the licensee being 
afforded an opportunity to face and examine his 
accusors, call witnesses, and testify if he so chooses. 

Section 12. The commmision is empowered to compel 
the production of any and all books, memoranda, or 
documents showing the receipts and disbursements of 
any corporation licensed to conduct race meetings 
under the provisions of this act. The commission may, 
at any time, require the removal of any employee or 
official employed by any licensee hereunder whenever 
it has reason to believe that such employes or official is 
guilty of any improper practice in connection with 
racing, has failed to comply with any condition of the 
license, or has violated any rule adopted by the 
commission. The commission shall have the power to 
require that the books and financial or other statements 
of any licensee be kept in a manner and method 
provided by the commission; and the commission shal! 
be authorized to visit, Investigage, and place auditors 
and inspectors in the. offices, tracks, or place of 
business of any corporation licensed under this act. The 
commission shall have the power to summon witnesses 
before its meetings; to administer oaths to such 
witnesses, and to require testimony on any issue before 
it. Any person failing to appear before said 
commission, or tailing to produce books, records, and 
documents ordered, or refusing to testify thereon, shal! 
be deemed guilty of @ misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction in a court of competent jurisdiction, shail be 
punished by a fine of not more than five hundred 
dollars ($500.00), or by imprisonment not to exceed six 
(6) months, or by both fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court.

Section 13. The commission shall have the power to 
grant, refuse, suspend, or withdraw licenses to all 
persons connected with race tracks, including 
gatekeepers, announcers, ushers, starters, officials, 
drivers, greyhound owners, agents, trainers, grooms, 
stable foremen, exercise boys, veterinarians, vaiets, 
sellers of racing forms or bulletins, and attendants in 
connection with the wagering machines, pursuant to 
such rules and regulations as the commission may 
adopt and upon the payment of a license fee as fixed 
and determined by the commission in accordance with 
the position and compensation of such person. Any 
license may be revoked by the commission, for good 
cause shown, and any person whose license Is revoked 
shall be ineligible to participate in such occupation 
connected with racing unless the license is returned by 
the commission with permission to operate thereunder. 
The commission may deny or revoke a license to any 
person who has been refused or denied a license by any 
other state Racing Commission or racing authority. 

Section 14. The commission shall make rules 
governing, permitting, and regulating the wagering on 
greyhound races under the form of mutue!l wagering by 
patrons known as ‘Pari-Mutuel Wagering,’’ which 
method shail be legal to the extent that, and so long as, 
the same ts carried on and conducted strictly in 
conformity with this act, and not otherwise. Only the 
persons or corporation receiving a license from the 
commission shall have the right or privilege to conduct 
this type of wagering and the licenses shall restrict and 
confine this form of wagering to a space within the race 
meeting grounds. All other forms of wagering on the 
results of greyhound races shall continue to be illegal, 
and any or all wagering outside of the enclosure of such 
races, where such races shall have been licensed by the 
commission, shall be illegal. 

No person or corporation shall directly or indirectly 
purchase pari-mutue! tickets or participate in the 
purchase of any part of @ pari-mutuel poo! for another 
tor hire or for any gratuity and no person shall purchase 
any part of a pari-mutuel poo! through another, wherein 
he gives or pays directly or indirectly such other person 
anything of value. Any person violating this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon 
conviction in a court of competent jurisdiction, shail be 
punished by a fine of not more than five hundred 
dollars ($500.00), or by imprisonment not to exceed six 
months, or both fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court. 


Section 15. Every licensee conducting race meetings 
under the provisions of this Act, shall pay to the 
Treasurer of the Racing Commission for the use of the 
Commission, a tax in an amount equal to eight (6) 
percent of the total contributions to all pari-mutuel 
pools conducted or made on any race track licensed 
under this Act. The Commission of a licensee on a 
parl-mutuel pool shall in no event exceed eighteen 
percent (18%) of the amount contributed to said 
pari-mutuel pool, which amount shail include the eight 
percent (8%) tax heretofore provided. After the 
deduction of the eight percent (6%) for the use of the 
commission and the percentage commission of the 
licansee, the remainder of the total contributions to 
each pool shall be divided among and redistributed to 
the contributors to such pools betting on the winning 
dog. The amount of each redistribution for each 
winning bet placed shall be determined by dividing the 
total ammount remaining in the pool after the deductions 
hereinabove provided for by the number of betes placed 
on the winning dog. Each redistribution shall be made 
in a sum equal to the next lowest multiple of ten. The 
licangee in entitied to retain one-half (1/2) of the odd 
cents on all redistributions to be known as the ‘’Breaks 
to a dime." The remaining one-half (1/12) of the 
‘breaks’ shail be paid to the Treasurer of the Racing 
Commission for the use of the Commission as @ "breaks 
tax.’ Under the parl-mutuel system of wagering 
herein provided, the licensee shall be permitted to 
provide separate pools for bets to win, place, and show 
and also a dally double pool, @ quiniela pool and a 
double quiniela pool and such other pools as the 
commission shall approve. Each pool shall be 
redistributed separately as herein provided. Should 
there be no ticket bet on the winning dog, the entire 
poo! will be divided among the holders of tickets on the 
dog running next in line until the pool has been 
redistributed to the contributors. The licensee shall be 
required to use a totalizator machine to record the 
wagering and compute the odds. Rules and regulations 
governing the operation of the pools shai! be set out in 
book form by the Racing Commission. The licensee 
shall collect from each person attending the race 
meetings under the provisions of this Act fifteen 
percent (15%) of the established admission price or ten 
cents, whichever sum is the greater, as an admission 
tax and such other fees or gross receipts taxes as shall 


Morris names Frank Collins 
to Little Waxie Water Board 


It was no problem to appoint Frank 
Collins to the board of the Little Waxie 
Water Authority. By contrast, it has 
taken untold hours and anguish to get 
new “board membets on the Westover 
Water Authority. 

Most such appointments are simple 
and routine when they come up in the 
County Commision. The Commission 
names persons to many boards and 
committees throughout the county. 

The time-honored method is for the 
Commissioner in whose district an 
organization lies, to name the persons and 
the other Commissioners honor that 
nomination unanimously. It has always 
been so with appointments to the 
hospital board and other less 
controversial boards. 

When the need for a new board 
member on the Little Waxie came up, 


Chairman Tommy Snowden mentioned it 
and Commissioner Jake Morris said 
someone had called him asking him to 
name Frank Collins. But Morris indicated 
he didn’t know for sute where the Little 
Waxie was located. “It’s somewhere down 
here,” he said pvinting west of 
Columbiana. When Snowden and 
Commissioner Bearden assured him it was 
in his district, Morris nominated Collins 
and Alph Lowe seconded the nomination. 

But on the matter of the Westover 
Authority, considerable argument is being 
made that Morris should appoint one of 
the members, because part of the system 
is in his district. Lowe maintains that the 
office is in his district and he should 
name the board members. Commissioners 
Bearden and Doug Ballard went along 
with Lowe’s nominees two weeks ago, 
but Morris voted against them.

be approved by the commission. Licensees shall make 
payment of such taxes to tne treasurer of the Racing 
Commission every seventh calendar day of any and 
every race meeting, which payment shall be 
accompanied a report on the races covered by such 
report and such other information as the commission 
may require. 

Section 16. If any free passes or complimentary cards 
shall be issued to guests by any licensee, such licensee 
shall nevertheless be responsible for payment of the 
admission tax upon such complimentary admission 
cards or passes as though they had been sold at the 
regular admission price. However, nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to prohibit the issuance of 
tax-free passes to officials and actual employees of the 
licensee, or other persons actually engaged in working 
at such track, including persons actually employed 
and accredited by the press or other news service; 
provided, the issuance of all such tax-free passes shall 
be governed by the regulations and orders of the 
commission and a list of all such officers, employees, 
and news service representatives shall be filed with the 
commission. 

Section 17. The licanse fees, commission, and other 
taxes imposed herein shail be in lieu of all licanse fees, 
commissions and other taxes to the State of Alabama, 
of any county, city, town or other political subdivision 
thereof. 

Section 18. In addition to other rules and regulations 
that may be promulgated by the Racing Commission, 
the following shall be complied with by the licensee or 
operator of the race plant and employees thereof. 

(a) A duly licensed veterinarian shall be on the 
grounds at weighing time and make examination of the 
physical conditions of each greyhound, and any dog not 
considered to be in good physical condition, shall be 
reported to the presiding official. 

(b) An adequate security force shal! be employed as 
prescribed by the licensee. 

(c) An adequately equipped first aid room shall be 
Provided within the enclosure of the track with a 
registered nurse or licensed practical nurse of an 
emergency medical technician !I| on duty during racing 
hours. 

(d) Public Ilability insurance shall be carried by the 
licansee or operator. 

(e) All racing events shall be concluded by midnight. 

(f) A pari-mutuel ticket shall not be sold to an 
individual who is visibly inebriated. 

(g) All employees at the race track shal! be licensed 
by the Racing Commission and shail submit @ signed 
affidavit at time of employment that they meet the 
requirements of this act and of the Racing Commission 
herein created. Each employee shail be required to 
wear an identifying badge With his or her photograph 
and name thereon at all times while within or on the 
premises of the racing plant. Employees are prohibited 
from wagering and violators shall have their 
employment terminated. 

Section 19. All fees, commissions, taxes, and other 
monies, including fines, and forfeitures, received under 
the provisions of this act shall be paid to the Shelby 
County Racing Commission. All such monies 
remaining after payment of expenses Incurred in the 
administration of this act shall be distributed on a 
quarterly basis as follows: 

(a) Sixty-five percent (65%) to the Shelby County 
Board of Education of which (60%) sixty percent shall 
be used for public education and (5% ) five percent shall 
be used exclusively for special education for mentally 
handicapped children and or children with learning 
defects. 

(b) Five percent (5%) to the University of 
Montevallo. 

(c) Twelve percent (12%) to the various 
municipalities located in Shelby County with each 
municipality receiving @ share based on the population 
of said municipality as it relates to the total municipal 
populations. 

(d) Nine percent (9%) to the Shelby County General 
Fund. 

(e) Six percent (6%) to the Shelby County governing 
body to be used for law enforcement in Shelby County, 

(f) Three percent (3%) to the Shelby County 
governing body for fire protection and emergency 
rescue services operating in unincorporated areas. 

Section 20. Any corporation, association, or person 
who directly or indirectly holds any dog race without 
having procured a license as prescribed in this act, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor. Any person wagering upon 

the results of such @ rabe, except in the parl-mutuel or 
mutuel method of wagering when the same is 
conducted by a licensee and upon the grounds or 
enclosure of said licenses, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. Any corporation, organization, eaacclat- 
lon, or person who violates any provisions of this act, 
for which a penalty is not expressly provided shall be 
Quilty of a misdemeanor. Upon conviction of any of the 


above misdemeanors in a court of competent 
Jurisdiction, the penalty shall be a fine of not less than 
one hundred dollars ($100.00), nor more than one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00), or by imprisonment of not 
less than five days nor more than six months, or both, 
such fine and Imprisonment to be in the discretion of 
the court, 

Section 21. No person who engages In the practice of 
professional gambling on greyhound races, or in the 
practice of making gambling or wagering books on such 
races, or who knowingly takes any part in such 
practices, shall be eligible as an applicant for any 
licanse or permit to operate a race track or a race 
meeting under the provisions of this act, or to be 
connected therewith in any capacity and any association 
or corporation which as an officer, director, 
stockholder, executive, or employs any person who 
engaged in such practices shall likewise be ineligible as 
a licensee, and the commission is hereby empowered to 
inquire into such matters in entertaining any such 
applications and otherwise in administering this act. 

Section 22, Any person who shall influence or have 
any understanding or connivance with any owner, 
groom, or other person associated with or interested in 
any kennel, greyhound, or race in which any greyhound 
participates, to prearrange or predetermine the results 
of any such race, or any person who shall stimulate or 
depress a greyhound for the purpose of affecting the 
results of a race, shall be guilty of a felony and upon 
conviction thereof, shall be imprisoned in the state 
prison for not less than one year nor more than ten 
years, or shall be fined not less than one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00) nor more than five thou sand dollars 
($5,000.00) or both, in the discretion of the court. 

Section 23. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
transmit or communicate to another by any means 
whatsoever the results, changing odds, track 
conditions, or any other information relating to any 
greyhound race from any race track in this county, 
between the period of time beginning one hour prior to 
the first race of the day and ending thirty minutes after 
the posting of the official results of each race, as to that 
particular race, except that this period be reduced 
to permit the transmitting of the results of the last race 
gach day not sooner than fifteen minutes after the 
official posting of such results. Provided, however, that 
the commission may, by rule, permit the immmediate 
transmission by radio, television, or press wire of any 
pertinent information concerning feature races, 

It shall be unlawful for any person to transmit by any 
means whatsoever racing information to any other 
person, or to relay the same to any other person by 
word of mouth, by signal, or by use of telephone, 
telegraph, radio, or any other means, when the 
information is knowingly used or intended to be used 
for illegal gambling purposes, or in furtherance of such 
gambling purposes. 

Any person violating the provision of this section 
shal! be guilty of a felony and, upon conviction, shall be 
imprisioned in the state penitentiary for not less than 
one year nor more than ten years, or shal! be fined not 
less than one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) nor more 
than five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) or both, in the 
discretion of the court. : 

Section 24. The county governing body of Shelby 
County shall call and provide for holding a referendum 
for the purpose of determining if this act shall become 
operative. The referendum shall be held not less than 
twenty (20) daya, nor more than forty (40) days after the 
effective date of this act, and shall be advertised, held, 
conducted and the results thereof canvassed in the 
manner provided by law tor advertising, holding, and 
canvassing county bond elections. The question to be 
voted on shall be stated on the ballots or voting 
machine tabs substantially as follows: 

“Do you favor the creation of the Shelby County 
Racing Commission to regulate licensing and 
Supervision of dog racing and wagering thereon as 

Provided in Act No. OPPLOVED pene 
197774 

If the majority of the votes cast in the referendum are 
“‘yes,"* greyhound racing shall be legal in the Shelby 
County and this act shall become operative therein: if 
the majority of the votes cast in the election are “no, *! 
this act shall have no turther effect. The Probate Judge 
of Shelby County shall certify the results of the 
referendum to the Secretary of State of Alabama within 
thirty (30) days atter the election returns are canvassed 

Section 25. If any proviston, paragraph or part of this 
act shail be declared invatid, unconstitutional, or voig 
the balance of said act shall remain in full force ang 
effect. 

Section 26. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with 
this act are repealed. 

Section 27. This act shall become effective upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming @ law.

Sewing seeds abundantly 


is gardener’s advice 


It's not a good idea to plant just 
enough seeds to get only the amount of 
vegetable plants you want in your final 
stand. If all the seeds don’t make it, 
you'll have to do some replanting to get 
the right number of plants. 

Seeding thickly and then thinning to 
get the right number of plants is a much 
better idea. Thinning or removing 
unwanted seedlings is one of the first and 
most important tasks for gardeners. Most 
vegetable handbooks and seed packages 
have detailed information on plant 
spacing for individual crops. 

Do your thinning when the soil is 
moist and the plants are small enough to 
remove easily without disturbing plants 
you want to leave. 

Most root crops like turnips and 
rutabagas do not produce good fleshy 
roots unless the crop is thinned. These 
crops should be thinned when the plants 
are still small and before they've 
developed extensive root systems. You 


can use some small plants like turnips for 
greens after they've been thinned. 

You can thin crops like turnips to a 
still thick stand and let them grow until 
they are large enough to eat. Then take 
out every other plant leaving the 
remaining plants more space to grow and 
develop their roots for later eating, 


Before deciding on how big to make 
your garden, be sure to check on the 
availability of labor to manage the 
garden, A small, well managed garden is 
usually more productive than a much 
large area run haphazardly. You can often 
see after a small garden near your house 
in a few spare minutes of time each day. 
Daily care is a much better way to 
manager a garden than trying to work at 
weekly intervals. A garden takes almost 
daily care for best production. And 
sometimes, a few minutes of timely work 
is worth more than several hours spent 
just on week-ends.

The Warriors 
had to win three games to get the huge 
trophy, and what wins they were! 
Domination could easily be the title of 
the first two game, but class had to be 
their motto in the aftermath of the 
thrilling championship game. 

Competition started early last 
Thursday morning at 9:00 a.m.

If any month should be declared 
“bass fishing” month, it should be March. 

This 31-day time marker probably 
sees the most catches of the bass species, 
probably the biggest catches and certainly 
is that calendar period for most enjoyable 
trips afloat. Or would you rather fish 
during July or August when the air 
humidity is 85 percent and the sun is 
beaming down on your sweat-soaked 
carcass? 

As lve reported in the past, TVA 
records show best bass kills are made in 
March and April. Thereafter the take 
eases Off somewhat into a gradual decline. 
Whether this means fewer fisherman 
hours daily, a loss of fish appetites, or a 
combination of the two, | don’t know. 
There may be a low point in July, August 
and September, followed by a rise in bass 
catches in October, November and even 
December in Alabama if the weather 
hasn’t turned sour from an early bleak 
cold spell. 

To key to a sudden surge in bass 
action is water temperature. An 
immersion type thermometer is a good 
tool to carry along. If the water 
temperature beneath the surface has risen 
from a frigid 45 degrees in February to 
55 to 60 degrees F., out your 
topwater lures and shallow water crank 
baits. Plastic worms and deep running 
spinner baits will work better later on in 
spring and summer when bass seek cooler 
Strata of water and certain structure 
points for feeding and resting 

In early spring | like to fish for bass, 
simply because they'll readily hit my

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‘Centrarchidae’. The so-called true basses 
are the white bass, the yellow bass, and 
the striped bass, belonging to the family, 
*Serranidae’. 

Most common and most adaptable to 
farm pond stocking is the largemouth. It’s 
an excellent fish for turbid waters, for 
hot water temperatures from Florida to 
Washington state. But in the upper part 
of Alabama, you can take the northern 


‘smallmouth. In all streams and in mild 


but cool sloughs, you may latch on to a 
cartwheeling varmit, the redeye. It 
seldom gets very large, but it’s one of the 
finest flavored. | helped stock one lake in 
Shelby County with “Unk” Lauderdale 
and Buck Clark years ago. We put in 
largemouth fingerlings, but the following 
summer | fly whipped about 20 redeye 
about a pound each, They had invaded 
the lake from the cold water spring just 
above. 


Then there’s the Alabama’s spotted 
bass, a bit more rambunctuous than the 
largemouth, but somewhat smaller in 
general size. 

Regardless what you fish for, keep 
those fish alive if you’re out for an hour 
or less. I just don’t have any use for a fish 
safety-pin stringer. Your fish die slowly 
and so does the flavor. Would you starve 
and thirst a steer for weeks before you 
butchered it? 

Use a collapsible basket stringer 
suspended in the water from the boat 
gunwale to keep fish alive for a short 
period. A crocus or toe-sack will also do a 
good job. If you are going to spend the 
day, kill each fish as you unhook it and 
then sock it away in an icy salt-sludge for 
best flavor. When you get to camp o1 
home, fillet all bass and remove all skins 
for a fine meal.

CB news and views

Should | install my own CB radio? 

I’m sure this question has arisen in 
the minds of many newcomers to the 
Citizen’s Radio Service. And, rightly so, 
when taking into consideration the 
average cost of installation and the 
possible delay before you can use your 
set. 

First off, if you are not mechanically 
inclined, forget it. 

One of the most important parts in 
the installation is neatness. If you leave 
loose and frayed cables and wires, you are 
inviting serious problems. So, be neat and 
very careful with your wiring. 

Reversing the power leads to your set 
or shorting the antenna system could 
cause severe and costly damage to your 
unit. 

Okay, so you want to do it yourself. 
That’s fine, but before you start let’s go 
over some of the most important steps 
and then you can think it over. 

Most of the CB radios presently on 
the market have what is called both 
-positive and negative ground capability. 
By that, we mean that regardless of 
whether the vehicle has the positive or 
the negative post of the battery going to 
the frame of the vehicle, the radio will 
work. Positive ground vehicles, however, 
are generally large trucks. 

So, before you begin, determine 
whether your vehicle is positive or 
negative ground. Once that is determined, 
select a mounting location for the radio. 
Do not place it near any large flow of 
heat. Caution should also be taken as to 
where the mounting holes are drilled. 
Improperly drilled mounting holes could 
damage the vehicle. 

Once the radio is mounted you are 
ready to supply power to the unit. 

If you have a negative ground 
vehicle, the black lead from the rear of 
the radio should go to the frame of the 
vehicle. This could be any metal surface 
within the vehicle. The red lead should be 
attached to a 12-volt power source. 
Usually, the fuse box in the vehicle is 
used. 

After the wires are attached, turn the 
radio on and make sure the dial and 
channel indicator lights are working. If 
they light up, we can continue. If they do 
not, check the fuse and see it if is blown 
out. If the fuse is not blown, then return 
the radio to the person or company you 
purchased it from and have them check it 
out. 

Alright, let’s assume the lights on the 
dial and channel indicator came on. Do 
not try to transmit or push the 
microphone button. This could cause 
damage to your unit. There are still other 
important steps before you can operate 
your set. 

The antenna system is next. This 
system is one of the most difficult, 
important and time consuming tasks in 
the entire installation. Regardless of the 
type of antenna, precautions. must be 
observed in assembling and mounting: 

Many antennas can be purchased 
pre-assembled. Pre-assembled antennas 
are not particularly difficult to install. 

If, however, the antenna is not 
pre-assembled, then read the directions 
carefully and follow the instructions. 

Once the antenna is assembled and

ready to install, the following precautions 
should be taken: 

Be sure a good clean ground is 
provided. In the case of trunk mounted 
antenna, it may be necessary to scrape 
away some of the paint on the underside 
of the trunk lip. 

Double check your connections and 
be sure the antenna is properly 
assembled. 

Before transmitting on your radio, 
you should have your SWR checked. 
SWR is the abbreviation for Standing 
Wave Ratio. It is an indication of the 
condition of the antenna system and its 
overall efficiency. 

After completing all of these steps, 
you are now ready to enjoy your radio. 

There, That wan’t bad, was it? 

If, after reading thus far, you have 
decided to let someone else install your 
CB radio, then we advise taking the 
following precautions. 

The person or firm should have 
adequate equipment to completely check 
out your radio before beginning the 
installation process. 

Technicians with a Second Class FCC 
license or engineers with a higher grade 
license are suggested. A Second Class FCC 
license holder, or a person with an even 
high grade FCC license obtained his 
license after having demonstrated a 
thorough knowledge of radio systems. 
The FCC determines this by a series of 
examinations. Only those persons with 
adequate knowledge and demonstrated 
skills are granted thse licenses. FCC 
license holders are authorized to make 
necessary repairs and adjustments on 
your radio. Other persons are not. 

The purchaser of a CB unit should 
determine what type of warranty goes 
with the radio. The careful buyer will also 
determine who takes care of repairs 
should the unit be damaged during the 
installation process. 

After your unit is installed, inspect 
for neatness and mechanical soundness. If 
you are not satisfied let the technician 
know about and see that any problems 
are corrected. 


Whether you install your own set, or 
have it installed is not the final question. 
What is important, is that all FCC rules 
and-regulations be adhered to. 

Do not abuse the airways or your 
equipment. A properly installed set can 
be enjoyed for years to come. 

Don’t, however, let the hammer 
down.

Service in the Alabama State House 
of Representatives pays an average of 
$9.800 a year. according to recent 
reports. 


The pay varies, according to the 
number of days the representatives meet 
with committees when the legislature is 
not in session. 


The three men who serve parts of 
Shelby County received the following 
amounts for their service last year; 

Sonny Moore (central and eastern

Legislators are paid $300 per month 
for expenses whether the legislature is in 
session or not. In addition they receive 
$350 per week when in session (at the 
rate of $50 per day). They also receive 
$50 per day when they attend committee 
sessions when the legislature is not in 
session. 

The minimum that can be earned is 
$8,850. 

Last year Rep. Bob Gafford of 
Birmingham was the highest paid man in 
the House, earning $14,557. He was a 
member of the “sunset committee” which 
met several times between legislative 
sessions.

New fires burn 


in county woods

Several houses were endangered in 
a forest fire which consumed 227 acres 


of timberland near Columbiana 
Friday. 
The same woods arsonist

Two homes near the intersection 

of county roads 47 and 69 were 
unoccuppied when the fire broke out 
around | p.m. But two members of 
the Columbiana Volunteer Fire 
Department wet down the area and 
neighbors assisted Civil Defense 
Director, Don Hughes, in starting 
backfires. 
Anticipating that other fires might 
be set over the weekend, Hughes put 
several of the rural fire fighting units 
on standby. 

Indicating that Friday’s blaze had 
been set in 2 or 3 spots far back from 
the road, Gulf States Paper Company’s 
District Forester, Edie Lary, said that 
75% of the trees the company had set 
out in the area were destroyed. “‘It 
makes me sick,” he exclaimed. 

According to County Forester, 
Dave Duckett, between 6 and 8 fires 
had occurred in the eastern section of 
the county during the week. And 2 
weeks ago, Duckett revealed, he and 
Gulf States’ crews were battling 
another blaze in the same area where 
they fought flames on Friday.

New phone building gets 


underway in Montevallo 


Work is scheduled to begin this 
week on the new telephone building in 
Montevallo. 

The new Number 2 Electronic 
Switching System will be part of the 
$2% million facility, located next to 
the high school vocational building on 
North Main Stret. 

It is being built to replace the 
existing “Step by Step” office, which 
has served Montevallo for many years. 

John Godwin, Manager for South

Central Bell, said the new switching 
system would provide 2800 
Montevallo customers with some of 
the most modern telephone services 
available. 

Working much like a computer, 
the system is capable of receiving and 
remembering magnetically written 
instructions and can speed the 
switching of calls thousands of times 
faster than some of the earlier systems. 

Godwin said the new facility 
would eventually bring many special 
service features to Montevallo 
residents. These include: 

-- “Call Forwarding,” which 
permits calls to be transferred 
automatically to another telephone. 

-- “Call Waiting,” in which a beep 
tone notifies a person using the phone 
that someone else is trying to call him. 

-- “Speed Calling,” which enables 
a person to reach frequently called 
numbers by dialing fewer digits. 

The 3600 square foot building, 
made of pre-cast concrete and 
masonry, is being built by Andrew and 
Dawson of Montgomery. The 
architects for the building are Warren, 
Knight and Davis, Inc. of Birmingham. 
Construction on the new facility is 
expected to be completed by 
September, but it will be June, 1978, 
before the equipment actually goes 
into service, Godwin said. 

As a historical note Godwin 
added, that telephone service began in 
Montevallo in December, 1905 when 
33 Montevallo residents signed up to 
take advantage of the most moder 
telephone system - the magneto 
system. 

With the magneto system, you 
turned a crank on the phone, pressed a 
knob and waited for the bell to ring. 
Then, you had to turn a switch and 
tell the operator whom you wanted to 
call. You then settled down and 
waited for your bell to ring again. If 
you were lucky, you ended up talking 
to your party.

for gasoline

Columbiana’s city council thinks 
it will save enough on gasoline next 
year to buy a new truck. The council 
discussed annexation and paving also 
at their meeting last Thursday. 

The council accepted a bid of 
$3,600 for supplying the city with its 
own gasoline. 

Major Ozley, superintendent Buck 
Falkner, and the police department 
agreed to supervise the pump. Falkner 
said that when he oversees the pump 
between 7 and 8 a.m., his crew and the 
gas and water departments fill up. 
That leaves only the police department 
using the pump at other times. 

Chief Howell Horn indicated that 
the radio dispatcher would be the right 
person with whom to entrust the key 
to the pump during late hours. Mayor 
Ozley agreed. 

The council indicated that the 
savings on gas and oil under this 
system will enable the city to use that 
money elsewhere. Buck Falkner 
requested that, when next year’s 
budget is planned, the city set aside 
money for buying a new truck for the 
public works crew. 

He explained that at present he 
has to plan all his department's 
activities around one dump truck. ‘We 
need it real bad,” said Falkner. “We 
could do a whole lot more work if we 
have two trucks.” 

Councilman Clark Dean, who is in 
charge of finance and taxation, 
concurred that the truck would have 
to wait until later. “We couldn’t buy a 
wheelbarrow now,” remarked Dean. 

Harold McCord said he expects 
that the savings under the new gasoline 
system will save the city enough to 
buy a truck next year. 

In this year’s budget, the police 
department is allotted $4,000 for 
vehicle operation, the fire department 
$400, and the street department 
$3,000. This does not include the 
water and gas department usage. 

The city’s only dump truck will 
be used soon to haul chert to R & D 
Bait Shop, formerly known as 


for the operation of the track, retiring 
the bonds and other expenses that are 
not as clearly defined as the 
distribution of the eight percent that is 
listed as profit. 

People are also said to be taking a 
long look at how the proposed dog 
racing commission would be chosen. 

Backers of the bill have agreed to 
explain their stand to the County 
Commission at its Monday meeting.

Superintendent Falkner replied that 
Wayne Horton is supposed to be 
working on the problem, “which 
might take a breaker from the new 
courts.”

Calera council agrees 
to boundary map

Although they won't have the 
completely detailed map they hoped 
for, Calera’s City Fathers will

At last Tuesday’s council meeting, 
civil engineer Allen Whitley told the 
city’s governing body that his 
workload didn’t permit him to do the 
detailed map they had asked for.

Reporting on the last municipal 
court session, Police Commissioner, A.

The council was told that some 
measures had been taken to correct 


the condition which allowed water to 
come over the tops of manholes during 
a heavy rainfall. And it was reported 
that the situation seemed to be 
improving. 


It was mentioned, however, that 
work is still being done along Hwy. 31 
to correct the condition. 

Drainage ditches were another 
problem with which the council 
grappled during their session. It was 
observed that the pipe on 21st Street, 
going toward 22nd Street, seemed to 
be too high. Agreeing that the solution 
would be to have the pipe dug up and 
placed in a lower position, the council 
gave their consent for the work to be 
done. 

Although wheels seem to turn 
slowly when it comes to securing a 
new fire engine, the town is now on 
their way to getting one. Councilman 
William Watts informed fellow council 
members that specs had been 
completed on a new fire fighting 
vehicle for the city and that bids were 
now being taken. 
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Wilsonville bank robbed, 


pair make getaway 


Two men entered the Wilsonville 
branch of the First National Bank of 
Columbiana shortly noon on 
Friday, locked three women tellers in 
the bank's vault and made off with a 
reported $20,000.

The two men are described as in 
their late twenties or early thirties. 
Contrary to the current pattern of 
bank robberies, the men did now wear 
gloves or face masks. Both were armed 
with handguns. 

One of the two robbers slipped 
behind the tellers’ windows before 
bank personnel realized a robbery was 
under way. He then ordered the tellers 
on duty not to push any buttons or 
sound an alarm. 

According to reports, the robbers 
then ordered the three tellers, Kris 
Gardner of Harpersville, Kathy 
Gardner of Chelsea and Frances Hardy 
of Wilsonville into the bank’s valut. 
The pair then took a reported $20,000 
and left the bank. 

Once inside the locked vault 
Kathy Gardner touched off the alarm. 
The alarm alerted the Shelby County 
Sheriff's Office. Deputy Jeff Hitt, who 
was in the Wilsonville area, responded 
to the alarm and discovered the bank 
had been robbed and that the three 
tellers had been locked in the vault. 


Hitt was able to unlock the vault 
and free the three women. The tellers 
told investigating officers that it 
seemed like they were in the vault for 
a long time, but it was actually less 
than eight minutes. 

Two vehicles, which officers 
believe were used in the getaway, were 
later found in the vicinity of the 
Wilsonville Steam Plant. 

It is believed the robbers fled 
down a dirt road just east of the 
double bridges on State Highway 25 
east of Wilsonville. The dirt road leads 
to a cattle farm. 

A 1970 Chevrolet Monte Carlo 
was discovered at the Southern 
Railroad crossing. A pickup truck was 
found on the Talladega side of a 
railroad trestle which spans the Coosa 
River. 

One possibility, officers say, is 
that the men may have driven to the 
river and escaped in a boat. 

Fingerprints taken from the 
vehicles as well as from the bank vault 
and the counter at the tellers’ window 
were obtained and will be sent to the 
FBI laboratories. 

Investigations are being conducted 
by the Shelby County Sheriffs Office, 
the FBI and Wilsonville police. 

At press time no arrests have been 
made.

FBI Warns of More Terrorist Attacks

WASHINGTON -- The FBI has 
secretly alerted the Carter ad- 
ministration to expect a repeti- 
tion of the siege that recently 
shook Washington. The Hanafi 
Muslims attracted worldwide at- 
tention to their cause by holding 
hostages in Washington. The FBI 
fears this will encourage other 
terrorist groups to attempt simi- 
lar dramatics. 

There have been increasing 
threats of Violence, for example, 
from the Cuban extremists. They 
are enraged over President 
Carter's friendly overtures to 
Fidel Castro. Many of them were 
trained by the CIA to figh 
against Castro. Now they may 
use their CIA training against 
Carter 

Some ot the most violent radi- 
cals, meanwhile, have formed a 
coalition of terrorist groups. 
Such diverse groups as the 
Weather Underground and the 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
have now banded together. They 
call themselves the New World 
Liberation Front. 

Worried FBI experts believe 
the coalition is far more danger- 
ous than the fragmented groups 
had been 

Privately. FBI officials have 
complained that their hands 
have been tied by recent restric- 
tions on surveillance. According 
to these officials, they might 
even have been able to prevent 
the Hanafi Muslims from taking 
hostages. But the FBI was com- 
pelled to relax the surveillance 
on the Hanafi Muslims for fear 
of violating their rights. 

Friend of Israel: The official 
communiques did not tell the full 
story of the Carter-Rabin talks. 
President Carter invited the 
Israeli prime minister upstairs 
into the family quarters of the 
White House. For two hours, they 
talked in private. 

This private conversation 
turned out to be more significant 
than the official discussions. 
Sources close to the president 
tell us he expressed deep, per- 
sonal feelings for Israel. Our 
sources describe Carter's at- 
titude toward Israel as “almost 
religious.” 

The two leaders developed an 
unusually warm relationship. 
Finally, the president swore to 
Rabin that the United States 
would preserve Israel. He said 
he would see to it that “Israel 
continues to exist for a thousand 
years.” 


Oil and Politics: The elec- 
tion of Texas Rep. Jim Wright as 
the House Democratic leader 
caught Washington by surprise. 
It was a major political upset. 

We've learned how he did it: 
the oil industry quietly hustled 
votes for Wright behind the 
scenes. 

In the old days, oil privileges 
were protected on Capitol Hill by 
that powerful pair from Texas, 
the late Speaker Sam Rayburn 
and Senate leader Lyndon 
Johnson. 


Fittingly, the Rayburn 
Memorial Library in Bonham, 
Tex, was built largely with oil 
money. A photograph of the 
dedication showed a grinning 
Lyndon Johnson with an arm 
around the late oil millionaire 
Sidney Richardson. 

Those days are now gone. But 
the oil industry still had enough 
clout in the backrooms to install 
Jim Wright as House Demo- 
cratic leader. Not long after- 
ward, he quietly escorted four oil 
producers over to the White 
House. They met with James 
Schlesinger, the new energy 
chief. 

Then Wright ushered them 
into the oval office for a 10- 
minute visit with President 
Carter himself. That's how oil 
and politics mix in the back- 
rooms of Washington. 


Coffee Conspiracy: There's 
an untold story behind the high 
price of coffee. We've learned 
that the State Dept. quietly en- 
couraged Brazil to raise coffee 
prices. The State Dept. looked 
upon this as a form of foreign 
aid, It's a way to get around Con- 
gress, which has been cracking 
down on foreign aid lately. 

But the Brazilians went too far. 
They tried to buy up coffee 
beans around the world for ins- 
tant coffee. It looked as if Brazil 
might be trying to corner the 
market. This fear was one 
reason that coffee prices sud- 
denly went into orbit. 

The State Dept. finally pro- 
tested. It accused Brazil of sell- 
ing its foreign beans as Brazilian 
coffee beans. The protest did no 
good. 


Coming Out: Former Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon is slowly 
coming out of seclusion. He has 
been in touch, for example, with 
Gerald Ford's running mate, 
Sen. Bob Dole, R.-Kan. 

It began last year after Dole 
inserted an article by Julie Nix- 
on Eisenhower in the Congres- 
sional Record. Nixon scrawled a 
handwritten note on his LaCasa 
Pacifica stationary thanking the 
senator. 

Wrote Nixon: “Pat joins me in 
sending our warmest regards to 
Elizabeth and to you.” 

Then after the election, Nixon 
got on the phone to Dole. Nixon 
urged the defeated vice presi- 
dential candidate to get behind 
the victorious Carter adminis- 
tration.

Helena studies plan 


for future growth

Where will Helena’s new shopping 
centers and industries be located? The 
town council heard a report Monday 
night forecasting where the town’s 
growth will extend. 

The topic was “land use’” when 
BRPC planner Jody Ballard gave his 
latest report from the forthcoming 
Helena Comprehensive Plan. 

He opened by pointing out that 
his land use report is not a zoning plan 
or legal document, but rather is a 
guide as to how the town can promote 
its growth most economically and thus 
build the city’s tax base. 

“Helena will need more industrial 
land by the year 2000,” Ballard stated. 
He suggested three different areas 
which could be used for new industrial 
parks, and the best candidate would be 
a plot of agricultural land on Hwy. 
261 in the north part of Helena. 

He noted that the plot was 
relatively flat and would easily be 
served by a spur railroad track which 
could be extended from the quarries. 

Ballard pointed out three possible 
areas which could be developed as 


commercial sites. He feels that the 
most profitable spot will be an area on 
County 95 near Plantation Pipeline. 

This place had previously been 
mentioned by developers as a likely 
location for a shopping center. 
Although it is located in a flood prone 
area, the planner said that it can be 
engineered for store usage. The 
location is easily accessible from most 
roads in the Helena area. 

Mayor Charles Penhale also feels 
that the spot will be a good place for a 
small shopping mart, since it will be 
located near several new subdivisions 
under construction. *l think we can 
swing it,” he commented. 

Ballard also unveiled plans for 
bringing stores and recreation facilities 
to downtown Helena in a proposed 
historic village area. 

The planner indicated that it will 
be cheaper for the city to encourage 
housing in only one major part of 
town. He foresees the southern half of 
town as a large residential 
neighborhood, in a crescent around 
the commercial and service areas of 
town.

education pull-out 


Alabama’s Sen. John Sparkman 
and Sen. Jim Allen have agreed to be 
co-sponsors of a bill (S 991) recently 
introduced in Congress to create a 
separate U.S. Department of 
Education and remove it from the 
present Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 

Dr. Wayne Teague, state 
superintendent of education, said he 
received word from two senators that 
they will support the measure and 
serve as co-sponsors with Sen. 
Abraham Ribicoff. D-Conn. 

Sen. Allen commented in his 
letter to Dr. Teague that he is 
“impressed with President Carter's 
goal of making the bureaucracy more 
efficient and manageable. and in this 
regard. | will support efforts to create 
a separate Department of Education.” 

Sen. Sparkman expressed his 
hope “that we can get favorable 
action on this legislation.” 

In his letter to the Alabama 
senators Dr. Teague said he concurred 
with Sen. Allen's view that the cost of 
running the federal government should 
be held to a minimum. 


“It is our belief.” he added, “that, 


by establishing a Department of 
Education, there will, in fact, be 
savings to the federal government by 
consolidating many education 
programs being handled by more than 
twenty federal agencies. 

“The cost may also be held toa 
minimum by eliminating a duplication 
of paper work by these various 
agencies.”

Jim Allen pushes 
for Code of Ethics

of Ethics for Congress is the only 
solution to restore confidence in 
government.” according to Senator 
Jim Allen. 


With ethics legislation in the 
limelight this week in Congress the 
Alabama Senator said. “I don’t know 
of anything that the Congress can do 
to help restore confidence in 
government that would be more 
effective than to establish a strong 
Code of Ethics, and then for the 
Members to observe that code 
scrupulously.” 


Expressing his belief that the U- S. 
Senate would approve a Code of 
Ethics. Senator Allen said, “I really 
believe that members of the House and 


Senate, elected by the people to 
represent them in the halls of 
Congress, should be of such high type 
and should be so conscientious that 
they would voluntarily observe the 
highest standards of conduct in their 
Personal and official actions. “But,” 
he continued, “‘we know from 
experience that this just doesn’t 
happen and that a definite prescribed 
standard must be set.” 

Senator Allen said that he felt full 
disclosure of assets and income should 
be made by members of Congress, 
slush funds abolished, conflicts of 
interest eliminated and outside income 
eliminated or sharply limited. “The 
standards of conduct cannot be set too 
high or the regultions too strict to suit 
me,” Senator Allen declared.

ASTRONOMY AND COSMOLOGY 

The Scriptures spoke some. three 
thousand years ago regarding muny facts of 
science which were not discovered by 
scientists until recent centuries and years. 
These are as follows. 1) The earth is round.

CHARLES M. CLARK 
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Mobile exhibit features Montevallo artist 


The works of Charles M. Clark are 
currently on display in Mobile, Ala., 
during a month long exhibit of Clark's 
first one-man show in Mobile. Clark is 
the son of Mrs. Joe Clark of 
Montevallo. 

An associate professor of art at 
Mobile College, Clark is somewhat a 
quiet rebel in today’s art world. He 
disagrees with what he calls “today’s 
mechanized approach to art,” saying it 
is usually slick, hard-edged and cold. 

**My work is art nouveau 
inspired,” said Clark, “it’s natural and 
fluid and warm. I’m definitely out of 
step with today’s art.” 


Clark’s first major effort 
influenced by art nouveau was his 
graduate thesis at the University of 
Mississippi. The thesis, seven oils 
ranging in height from 5%4-6% ft., 
illustrated the Bible from Genesis to 
Revelation. Five of the works 
presently hang on the walls of the 
University Baptist Church in 
Montevallo, Clark’s family church. He 
donated one thesis painting to the 


University of Mississippi and he sold 
another. 

Most of Clark’s recent paintings 
have a moral twist. Yet, his works are 
primarily open-ended statements 
which ultimately allow the viewer to 
draw his own conclusion about the 
painting. 

“Yes,” he said, “I'm trying to 
communicate with other people, and 
I'd like to think that my work 
persuades people to my point of view. 
But this is not why I paint,” he 
emphasized. ‘‘The quest for an 
ultimate statement about beauty is the 
driving force,” Clark said. 

Clark hopes that some of his 
attitudes toward art will be instilled in 
his students, but he is primarily 
concerned with teaching the 
fundamentals. “I approach it from an 
academic standpoint. There’s little 
creative thinking or originality in my 
classes during a four-year 
undergraduate career. It takes the full 
time just to provide students with the 
essentials and the basics. I try to

resorts to ‘do it yourself’

Paving bids were just too high for 
Columbiana last week. Last week the 
city council rejected two bids which 
were almost twice the amount 
expected. 

Bids were opened for the curbing 
and guttering of approximately 
800-feet of Mill Street in front of the 
Valley Division of Buck Creek 
Industries. 

Engineer James L. Ray, Jr. had 
estimated that the project would cost 
$2,400, or about $3 a foot for gutters. 
But bids from Central Alabama Paving 
and Dunn Construction both topped 
the $5,000 mark. 


The city council rejected the bids, 
but worked out another arrangement 
with Central Alabama Paving. The 
Calera firm agreed to let the city use 
their gutter mold forms for $1,500. 
City work crews will use the forms to 
complete the project. 

Mill representatives had requested 
that the city install the drainage 
system to sop flooding problems inside 
the textile plant. They had reported 
that during heavy rains, employees 
have to work with several inches of 
water covering the floor. 

The council approved the project 
in January, not expecting the high 
costs announced last week.

‘Back to 1800’s’ for Helena centennial

The town of Helena is getting 
turned on to history during its 
centennial year. The city council 
listened enthusiastically to a plan 
presented Monday night which calls 
for transforming downtown Helena 
into a reconstruction of its 
appearnance in the 1800's. 

Senior planner Jody Ballard of the 
Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission proposed the idea of a 
historic district, as a part of land use 
study in the comprehensive plan he is 
preparing for the town.

Ballard’s proposal was that the 
town encourage property owners and 
developers to build new buildings and 
to erect old fashioned facades on the 
present buildings. 

He envisions restaurants, gift and 
curio shops, ice cream parlors, and 
other tourist spots locating in the 
historic area. His map includes a 
gazebo and picnic grounds behind the 
jail on the banks of the creek.

Eddie Martin has been hunting the 
big birds for 14 years and has brought 
home a total of 23. 

Etress says that most of the 
gobblers roost in big pines, The 
number one enemy to turkeys is man - 
mainly because they break the eggs or 
kill the hens. 

Both Martin and Etress would like 
to see the fall turkey season closed. 
This would make the population of 
turkeys double in just a few years. 

Eddie was taught the rituals of 
turkey hunting by Codger who says, 
‘“I’ve taken more young people 
hunting than anyone else in Shelby 


County. There’s a lot of luck 
involved,” said Codger. “You've gotta 
have skill and patience, but the most 
important part is calling.” 

Martin uses a box culler and Etress 
uses a mouth caller. Codger likes the 
diaphragm type because his hands are 
free to hold the gun and line the bird 
in the sights.

That lady's red fox cape fashioned 
from 30 matched raw skins worth $10 
in 1950 would be worth $900. today! 

The facts: a red fox pelt averaged 
32-cents to the trapper 27 years ago. 
Today that same pelt would be worth 
$30 or more! 

I wrote my master’s thesis on 
value of furbearers in Alabama. Most 
citizens didn’t realize the total value of 
raw pelts harvested in the state 
annually amount to almost a 
half-million dollars! | was a trapper in 
those days and picked up $400 to 
$500 a season “toe-pinching” - - - a 
slang expression for catching varmints 
with leg-hold traps. The “short-haired” 
pelts, however, comanded best prices. 
These pelts were those from beaver, 
mink, muskrat, otter and weasel, with 
big emphasis on the first three named. 
Otter has never been too abundant in 
any state. simply because this predator 
is possibly no more abundant than 
eagles or mountain lions on a 100 
square mile area. 

Here’s the breakdown on average 
prices per pelt paid by a mailorder 
firm in the 1950-51 season: mink - 
$16.53; otter - $10.93: beaver - $4.16: 
muskrat - $1.91; skunk - $0.79; 


raccoon - $0.51; weasel - $0.51: red 
fox - $0.32; bobcat - $0.23: gray fox - 
$0.20; civet cat - $0.20: opossum - 


$0.18. Young trappers may not know 
the mail order firm above -- Sears, 
Roebuck & Co., was at one time the 
biggest fur buyer in the world! But 
Sears dropped out of the picture a 
couple decades ago. 


Let’s compare average prices paid 
for raw pelts today: mink - $12 to 
$18: otter - $50 to $80; beaver - $16 
to $18; muskrat - $5 to $6; skunk - $2: 
raccoon - $12 to $22; weasel - $1; red 
fox - $55: bobeat - $60 to $80: gray 
fox - $37; civat cat - $4: and opossum - 
$2. 

There's quite a jump in fur values 
today compared to years ago. Mink is 
probably the exception. When I first 
studied the fur situation, mink ranches 
accounted for about 15% of furs sold. 
Today I would say the bulk of most 
mink coats are fashioned from ranch 
mink. And look at the price boost in 
bobcat from 23-cents to as much as 
$80! Now high prices for raw pelts this 
past year or so have helped many 
unemployed individuals feed their 
families. Dr. Ed Hill, Wildlife Research 
Unit, Auburn, tells me average income 
in cases he hus listed was $904 per 
trapper. 


From a few dozen trappers listed 
a few years ago, the number this year 
in Alabama has swelled to an 


estimated 2.000 or more. | assure you 


the trapper is not endangering any 
mammal by trapping. He is really 
harvesting a natural resource that may 


be more plentiful today than i1 was in 
days of the pioneers. Trapping is also a 
healthful pastime like hunting. And 
trapper learns more about nature than 
any other outdoorsman. 


But cloud on the 
horizon. Certain agencies in Alabamu 
| understand, are introducing through 
their legislators bills to 
trapping statewide. I’ve 
these anti-trap promotors are 
hunters and perhaps hunters 
who don’t want trappers 
their sport. They maintain traps catch 
their hounds, but deep down the 
think trappers are removing all 
foxes. 

Nothing could be further from the 
facts. Thinning fox ranks produces 
healthy foxes. And a well fed fat fox 
may not likely come down with rabies. 
Too, you can have better races if there

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CB news and views

Welcome to the world of Citizens 
Band Radio users. By now I'm sure 
you've heard many new words and 
phrases over your radio system and are 
probably totally confused as to what 
they mean. In this article I will 
attempt to detine most of the 
common terms you will run across in 
hopes that it will make your use of the 
radio more enjoyable. The items most 
discussed are the transmitter, receiver 
and the various functions of both. So 
listen in! 

The transmitter: The transmitter 
is the section which takes your talk 
(Audio) power and adds it to the RF 
(Radio Frequency) power, and is then 
put out over the air. Power is 
measured in watts and the higher the 
power, the greater the range. FCC 
(Federal Communications 
Commission), however, limits the 
amount of output power to four (4) 
watts. Notice that I said output power. 
A lot of manufacturers specify five (5) 
watts INPUT to the final transmitter 
circuit, but the actural power in the 
cuiput for useful purposes cannot 
exceed four (4) watts. 

Modulation: This term is used to 
describe the amount in % of changes in 
output power (RF) caused by your 
voice or audio power. Modulation in 
excess of 100% is illegal as it will cause 
distortion and interference. Howev er 
for best range on your radio, the 
higher the modulation the better. Most 
radios will modulate about 80% 
average as received from the factory. 

The Receiver: It does exactly as 
the word implies. It the 
incoming signals and converts the RF 
energy to audio. The receiver may also 
contain various circuits to improve the 
noise level and or control the amount

Let me make note of one thing. A

Some radios have 
microphone gain controls on them and 
this does effect the transmitted audio,

however: the volume control docs not 
effect it. Also included in the receiver 
is the squelch control. This control is 
used to vary the sensitivity of the 
receiver. In other words control the 
range of received signals. 

The channel Selector: This 
control is similiar to the radio dial on 
your AM radio or your television set, 
In order to communicate with 
someone you must, obviously, be on 
the same channel. 

The Meter: The radios that have 
meters on them usually indicate the 
relative received signal in ‘‘S” units 
and power output from | to 5. In 
order for the S meter to be useful you 
need to be comparing your signal with 
someone else’s. In other words if you 
put two mobiles side by side and then 
talk to a fixed base station then the 
base station can give you an indication 
as to what you are doing compared to 
each other. The indication is relative 
to your location to the fixed base and 
will only mean something if compared 
to another unit at your same location. 

I hope that this discussion will 
enable you to understand some of the 


terms you hear over the radio and will 
help you to use your system more 
effectively. Have a good day today, 
and a better one tomorrow.

140 degrees is enough 
Don't set the thermostat on your 
water heater above medium, or 140 
degrees. At this temperature, water is 


still hot enough to kill germs during 
laundering and dishwashing. 

Insulate your hot water pipes, 
especially those under the house or in 
unheated areas of basements or attics. 

When using your dishwasher or 
clothes washer, run full loads only. In 
both machines, as much hot water is 
used to run a partial load as for a full 
one. If your washing machine has a 
water level selector, make sure you use 
the correct amount of water for the 
size washload you're working 
with--low for a small load: medium for 
a medium load: and high for a full one.

Columbiana 
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Start your garden with basics 


Planting in nice straight rows makes 
the garden look better and gives the area 
a well-kept attractive look. New gardeners 
may need to use a yardstick, stakes and 
string to lay off and mark the rows. 

The size of the mature plant, its 
giowth habits and the method of 
cultivation have to be considered in 
spacing rows for individual crops. Crops 
like onion, radish and beets may be 
placed in 24 to 30 inch rows. Corn, 
bunch beans and cabbage may need a 
3-foot row spacing and cucumber, squash 
and similar crops may need 4 to 5 feet of 


row space. 

A good rule of thumb for depth of 
planting on a firm, moist, prepared 
seedbed is to put at a depth of four times 
the diameter of the seed. For small seed 
like cabbage and collards this would be 
1/4 to 1/2 of inch. The end of a hoe or 
rake handle makes a good trench for 
planting these seed. 

Cover seed the size of okra and peas 
from 1/4 to 3/4 an inch deep. One corner 
of the hoe is good to use for laying off a 
furrow for these vegetables. Crops like 
limas, snap beans and corn should be 


Bedding plants provide 


Rather than start from seeds, many 
gardeners prefer to buy vegetable plants 
and transplant them in their garden. You 
usually get fruits quicker by this 
method--but only if you set the 
transplants our correctly and take good 
care of them. 

The usual time for setting spring 
transplants like tomatoes, peppers and 
eggplant is right after the danger of a 
killing frost is past. This can range from 
about March 25th in South Alabama to 
mid-April in northern areas. 

Some gardeners pride themselves in 
getting plants set early and then 
protecting them against frost damage by 
covering the plants at night. But usually 
if the weather is cool enough for light 
frost at night, plants grow very little. So, 
there isn’t much advantage in setting 
plants this early. 

You should have prepared the soil far 
enough ahead so that it’s gotten some 
rain to settle the seedbed and firm the 
soil. Water plants being grown in peat 
pots and flats about two hours before 
setting. Pick a cloudy or overcast day 
when rain is forecast within 24 hours to 
set your plants. This kind of weather cuts 
down on amount of water the plants will 
need and increases their survival rate. 

Handle the plants carefully to avoid 
disturbing the roots and damaging the 
plants. Set plants in peat pots without 
removing the pots. If the edges of these 
pots are left exposed, they act as a wick 
and dry out the roots. So either set the 
plants deep enough to cover the pots 


completely or tear off the upper inch or 
so Of the pot so the top will be 
completely covered with soil. 

Lift plants growing in flats and large 
containers for planting by cutting the soil 
with a knife so each plant can be planted 
with a small square of soil attached to the 
roots. This method works best if “the 
plants are spaced fairly uniformly in the 
containers. ~ 

Some plants are sold without any soil 
on the roots -- “bare-rooted.” Dipping the 
roots of these plants in soft mud to 
protect the roots from drying will 
increase the survival changes of these 
plants. And pinching off the bottom two 
or three leaves helps wilted plants 
recover. 


Dig a hole large enough to hold the 
root system with plenty of room to spare. 


4 Don’ t crowd the roots. Be sure to set the 


plants about one-inch deeper than they 
, were in their original containers. Set long, 
leggy tomato plants deeper to protect 
them from blowing over or breaking off. 

Press the soil firmly around the roots 
and leave a small bowl-shaped depression 
around the transplant to hold water. 
Water plants set in peat pots or with soil 
attached to their roots with a nutrient

solution made by stirring one-third cup of 
complete fertilizer in a gallon of water. 
Use about one-half to one pint of this 
material around each plant. With newly 
set “bare root” plants wait until the 
plants begin to develop new roots before 
watering with the solution. 

Protect newly set transplants from 
the sun with some kind of a shade. A 
piece of cardboard, plywood, shingle, or 
bush put on the south side of the plants 
gives adequate shade. Completely 
covering the plants with plastic containers 
or tin cans may create a too hot humid 
atomosphere that kills the plants. 


covered with | to 2 inches of soil. A 
garden hand push plow equipped with a 
small to medium scooter plow is ideal for 
laying off rows for average vegetable 
crops. 

You can plant small seeds directly 
out of the envelope or pour them into 
your hand and roll them into the trench 
between your thumb and _ forefinger. 
Some like to mix small seed with dr, 
sand or a granular material the same size 
as the seed to get uniform distribution. 

Large seeded vegetables can be hill 
dropped by walking in the furrow and 
using the length of your shoe or stride to 
gauge the hill spacing. Others sow all seed 
uniformly and thin to the desired final 
stand. 

Always sow more seed than is 
needed. Regardless of the method used in 
sowing, planting thick and thinning 
usually gives a more uniform stand than 
the plant and replant-the-skip method. 

It’s a good idea to use the prongs of a 
rake or the back of a hoe to tamp the soil 
over the seed and firm the soil over the top 
of the row to make sure the seed are in 
contact with moist soil. A light sprinkling 
of straw or hay will reduce washing of 
seeds planted on slight slopes. This may 
be important if heavy rains occur before 
the seed emerge. 

If your soil is heavy and crusty, you 
might want to mix in a few radish seeds 
to help slow-emerging crops like beets 
break through to the surface. Radishes 
are noted for their quick germination and 
rapid emergence. Radishes also made 
good row markers. 


Nematodes can infest 


unfumigated crops 


Your garden will not produce 
continuously if it’s infested with 
rootknot nematodes. So here is the 
starting place -- either treat garden areas 
that have been in production for several 
years, or, better yet, send a soil sample to 
the Nematode Testing Lab and follow the 
results of their test. It’s a waste of time to 
try to grow susceptible crops like okra, 
cucumbers and squash in areas infested 
with this pest. 

You can expect crops like tomatoes, 
okra and pole limas to last the entire 
season with proper care. So these rows 
will not be available for a second crop 
until after frost. 

Normally, the first crops to mature 
and go out of production will be squash, 
cucumber and onions. So, it’s a good idea 
to fumigate the first available rows and 
use these for cabbage, collards, brussel 
sprout plants and other fall crops. Any 
extra rows may be used to sei some sweet 
potato plants or a second planting of 
southern peas. It’s nice to make several 
different plantings of peas to have a 
constant supply for the table and for 
freezing. One option is to plant a small 
amount of peas on the first planting date 
and make several corn plantings at 
staggered dates. As soon as the corn 
matures, you can plant more peas in these 
rows and you'll usually make a crop in 
about 60 days. 

Pole beans are usually much more 
productive than the bunch varieties. So 
choose pole over bunch beans if poles or 
trellises are available. Beans seldon 
produce after about mid-summer. So, 
there is no need to wait around to see if 
they are going to set a second crop. Pull 
up the old vines after a reasonable 
production season, fumigate for 
nematodes and plant a fall crop of beans. 


OR USE YOUR 
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Snap beans seldom produce an abundant 
crop in the hot part of the summer and 
this time could be used growing a second 
crop of beans. 

The secret to long 
production is keeping up a regular five to 
seven day spray schedule to control 
diseases. Pruning and staking will help 
control the size of the plant and keep the 
fruit up off the ground, preventing soil 


rot. 
Harvest okra every other day to keep 


it bearing. And sidedress with about 
one-pint of ammonium nitrate per 100 
feet of row occasionally to extend the 
growing season of tomatoes and okra. 

Early plantings of southern peas 
should mature about mid-summer. You 
can then prepare and use these rows for 
setting fall plants like cabbage, collards 
and broccoli. Some growers use a heavy 
duty lawn mower to shred the pea vines 
before preparing the land. Or, you can 
pull the pea vines up and add them to 
your compost pile to clear the area for 
planting a fall crop. 

Rows where Irish and 
onions are grown should be available by 
mid-summer and may be plowed, 
fumigated and used for growing direct 
seeded fall crops like carrots, rutabagas 
and beets, Crops being grown as root 
crops need to be planted earlier than 
similar crops being grown for greens. 

The exact cropping sequence of 
vegetable crops in the garden is not 
important so long as your family’s likes 
and food needs are satisfied. But, it’s 
important to clean off rows where 
vegetables have matured and seed a new 
crop to keep the garden producing at all 
times. Rows not planted to crops usually 
will be grow ing weeds, making more work 
lor next year.

For the average Shelby County 
resident, the likelihood of living a long 
time is greater than ever. 

A local child, just born, has the 
prospect of living fees 13 years longer 
than its grandparents did when they were 
born. It also can look forward to four 
years more than his parents could at the 
time of their birth. 


According to the National Center for 
Health Statistics, the general life 
expectancy at birth is now 72.4 years. 
For a baby boy, the probable span is 68.5 
years and, for a girl, 76.4. 

Since the early part of the century 
there has been an increase of 25 years in 
longevity for the average person. Most of 
this gain was achieved in the years prior 
to 1950, a period in which the infant 
mortality rate was sharply reduced and in 
which antibiotics and other drugs came 
into being, conquering many of the 
infectious diseases. 


Shelby County residents of all ages 
are benefiting as a result of the progress 
that is continually being made by medical 
science. For local people who are 40 
years old at the present time, there is the 
prospect of another 35 years of life, on 
average. At the 50-year level, the 
expectancy is nearly 27 years. 


One effect of the across-the-board 
increase in longevity is that many more 
peuple are reaching retirement age and 
living well beyond it than was the case a 
veneration or tWo ago. 

Compared with the early 1900's, 
when there were only 3.1 million 
Americans over 65, equivalent to | our of 
every 24 people, there are now 23 
nillion, or | out of every 9.

Notice is heredy given that a bill substantially as 
foliows will be introduced in the Legistature of Alabama 
and application for its passage and enactment will be 
made, to-wit: 
A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 
Relating to Shelky County, to provide for and create 
the Shelby County Racing Commission for the 
regGlating, licensing, and supervision of greyhound 
racing, and wagering thereon; to prescribe the 
composition, appointment, terms of offics, powers, and 
duties of the commission; to authorize and empower 
Racing Commission to issue revenue bonds for purpose 
of acquiring land and construction of race tracks;to 
prescribe certain qualifications for applicants for 
licanses; to provide for and regulate the pari-mutuel 
method of wagering within the enciosure of licensed 
race tracks; to provide for the levying of a special gross 
receipt tax on items sold on premises and the 
distribution thereot; to prescribe certain rules and 
regulations in addition to those that may be 
promuigated by the Racing Commission; to provide tor 
the distribution and appropriation of license fees, 
taxes.commissions, and other monies received under 
the provisions of the act;to provide certain penalties for 
the violation of this act and for other purposes relative 
_ thereto; to further define the intent of the act, and to 
provide for a referendum of the voters of the county on 
the question of whether the act will become effective in 
the count. BEIT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE 
OF ALABAMA 
Section 1. The Shelby County Racing Commission ia 
hereby created and established, and is vested with the 
powers and duties specified in this act, and all other 
powers necessary and proper to enable it to execute 
fully and effectually the purposes of this act. The 
Commission shal! consist of five (5) members; Two (2) 
shall be appointed by the Shelby County Legislative 
Delegation. one(1) shall be appointed by a majority vote 
of the Shelby County Commission; one (1) shall be 
appointed by a majority vote of the Shelby County 
Board of Education; and one(1) shall be appointed by 


the sheriff of Shelby County. The original members . 


shall serve tor a term of four (4) years. The 
commissioners shal! select from among their members 
a chairman, vice-chairman, and @ secretary who shal! 
also act a8 treasurer. The secretary shail keep a record 
of all procceedings of the commission and shall 
preserve all books, maps, documents, papers, and 
records entrusted to the commission's care. All shall 
constitute public records. The commission shall 
maintain an office in Shelby County. A majority of the 
commission shail constitute a quorum for all purposes. 
The chairman shall preside at all meetings of the 
commission, provided, however. in his absence, the 
vice-chairman shall preside 

Section 2. Should one of the appointing authorities 
tail to make its appointment to the commission within 
thirty (30) days after this becomes operative the three 
remaining appointing authorities shall make the 
appointment. In the event @ vacancy occurs and the 
respective appointing authority fails to appoint a 
qualified person to the commission within thirty (30) 
days, the three remaining appointing authorities shal! 
make the appointment to fill the vacanty. A commission 
member “may be removed a! the request of the 
respective appointing authority for just cause, provided 
that such request is made in writing setting forth the 
reasons for removal and a copy of the request is sent to 
and concurred in by the other threes appointing 
authorities. . 

Section 3. The members of the commission shail be 
qualified electors not less than twenty-one years of age, 
who shail have resided in Shelby County for # period of 
tive years next preceding their appointment, and each 
commissioner shall take the same constitutional oath of 
office as other county officers, and shall give bond 
payable to Sheiby County in the amount of ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000), conditioned that he will faithfully 


\ premiums on auch bonds shall be paid by the 
; commission. The commission may employ such 
astigiants and employes as may be necessary. A 
member of the commission must not be # official, 
member of any board of directors, or person financially 
interested in any race track or race mesting tlcensed by 
the commission, nor shall he race greyhounds in any 
‘ace meeting licensed by the commission. 

Section 4. The compensation of each member of the 
commission shail! be five hundred dollars ($500.00) per 


month. One member of said commission shail be 
required to be in attendance at each racing event, and 
said designated member shall receive an additional 
thirty dollars ($30.00) per diem while engaged in the 
performance of his duties. The above sums shal! be 
paid out of the funds in the county treasury deposited to 
the credit of the Sheiby County Racing Commission and 
shall be paid to the Commissioners in the samé manner 
as the compensation of other county officers is paid. 

Section 5. The racing commission herein created is 
authorized and empowered to issue revenue bonds for 
the purpose of land acquisition and for the construction 
of a race track or tracks in Shelby County. Proceeds 
from lease payments on the track or tracks shall be used 
to retire said revenue bonds. The racing commission 
herein created shall not be abolished so long as there 
are outstanding bonds of indebtedness that were issued 
and secured by the lease payments or by revenue to be 
derived from the provisions of this act. Provided 
however that no county funds shal! be encumbered by 
indebtedness created by the racing commission or 
licensee except such funds as may be created by racing 
events as set forth by the racing commission. 

Section 6. The Racing Commission shall collect all 
the license fees, taxes, and monies provided in this act, 
and shall supervise, check and audit the operation of 
the pari-mutue! wagering pools anc the conduct and 
distribution thereof. The commission shall deposit al! 
funds in a bank or banks located in Shelby County. Any 
expense incurred by the commission relating to iis 
duties may be paid out of the monies deposited to the 
credit of the Racing Commission prior to distribution of 
monies as later provided for in this act. 

Section 7. it shall be the duty of the County Racing 
Commission to carry out the provisions of this act; and 
it shall have the following specific duties 

(1) To fix and set the dates upon which race meetings 
may be held or operated; 

(2) To make a quarterly report to the Shelby County 
Commission of its operation, showing its own actions 
and rulings and the receipts derived under the 
provision of this act; 

(3) To require each applicant for a license to operate a 
race meeting to submit the following information 

(a) The full name of the person, association, or 
corporation, and if a corporation, the name of the state 
under which the same is incorporated, and the name of 
the corporation's agents for service of process within 
the State of Alabama 
(b) if am association or corporation. the names of the 
stockholders and directors of the corporation, a 
majority of wnom shail be residents of Alabama, or the 
names of the officers and directors of the association. 

(c) The exaci location where it is desired to conduct or 
hold a race meeting and preliminary plans showing the 
site topography, the type of construction, the track 
design and concession plans together with a statement 
of the assets and liabilities of the corporation making 
Such application. An application may be approved 
subject to approval of detailed construction plans and 
specifications when prepared. 

(d) Whether the racing plant is owned or leased, and 
if leased, the name and address of the owner, or if the 
owner is a corporation, the names of the officers and 
directors therac!. a majority of whom shall have been a 
resident of the State of Alabama for at least live years, 
provided, however, that nothing in this Act shall 
prevent any person, association of corporation trom 
applying to the commission for a permit to conduct 
races where the racing plant has not been constructed. 

(e) The kind of racing to De conducted and the dates 
requested 

(t) Such other information as the commission may 
require 

(4) To require an oath of every applicant by its 
president stating the information contained in the 
application is true. 

(5) To make uniform rules and regulations governing 
the holding, conduction, and operation of all race 
tracks, race meetings, and races neid in Shelby County. 

Section 8. All books, records, maps, documents, and 
papers of the commission, including those filed with the 
commission as well as those prepared by or for it, shall 
at ail times be open for the personal inspection of any 

officer of the State of Alabama, or of the county, 
municipality within Shelby County, or of any official 
investigative body or committee and no person having 
charge or custody thereo! shall retuse this right to any 
officer or investigative body or committee, and it shal! 
be the express duty of such person to assist such officer 
or commmitiee in locating records or information 
desired by them. Any member or employes of the 
commission who violates the provisions of this section 


shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon * 


conviction, shall be fined not more than one hundred 
dotiars ($100.00) or imprisioned in the county jal! not 
exceding three months. If any member of the 
commission vioiates the provisions of this section, he 


shall be subject to removal from office. 

Section 9. Any corporation desiring to operate a race 
track in this county shall have the right, subject to the 
provisions of this act, to hold and conduct one or more 
race meetings at such track each year provided that no 
such license shall be granted to corporation, or to any 
track, for a period of less than two hundred (200) racing 
days. Said dates shall not be required to be 
consecutive, and a racing day may include @ matinee 
performance. No race or racing shall be permitted on 
Sundays. No person under the legal voting age shall be 
employed in any manner about said race track except 
as exercise boys and grooms; nor shall persons under 
eighteen years of age be permitted to attend any race. 

Section 10. (a) On or before the 15th day of October of 
each year, any person, association, or corporation 
possessing the qualifications prescribed. in this Act 
shall have the right to apply to the Racing Commission 
for a permit or license to conduct race meetings and 
racing under this Act. On or before the first day of 
December of each year, after the receipt of any such 
application, the commission shall convene to consider 
and act upon all permits or licenses applied for. 
Approved pe?mits or licenses shall be granted for a 
period of one year from the date of issuance and shai! 
set forth, in addition to any other infomation prescribed 
by the Commission, the name of the licensee, the 
location of the race track, the duration of the race 
meeting and the kind of racing desired to be conducted, 
and shall show the receipt by the Commission of the 
license fee set by the Commission, the setting of which 
is hereby authorized. No such license shall be 
transferable, nor shall it apply to any other place, track, 
or enclosure except the one specified in this license. 

(b) The commission shall not issue any licenses which 
would permit any two race tracks in the County to 
operate on the same racing days. Further, after the first 
license has been issued to the licensee, subsequent 
applications for renewal shall be accompanied by proof 
{in such form as the commission may require) that said 
licensee still possesses the qualifications set out in this 
act Such applications for renewal of license shal! not be 
denied except for due cause. 

(c) Eighty-five percent (85%) of the employees of 
said track must be bona fide resident citizens of Shelby 
County, Alabama, or shall have become so within six 
months 

Section 11. The commission may suspend or revoke 
the license of any licensee conducting a race meeting, 
upon the willful violation of any of the provisions of this 
act, or any rule or regulation promulgated by the 
commission or may invoke @ fine not to exceed one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00) per offense in lieu thereo!. 

it is untawful for any licensee under this act, directly 
or indirectly, to make any contribution whatsoever to 
any political party or to any candidate for any State, 
County or Municipal office, and upon proof being 
presented of any such contribulion having been made, 
the commission shall immediately and permanently 
revoke the license of such licensee. No disciplinary 
action may be taken hereunder until the licensee has 
been presented with notice in writing specifying the 
time and place of a disciplinary Nearing, said notice 
setting out in substance the nature of the accusation, 
and inviting the licensee to appear, with or without 
counsel, as the licensee may decide, the licensee being 
atforded an opportunity to face and examine his 
accusors, call witnesses, and testify if he s0 chooses. 

Section 12. The commmision is empowered to compel 

the production of any and all books, memoranda, or 
documents showing the receipts and disbursements of 
any corporation licensed to conduct race meetings 
under the provisions of this act. The commission may, 
at any time, require the removal of any employee or 
official employed by any licensee hereunder whenever 
it has reason to betieve that such employes or official is 
guilty of any improper practice in connection with 
racing, has failed to comply with any condition of the 
license, or has violated any rule adopted by the 
commission. The commission shall have the power to 
require that (he books and financial or other statements 
of any ticenses be kept in @ manner and method 
provided by the commission; and the commission shail 
be authorized to visit, investigage, and place auditors 
and inspectors in the offices, tracks, or place of 
business of any corporation licensed under this act. The 
commission shall Nave the power to summon witnesses 
before its meetings; to adminis.er osihe to such 
witnesses, and to require testimony on any issue before 
it. Any person failing to appear before said 
commission, or tailing to produce books, records, and 
documents ordered, or refusing to testity thereon, shail 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction In a court of competent juriediction, shaii be 
punished by # fine of not more than five hundred 
Goltars ($500.00), or by imprisonment not to exceed six 
(6) months, or by Doth fine and imprisonment in the 
Giscretion of the court. 


Section 13. The commission shall have the power to 
grant, refuse, suspend, or withdraw licenses to ail 
persons connected with race tracks, Including 
gatekeepers, announcers, ushers, starters, officials, 
drivers; greyhound owners, ayents, trainers, grooms, 
stable foremen, exercise boys, veterinarians, vaiets, 
sellers of racing forms or bulletins, and attendants in 
connection with the wagering machines, pursuant to 
such rules and regulations as the commission may 
adopt and upon the payment of a license fee as fixed 
and determined by the commission in accordance with 
the position and compensation of such person. Any 
license may be revoked by the commission, for good 
cause shown, and any person whose license is revoked 
shall be ineligible to participate in such occupation 
connected with racing unless the license is returned by 
the commission with permission to operate thereunder. 
The commission may deny or revoke a license to any 
person who has been refused or denied a license by any 
other state Racing Commission or racing authority. 

Section 14. The commission shall make rules 
governing, permitting, and regulating the wagering on 
greyhound races under the form of mutuel wagering by 
patrons known as ‘‘Pari-Mutuel Wagering,” which 
method shail be legal to the extent that, and so long as, 
the same is carried on and conducted strictly in 
conformity with this act, and not otherwise. Only the 
persons or corporation receiving a license fram the 
commission shail have the right or privilege (0 conduct 
this type of wagering and the licenses shall restrict and 
confine this form of wagering to a space within the race 
meeting grounds. All other forms of wagering on the 
results of greyhound races shall continue to be illegal, 
and any or all wagering outside of the enclosure of such 
races, where such races shall have been licensed by the 
commission, shall be illegal 

No person or corporation shall directly or indirectly 
purchase pari-mutuel tickets or participate in the 


_ purchase of any part of a pari-mutue! pool for another 


for hire or for any gratuity and no person shall purchase 

any part of a pari-mutuel poo! through another, wherein 

he gives or pays directly or indirectly such other person 

anything of value. Any person violating this section 

shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon 

conviction in a court of competent jurisdiction, shall be 

punished by a fine of mot more than five hundred - 
dollars ($500.00); or by imprisonment not to exceed six 

months, or botn fine and imprisonment in the 

discretion of the court 


Section 15. Every licensee conducting race meetings 
under the provisions of this Act, shail pay to the 
Treasurer of the Racing Commission for the use of the 
Commission, a tax in an amount equal to eight (8) 
percent of the total contributions to all pari-mutuel 
pools conducted or made on any race track licensed 
under this Act. The Commission of a licensee on a 
pari-mmutue! pool shall in no event exceed eighteen 
percent (18%) of the amount contributed to said 
pari-mutuel pool, which emount shall include the eight 
percent (8%) tax herstofore provided. After the 
deduction of the eight percent (8%) for the use of the 
commission and the percentage commission of the 
licensee, the remainder of the total contributions to 
@ach pool shall be divided among and redistributed to 
the contributors to such pools betting on the winning 
dog. The amount of each redistribution for each 
winning bet placed shall be determined by di the 
total amount-remaining in the pool after the deductions 
hereinabove provided for by the number of bets placed 
on the winning dog.

However, nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to prohibit the issuance of 
tax-free passes to officials and actual employees of the 
licensee, or other persons actually engaged in working 
at such track, including persons actually employed 
and accredited by the press or other news service; 
provided, the issuance of all such tax-free passes shal! 
be governed by the regulations and orders of the 
commission and a list of ali such officers, employees, 
and news service representatives shall be filed with the 
commission. 

Section 17. The license fees, commission, and other 
taxes Imposed herein shail be in lieu of all license fees, 
commissions and other taxes to the State of Alabama, 
of any county, city, town or other political subdivision 
thereof.

(t) A pari-mutuel ticket shall not be sold to an 
individual who is visibly inebriated. 

(g) All employees at the race track shail be licensed 
by the Racing Commission and shall submit a signed 
affidavit at time of employment that they meet the 
requirements of this act and of the Racing Commission 
herein created. Each employee shall be required to 
wear an identifying badge with his or her photograph 
and name thereon at al! times while within or on the 
premises of the racing plant. Employees are prohibited 
from wagering and violators shall have their 
employment terminated. 

Section 19. All fees, commissions, taxes, and other 
monies, including finer, and forfeitures, received under 
the provisions of this act shail be paid to the Shelby 
County Racing Commission.

Remarks bordering on insults 
were hurled at Senator Eddie Hubert 
Gilmore and Representative J. T. 
“Jabo”” Waggoner last week by Shelby 
County Superintendent of Education 
Elvin Hill. 

Hill’s surprising performance was 
triggered when Gilmore told him he 


we got for you in Montgomery go to 
the north part of the county. We got 
the money because of the growth in 
that area.” 

Hill was apparently annoyed that 
a group of North Shelby parents had 
invited the legislators to the board of 
education meeting without his prior 
knowledge. He told them in no 
uncertain terms that he would not 
change his mind on priorities, then 
accused the legislators of being 
interested only in politics. “If all my 
votes came from that area, I'd be 
doing just what you're doing!” 

After a little more discussion, Hill 
announced, “My mind is made up. I'm 
through arguing. I'm going home. A 
recommendation to ‘change won't 
come from me.” As he stormed out of 
the meeting, he threw out the 
comment, “You can stay here and 
plan your strategy all you want,” 
leaving the group of five parents, one 
boatd member and two reporters 

open-mouthed. 

The confrontation occurred after 
the regular Board of Education 
meeting Wednesday. Gilmore and 
. Waggoner had been asked by a group 
of north Shelby County residents to 
attend the meeting and express their 
feelings to the board on how the 
new education funds 
should be allocated. 

Gilmore had set new history in 
Alabama last year by pushing through 
the legislature a bill providing extra 
education funds for counties with 
heavy growth. His bill provided $5 
million statewide, then he and other 
legislators obtained $2 million of it for 
Shelby County. The $2 million is 
being matched with local funds to 
provide a $4 million building program 
in Shelby County. But the local board 
voted to spend only $2,700,000 of it 
in north Shelby schools and set aside 
$1,300,000 of it for other schools, 
including $1 million for a Columbiana 
elementary school. 

Parents from the rapidly growing 
northwest section (represented in the 
legislature by Gilmore and Waggoner) 
felt that all of it should have been 
spent in that area. 

The parents had complained at 
previous board meetings over the 
priorities but had been unsuccessful in 
getting the board to change them. 
They also argued that they were 
chiefly responsible for urging their 
legislators to get the bills passed which 
provided the money for Shelby 
County. 

Both Gilmore and Waggoner 
indicated they worked for the money

Bruce Phillips from Montevallo, “Why 
are we having to pay now for plants in 
the future?” Power company officials 
answered: 

“In the past lead times were less 
Now it costs $800 million for the 
Farley plant. We’d have to pay 
carrying charges. We're legally bound 
to build plants to provide power.” 
(State law requires the APC to provide 
for future electricity needs). 

The spokesman continued, 
“Where do you get money? From 
savings or retained earnings, by issuing 
stock or by borrowing. We must 
maintain a balance. 

Why doesn’t the APC sell part of 
the Farley plant? 

Spokesmen answered: “If we sold 
25% of the Farley plant we would 
have to build more plants to serve the 
people. Operating-wise the Farley will 
be the cheapest plant to operate. 

On the question of an audit of the 
company, which is the Utility 
Consumers’ first goal, Senator Stewart 
expressed scepticism. “That audit is a 
joke to me. The top eight auditing 
firms in the United States are 
connected one way or another with all 
the major utilities.” He indicated it 
would be impossible to get an 
independent audit from any auditor 
who remotely understood the kind of 
books utilities keep. 

Power Company officials fielded 
ihe questions with good humor but 
stood firm on most of the issues. 

Questions and answers went back 
and forth for nearly three hours. 
Moderating the session was Mrs. Becky 
McDonald of Pelham.

New vehicles required to keep up 


with Montevallo’s new expansion 


The need for additional vehicles 
and “equipment to maintain 
Montevallo’s utilities and streets was 
emphasized during Monday night's 
city council meeting. 

Water Board Chairman James 
Seaman, a former city councilman, 
appeared before council members and 
suggested that the cost of a new small 
truck, to be used by city crews 
working on water lines and gas lines, 
be shared by the water board and the 
city. 

Seaman pointed out that the 
current growth of the city requires 
crews to be able to respond to calls 
from throughout the city as well as 
throughout the Montevallo area. The 
present number of vehicles devoted to 
this service seems to be inadequate. 

Council members reviewed work 
assignments, agreed with the 
assessment and instructed City Clerk 
Kenneth Bailey to send out invitations 
to bid on a small pickup truck. 

In other business coming before 
council members Monday night, a 
petition was read from residents of the 
Hidden Valley subdivision asking for 
street lights, requesting that broken 
and discarded water pipes and other 
debris be picked up, and that a “dead 
end” street sign be posted on Brook 
Hill Lane. 

Streets Committee chairman 
Herbert Milstead stated that a street 
light for the area has already been 
approved and will be put in place 
when weather permits. Utility crews 
will be instructed to remove broken 
pipes in the future and a “dead end” 
street sign for Brook Hill Lane will be 
ordered. 

Councilman Herbert Milstead, 
told council members that more man 
hours are spent by street crew 
members collecting leaves, tree 
branches and similar material than on 
any other job. Milstead suggested that 
the city consider purchasing vacuum 
type equipment to speed up street 
cleaning work and also asked that the 
city consider purchasing a chipper or 
shredder to be used in disposing of 
heavier type debris such as tree limbs. 

Council members agreed that the 
growth of the city is putting heavier 
demands on all city employees. The 
city’s finance committee will meet this 
week to determine if funds are 
available to either purchase additional 
equipment or employ additional 
personnel.

Even though city fire 
departments often answer calls far 
uway,. he noted that the distances are 
so great that by the time the truck gets 
there it is usually too late. 

The Commission advised Ballard 
to get the wording of a proposed 
amendment drawn up right away if it 
is to be advertised and passed during 
the current legislative session.

The three agreed that hundreds of 
persons are not subscribing to the 


county garbage service and they 
cannot understand it.

How can a 
man in Shelby drive to the Calera 
landfill to dump his own trash cheaper 
than paying us $1 a week to haul it 
off)” 

The tranchise operators suggested 
the county charge a fee at the county 
landfills which they called “very well 
operated.”” (The county spends 
$100,000 a year for operating the 


three landfills.) 

Archer said the landfills are his 
biggest competitor. 

County Sanitarian Frank Sloan 
admitted “the franchise system is not 
providing the service we had hoped 
for.” 

The county has taken the position 
in the past that a fee at the landfills 
would discourage people from using 
them and would increase the number 
of roadside dumps. 

The Commission took no action, 
but told the operators they would 
study the request further. 


The collectors pointed out the 
county has not increased their fee 
since the service started three years 
ago.

Complaints about the garbage 
charge came mainly from families who 
live within the city limits on a 
part-time basis.

SEGCO gets operation permit 


Unit No. 2, a 250 megawatt 
coal-fired power boiler at the Alabma 
Power Company E. C. Gaston Steam 
Plant in Wilsonville has been awarded a 
permit to operate by the Alabma Air 
Pollution Control Commission 
(AAPCC) indicating compliance with 
applicable regulations. This is the last 
of five power boilers at the facility to 
achieve compliance. 

All units at the Wilsonville plant 
have achieved compliance with 
AAPCC regulations for the control of 
particulates through installation of 
electrostatic precipitators. Low-sulfur 
coal is being used in all power boilers 
in order to meet emission limiting 
regulations for sulfur dioxide. In 


addition to Unit No. 2, other 
permitted units include three 250 
megawatt boilers and one 880 


megawatt boiler, which is the largest 
coal-fired boiler in the state. 

Testing of Unit No. 2 for the 
purpose of certifying compliance 
indicates that particulate emissions are 
41 percent less than those allowed

Truck 
weight 


An incident involving the vice 
president and general manager of 
Southern Haulers and two of the 
firm’s dump trucks has led to a plea by 
the trucking company executive to 
stop weighing trucks on interstate 
highways. 

The incident took place Tuesday, 
March 22 on Interstate Highway 65 
near the Shelby County Airport 
interchange. 

According to reports, two 
Southern Haulers trucks were stopped 
by State Troopers, the trucks were 
weighed and the drivers of the trucks 
were given citations for being over the 
weight limit allowed on Alabama’s 
Interstate highways. 

The citations showed one five-axle 
truck was stopped at 10:15 a.m. This 
truck, according to the citation, 
weighed 84,400 pounds. The interstate 
weight limit for a five axle truck is 
70,000 pounds. 

The other truck, a six-axle vehicle, 
weighed 90,500 pounds. The interstate 
limit for a six-axle truck if 75,500 
pounds. 

Both trucks were carrying crushed 
limestone. 

In both instances the citations 
were issuec by Trooper John Gunnels, 
a member of the truck weighing 
division. 

The driver of one of the trucks 
apparently radioed to his home base, 
located just north of Calera, that he 
was in the process of receiving a 
citation. Then, according to reports, 
Richard Edwards, Vice President and 
General Manager of the Calera based 
firm, drove to the location of his two 
stopped trucks. 

According to a State Trooper 
spokesman, Lieutenant Roy Smith, 
Edwards attacked Trooper Gunnels, a 
point denied by Edwards. 

Edwards states that he was taken 
to the Shelby County jail in 
Columbiana and booked for assaulting 
an officer, failure to obey and

destruction of state property. 

His bond was set at $2,500. His 
trial as well as the trial of the two 
drivers involved is set for 9:00 a.m., 
Wednesday, March 30, in Shelby 
County District Court. 

In an interview with the Reporter 
the next day, Edwards said, “The news 
story to the effec that I struck the 
Trooper is false. On the contrary, | 
was very much abused by Trooper 
Gunne]s.” 

During the interview with the 
Reporter Edwards played down last 
week’s incident, but placed great 
emphasis on Alabama’s truck weight 
laws. 

Edwards pointed out that the 
weight limit on Interstate Highways in 
Alabama is lower than it is for state 
highways. He used as an example his 
six-axle truck that received a citation 
for carrying 90,500 pounds. The state 
highway limit, according to Edwards is 
92,400 pounds. The Interstate limit is 
75,500 pounds. “If this truck had 
been on one of the two-lane state 
highways it would have been 1,900 
pounds under the legal limit,” 
Edwards noted. “But it was on one of 
the four-lane interstates, which is 
much safer for all traffic, and it was 
found to be over the interstate limit,” 
he continued. 

“States adjoining Alabama, have a 
higher interstate limit, the state 
highwasy have a higher limit and I feel 
that all dump trucks are not getting 


fairly treated in Alabama,” Edwards 
stated. 
**Since the bad winter and 


shortage of energy, a lot of other 
states have given trucks permits to 
haul up to 100,000 pounds and even 
more, on Interstates,” Edwards 
continued. “Because of this lower 
interstate limit, trucks in Alabama are 
being forced off the Interstates and 
this is endangering the life of citizens 
traveling state highways and secondary 
roads,” he emphasized. 
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Early in 1976 Edwards said he 
employed an attorney and along with 
other dump truck operators, asked for 
a meeting with Ray Bass, the State 
Highway Director; Bill Baxley, the 
State Attorney General; Col. E. C. 
Dothard, the Public Safety Director 
and Bill Jackson of the Governor's 
office. None of the officials appeared 
at the meeting, according to Edwards, 
however, three officials sent 
representatives. Purpose of the 
meeting, according to Edwards, was to 
discuss sa ety on the highways, to 
permit dump trucks to operate on 
Interstate highways without being 
harrassed and to save energy because 
trucks are being forced to operate in a 
less efficient manner on secondary 
roads. 

Edwards, who has been in the 
trucking business sine 1940, says that 
in 1970 his firm was the first Alabama 
to begin using aluminum trailers with 
aluminum frames. At the same time,

he continues, “! began using Peterbilt 
tractors with cab, fenders and hood 
assemblies made of aluminum in order 
to lighten our loads.” 


“In 1972 our company started 
buying dump trailers with three axles 
on the rear in order to have better 
braking capacity,” Edwards states. “I 
could have done a lot of other things 
to lighten my trucks, but I have 
refused to sacrifice safety. We have all 
the safety components that are used in 
mountain states, but we operate only 
in Alabama. Truckers from other 
states are amazed at the good quality 
of the dump truck fleets in Alabama,” 
Edwards states. 

“If truckers in this state do not 
get some relief,” Edwards continued, 
“it won’t be long until.they will have 
to do almost anything to lighten their 
load. Removal of any safety 
equipment can only jeopardize the 
public,” Edwards concluded.

One fish that stimulates flow of 
fishing juices of the overwintering 
angler is the crappie. When you get the 
fever, get your boat, a handy fishing 
partner, and take to the big waters. 

Crappie---croppie, white perch, 
speck, sac-a-lait, or what have you --- 
are spawning now. This fish starts 
bedding when water temperatures 
reach 62 to 68 degrees F., or just 
before the bigmouth bass starts his 
nuptials in earnest. 

Crappie you catch easily now will 
likely be females. Crappies may sweep 
out a single nest on the bottom, but 
observers have seen the eggs stuck to 
leaves and twigs underwater near bank 
drop-ofts. 

Use a spinning outfit or 
spincasting gear to drop a small live 
minnow a few inches from the bank of 
a river or big lake. Fathead 
(blackhead) minnows make excellent 
bait, especially in early spring. Line 
should be eight to 10-lb test 
minimum and colorless. I like a long 
shanked hook, say size 6 to 8. I 
usually barb a miniow through the 


4 body just behind the back or dorsal fin. 


You might fish with a tight line at first 
to see how deep fish are feeding, but I 
usually get best results at this time of 
year with a marble-sized slip bobber 
on the line about 10 to 15 inches from 
the hook. I squeeze on a split shot just 
above the hook. 

Keep the bait moving. If a fish 
doesn’t nibble quickly, try a foot 
farther along the bank edge. It’s 
uncanny, but you can be off six inches 
and not get a bite. In Texas I dropped 
my bait about 15 feet down in one 
spot and pulled out 50 pan sized 
crappie. | shifted my hook a foot from 
the spot and nothing touched it! 


You'll find more crappie in 
brush, near weedbeds, 
around snags and pier pilings. Some lot 
owners on large lakes sink anchored 
pine tops, hay bales to lure crappie to 
their doorstep for an early spring mess 
of fresh fish. Is there any better tonic? 
Landing a hooked crappie, however, 
you cannot snatch the rod upward 
vigoriously as you would strike a 
surface-rising bluegill with a popping 
bug or sink a plastic worm in a bass 
mouth. If you do, you'll pull the hook 
free, because the crappie has a tender 
mouth. 

As weather warms you may have 
to drop your live bait or artificial lure 
five, 10, or even 20 feet down. 
Personally, | think the whippy 


canepole is an excellent tool for 
crappie fishing with live minnows. 
Two crappie species inhabit our 
big waters: the white and the black. 
The white seems to tolerate muddy 
water better than the black crappie, 
found along clear,

rocky lake and stream bottoms 
mirror-clear water. Both species are 
often found in the same waters and 
both species will cross. 

Size ? In one Illinois study 4-year 
old crappie averaged eight ounces 
each. World’s record white crappie 
weighed five lbs. three oz. and was 
caught in 1957 from Enid Dam, Miss.; 
black crappie, five lbs., was taken the 
same year but hundreds of miles away 
in the Santee-Cooper Resevoir, S. C. 
Biggest crappit I ever caught weighed 
slightly over two pounds and I caught 
it with a broken-back Creek Chub 
below Lake Martin Dam. 

Artificials make good baits but 
you must keep the lure jiggling up and 
down slightly for action. I’ve had good 
luck with small white and with yellow 
jigs. 

Later in the year crappie may not 
bite well. Where the water is hot ana 
dingy, the taste may not be as 
flavorful as now in clear, cold waters. 
Even a small crappie may be filleted 
for a small morsel of bone-free 
tastiness. 

Over the years many pond owners 
have asked me about stocking crappie 
in artificial ponds and lakes. Don’t do 
it! Crappie are notorious 
overcrowders. Big drawback is hordes 
of young crappie compete with 
bluegills for food; larger crappie fight 
bass for food. I’ve seine-checked 40, 
50 and ever 60-acre lakes and found 
crappie populations overcrowded. The 
laked had to be drained. 

So, enjoy your crappie fishing in 
the big streams and impoundments.

What do PACERS do? 


by Ted McMaster 

PACER, PACER, what are you? 

Recently there have been 
numerous articles on the PACER 
organizations within the nation and 
particularly, to our interest, in the 
Shelby County area. But, just what 
does PACER stand for and what do 
the PACERS do? 


The word PACER is an 
abbreviation for ‘Police Associated 
Citizens Emergency Radio.” PACER 
chapters are composed of citizens 
concerned with the welfare and safety 
of their neighbors. the PACERS is a 
non-profit organization associated 
with the local police departments and 
various municipal agencies. Individuals 
involved give freely of their time and 
talents to aid in the coordination of 
emergency and law enforcement 
situations, 


How do the PACERS participate? 


PACERS participate by 
monitoring the National Emergency 
Channel, Channel 9, on their Citizens 
Band (CB) radios. They assist 
motorists by communicating with 
individuals on Channel 9 who are 
witnessing or are involved in an 
emergency situation, whether it be an 
accident, fire, robbery, motorist in 
trouble or simply by providing local 
information for a motorist. 

Once the information is relayed to 
the PACER, the PACER then in turn 
relays it to the proper authority. 


How can I become a PACER 


member? 


PACER members are needed in 
the Shelby County area and a typical 
example is the Tri-City chapter. The 
Tri-Cities include the Alabaster, 
Helena and Pelham areas. 

Presently, in this area, monitoring 
times are limited to the weekends. 
This is true because there aren’t 
enough members to monitor 
throughout the entire week. This, of 


Flying fire ants 
linked to kills 
of fish in ponds 


Fisheries biologists of the Division 
of Game and Fish in the Conservation 
Department have received several 
phone calls recently regarding dead 
bream in private ponds. 

District Fisheries Supervisor, Dan 
Thompson, who works ponds in 11 
central Alabama counties, said 
swarming fire ants have been shown to 
be the cause of many of the fish kills 
and that this condition prevails with 
the advent of warmer weather but lasts 
for only a few days. 

Thompson said this situation 
occurs usually during the last two 
weeks of March when the swarming 
fire ants settle on the surface of a 
pond and are eaten by bream. Only 
this flying form of fire ant is toxic to 
fish. Ants eaten later in the spring and 
summer have no effect. 

Thompson suggests that a pond 
owner finding dead bream should 
clean the fish and examine the entrails 
for fire ants. If fire ants are found, the 
fish kill probably will be very light and 
the situation will last only a few days 
and there is little to be concerned 
about, Thompson said. In many cases 
this could even be beneficial if the 
pond is over-populated with bream. 

However, Thomspon cautioned, if 
no fire ants are found, there is 
probably another cause of the fish kill 
the situation should be 
investigated further.

distribution thereof; to prescribe certain rules and 
regulations in addition to those that may be 
promulgated by the Racing Commission, to provide for 
the distribution and appropriation of license fees, 
faxes commissions, and other monies received under 
the provisions of the act;to provide certain penalties for 
(he violation of this act and for other purposes relative 
thereto. to further define the intent of the act, and to 
provide tor a referendum of the voters of the county on 
the question of whether the act will become effective in 
the county. BE |T ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE 
OF ALABAMA 

Section 1 The Shelby County Racing Commission is 
hereby created and established, and is vested with the 
powers and duties specified in this act, and al! other 
powers necessary and proper {o enable it to execute 
tully and effectually the purposes of this act. The 
Commvssion shall consist of five (5) members; Two (2) 
shall De appointed by the Shelby County Legislative 
Delegation one(t) shall be appointed by a majority vote 
ot the Shelby County Commission; one (1) shall be 
appointed by a majority vote of the Shelby County 
Board of Education, and one(1) shall be appointed by 


the sherit! of Shelby County. The original members . 


shall serve for a term of four (4) years. The 
commissioners shall select from among their members 
a chairman. vice-chairman, and a secretary who shal!

Section 3. The members of the commission shail be 
qualified electors not lesa than twenty-one years of age, 
who shall have resided in Snelby County for a period of 
live years next preceding their appointment, and each 
commissioner shall take the same constitutional oath of 
ottice as other county officers, and shail give bond 
payable to Shelby County in the amount of ten thousand 
doliars ($10,000), conditioned that he will faithfully 
and properly pertorm ihe duties of his office. The 
premiums on such bonds shall be paid by the 
commission. The commission may employ such 
assistants and employes as may be necessary. A 
member of the commission must not be an official, 
member of any board of directors, or person financially

One member of said commission shal! be 
required to be in attendance at each racing event, and 
said designated member shall receive an additional 
thirty dollars ($30.00) per diem while engaged in the 
performance of his duties. The above sums shail be 
paid out of the funds in the county treasury deposited to 
the credit of the Shalby County Racing Commission and 
shail be paid to the Commissioners in the same manner 
as the compensation of other county officers is paid. 

Section 5. The racing commission herein crested is 
authorized and empowered to issue revenue bonds for 
the purpose of land acquisition and for the construction 
of @ race track or tracks in Shelby County. Proceeds 
from lease payments on the track or tracks shall be used 
to retire said revenue bonds. The racing commission 
herein created shall not be abolished so long as there 


’ are outstanding bonds of indebtedness that were issued 


and secured by the lease payments or by revenue to be 
derived from the provisions of this act. Provided 
however that no county funds shall be encumbered by 
indebtedness created by the racing commission or 
licensee except such funds as may be created by racing 
events as set forth by the racing commission. 

Section 6. The Racing Commission shali collect all 
the license fees, taxes, and monies provided in this act, 
and shail supervise, check and audit the operation of 
the pari-mutue! wagering pools and the conduct and 
distribution thereof. The commission shall deposit ail 
funds in a bank or banks located in Shelby County. Any 
expense incurred by the commission relating to its 
duties may be paid out of the monies deposited to the 
credit of the Racing Commission prior to distribution of 
monies as later provided for in this act. 

Section 7. It shall be the duty of the County Racing 
Commission to carry out the provisions of this act; and 
it shall have the following specific duties: 

(1) To fix and set the dates upon which race meetings 
may be held or operated; 

(2) To make a quarterly report to the Shelby County 
Commission of its operation, showing its own acthins 
and rulings and the receipts derived under the 
provision of this act; 

(3) To require each applicant for a license to operate a 
race meeting to submit the following information 

(a) The full name of the person, association, or 
corporation, and if a corporation, the name of the state 
under which the same is incorporated, and the name of 
the corporation's agents for service of process within 
the State of Alabama 
(b) If an association or corporation, the names of the 
Stockholders and directors of the corporation, a4 
majority of whom shall be residents of Alabama, or the 
names of the officers and directors of the association, 

(c) Tne exact location where it is desired to conduct or 
hold a race meeting and preliminary plans showing the 
site topography, the type of construction, the track 
design and concession plans together with a statement 
of the assets and liabilities of the corporation making 
such application. An application may be approved 
subject to approval of detailed construction pians and 
specifications when prepared 

() Whether the racing plant is owned or leased, and 
if teased, the name and address of the owner, or if the 
owner is a corporation, the names of the officers and 
directors thereo!, a majority of whom shall have been s 
resident of the State of Alabama for at least five years; 
provided, however, that nothing in this Act shail 
prevent any person, association of corporation trom 
applying to the commission for a permit to conduct 
races where the racing plant has not been constructed.

The commission shall have the power to 
grant, refuse, suspend, or withdraw licenses-to all 
persons connected with race tracks, including 
gatekeepers, announcers, ushers, starters, officials, 
drivers, greyhound owners, ajets, trainers, grooms, 
stable foremen, exercise boys, veterinarians, valets, 
sellers of racing forms or bulletins, and attendants in 
connection with the wagering machines, pursuant to 
such rules and regulations as the commission may 
adopt and upon the payment of a license fee as fixed- 
and determined by the commission in accordance with 
the position and compensation of such person. Any 
license may be revoked by the commission, for good 
cause shown, and any person whose license is revoked 
shall be ineligible to participate in such occupation 
connected with racing unless the license is returned by 
the commission with permission to operate thereunder.

The commission shall make rules 
governing, permitting, and regulating the wagering on 
greyhound races under the form of mutuel wagering by 
patrons known as ‘‘Pari-Mutuel Wagering,”” which 
method shail be legal to the extent that, and so long as, 
the same is carried on and conducted strictly in 
conformity with this act, and not otherwise. Only the 
persons or corporation receiving a license from the 
commission shail have the right or privilege to conduct 
this type of wagering and the licenses shai! restrict and 
contine this form of wagering to a space within the race 
meeting grounds. All other forms of wagering on the 
results of greyhound races shall continue to be lilegal, 
and any or all wagering outside of the enclosure of such 
races, where such races shall have been licensed by the 
commission, shal! be illegal. 

No person or corporation shall directly or indirectly 
purchase pari-mutue! tickets or participate in the 
purchase of any part of a pari-mutuel pool for another 
for hire or for any gratuity and no person shall purchase 
any part of a pari-mutuel pool through another, wherein 
he gives or pays directly or indirectly such other person 
anything of value. Any person violating this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon 
conviction in a court of competent jurisdiction, shail be 
punished by a fine of not more than five hundred- 
dollars ($500.00); or by imprisonment not to exceed six 
months, of both fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court, 


Section 15. Every licensee conducting race meetings 
under the provisions of this Act, shall pay to the 
Treasurer of the Racing Commission for the use of the 
Commission, a tax in an amount equal to eight (8) 
percent of the total contributions to all pari-mutuel 
pools conducted or made on any race track licensed 
under this Act. The Commission ‘of @ licensee on a 
pari-mutue! pool shall in no event exceed eighteen 
percent (18%) of the amount contributed to said 
pari-mutuel pool, which amount shall include the eight 
percent (8%) tax heretofore provided. After the 
deduction of the sight percent (8%) for the use of the 
commission and the percentage commission of the 
licensee, the remainder of the total contributions to 
sach poo! shall be divided among and redistributed to 
the contributors to such pools betting on the winning 
dog. The amount of each redistribution for each 
winning bet placed shal! be determined by dividing the 
total amount remaining in the pool after the deductions 
hereinabove provided for by the number of bets placed 
on the winning dog. Each redistribution shall be made 
in & sum equal to the next lowest multiple of ten. The 
licensee in entitied to retain one-half (1/2) of the odd 
cents on all redistributions to be known as the ‘Breaks 
to a dime."’ The remaining one-half (1/12) of the 
‘breaks’ shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Racing 
Commission for the use of the Commission as 8 ‘‘breaks 
tax."' Under the pari-mutuel system of wagering 
herein provided, the licenses shall be permitted to 
provide separate pools for bets to win, place, and show 
and also @ dally double pool, # quiniela pool and @ 
Gouble quiniela pool and such other pools a the 
commission shall approve. Each pool shall be 
redistributed separately as herein provided. Should 
there be no ticket bet on the winning dog, the entire 
pool will be divided among the holders of tickets on the 
dog running next in line untl) the pool has been 
redistributed to the contributors. The licensee shall be 
required to use a totalizator machine to record, the 
wagering and compute the odds. Rules and regulations 
Qoverning the operation of the pools shal! be set out in 
book form by the Racing Commission. The licenses 
shall collect from each person attending the race 
meétings under the provisions of this Act fifteen 
percent (15%) of the established admission price or ten 
cents, whichever sum is the greater, as an admission 
tax and such other fees or gross receipts taxes as shall 


be approved by the commission. Licensees shall make 
payment of such taxes to the treasurer of the Racing 
Commission every seventh calendar day of any and 
every race meeting, which payment shall be 
accompanied a report on the races covered by such 
report and such other information aa the commission 
may require. 

Section 16. If any free passes or complimentary cards 
shall be Issued to guests by licenses, such licensee 
shall nevertheless be ible for payment of the 
admission tax upon such complimentary admission 
cards or passes as though they had been sold at the 
regular admission price. However, nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to prohibit the issuance of 
tax-free passes to officials and actual employees of the 
licensee, or other persons actually engeged in working 
at such track, including persons actually employed 
and accredited by the preas or other news service; 
provided, the Issuance of all such tax-free passes shail! 
be governed by the regulations and orders of the 
commission and a list of all such officers, employees, 
and news service representatives shall be filed with the 
commission. 

Section 17. The license fees, commission, and other 
taxes imposed herein shall be in lieu of all license fees, 
commissiona and other taxes to the State of Alabama, 
of any county, city, town or other political subdivision 
thereof. 

Section 18. In addition to other rules and regulations 
that may be promulgated by the Racing Commission, 
the following shall be complied with by the licensee or 
operator of the race plant and employees thereof. 

(a) A duly licensed veterinarian shall be on the 
grounds at weighing time and make examination of the 
physical conditions of each greyhound, and any dog not 
considered to be in good physical condition, shall be 
reported to the presiding official. 

(b) An adequate security force shall be employed as 
prescribed by the licenses. 

(c) An adequately equipped first aid room shal) be 
Provided within the enclosure of the track with a 
registered nurse or licensed practical nurse of an 
emergency medica! technician Il) on duty during racing 
hours. 

(d) Public liability insurance shall be carried by the 
licensee or operator. 

(e) All racing events shall be concluded by midnight, 

(t) A pari-mutuel ticket shall not be sold to an 
individual who is visibly inebriated. 

(g) All employees at the race track shall be licensed 
by the Racing Commission and shall submit a signed 
affidavit at time of employment that they meet the 
requirements of this act and of the Racing Cornmission 
herein created. Each employee shall be required to 
wear an identifying badge with his or her photograph 
and name thereon at all timea while within or on the 
premises of the racing plant. Employees are prohibited 
from wagering and violators shall have their 
employment terminated. 

Section 19. All fees, commissions, taxes, and other 
monies, including tinet, and forfeitures, received under 
the provisions of this act shall be paid to the Shelby 
County Racing Commission. All such monies 
remaining after payment of expenses incurred in the 
administration of this act shall be distributed on a 
Quarterly basis as follows: 

(a) Sixty-five percent (65%) to the Shelby County 
Board of Education of which (60%) sixty percent shal! 
be used for public education and (5%) five percent shal} 
be used exclusively for special education for mentally 
handicapped children and or children with learning 
detects. 

(b) Five percent (5%) to the University of 
Montevallo. 

(c) Twelve percent (12%) to the various 
municipaiities located in Shelby County with each 
municipality receiving @ share based on the population 
of said municipality as it relates to the tota! municipal 
populations.

(t) Three percent (3%) to the Shelby County 
Qoverning body for fire protection and emergency 
rescue sérvices operating in unincorporated areas.

Any person who shall influence or have 
any understanding or connivance with any owner, 
groom, or other person associated with or interested in 
any kennel, greyhound, or race in which any greyhound 
participates, to prearrange or predetermine the results 
of any such race, or any person who shall stimulate or 
depress a greyhound for the purpose of affecting the 
results of a race, shall be guilty of a felony and upon 
conviction thereot, shall be imprisoned in the state 
prison for not less than one year nor more than ten 
years, or shall be fined not less than one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00) nor more than five thou sand dollars 
($5,000.00) or both, in the discretion of the court. 

Section 23. {t shall be unlawful for any person to 
transmit or communicate to another by any means 
whatsoever the results, changing odds. track 
conditions, or any other information relating to any 
greyhound race trom any race track in this county, 
between the period of time beginning one hour prior to 
the first race of the day and ending thirty minutes after 
the posting of the official results of each race, as to {hat 
particular race, except that this period may be reduced 
to permit the transmitting of the results of the last race 
each day not sooner than fifteen minutes after the 
official posting of such results. Provided, however, that 
the commission may, by rule, permit the immmediate 
transmission by radio, television, or press wire of any 
pertinent information concerning feature races. 

It shall be uniawtul for any person to transmit by any 
means whatsoever racing information fo any other 
person, or to relay the same to any other person by 
word of mouth, by signal, or by use of telephone, 
telegraph, radio, of any other means, when the 
information is knowingly used or intended to be used 
for illegal gambling purposes, or in furtherance of such 
gambling purposes. 

Any person violating the provision of this section 
shall be guilty of a felony and, upon conviction, shall be 
imprisioned in the state penitentiary for not less than 
one year nor more than ten years, or shall be fined not 
less than one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) nor more 
than tive thousand dollars ($5,000.00) or both, in the 
Ciscretion of the court. 

Section 24. Tha county governing body of Shelby 
County shall call and provide for holding a referendum 
for the purpose of determining if this act shall become 
operative.

GARDEN SPOT 


After you choose what vegetables 
you want to plant, you have to decide 
where each one will go in the garden. 

You should plan your garden 
before planting any vegetables. The 
plan should include planting dates, 
location, number of rows and cropping 
sequence for each crop. Tastes in 
vegetables vary from person to person, 
so crop and variety selection are 
largely a matter of Individual or family 
preference. You need to develop a 
plan based on your tastes and needs. 

When planting your garden, put 

perennials and long season crops like 
asparagus and strawberries to one side, 
so they will not interfere with 
preparing rows for short season crops. 
Strawberries, corn and beans are 
often attacked by red spiders. And 
these pests may migrate to long season 
vegetables in adjacent rows as the host 
plant begins to mature and dry up. So, 
don’t plant crops susceptible to red 
spiders in rows next to vegetables like 
tomatoes, beans and okra. 

Plant tall growing crops like corn 
and okra away from low growing 
vegetables that may be shaded by the 
taller plants. 

Group vegetables that are to be 
planted first at one side of the garden. 
And plant crops that have 
approximately the same growing 
season together so you can clean off 
an entire area and prepare it all for the 
next crops at the same time. 

Plant enough of each vegetable 
crop for table use and canning or 
freezing. Any time lag from the garden 
to the freezer or jar can reduce the 


‘| ‘quality of your vegetables. So, plant 


for canning and freezing based on the 
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taught in their homes. 

According to Superintendent of 
Education Elvin Hill, new federal 
regulations will require the school 
system to provide specially equipped 
buses to transport these children to 
school.

The federal program will provide 
one teacher and one aide for every 
four children, Hill said. 

Hill said that federal programs are 
doing away with classes for the 
mentally retarded and that severely 
physically handicapped persons now 
come first in the federal priorities. 

The county must provide two 
buses, Hill said, but federal funds will 
pay $2,500 for the lift on each bus. A 
child in a wheel chair can be “‘lifted” 
into the bus mechanically. Federal 
funds will also provide the county 
with the $40,000 or $50,000 
estimated funds to provide teachers 
and aides. 


availability of labor to harvest, prepare 
and freeze or can as quickly as possible 
to maintain top quality. You can make 
several successive plantings of each 
vegetable. This may make it easier for 
family members to work on 
vegetables. in spare moments. 

If you're planning on canning 
soup mixtures where several crops are 
involved that should be producing 
simultaneously, plant the long bearing 
crops like tomatoes and okra first. 
Then plant crops like corn, lima beans, 
peas or any other short season crops so 
they will mature at about the peak of 
tomato production. 


One way to stretch your corn 
supply is to make several successive 
plantings at two to three week 


intervals beginning early in the 
planting season. Late corn is subject to 
attack by several species of foliage 
feeding worms that make late summer 
and fall corn production hazardous. 


Rotate crops to minimize disease 


and insect problems. A good rule of 
thumb is not to plant an area in the 
same crop or family of crops more 
than ove year out of three. In many 
instances long-term rotations are not 
possible because of limited space. 
Good disease control programs and 
crop sanitation will help to reduce 
disease problems if ypu can’t rotate 
crops. 

Space rows based on the size of 
the plants at maturity, type of plants, 
harvesting and tools needed for 
cultivation and weed control measures. 
Where space for a garden isn’t limited, 
most growers usually use about a three 
foot row spacing for all crops.
